THB T^SFJCS, 

THriftian duty inciteth Cvery man to extol Gods gfeat 
1 mercies toward mankind, and namely, (which is 
the fcope of this enfuing T reatife ) for his bleffing 
concerning the gift of healing,and for the original! 
or firft finders out of the Science. In the arguing 

__whereof,many ancient and moderne Writers have 

takengreatpSncs in fearching out and deferibing (for memories lake) 
unto pofteritie, who were the firft difeoverersofthat noble Science 
or Myfterie of the healing mans body; but not without feverall and 
different opinions, and ftrong contradictionsYet, giving venerable 
and due refpeCt unto all, I will crave leave for my felfe to thinke and 
beleevc that the originail foundation of Medicine proceeded from 
God alone; being more than fufficiently explained fo to be by Mofes 
that divine Hiftoriographer, inhisfacred Hiftoryofthe firft creation 
of heaven and earth: Forhe witnelfeth that before man was created, 
all herbs and plants fprang out of the bowels of the earth, with their 
infinite varieties of flowers and feeds, with different odours, fapours, 
colours and formes,endued (no doubt) with many and great vertues, 

Solum ex fr*fctcntia.Dei f onely of the fore-knowledge of God. 

Wherefore, to attribute fo great excellencies, fo many waies in ufe 
for the health and wel-being of mankinde,to any other than to the di¬ 
vine bounty of God alone, would feeme (in my apprehenfion) not 
much lefle than blafphemy; for it could never bee, that humane rea- 
fon could have found oit the knowledge and vertues of thefe things, 
unlelfe God himfelfc by his fecret prefcience had Ihewed them to 
man. 

For God, the ArchiteCtor of the world, when in the beginning he 
created Adam> and infpired him with the fpirit of life,made him not on¬ 
ly a living creature, but alfo endued him with fuch underftanding,that 
he knew the natures, theforces, the proper faculties, vertues,and dan • 
gerous effects of all things which the faid univerlall world then con¬ 
tained or produced: fo that the glory of the invention of the myfterie 
of healing of mans body, came from God himfelfe,and may not be fo 
much undervalued as to be aferibed tohumane ingenuitie. Yet never- 
theleffe (under favour) wee may fofarre venture to conceive,that the . . . 

fame gift of God, namely, the gift of healing, might by his holy Spi- 
rit be, and was tranfeendent fucceflively on thofe whom he had pre- lefle then one 
ordained, andchofen into the medicinall function, to the end that 

they

they might bee the better enabled to fearch out and apply wholfome 
medicines in due feafon, according as they were inipired or taught; 
for all excellent knowledge commeth from above : And this opini¬ 
on is alfo aflented unto by holy Scriptures in fundry places. 

But withall, complying with our Anceftors as much as may bee, 
touching the firft generall profeflors of this art of Medicine ; The 
mod Writers affirme the Grecians were the firft that tooke upon 
them to profeflethe art of Medicine, and they likewife utter fpeechcs 
to the fame effed, affirming eApolio to bee the firft Inventor of Me¬ 
dicine; and by i^Apollojt is fuggefted,that they either underftood 
the Sunne, which through the penetrating heat thereof, produceth, 
comforteth,tempereth and cherifheth all creatures,as wel animal and 
vegetable, as minerall : Or they meant, under that name of Apol¬ 
lo , fome Noble man, who was inftigated thereunto through an ex¬ 
cellent and divine power (no doubt by Gods fore-knowledge) and 
alfo endued with learning and diligence in that noble art of Medicine, 
who performed fome excellent cures : alluding whereunto , Ovid 
fpeaketh thus of tsipollo ; 


Inventum medicina metm ejl, opiferqueper or hem 
Dicor, & her bar urn fubjetfa potentia nobis. 


Medicines Inventor and Artift I 
Through the maffie orbe am ftil'd to be: 
Fame this attributes to my Deity, 

That force of Plants are liibjed unto mee. 


And after <_Apollo , the fucceeding Inventor is faid to bee v£(cuLt- 
pus , which fome Writers ftile to be his fonne, brought up in learning 
by him,who did fomewhat more fee forth and poliffi this Art, being 
as then rude and ruftick, and therefore,hee was reputed as one of the 
Gods. Not long after thofe times (as Writers report) didflourifh 
termed the Centaur e, who alfo excelled in the knowledge of 
the medicinall plants. D 

This lAfcuUpiui (as other ancient Hiftories witnefle) had two 
tonnes, vt\. Pcdalyrtus and CMacbaon, who followed their fathers 
fteps, and profdfed the art of Medicine, and cured the wounded foul- 
diersin the Trojan Warres ; anq thefe chiefely pradifed that part of 
nealing which is now called Surgery. After them the knowledge 
of the art of Medicine greatly mcreafed, though for a time ic was ina 
ereditary way left by them to their pofterity ; and through their ftu- 
dieanddffigencewasthat part called Phyfick which cufethinward 
dileafes, alfo by a more prudent and diligent fearch found out. 

And further. Authors witnefle, that out of this moft learned 

his '^^k)did fjmngby Herachda'mthe lie of 
Prince of all the Phyficians that ever were before him,who per- 
feded the art or myftery of Medicine or Healing, and digefted it into 
itiethod in the Giecke tongrie. And after him fix hundred yeares 
followed Galen, a man not onlyexquifite in the knowledge of Me¬ 
dicines,

dicines, but alfo in many other fciences. And what was left in the wri¬ 
tings of Hippocrates obfeure and intricate, Galen faithfully interpreted 
and illuftrated it, and put it into many Volumes,and eftablifhed univer- 
fal precepts,and methodicall roles,and reduced the Science into a more 
perfe&Art. j v _ • 

And further,wee read in Hiftories,in the infancie ofthis Arc, that k 
was a cuftome amongft the Babylonians and Ajfyrians, who then wetc 
very ignorant in the art of healing, to appoint the ficke languifhing 
people to be carried and laid in Porches & Galleries, or to carry them 
intothe Market places and croffe Streets, that palfengers might coun¬ 
fell and exhort them to thofc things, by which they might efehue the 
like difeafes,or had known fome to be recovered : and it was not law- 
full for any one to pafte by the ficke with filence, but hec muft utter 
ibme words of comfort at the teaft. 

Strabo alfo( a Greek W riter ) witnefleth, that it was of old a cuftome 
amongft the Grecians for the ficke to betake thcmfelves unto the Epi. 
dfiurian Temple of fculapiu* , that fleeping there,they might be ad- 
monifhed by the gods in a dreame what was good for their healths: 
and being freed from their difeafes, they caufed thofe remedies, by 
which they were recovered, to bee written in tables and faftned to the 
pofts of the Temple. Such was the zeale and fuperftitious blindnefte of 
the heathen people in former ages, and the ceremonies which they 
performed in a gratefull remembrance for future times- 

Alfo Hippocrates is reported to have copied out all thofe things, and 
fo from them firft to have amended the medicinal art. And it is likewifc 
by the Ancients reported, that brute creatures have bin much conduce- 
able unto the firft finding out of fome particulars in this Art: fo that 
man not onely from man, but alfo from brute beafts and birds, hath 
learned many good tilings, which by them have been demonftrated, 
as namely ,the vertues of divers herbs, by which they did preferve 
themfelves from difeafes, through the meere inftineft of nature, (as the 
blindnefte of the young Swallowesis faid to bee removed by the herb 
Cclcdona, &c.) 

'Seeing therefore fo great and fo many good helps have concurred 
together to the perfection of this excellent art of Medicine, for the 
health and wel-being of mankinde, who then needs to doubt thereof, 
or may fay that it did not proceed , as from the beginning, de prafci- 
entia Dei ? feeing that man, the mod noble of all the creatures of God, 
and for whofe fake all other earthly creatures were created,receive* 
fuch unfpeakable comforts thereby ; which caufed Herophtlm hereto¬ 
fore to terme the medicinall Science to bee the hand of God: for( faith 
he) as we having got a fail, doe with our ftretched out hand endevour 
to free our felves out of that dirt or pit wee were fallen into ; even lb 
we, being at the point of death by the aftaults of ficknefte, doe fuccour 
our felves by the falutiferous remedies of good Medicines, and doe 
thereby, as it were,draw our felves out ofthe jawes of death; fo as Ho- 
mer, the Prince of the Greek Poets, doth affirme in his verfes, that one 
good man that can heale well, is more worth than divers other men ig¬ 
norant 


« 
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norantin that art : for what pcrfon is, or can bee more neceftary,or 
more ufefull in any common-wealth or place, then the expert Artut, 
skilfull in the divine fcience of healing < which fcience bringeth a man 
in favour with men of all degrees, yea, to bee acceptable to Princes, 
Kings and Emperors, being both profitable and commodious every 
where to Prince and people for the preferving of health, and repelling 
ofdifeafcs from them and their fubjedts, which alfogainethtohim- 
felfe honour and riches : for, as Hiftories record, unto Hippocrates by 
King Abderas (for healing of Democritus hismadneflej was given an 
extraordinary great reward j and moreover the heathen nation, men, 
women and children,gathered themfelves together, and in a trium¬ 
phant manner proclaimed him ( with a loud voice) to bee the faving 
god, and honoured him with the name of Pater Patria , the father of 
their Countrey. And the {^Athenians,becauk hee had freed Athens 
from thepeftilence, celebrated playes with triumphant pompe to his 
honour, placing on his head a crowne of gold weighing a thoufand 
crovvnes, and honoured him with the great magnificence ofa King; 
and likewife built him a ftatue for a perpetuall eternizing of his wife- 
dome and learning. 

It is alfo reported by ancient W riters,that one Erafifiratus,Arijlotles 
nephew, received by a voluntary contribution from King Ptolomie , 
an hundred talents of gold, as a reward, for that hee reftored his fonne 
to health from a defperate difeafe i and likewife, that \^dugujlus the 
Emperor appointed rich ftatues to be fet up to the honour of ^Antoni¬ 
ns Mufa : and that one guintus s ter twins received yearely for about 
5 o. years together, out of the Emperors treafury at twelve thou- 

land crovvnes for his great skill in the myfterie. of healing : and that 
if any ficke perfon of fort did call him out of the Citie for his advice, 
he did pay him 5 o. crovvnes a day for his skill. Moreover, it is faid, 
that for curing Pope Honorius the third, he every ponth received foure 
hundred crovvnes out of the Treafurie of Rome. 

Ancient Hiftories make mention, that in former times the moft no¬ 
ble and honourable perfonages (yea, Kings and Princes) were greatly 
delighted in the ftudy thereof, efteeming themfelves much graced and 
dignified thereby; and thereupon, being greedy of getting renowne, 
have given plants denominations from their owne names, as Gentian 
from Gentius King of the ffyrians j Lyftmachia , an Englifh water- 
willow, from Lyfimacbus King of the c Macedonians ; the compofition 
of Mithridate from Mitbridates King of Pontus and Bythinia $ the herb 
Achillea from Achilles j Centauri from Chyron the Centaure ; Arthema- 
fia from Cana Queene of^ArtbemaJta. And further. Writers doe 
aflBrme, <_Attains Kingo ^Pergamus, Solomon Kingofthe Jewes,Evax 
King of the Arabians , and Juba King of the Moores , with infinite 
more (too long to recite) did as it were burne with a defire of learning 
the medicinall art, fomeinthe hcrballpart, others in the fearching 
the vertues ofdrugs, others of mineralls, and did alfo write and com 
pofe whole volumes in that Myfterie, for the benefit of pofterity vet 
extant, wherein are contained infinite falutiferous Antidotes, by the 

x mixture 
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mixture of many litnplcs into one medicine. 

And whereas there hath beene a queftion amongft fome of the An¬ 
cients by what name they may moft properly call the Artift • the 
more learned fort are juftly ftiled by the title of Phyficians, and the 
more experienced fort are called Chirurgions, or Surgeons 5 by means 
whereof, fometimes there hath growne difference and offence; which 
I doe ad vi eeach difcreet Surgeon to avoid, and that they give the 
1 hyfician his due honour and precedence, comparifons being odious 
and unmannerly amongft good men. Alfo the Artift of old" before 
the art was diftinguifhed, was called amongft the Grecians Jatros and 
amongft the Latmes^Medtcus, and in our countries ancient language by 
report, hee was termed a Leech , and all thofe denominations f&nifie 
no other tmng but one and the fame, vif. A Curer of difeafes, (ickneffes 
wounds, apejlumes, ulcers, &c. J J •>) JJ > 

And whereas all men may judge fuch infirmities cannot bee cured 
without fit inftruments, which arefirft and chiefely by the hand of 
n j n ’. (who doth make ready fit medicaments and applications^ to bee 
admmiflred to the forefaid difeafes in due order and time •. Thefirft 
inftrumc ntall part of Medicine was,and is, that which both the ancient 
and later writers terme Chirurgia, or the Handy part of healing. 

The fecond is Bieta : a fpeciall inftrument to cure, without which 
neither wounds, apoftumes, ulcerations, nor tumors againft nature fas 
Hippocrates and Galen doe affirmej can well bee cure*! ; for that diet 
muf. bee prefcribed according to the temperature of the body, and na¬ 
ture of the wounded part: and Galen alfo preferibeth a diet for thofe 
that have ulcerations, whether cancrous or orherwife proceeding. 
Wherefore I conceive him to bee no juft and charitable judge, that de* 
nyeth this inftrument, namely dyct, to belong to a Chirurgion as well 
as to a Phyfician: for, that reafon and experience both doe allow and 

approve thereof, as an unlimirable inftrument, fne mibusefe nectuit 
And whereas Galen faith, in lib. 3. Be mtthodo rnedendi , all arts are 

grounded upon experience and reafon : ifanyonecandeclare.eitherbv 
experience or reafon, a way how to cure ulcers, tumors, wounds, fiftu- 
laes and other like difeafes incident to mans body, as the French Pox 
the Plague, &c. the cures of which difeafes by ftatute lawes are ap¬ 
pointed to Surgeons, and to doe it without the ufc of dyet, and other 
both inward and outward helps, which thefe learned men (as Hit. 
pocrates and Galen) ufed , and have with no fmall labour found 
out by reafon and experience ; then I will eafily yeeld, and bee glad 
to lcarne, and will not only learne, but highly extoll it: but if on the 
contrary,no man can fhc w mee any other way to healc the former reci¬ 
ted difeafes ; then I fee no juft hinderance, but that each true Artift be- 
Hig legally a Mirgeon expert, may and ought freely to make ufe of diet 
to performe his cures. 

The third generall inftrument ufed in the curing of difeafes, is Thar- 
in Medtcamentum, or Medicine, granted tobeeoffeve- 
ra orts. Each man will conceive that medicine is a principall part of 
healing and curing of fores, difeafes and fickncfles: for who is hee that 
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can cure a wound, a tumor, an ulcer, yea, but an ague with his hand on¬ 
ly,without fitting medicines < Surely no man: Then it muft nectllanly 
follow,that Cbyrurgia^ Dieta t & Pharmacur»,viz> . Surgery,Diet andMe- 
dicinesU meane both outward & inward)are unleparable companions, 
and therefore all to be ufed inthe art of curing mans body; and that in 
the perfon of one man,and why not then inthe Surgeonrhat pra&ifcth 
in military occafions,as in (hipsand camps more efpeciallyc’ where nei¬ 
ther his Majefty nor the Merchant alloweth Phyficians nor Apotheca¬ 
ries any place, and there the whole fcope of healing the bodies ot the 
braveft and mod valiant warriours and hardie fea-men,are upon all oc- 
cafions wholly referred to the skill of the Surgeon. Wherefore it were 
a very ungodly thing, and in reafon moft un|uft,to forbid a Surgeon to 
learne all° or any thing that concerneth his calling : and all thofc that 
are ofopinion to hinder a Surgeon from ufing outward and inward me¬ 
dicines,have quite mifeonftrued Hippocrates and Ga/en,(hewing them- 
felves enemies to art, reafon and true experience,for that it is manifeft, 
each oE thefe aforefaid three branches or healing, doe mightily further 
the other, to make the Surgeons cures perfect j for by thefe three to¬ 
gether,and not by anyone of them Amply of it felfe and alone, we may 
boldly conclude to have healed well and honeftly, and as wee fhould 
doe. 

I have, I confefle, too long infifted upon this argument, but the 
caufe is, there bee fome at this day that doe indcavour to fever the in- 
ftruments of healing afundcr, againft the publike good, for their owne 
private lucre , and would have inward medicine pra&ifed onely by 
themfelves, and confine the Surgeon onely to outward medicine, and 
outward healing, as one Tragus an ancient Writer maketh mention, af- 
firming,that there were certamc forts of men in his dayes which did ufc 
the art of curing feverally; namely, fotne by inward medicines onely, 
and fome by outward, and fome by dycc only, every one according to 
hiseducation and profeffion of curing: all thefe three contending, 
and each one affirming his way the belt ; inconclufion, their errours 
were confuted by Hippocrates , who gave to each of them (as learned 
Writers affirmc ) a patient to cure, whom all ofthem endeavouring to 
recover , failed in their performance : not withftan ding, afterward 
by the wifdome and skill of Hippocrates , they all were reconciled and ' 
united ; for hee, having well weighed and confidered each of their 
weakneffes and errors , willed them apart to fet downe how long 
time hee, or they would take, to cure his or their appointed difeafed 
patients j whereupon he and the reft agreed on a fet time: which being 
expired, Hippocrates found that although each Artifthad ftiewed his 
utmoft skill, yet their patients were not accordingly cured. Hereupon 
hee w ith much mildnefle and kind perfwafions (as is recorded) fo ap- 
peafed and inftru<fted them, that each of them by the very fame means 
and medicines they formerly tooke, being all ufed together to each 
partie. quickly and pcrfe&ly cured their feverall patients. Whereby 
alfo it is manifeft, that it is not juft nor fafe for the common-wealth, 
neither can it bee approved, that the beft of the ancient Fathers in Phy- 













licke and Surgery did, or indeed could divide or feparate thefc three 
parts of healing. 

But it may bee that fome will obje<ft"that Vderioltis , Tagaultitu , 
and fome others fay, that a Surgeon ought not to give inward me¬ 
dicines, without the counfell of a Phyfician. To cleare this, I anfwer 

firft, it is expedient and juft, where learned counfell may bee had, to* 

make ufeof it, for that by much counfell there is fafety: neverthelefte 
know, that it is uncharitable to forbid an expert Surgeon at any time, 
or in any place,the ufe of the inftruments and medicines which are ne- 
ceflary to his art, for the curing of his patients: for certainely 7V- 
gadtm and Vderiolus meant it of them that pra&ifed the art of Sur¬ 
gery inthofe times, being impoftors and illiterate, and fuch as did not 
underftand the principles of their art, nor the differences ofdifeafes j 
and thofe were juftly to bee inhibited, as in every well governed com¬ 
monwealth it is fit it fiiould bee. But as concerning worthy Artifts, 
vi\. Surgeons approved by the lawes of the Realme, they ought to be 
free to exercife their art 5 And as the lame Author concludes with M r . 
Gdes comparifon (who was a late good Writer in Surgery) which up¬ 
on the like difference heethen made of a Shipwright and a Carpenter 
who were both of neceffity to ufe one and the fame inftruments to per- 
forme their feverall workes withall: even fo muft every honeft Artift 
legally bred in the art of medicine, bee tolerated to pra&ife, by what 
title foever you pleafe to call him. Then, if fo, hee muft by confe- 
quence have the free ufe of all fuch inftruments and means as may beft 
and with moft cafe perfeft what hee intends, to wit, the cure of mans 
body: for although the Carpenter may fay unto the Shipwright,Thou 
artnotto ufe the Axe, the Adds,theSaw,theHammer,nor the Plane, 
&c. for that all thefetoolesappertaine and are proper to mee for my 
Art, and I cannot build without them ; even fo might the other 
make a like faire anfwer, and fay, They arc alfoas proper for my Art, 
and without them I cannot build. In like manner might the Joyner 
and other Tradefmen fay. And no leffe may it bee faid of the art of me¬ 
dicine : for whether he be called Phyfician,Surgeon or Leech,or what 
other name men pleafe to impofe upon him, if they admit, yea and ap¬ 
point him to cure wounds, tumors againft nature, ulcers, erifipelat rr, 
herpes, the French pox, the peftilence, or whatfoever other difeafeis 
incidentto mans body, it is but fitting that hee be free to have the pro¬ 
per ufeof all medicines and inftruments,moft apt and meet to bring the 
fame his intended fcope to paffe, yea, and that without offence of the 
Law, norwithftandingany by-law made by any, for private lucre, to 
hinder the profecution of the well-healing of the difeafed people. For 
who is fo fit, or to whom doth the whole ufe of all good medicines 
fo juftly appertaine unto, as to the Surgeon that is expert,who by his 
Majefty is preft, and thereby commanded, as well as by chriftian duty 
tyed, upon all occafions to heale wounded and other difeafed perfons ? 

Gden in his third and fourth bookes Be met ho do medendt , doth 
name the Artift Medicus that doth cure ulcers and wounds, &c. and 
many ancient Writers call him ^Medlpus cbirurgns: whereby it ap- 
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peareth, that the Surgeon is Medicus a medendo , and retaines the name 
Chirurgus by performing the art of healing in a pradtick way, namely, 
by the hand j and therefore is rightly termed c JMedicus Chirurgus , 
and thereby is capable to ufe all medicines for healing. And if fo, of 
neceflity he muft not bee forbidden lawfull pra&ice, other wife how 
fhall he well performe his fcope of healing, when hee is either in Ship, 
in Campe, or but any where in the Countrey, where Phyficians ci¬ 
ther are not at hand, or will not come i as when and where contagi¬ 
ous difeafes happen, namely, the fmall and great pox, or the peftilence, 
&c. Now here in all confidence the Surgeon is to bee admitted to 
fhewhis utmoft skill for healing mens infirmities,without danger of 
any Law, if hee be a man lawfully called, as aforefaid, to the exercife 
thereof: otherwile it were very unreafonable that the Surgeon alone 
fhould bee preffed out to the healing of his Majefties fubje&s, where 
no Phyficiannor Apothecary is admitted to advife, aflift or dired him, 
and yet to pra&ifc fhould bee held unlawfull for him, when hee 
perfor'meth his beftinany a ft ion or part of healing for his patients 
good. But God be thanked, there are both ancient and modernegood 
lawes, orders and ordinances, which doe manifeftly enable a Surgeon 
to exercife his fcience, and to breed up fervants to bee expert therein 
for the better continuance of the art, and for the future encreafeof 
good and able Surgeons,for the fervice of his Majeftie, and the com¬ 
mon-wealth. And to manifeft the fame, his Highneffe not onely al- 
loweth the ufe of inward and phyficall drugs and medicines to the Sur¬ 
geons for his owne fervice, but is further gratioufly pleafed (out of 
his owne Coffers)topay for them,as elfcwhcrein thisTreatifemore af 
large will appeare. 

Thus much in generall by way of Preface. Now the Authour 
in this following Treatife defires to excufe himfelfe, by way of Apo- 
logic, to the Chirurgicall Reader, for his over-forwardnefTe in the 
unfolding to the vulgar what hee hath hereafter done by his explain 
ing of a Surgeons Cheft; which hee never intended,untill [nolens vo. 
lens) he was put upon it, who, havingin hisyounger daies fpent di¬ 
vers yearesin travel 1 inforraigne nations,for the gaining of knowledge 
and experience in his calling, feded himfelfe in London] where, accor¬ 
ding to the weake talent of his education, hee endeavoured to obtain? 
.me anlwerablc perfetfion therein, that fo by doinggood hemight 
give the better account of the duty of his calling, by curing of fuefas 
committed themfelves to his weake skill 5 in which endeavours be¬ 
fore hee was (in his owne opinion) worthie thereof, it pleafed the ho¬ 
nourable Socieue of Merchants trading totheEaftIndies, in thebe 
girrnmg of the Trade to make choice of him, and toappotehin 

££Z*F*&* th ” ""Plants, as well by fra as land*! 
repofingin him alfothe credit and truftfor ordering add appointing 

fit and able Surgeons and Surgeons Mates for their fhipsand fervf 
ces, as alfo the fitting and furnifhing their Surgcrie Chefts with me- 
dicines, inftruments, and other appurtenances thereunto. Which 
ere j and vvcightic charge, fo nccrely concerning the lives oftheir 
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fervants, repofed in him, inftigated him to imploy all his endeavours 
to anfwer their fo great truft impofed on him : For the effe&ing 
whereof, heehad no way better to recompence them , then by re¬ 
ducing their Surgeons Chefts, with all the particulars thereof, into 
an order and method : which was never undertaken before by any, 
although very requifite : but being once done, it would not onely be¬ 
nefit them, but alio bee a perpetuall good for the fervice of his Ma- 
jeftie and the common-wealth: for by want hereof, the faid Eaft In¬ 
dia Companies and many of their fervants, as alfo many other pub¬ 
like adions abroad of great confequence, have fuffered much ; and 
namely , by unworthy impoftors under the names of Surgeons ,(to 
the difhonour of God , and fcandall of the true profelfors of the 
art of Surgcrie , by many miferies undergone both by the hardie 
fea-man and valiant fouldier ;) For remedie whereof, and in want 
of fome more learned and expert then himfelfe, hee undertooke the 
worke; the faid honourable Companie being ever moft willing, with¬ 
out limitation or grudging, to beare the rcafonable charge thereof, 
and to give approbation of the Authours weake endeavours, (which 
otherwife could never have beene done ) who (through Gods mercy 
and their favourable acceptance thereof ) hath performed the faid 
charge, and continued their fervant (to their contents,) for full twen¬ 
ty foureyeares already : Yet notwithftanding, his dutie (by reafon of 
the truft repofed in him by his faid honourable Matters) was not 
therein fulfilled j for hee was (if hee would fabricate a new invented 
Surgeons Chcft} alfo tyed in confidence to inftruft all and every Sur¬ 
geon (that was to m ike ufe thereof in their fervices) in the know¬ 
ledge and ufe of allfuch medicines and new inventions as were of his 
prrxluiftion and induction. And although it well might bee conceived 
divers of them in knowledge otherwife exceeded him, yetneverthe- 
leflfc, in the true ule of new medicine, how good foever, which hee 
had intruded upon them, not being within their owne former breed¬ 
ing and practice , hee was obliged alfo to ioftrudl them in the 
ufes and dangers incident by miftakes, ( fit to bee forefeene) and 
that by writing. As alfo hee was further tyed ( for his owne reputa¬ 
tion fake) to performe the fame in fome methodicall and plainc 
wsy* 

And becaufe untill that time no W ritcr (that hee could poffibly finde 
out) had ever handled or written any thing worthy of note of that 
fubjeift , namely, of the methodicall compofure of a militarie Sur¬ 
geons Cheft ; hee was put upon the toyle and ftudie of new inventi¬ 
ons, for the fit compofure of medicines and inftruments, and that 
without the helpeof Authours, yea, and without the helpc of the 
Surgeons themfetves , that were to ufe the faid Chefts, who (efpe- 
cially the more ignorant fort of them) for their owne private ends, and 
in part to cover their imperfeftions and abfurdities, forcibly with- 
ftood him. Yet notwithftanding all fuch difcouragements, after he 
perceived in himfelfe any hope or abilitie of effecting the worke, hee 
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proceeded on with courage, being confident of the goodnefle and ufe- 
fuhefle thereof, for the preferving of mens lives and limmes; and 
would alfo in time to come prove profitable both for the lervice of 
his Majeftie and the whole common-wealth, as at this day is ma- 
nifcft. 

For this Worke hath already turned the whole compofure of the 
Surgeons Cheft into its owne forme and method, both plaine and ea- 
fie, being free from all exceptions of abfurd fraud orcollufion, and 
alfa free from the former obfeure, imperfect and ridiculous errours, and 
impertinent intrufions, whereby every unworthy ignorant impoftor 
(as under a vizzard of hidden skill) made ufe of the art of Surgery, and 
thereby put up whatfoever they pleafed into their Chefts, under pre- 
terce of extraordinary skill, great fecrets, unvaluable, unfearchablc, 
and not to bee prized treafures, (which long time they had concea' 
led) but being fearched into, appeared for the moft part faulty, frau¬ 
dulent, and full of poo re blinde ignorance: whereby (as i-s (aid,) di¬ 
ves unskilfull perfons intruded themfelves, not oncly to bee enter¬ 
tained into the Merchants belt (hips, but alfo into his Majcfties fer- 
vice, yea and that into His beftlhips, as great Surgeons, without either 
judgement, found medicines, or once viewing of any their provisi¬ 
ons, and without examining any their abilities in their callings ; ma¬ 
king their abbettors beleeve that thofe which fought to view their 
Surgeons Chefts, came but to learnefomc of their (no) skill, or for 
force of their (lefle) money at the faireft. 

Finally, though the worke might feeme never fo commodious , 
yet not onely to fuch as before are rehearfed, but even to fea-Sur- 
geensin generall, it feemed harfli and unreafonable; and namely, 
(wicreinin part they were to beeexcufed ) for that their exceptions 
had a good Shew of reafon, in that they held it not fit that one Sur- 
gecn Ihould make ready a Cheft for another Surgeon, and the ab- 
fent Surgeon not verfed in the practice of the things made and ap¬ 
pointed for his ufe : And this was held not onely unjuft, but ridicu¬ 
lous; and that joftly, had not inftruCtions, namely, the Surgeons 
Ma:e beene written. And it hath fince beenc obferved (the inftru- 
tfiens being put forth) that the fame abfent Surgeons, after better 
informing themfelves ( by the Authors directions fet forth in Print) 
of tie integrity and innocent way thereof, with the fairenefle of the 
Worke alfo, and the utilitic of the faid Treatife, have commended 
it, md approved thereof: fo that by a few ycares practice of the 
yornger fort of Surgeons, it is now brought into common ufe and 
generall good liking ; fo that it hath gotten credit, and is with 
all Surgeons common in ufe, yea even in his Majefties fervice be 
ingfirft made ufe of in the Rochcll Expedition , the Authour then 
hav ng the charge ofprefling, furnifhing, and ordering of his Highnefle 
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method of the Surgeons Cheft, the Authour entreates ( as the 
former hath had) may receive a charitable conftru&ion upon the 
egrefiTe thereof j and albeit the benevolent Reader (no doubt ) 
may fee and apprehend divers errours and meane paflages there¬ 
in ( difcovering thereby the Authors many weaknefles) yet that 
hee of his clemency would either amend them, or in love cover 
them, confidering that Farihus eft invents* adder e, quam nova, tnve- 
nire. 

And further, if any Reader of his owne calling , condemne or 
conremne him , for fo farre explaining the hidden myfteries of 
the art to the vulgar, faying , By your rules every young youth 
may proceede, not onely to furnilh , but alfo to make fomc 
ufc of a Surgeons Cheft , though hee never truely ferved for 
it j The which the Authour will confeflc to bee an errour and 
weakenefle in him, and therefore craveth pardon j but withall 
( for his defence) alledgeth, That hee had an earned ddire by fuch 
an errour to doe a publike good, not onely for the benefit of e- 
very worthy young Surgeon , but chiefely , and indeede for :he 
common- weale, and fatety of the lives and limmes of many ofhis 
Majefties loving lubjedis .* £uta non nobis folum nati[umus : 

Nafrit Hr indigne per quern non nafritur alter. 

Now, unlefle the Surgeons Cheft had beene reduced into a 
method , how could one Surgeon at fea well have fucceeded an¬ 
other, in the ufe of a practice unknowne unto him < For by death 
all mens thoughts perifn, and fo doth every mans private inventions 
and pradhfes j and by confequence, his death might have produ¬ 
ced much dammage upon ( otherwife ) a hopefull defigne, the 
want whereof many a worthy and valiant fea-man, by lamentable 
experience, hath felt, before the Surgeons Cheft was thus dige- 
fted ; becaufe then every unworthy Surgeon (how weake, as is 
faid, or deficient loever ) had power, if hee pleafed, to pra< 5 bfe, 
to the difhonour of God , the fcandall of that moft laudable 
myfterie of healing , and the great danger of mens lives , pro¬ 
cured by their ignorance and errour: for things knowne may bee 
judged of, but unknowne things ftand by hazzard and chance: 

Cognita judirio conftant, incognita caju. 

Likewife the explaining thereof hath not onely much enrich- 
. ed the Profeflion of the Apothecaries , by undertaking the ma¬ 
king, felling at their Shops, and tranfporting beyond the feas of 
many Surgeons Chefts, for perfons ( unknowne to them ) inha¬ 
biting in forreigne parts j but alfo enabled them at their plea- 
fures to have for fale, and for his Majefties fervices, complete, 
(or in part) Surgeons Chefts ever readie : unto all which faithfull 
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Apothecaries the Authour wifheth profperitie and happinefle. 

And laftly * it hath divers wayes brought advantage and 
good to the whole Society of Surgeons ; in fo much that his 
Majeftie, by the Lords of his Highneffc mod honourable Pri- 
vie Councell, hath taken notice thereof , and , obferving the 
utilitie that it produccth to the common-wealth for the laving 
of the lives and limmes of his HighneiTe fubje&s in time of 
Warre , hath beene gracioufly pleafed to allow a free benevo¬ 
lence , out of his Coffers, towards the fame, for all fhippes im- 
ployed in his fervice : which allowance was never granted 
before by any of his Highneffc noble Progenitors , the Kings or 
Queencs of England : the particulars and order of which allow¬ 
ances , more at large appeare in the Preface of the Authours 
Viaticum herewith imprinted, unto which, for brevities hee re¬ 
ferred! the Reader; hoping thefe his indeavours will bee well 
accepted of the judicious and better difpofed fort of Readers. As 
for the reft, hee regardeth not j and the rather, for that hee is 
hafting to the grave, where envie hath no power : And on 
the other fide, hee is not ignorant, that a large broode of preg¬ 
nant wits, fraughted with Jeers, (and good ones , as they termc 
them, fuch as thefe times affoord ) will fnarle, though themfelves 
either cannot, or (beeitfpoken inthebeft fenfe) will notfpare time 
from their pleafures or profits to advantage otliers j yet are they 
fo fharpe of wit, and can fo well d fpute, and fo wifely reafon, 
that they will eafily make 

Candida de nigris, & de candentibus atra. 

Their words filming as oracles to their owne applauders, in whole 
opinion they onely have the keyes of art at their girdles. But to any 
fuch, I fay as one of the learned lately did to the like 5 

Cum tua non edits, carpts mea carmim Lcli: 

Carpere vel noli nojlra, vel ede tua , 

Sloth fits and cenfures what the induftrious teach: 

Foxes difpraife the grapes they cannot reach. 

Some have already accufed the Authour to have loft time in 
writing of the cures of divers difeafes, farre better written of by 
others. Which although hee cannot deny, but that the accufation 
is juft , yet anfwertth , That if each Surgeons Mate had experi¬ 
ence , with a Library and judgement to ufc it, his labours were 
then in vame and idle : and to fuch as have thefe helpes, or that 
perfe&ion, the Authour intends not thefe his labours; and to that 
party in particular, hee anfwereth, That if one wife man in former 
ages hath commended and well approved of another in writing 
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both of one ariti the fame fubjeft, hee conceiveth it is as eafie for 

°r C *°i| in C ^ 1S a 8 e to winke at anothers faults and weaknefles, 
elpecially, iuchtooles as have neither wit nor will to write better. 
As tor wile men they will judge like themfelves : but who can 
facisne a foole 1 And lb hee concludes, with thefc following verfes, 
taken out of a German Writer, as a loving anfvver to all fuchas ftaU 
hereafter finde fault with his book :

OFFICE AND DUTY OF THE 

SURGEONS MATE. 

Av'tng an intent to fet dotrne InftruElions for 
Surgeons Mates, out of my loVeto them , I 
thought it meet in a T rord or Wo to put them in 
minde al/o of their duties . The of fit e and duty 
of a Surgeons Mate,may (in my opinion) Well 
bee divided into three parts, thereof the firfl 
concerned his duty to God , who feeth not as man feeth, and 
Vrho is the fearcher of the heart, and knoweth mens thoughts long 
before, whom if bee and I have the grace to honour With our 
whole hearts andfeare,he trill direB our trates aright. 

The fecond duty of the Surgeons Mate, is concerning the 
chiefe Surgeon, towards "whom hee muft bee care full to behave 
himfelfewifely ,lovingly and diligently : and in many refpe Els he 
is obliged to his Mate as the wife to her husband ; for hee ought 
to bee to him in every point readie to obey his reafonable will, 
I meane onely in things concerning his calling, dutif ull, diligent, 
willing, care full, fecret, and loving, yea, and to fhew his hire in 
covering his Mates Weaknejfe: hee oughtalfo to bee gentle,and 
kinde in fpeech and aBions towards all: pit (full to them that are 
di/eafed, and diligent in minifiring to them fuch fitting reme¬ 
dies as he [hall receive, or bee direBed to give from his Mate . 
but none trithout his order, for that his Mates order,1 meane the- 
Surgeons order, is his dijcharge or tr arrant, whatever happen r 
yet let him privately lend his heft advice to his Mate, the prime 
Surgeon,upon every need full occafion , kindely, fubmifsively and 
lovingly, ever as under correction; for if comparifons or oppofitu 
on take place betwixt them, it is not onely dangerous to all the 
ShipsCompany, but alfo a difgrace to themfelVes , anda great 
Jcandall to tbeir catting : for arvoyding which, it is fit that the

younger obey the elder and beware of the contrary, left it be ere-- 
pented too late . S. Paul adviftth ferVants to obey freward 
Mafters, fo I advtfc Surgeons Mates to doe the like to froward 
Surgeons : for it Jheweth no excellent thing in a young man to 
pleafe an boneft quiet man, but to live in loVe with an ambitious 
or otherwi/e a ftoward /vicious man, fheweth wifedome in the 
fuff ever, I Would not fo ftand upon this point, but that my ex¬ 
perience hath knowne too much the great harm that hath enfu- 
edbythe diffention of the Surgeon and his Mate in long/voya¬ 
ges, the which With diferetion and love might have beene pre¬ 
vented, if but one of them both had beene wije, The Surgeons 
Mate ought alfo daily toVifit the Cabins of men, to fee w ho hath 
any fickneffe or imperfeBion : alfo to have ready again ft occa - 
Jion Lint made, Tlaifters fpread , Splints armed, TS.ee dies prepa¬ 
red for ftitching Wounds, fowlers and Boulfters, T) or ft Is y 
Tents, Buttons, Qappes, Tledgents, 7 ape, rcwlingTSfeedles, 
and Threed prepared, and each other needfull thing for his cal- 
ling,readie in their convenient places, fitted againft occafionbe. 
Ukewije his care muft bee to keepe all the inftruments of the 
Che ft, and of his owne Boxe,cleane from rufling, and to Jet his 
Lancets and Rafors as oft as need is. It may bee hee will Jay 
to himfelfe, it is a bafe office, belonging to metre Barbers and 
Grinders, I never gave any minde.to it, (yc. But let mee friend¬ 
ly tell the Surgeons Mate, it is the credit of a young Artift to 
take a <veine fmoothly and neatly,as alfo to jhave Well is praife- 
Worthy: wherefore Iwifh him to praBife to doe it,andtobe ever 
learning . for lam fure hee fhall never know hal/e hee ought to 
know,though he doe his heft. 

Thirdly, if hee enter into confideration wherefore heegoeth to 
Sea and ha^ardeth his life, Ifuppofeitis togaine,or hee is un- 
wife : if to game, the chiefe game hee can intend, being a Mate 
is knowledge in his calling,Then let him confider wifely how hee 
may heft apply himfelfe to effeB fuchgaines, namely, byobfer- 
<vtngtbc thole pafiages of the difeafed people, confidering both 
then they began to beefitke,asneere as hccan,the caujes there¬ 
of,that bath been applycd either inwardly or outwardly, wbat 
operation the medicine bad, and fo of every di/eafed perfon, and 
every medicine given. and to keepe a 'jour nail in tritino of the 
daily pafiages of the wage in tbatkinde, and that aTtell of 
the mjuccefnve applications, as of the/uccefiive, hee /hall finde 
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of the Surgeons Mate, 

great benefit in both : Like wife TV hat alterations of operations 
befindeth in each medicine,and Tvhat medicines keeps their force 
longefe,and TV bat per if? fooneft } MlfoTvhat Variety the climate 
canJetb ? of the Dofes as Tvell of the laxative as opiate Medicines ; 
I heartily Tvifh each Surgeons Mate Tv ere care full in thefe points. 
Another good Tvay for him to leartie is, to read much , lmean in 
Chirurgery and Bhyficke, and Tv ell to confider and heart in minde 
TV hat he reades, that as he hath needeoftbe helps of his boohs,hei. 
may againe finde the thing he once read,which tvil turn much to his 
profit'. J or other wife Tv hat ufe hath a man of reading, if he forget it 
prefefitly? If a SurgeonsMate/pendhis timeTvifely in thepremifes, 
he may doe good JerVice to God, his Country, and himfelfe , and the 
benefit wilt be bis, namely,Gods favour, perferment,credit and re¬ 
putation in the TVorld Tvill bee gained thereby, Tvhich Tbill bring a- 
bundance of good things Tvitb it,TvhichGod grant for his mercy fake* 
*/$nd TVere it not that l have intended this plaint Treatife TV holly to 
the Surgeons Mate, I 'ivould in a Tvord or two put the young Sea - 
Surgeon him/elfe in minde of his charge, by admonifbing him of 
Jome err ours too groJJe, Tvhich I have obJerVed to have beene com¬ 
mitted by Jome, that bee might avoide the like in himfelfe . 

The firji errourfeme youngSurgeons are pojfefhvith,from which 
infinite others grow,is the TV ant of the JerVice of God, the example 
Tv hereof to their Mates is Very infectious: and this bringeth Tvith it 
a blafpheming the name of the Almighty f a generall deboift and 
bafekinde of habite on them, ready for all unprofitable, idle, and 
mfeemly actions, and unapt for to profeente any good thing, either 
ui their callings,or other wife: And if they feerne to be any thing, it 
is in boafling and brave phrafes, cenfurmg other men in many 
things,but not perceiving theirownTVretcbedneJs at all.’Being given 
and dedicated to the 'Pot and Tobacco-pipe in fuch an unreafonable 
meajure, that thereby they become in themfelves bafe, deJpiJingVer- 
tue and commending vice; and to tkeirMates they Jhew themjelves 
mofi unkind,keepingthat little knowledge they have from them , 
not inferuCiing them at all in their Science, and holding them in 
more bafe Jubje Elion then their Mafeers ever did in their Ap- 
prentifhips. Alfo of a proud lafie difepofifton, commanding them 
(Without due inftruElions) to doe the Tv hole bitfemeffe, when indeed 
themfelves ought to put their hands, even to thofee parts of Surgery 
which they efteeme bafefe; for the moft lamentable difeajes of poore 
men require the moft care of the Surgeon, as for example, thedee-

rations and [tidings downe of Ani or the Arf gut, which jo?nein 
di/daining to doe their offee of fomenting, comfoi ttng^anrefo- 
ring thereof to the due place rnoft inhumanely have cu ’ l f °tfi [ n 
mith as good a con/cience they might have cuttntr , auetit ns 
throat : and the fame 1 Jay to him that is negligent , nn J utter et) 
fuch to periJJ) in their infirmities , without doing Ins utmoj i t - 
genet, 1 could name fome of the parties "toho have inuodif 
graced them[elves and the noble Science : hut I will he charitable, 
hoping they will amend ; and conclude with an old G rammer Verje , 
worthy the remembrance of all men :

F you pleafe to take notice thereof, within this Vo¬ 
lume, you may eafily difeover the Surgeons Cheft 
three times to bee repeated; or rather three fevcrall 
proportions or explaynings of a Surgeons Cheft,or of 
Surgery provilions for Military ufes.-The firft whereof 
puts the Reader onely in minde,by way of inference, 
of particularMedicines,Inftruments,and other materi- 
alls & needfull additament$,ufefulfor a Surgeons Cheft,for Sea or Land, 
to be provided with; as alfo fuch neceflaries as by the fhip Barbers are 
fit to be had in readinefte. In the fecond view of the Surgery Cheft,is 
deferibed ( and as it were fet open to be viewed ) a Cheft fitted for a 
great Ship upon a long Voyage for Sea fervice; as fuppofe foranEaft 
India Voyage. And wherein this fecond is not fufficiently explained, 
the firft (if you pleafe to repaire unto it ) (hall give you further fatisfi idti- 
on. As for the third proportion, it is a Surgeons Cheft epitomized, or 
a fparing proportion,as fuppofe chiefly ordained for the curing of wounds 
either with Gun-(hot or other cafualties, and accidents, in his Majeftics 
fervice for a Voyage on a fudden,to ferve upon or neere our own Coaft, 
where additions f if occafion be,) cannot be wanting in every Port town. 
Unto all which proportions as each occafion ofufe (hall urge, relation 
may be had, in regard each one of them differ in many and divers 
refpe&s from the other. In which my indevours, if any of the more 
(harpe witted fparkes of the time, I meane any of my younger bre¬ 
thren , (hall (hew his greater skill, and fay, I can yet adde many more 
needfull particulars, which the Author hath in his nefcience omitted; as 
an acute verball youth did not long fince in my hearing, he not knowing 
me to be the Author: to whom I made a (hojt, though it may be not a 
refpedtive anfwer, that a foole could doe as much. For who that hath 
wit, and is expert in Surgery, can be ignorant,that all medicines that Art 
hath ever devifed or invented from the beginning of times for the health 
of Mankind, or can any way be produced for the healing of the bodies 
of men, the fame may be found ufefull in a Surgeons Cheft; whether the 
medicine becompofedby a Chymicall,Methodicall,or Empericall Sur-

geon, and whether made of an Animall, Vegetable, ora Minerall fub- 
ftance, the Artift may doubtlefle make good ufe thereof for Sea or Land 
fervicein his Cheft: but nevertheleffe, the Author by way of introducti¬ 
on held it fitteft for him to zx'pvtffcpartem pro toto^a part for the whole, 
(Nam verbumJ,at fapienti ) leaving juft liberty, with roome fufficient, 
forfucceeding times to (hewtheir inventions and excellencies, as al¬ 
luding to the wile laying of Hippocrates in his firft and fecond Aphorif- 
mes, Fita brevis efl: Mans life is Ihort, zsirs longa eft. Arte is long. In 
which regard the difereet young Artift, that hath time enough before 
him, is hereby deliredto forbeare hiscenfureof the weake endea¬ 
vours of the Author, untill he have effected a better 
of his ovvne, and more ufefull in Surgery 
for the Common-wealth.

T Hereneedeth little to be fpokenof the ufe ofthisinftrument,for 
that all men know well the ufe thereof, which is chiefly to fhave a- 
way haire where need requireth: onely let me put the Surgeons Mate 
in minde, that if he forget to take in his Cheft a goodHoane, as alfo a 
good Whetftone, he may eafily lack the neceflary ufe of a good Rafour, 
when he hath moft need of it at fea; yea, though he carry ten Rafours 
with him. In Germany it is a principall proof-peece of mafterfhip in 
Surgerie, for a young man to take a bafe and ordinary knife, and to fit it 
to (have a beard 5 and alfo to make a Launcet hirafclf which will enter 
fmoothly: and it is a very great commendation in a young Artift to have 
tharp and clean inftruments of all forts, and to keep them fo, and chief¬ 
ly Rafours and Launcets; and it is as great a grace to young Artifts to 
have good Rafours and Launcets, and the contrary may do great hurt. 
Wherefore I advife each young Artift to be pra&ifing often with the 
worft of his knives and Launcets, till he be able to make them fer- 
viceable. 

But I finde that pride and (lothfulnefle hath taken fuch hold of many 
young Artifts, that they difdaine and negle< 5 t the meaneft parts of their 
calling, as things of too bafe account for them, which indeed are as bc- 
hovefull often times as thofe which feeme of more confequence. I (hall 
never for my part account him a fit fea-Surgeon, which cannot, or will 
not amend his Launcets and Rafours, which I hold to be an efpeciall cre¬ 
dit to him, and noleffe advantage to his Patient. Thus much at this 
time of the ufe of the Rafour.

rj-fHe Trapan is an inftrument of great confequence,where there is juft 
X oceafion of the ufe thereof j but it is feldomc well ufed, and it 
only attendeth the fra&ures of the Crawumjmd yet fcarce one in ten have 
juft oceafion of the ufe thereof. For we fee daily many grievous fra¬ 
ctures healed without k, and many more would be if no fuch inftru- 
mentswere; fince the perfect ufe thereof is not every mans work, nei¬ 
ther in every fra<fture ( as I have faid) needfull to be ufed , becaufe of 
many dangers attending theunskilfull or untimely ufe thereof. I advife 
the y ounger Surgeons toconfider well afore they fet the Trapanj whe¬ 
ther it may not be forborne: but if a fraCture happen in the Cranium , 
with contufion and deprdfion of both the tables thereof, fothatby o- 
therconjoyned and apparent accidents, as want of fomeof the fenfes, 
great vomiting,wich contraction of finewes, convulfions, or the like juft 
reafons appeare, thou be enforced to ufe the Trapan, proceed warily as 
followeth. 

Firft, be fure the inftrument of it felf be good, and of the beft ma¬ 
king, and that it be cleane from ruft, and perfed without faults j for 
thofe Trapans which arc brought from Germany are not to be ufed, 
nor yet to be tolerated. 

Further, of the place were it is to be ufed or placed upon. It is notal- 
waies direCtly where the blow lighteth, but fome times afraCture is found 
a great diftancc off: wherefore this work requireh no fmall diferetion in 
the attempting thereof. Your direction therefore, the skin being not 
broken, muft be according to the apparent indication of the part, the due 
confideration of the complaint of the Patient, together with your own 
feeling with your fingers well refpc&ed. The place therefore found 
where the fraCture is, it then followeth that the haire muft be firft (ha- 
ved away, or at lcaft (which is not fo good) cut clofe for a good diftance 
about the grief, 4 fingers broad or more; which done, have ready your 
medicinestobindeupthewoundagain,as namely, your fpunge, your 
ligature,with hot water, and each other things ncceffary for a dreffmg fit, 
which in another place I intend to fet down. And if fo be that the flux 
hinder not,ufe wine and hony to foment the grieved part after the incifion

T*. and when the cutis is divided, together with memhranacarmfa^ or 
flclhie membrane, the Verieranium or Panicle , covering,thc lcull, is alio 
to be taken away, that the fractured part be bare; then Jet the Trapan 
thereon, but the pin thereof is alwayes to be fet on the whole part 
of the Cranium , whereby the moft part of the T rcpan (by conlcquence; 
ftandeth on the whole bone, but fo that almoft half may ftandon the fra¬ 
ctured part of the bone. This being thus warily fet, begin ealily to turn 
about the inftrument, till all the teeth have taken good hold round, then 
take up your Trapan againe, and take out the pin in the midlt, and let on 
the other part again as before 5 piercing and turning ftill^till you have pier* 
ced through both Tables, which is ealily to be felt by the piercer : then 
gently take out the piece which commonly cometh away in the midlt of 
the inftrument,not regarding that all the fraiftured part be taken out, or all 
coming away: Neither lhall it alwayes be necdfullthat thedeprelfed 
part be prcfently elevated, except it may very fafely and eafily be done; 
for nature will admirably bring to palfe the elevating and lealingofthe 
reft of the fra&ured or deprefled bone in due time, if thou follow onely 
a good method of applying comforting and convenient medicines to the 
wound, with apt Ligature. Neither ftrive in fetting the Trapan, with¬ 
out good reafon, to ufe the greateft head of the Trapan, which hath com¬ 
monly three or foure heads: for if nature onely have a breathing, it will 
wonderfully help it felf by purging the contuled bioud through the ori¬ 
fice, by way of matter or excrement. Many worthy Artifts there are at 
this day living, which have performed great cures in fra&iues of the Cra¬ 
nium, and yet never knew the worthy ufe of this inftrument. I have 
my felf with a Ihort carving knife twife made as good Ihift as if I had had 
a Trapan ready, and thereby cured two dangerous fractures, by cutting 
as much of the Cranium away, as that the contufed bioud had onely vent. 
The Germane Surgeons ufe no Trapan,that ever I could fee in my eight 
yeares living among!! them, though they both fpeake and write of it. 
But forafmuch as it is apparent, the work of a Trapan is very good, I 
therefore would advife a young Artiftto make fome experience firft up¬ 
on a calves head, or a Iheeps head, till he can well and eafily take out a* 
piece of the bone; fo lhall he the more fafely do it to a man without er- 
rour when occalion is. 

Note alfo,that where a fracture is accompanied with a wound, it lhall 
not be needful to inlarge farther then will ferve to fet the Trapan; for, as 
too little breathing is dangerous, foare too great wounds; making the 
Artiftto be efteemed Butcher-like and hatefull, and is often alfo very 
dangerous and deadly. 

Further note,the good fuccefle ofthe curing of the fra&ures in the Cra¬ 
nium, as alfo in all other fra&ures, ftandethvery much in good Ligature 
and eafie medicines, which I wifti each young learner with diligence to 
pra&ife.

excrements therewith drawne out; which in fome bodies are fodrie 
that they rhay be poudered. This difeafe killeth many, and may by cojuvmjjk 
the diligent Artift bee eafily cured as aforefaid. This recited inftrument, dangerous; 
may be eafily forced into thc fundament without thc Jptculum am to con- 
dud it, being annointed or greafed, and firft warmed a litde.Thisgriefe 
commeth now and then to men which have the feurvie, and it often 
foinflameth, and cxcoriateth; yea, and fometime putrifieth the Arfe- 
gut or Longanum, that the partie either dicth thereof, orthelharpe hu¬ 
midity proceeding by reafon of the inflammation and excoriation thence 
mentioned, maketh palfage for the aforefaid hard excrement,after which 
followeth a moft extreme and painefull flux of bloud, which for the 
moft part killeth them: and yet is it often feenc, that the party being in 
time diligently attended (by God his mercy) may have comfort and re- Great care ta fa 
medy for it. Thefe hard excrements taken away, thc body rcturneth 
to the naturall former habit againe,&c.

x\ Surgeons Cheft, and cannot bee well forborne for the drawin 0 of 
teeth,forafmuch as the clcanfing of the teeth andgums, and the letting of 
the gums bloud are often no final things for keeping men rn at Sea, 
and fometimes doc favethe lives of men both at Sea and Land : For we 
fee that from an Apoftumc begun under a rotten or hollow tooth, for 
want of drawing of the fame, fometimes proceeded! great fweUings in 
the face, or in foe amygdals and throat, and the party is fufrocated and 
dieth: Likewife by undifereet drawing of a tooth, either the jaw is bro¬ 
ken, or fome other bad accidentis provoked. Wherefore I hold none 
worthy to goe for a Surgeons Mate to Sea, who is ignorant or tooth 
drawing ; and I efteeme him an unworthy Surgeon (how high foever hee 
beares his head Jthat can draw a tooth well, and will upon need at Sea 

fcorneordenytodoeit. 

For drawing of teeth, the true manner is, firft well to divide the gum 
from the toothj-in which worke if you be wary, you neede not launch or 
cut the gum at all, but onely with the round lharpe pointed end of the 
phlegmc, to compafle the tooth clofe, piercing by little and little frill 
fomewhat deeper, but ever keeping round and clofe to the tooth till 
you feele your phlegme be as iowas the jaw bone,in which time you may 
do well then to confider what kinde of inftrument you will take to draw 
it, and ifit be the furtheft tooth ofthe jaw either above or below, or that 
it be a ftumpe, except it bee of the foremoft teeth, the pullicans are the 
fitteft inftruments to draw with; if it bee any other ofthe great grinders, 
and that there bee reafonable hold on the inner fide, be it on the upper 
or lower jawdt is beft done with the pads ; but you muftbewary you 
draw not a large tooth with a narrow pads, for fo you hazzard the brea¬ 
king thereof; wherefore two forts of pacts at lcaft arc needfull in a Cheft, 
and the like oipullicatts.de punches ox forcers fat you muft fita large tooth 
with a large inftrument. Concerning the foremoft teeth and the eye 
teeth they arc fafeft done with the Forcers, or punch, provided that they 
be upon the upper jaw, and for them of the lower jaw being ftrong, with 
narrow pads. Note further, that as well the eye teeth as alfo the foreteeth 
are very aptto breake in drawing, for that they alwaies are deepc, where¬ 
fore there is great care to be had in the placing your inftrument, of what 
fort foever it be, and you muft in railing the tooth bee very careful! 
for feare of breaking the fame, or offending the jaw. Wherefore for one 
general rale ere you draw a tooth, forget not to thruftdowne your in¬ 
ftrument as low as you can poffible towards the root ofthe tooth, and 
that you gripe it fteady and faft, that as you leeme fomewhat to wrench 
your hand, you may more intend to pluckcthe tooth upward, accor¬ 
ding to the fituation of the tooth, for faving the jaw. Alfo when your 
inftrument hath hold on the one fide of the jaw, you muft with your 
other hand take hold and ftaythe jaw. Beware alfo you be not too fud-

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Wherefore for that a haire or a mote in the eye, a ftonc in the eareor 
noftrels, a pin or a bone inthe throat, a fpill in the finger, and divers like 
cafualties unfortunately happen on the fudden, it is very ncceflary for 
the Surgeon to be furnifhed with fuch like needfull infiruments, as are 
commonly conteincd in the Bundle mentioned: for this Bundle conrein- 
ethat the leaft 2 o.fmall infiruments of flrange formes, at ijrft deviled 
. (no doubt)by learned and diligent Artifls, and doe wellgarnifhand fee 
out the Surgeons Cheft, and are many wayes very needfull for any the 
occafions mentioned. 

of the large Siring* contcining one winepint , commonly 
called the Glfjlcr Siringe. 

T His worthy and well devifed inflrument fo needfull in the Surgeons 
. Cheft, I wifh each Surgeons Mate were perfed in the ufe thereof: 
for it is fo neceflary andfo comfortable an inflrument to him that hath 
need thereof, and fo ready, neat, and cafiefor the workeman, as 

furely no inflrument in the Surgeons Cheft,in my opinion, is like to it. 
For there are two principall and capitall evils, which chiefly haflen the 
ends of many of our ovmg Countreymen at Sea, not onely in the Eafl 
Indies, but alfo m all hot Countries: thefirft and principall is extreme 
loofmcffi and weakneffc ofthe ftomacb, and intralls, caufing a flux of 
the belly ; the other is extreme coftiveneffe: in both which this in- 
ftrument is moftnecd&ry. Provide therefore that yon bee hire to have 
one at hand, and that it be alwaies ready : alfo that you have fevc- 
rail pipes thereto; that you arme it well with good tow; that what 
you have ufed it, you wipe it clcane, and hang it up in your Ca bin in two 

pans being drawne out ; nameIy, the ftaffe and the bariell each by it feife

end of your Siringe pipe that firft entreth the gut over the holes of the 
fame pipe, a thin oily clout that {nay cover all the holes, and fo put it 
in, clout and all, thrufting the fame up to the head or thick part of the 
Pipcj then a very little (as it were) draw backe your hand,and deliver 
your Glifter with fome reafonable good force, thrufting the Pipe in the 
delivery clofe up to the body, that nothing comcbackes the Siringebe- 
ingdrawneoutletitbewaihed, wiped, and drawne outofthebarrell, 
as l have faid, and fo in two parts hung up to be ready for the next occa- 
lion.

Concerning, the fubftance 
of a Glifter,the quantitie to be given, and other neceflary obferyations, 
of that kinde,in the Chapters of the cure of the Fhxe and Scurvie I 
have writtens to which place I referre the well defpofed Surgeons Mate: 
and looke what for brevities fake I have omitted, the young pra&itioner 
muft as I have done before him, either by reading, inquiring, orpra&i- 
fiog, and fometimes even by erring finde it out : and if he know more 
then my felfe, thanke God for it.and let him impart fome to others, and 
notfeorne this5 for to fuch I write it not, but to the .young and wtfi 
ling learner. Some may marvell,I multiply fbmany words concerning 
the Glifter Siringe , and forget to mention the Glifter Mg and Pipe , fey ms k 
good and ancienta work, and fo long in ufe before the other.TowhichU preferred before 
anfwcrs this worke is cleanlier for the Surgeon, eafier for the Patient, 
and may bee delivered with greater or leffer force, as the Artift pjeafeths 
and this inftrument will laft,when the other will ftinkeandputrefie ; and 
yet I deny not the other to be good, but not to be trufted to at Sea. -

now many fuddain, as occafion is offered, forget not to have at the lcaft three ready 

needle*needful, needles well armed and pointed of feverall fiezes, I mean threded with 
of what fiezes. ft ron g coloured filk,well waxed: and when you ftitch, beware you draw 
inftruXiom not the orifice awry, oblique or deformed, but that you have great re- 
forpitching, fpedt to the true beauty and former conaelincfle of the wounded part, 
neither let your flitches be too neare one unto another , neither 
tie your filk too clofe, which will occafion the flitches to break be. 
fore their time;for nature will not be forced. Alfo when you would flitch 
a wound, let the hole ofyour ditching quill not be forgotten to be fet to 
the one fide of the lips or fides of the wound which you intend to pierce, 
fo that it may give a day to the part when it is to be pierced through with 
the needle; and it mud be judfo placed, that the needle piercing through 
the wound, may alfo come within the faid hole; which drawn through, 
take away your quill, and fet it fo to the other fide. Sometimes alfo it hap¬ 
pened in ditching the fides,that the fides of the wound lie fo near each to 
the other, that both fides may at one time be taken up without drawing 
out the needle at all: in fuch a cafe the ditching quill mentioned is notto 
be removed from the fird place. A double coloured filk is bed to ditch 
with, being waxed, next that, thred will ferve. It is alfo convenient to 
wax the thred or filk, ortoufefomeemplaiderto rub it with in place 
df wax. Note alfo, that rolling needles be put into the faid ditching quill 
to be ready: alfo thred to fow rollers together for making the readier 
and more convenient Ligature in wounds and ulcers,as occafion is. There 
is alfo a forme of drie ditching of hew wounds, which at this time I o- 
mit forbrevities fake.

X A ken to the Surgeons Mate concerning the Launcet, for without que- 
dion each Surgeons Mate knoweth a Launcet as well as my felf; yet 
when I confider the weaknede of young men concerning the true ufe, and 
theabufesofthe fame, and that I call to minde how many good men 
daily hazzard, ifnot loofe their lives by the undifereet ufe thereof-1 am 
at a paufe with my felf,to confider in thefe few lines I have to write what 
inflruRitnt I might fay for to fumi (lithe Surgeons Matewithbed and mod needful 

ST* in u few L cft words -. F ; tft thererefore.me thinks, it is not amife 

to adviic him, that he carry with him at the lead fix of the bed fort, be- 
fides fix more common ones, for an ead Indie voyage: that he oy le them 
or anoint them with Axungie. , and fo wrap them in oylie clouts, that 
they rud not: and that he onely bring forth into the aire one at 
once. Alfo that he have ready convenient bands to tie thearmc; a 

band 
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band made of wafted gartering is the beft, or of a ftrong fine lift; for all 
bands made of (ilk or linen, will Hide back. Let him remember alfo that 
hetie not two knots upon theband,for that requireth too much trouble 
ingivingtheveincvent:ifheufea wollenband, one Aiding boe-knot 
willferve, which isealieto be loofncd or fattened, where you would 
caufe it to bleed more or iette. Note alfo, that the band be turned twice 
about the arrae ere you tie it: alfo that this knot lie aloft on the top of 
the arme, and on the o itliie of the elbow, and not too neare the joynt 
or the place where the veine is to be opened : that heneveropenaveine 
butfirft he have ready a band and bolder to make it up again: that 
his Launcets be not too fpear pointed, I mean fmall pointed; for the 
broadeft pointed Launcets make the beft work : likewife that the orifice 
be large, not deep, yet not overlarge, for it is overlarge when the bloud 
tumbleth out without a ftreame, for that fpendeth too much the fpirits; 
and it is alfo too narrow when the ftream is fmall, and the veine is 
puffed up with winde. N ote alfo,that if your Patient incline to faintnelfe 
or fwounding ,you caufe him betimes to thruft his longeft finger of the o- 
ther hand into his throat, and a little provoke hitnfelfe to catting, it 
helpeth prefently ; let him reiterate the fame worke if occafion be. 
But ifhe chance on a fuddain, as ofc it happeneth,to be gone ina (wound, 
beware you lay him not on his back with his head too low, as it is ufuall 
with fome to doc, for fo you may chance to loofe him. I have feen 
the like once done by an ignorant bloud-letter: wherefore remember 
it, but rather bend him with one arme forwards, and with your other 
hand (lop very clofe his mouth & noftrils,andin very (hort time you (hall 
perceive wind to come, and it will gatherto his mouth,and he will drive 
for breath, then let go your hand, and all is well; and as often as he faint- 
eth doe fo This is a fafe courfe , which v? ith good fucceffe I have ufed 
from my youth to this day. 

Further note, that at fca, efpecially where fre(h food or good nouri(h- 
ment is not at hand, it is good to be fparing in the quantity of bloud to be 
taken away, and rather often take bloud away, then too much at once, 
except bloud abound too much; which is not eafily judged by every 
young Artift. For fometime the party is idle headed by diftemper ofthe 
bloud,which by cooling broths and julips ought rather to be tempered; 
providing alfo, that he have the benefit of nature, I mean a loofe body, 
or be provoked thereto by art; and by this meanes rather feekeo cure, 
then by rafli Phlebotomic ; for you mutt confiderthat in the bloud con- 
fifteth the life of m an: wherefore, be not ralh in that work; and as is faid, 
hold ever this rule, that if the Patient neither on the day thou wouldeft 
open a veine, nor on the day before have had a ftoole, that thou at¬ 
tempt not to let him bloud before firft he hath had one ftoole procured 
him attheleaft, if not more; which is fooneft and fafeft done by a 
fuppoficory:the next fafeft and better way is by a glifter.The vcines com¬ 
monly opened are fix in nutnber;namdy, one in the forehead, one under 
the tongue, three in the arme, and one in the foot: The three in the 
arme 3re moft in ufc, whofe names are Cephalic a the uppermofl, or head 
vein, fo called of the Greek word cephale , which fignifieth a head, and

want whereof, it is almoft as good to takethe middle veine. 

The next is the median or the middle veine, it is the fecond principal 
veine, which is generally taken as indifferent for the whole body. 

The third is the Bafilica^ox the liver veine, being the 1 q weft in the 
arme, and more refpe&eth the liver then tie two former. But hold this 
generall rule, that if thou intend the opening a veine to help the liver,and 
that the liver veine will not be well taker, then take the median veine • 
for thou muft know that all veines have :heir originall in the liver. 3 
Some armes have but one faire veine appeiring; then it followeth of ne* 
ceflitie, thou muft take that: for many leaned Phyficians are of opinion 
that generally thefulleft veine in the armeisbeft and fitteft to be taken’ 
except fomefpeciall caufe alter their mindes: for their words areoften 
qua majus target, majusurget , which may ac englifhed, the veine which 
fheweth moft, is raoft faulty. 

The veine in the fore-bead is alfo often tiken for paines in the head, as

meerly drielint, you (hall ffode good therein; and ifyou oncly take lint 
and wet itin a Coperat water,and let it dry again , and lay that lint dry 
upon the proud flelh, fometimes for a drefling or two, and then againe 
toyeur former method, doubt not, it will without painc very well cica¬ 
trize any new wound: I write this, for that by the unskilfulnefle, yea, and Sltrgem 
fometimes by the idleneflc of evil minded and bafe Empericks, I fuiwffe aswdi 
havefeen men lamed by theneedleffcufe of cauftick medicines, even in ?. uni b l f ul *f s 
flight wounds; to which, if an old wife had oncly applied her one falvc ' mcwtK h 
for all fores, no fuch thing had happened: yet I am not fo Ample to de- 
nie the juft ufe of fo noble medicines in wounds, ulcers, and fiftulacs, or 
otherwife where need is; but I oncly here advife the young Artift, 
that he may not be too ralh in the ufe of them,and likewife do advife him Notc ‘ 
that havingufed them once, he firft paufe againe at the leaft eight dayes, 
namely,till the firft Bsker be fallen, and certaine dayes after,ere henfe T *’° evils 10 Lt 
any cauftick powder againe; for with the ufe of corroding medicines, av0lded% 
one immediately after another, many Ulcers are made more painfull and 
rebellious then they were, and the bones fometimes made foule which 
were otherwife dcane; which fault is too frequent nowadayes: anda- 
mongft many grofle faults daily committed by unexpert Empericks, 
this one is to be lamented, namely, the ufe of keeping open penetrating 
wounds too forcibly and too long by the ufe of hard tents, armed with 
cauftick powders, whereby nature can make no true unition, but is for¬ 
ced into much difordcr; which I ivilh young men to make a confidence 
of, and to becarefullnotcoerre inthatkinde.

T 'Here arc many neceflary works in Surgery performed by Cupping. 

Sj a JJ es t namely, fometimes they are ufed to fet upon a Bubo or botch 
to bring it forward, and therein they are very good. Sometimes alfo to 
fet in the nodell, and on the upper partofthc fhoulder-blades, to draw 
back humours which oppreffe the head, the eyes, or teeth: or againft 
Lethargic^ or on the thighes againft aches,or paines there j or for the cure 
of the sciatica , they are very good; or fometimes to draw blond and fpi. 
.rits to a member withered or benuramed: in all thefe and divers more 
griefs the Cupping-glaJJes are very needfull. Sometimes alfo they are 
fet without fcarifying onely to attract humours to the place. Another 
time(it may be) in other cafes they are ufed with fcarifying, to take a- 
way bloud and choler, which offendeth the part. Some let them on with 
towe, fome with a ftnall wax light fet under them * fome onely with the 
flame of a great candle, which my felf ufe, and is not offenfive nor paine- 
full at all: whereas the other waies the flame excoriateth often the part, 
and maketh new unfeemly worker for the better doing whereof, I ufe 
to place my candle clofc to the place where the Cups fhould be fet, the 
place being firft wet and rubbed well with hot water and a fpunge,and 
the Cupping-glafles alfo wet. Hold your Cuppwg-glaffes over the flame a 
little, and then clap it quickly on the place whileityetthefteeme of the 
lightisin it, and it will be faft, and draw hard; but you muft have your 
Cups fit, and not too wide for the place you would fet them on, or elfe 
they will not take any hold. Further, when you perceive they have 
drawn well, which by the blackncffc and riling of the skin you may ea- 
.y > _ thcn Of you hold it fitting) you may lightly and quickly fcarifie 

it with a fine Launcet, which truly isthebeftand profitablcft inftrument 
for that ufe 5 and then wetting your Cupphg.gUJfes againe, with the

ofthe Bloud Poringers. 

"DLoud Po ringers areneceflary at Sea, to be the more certaine of the 
-■-'quantity of bloud which is let; for fince the bloud of man is fo 
precious, it is to bee well weighed what quantitie is taken. And although 
the German Surgeons, doe ever let bloud into a Bafpn, yet I hold 
it not good for the Surgeons Mate to imitate at fir ft, except hee be of 
good judgement indeed,to judge of the quantity. The bloud Poringers, 
which are made for that purpofe being full, hold juft three ounces, 
and fomewhat more. For myowne pradice I hold thiscourfe; if one 
chance to come to me of hmifelfc, or by advice of a Phyfician to be let 
bloud, though he have a ftrong body, I never take from him more then 
two poringers,and a halfe at the moft,but often lefle. If the party be not 
ftrong, except it be in cafe of a Pleurifie , or fome like urgent caufc, I take 
lefte .For in that worke except my reafon give mee good fatisfadi- 
onto doe the contrary, I will rather offend in too little, then in too 
much taking of bloud away ; for I have feene much hurt to have enfued 
by great quantity of bloud taken away at one time: 7. or 8. ounces 
I hold a ftrong body may beare to lofe, having good nourifhment to 
recover it agaioe , and that without harme: but if you grow to ten 
ounces, you maymany waies doe harme in the body, except your war¬ 
rant be good. I fpeake not this to difeourage young Surgeons from a 
worke fo behovefull, but admonifh them to warineffeinp point fodan- 
gerous. ,

for the pox,& not otherwife; for as a learned Dodor upon occafion 
lately reafoned, there is difference betwixt the Dyet, and a Dyet , though 
in both kinds there is ex’cn.gttot homines, tot fententt* , fo many men,fo 
many minds.

wife to comfort the weake part, might be the better applied, the Patient The ufe of the 
fitting at his cafe thereon. c Jf . 

Alfo one efpeciall reafon, why I have appointed it, is, that a poore 
weake man in his extremities, fhould not continually goe to the fhrouds, 
or beake-headtoeafehimfelfe; nor be noyforae to his fellowes, but 
might by the help of his Mate through this meane infWnent finde com¬ 
fort in his moft pitifull diftrefte; whofc miferies I heartily compaflionate. obferve this if 
Wherefore, I admonilh the Surgeons Mate in generall, in the feare of thmhafiatoL 
God, not to be fine fingered, fiothfull,orfcornefulltoufeeverykinde f wncc ' 
of good manuall and other help, to fave mens blouds in this fea refull dif- 
eafe > for the omitting of their duties in helping men thus diftrelfed, 
bringeth the blouds of thofe men without doubt upon their heads; and 
thoughperadventure they may carry it away for a while with men, yet the 
AImightie,who feeth not as men fee, will furely finde them out. 

The paile of brafTc , under the ftoole chiefly appointed for neatnefle, Thcbraffe-mu. 
cleanlinefTe,ftrength,and othergoodufes it hath, was ahvaies to belong 
thereto, and not to any other ufe: It may alfo fometimes be whelmed 
downe , and on the top thereof a hot bricke be fet, or thcbricke (if fhe ufe of 
you finde it too neerjmay ftand lower,or be put into the paile; which hot tru k e - 
brick with wine and vineger, or any other like fitting medicine of expe- 
rience,raay be fprinkled to comfort the part agrieved withall; tor it is 
found by experience that the fteeme of wine vineger, fprinkled on a hot 
brick doth much availe in the cure of the flix,& that fimple remedy alone V 1 * cm °f‘ he 
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2 6 Of the Injlrum mtSy and their ufes* _ : 

hath cured many; but when the Patient rifeth from the fa id fume,if then 
a claoth be well heated over the faid fume or over a fire, and put dole 
to the part, it availeth much; and if you then likewife lay the Patient to 
reft, giving him three or foure graines of Laudanum , you fhall do the 
better, and by Gods hclpe,with other anfwerable good regiment of 
diet, make a quicke and perfect cure of his difeafe. But I am not igno¬ 
rant, that there is ufe for twentie clofe ftooles at once, in fbme one 
fhip, which worke the Cooper and Carpenter fhould take care of.

His compofition, devifed by the famous Philofophcrs 
PhtltppusfTheopbrastus 3 and Paracelfus , excelleth in the 
cure of piercing wounds & (tabs j as alfo in the cure of' 
all dangerous wounds whatfoever : it hath the prece¬ 
dence as well for contufed as incifed woundsj for it af- 
fwageth paine, defendeth from accidents, difeufleth, 
mollifiethjattradethjincarneth , digefteth and confoli- 
dates: and is alfo good for an old ach proceeding of a cold caufc.lt is fur¬ 
ther efpecially good for ulcers on the legges, or elfewhere in any part of 
the body: it is of temperament warme,and very comfortable. 

For approbation whereof you may lee Paracelfus his ownc 
words, which I have here inlerted.

T His Emplafter is very good to dilfolve fchirras , tumours of the 
liver,fplene, reines, belly, or elfewhcre 5 it is wholly compofed of 
mollifying and difeufling ingredients; it ferveth generally for hot 
or cold caufcSjbut chiefly for hot:For I hold it to be of temperament cold, 
the rather,by reafon of the much Litharge in it, which, if a minerall may 
be called either hot or cold Litharge,cold it is without queftion. It was 
devifed by Mefues. 

. Diacalcitbcos . 

T His Emplafter mitigateth paine jit isagooddefenfativeagainftall 
venemous humours, and will very well induce a cicatrice in 
wounds and ulcers: alfo it hath an efpeciall good qualitic to aflwage 
the paine in the fmallofthebacke, proceeding from diftempered kid- 
nies, by hot caufes, afwell concerning the ftone, andgravell, as in the 
Gonorrea: and diftolved or relented with oile of roles or eiders, or of 
linfeed, it is a very good medicine to heale burnings, and foaldings. It 
was devifed firft by Gdenus : of temperament it is cooling and drying. 

Empl. Oxicrocetm. 

T His is a very ancient compofition,but aferibed chiefly to NicoUus an 
ancient Writer as Author thereof: it is of quality anodine, at¬ 
tracting, mollifying, and comforting j alfwageth paines in the 
gout proceeding of a cold caufe, and is good in cold Aches, and by that 
attracting vertue it hath, it draweth out vapors per per os cutis , or the 
fweat vents in theskinne, whereby it often uniadeth the body of vi¬ 
cious and noifome humors,which otherwife might indanger the Patient: 
of temperament it is hot and moift, &c. 

Empl. MeUlotumper fplen. 

T His Emplafter mollifieth all hardnefle of the liver, fplene, and 
ventricle; diffolveth windineffe, ceafeth vehement paines pro¬ 
voked by winde 5 as namely, in the difeafe cz\kd flatus hiper ondri - 
acus, which is a flatious or windy paine gathered neere unto the Splene: 
it is alfo generally good againft the gathering together of any congealed 
cold fubftance in the ftomach or liver : of temperament it is warme, 
and comforting cxceedingly:It was devifed by CMefues an ancient writer.

'"pHisis goodin greenc wounds, for it drawerh and healeth well: alfo

T His Emplafter ( I may fpeake of my ownc experience) is a good 
healer of ulcers which are hard to bee cicatrized, and hath an ef- 
peciall vertuc in curing of buboes , as well venercall as peftilcntiall: 
It is alfo the beft incarnative of all the Plafters that ever I ufed.

T His Minium- plafter is a good difcufler of hot humors , a good 
fwagerofpaines,mollifiethwell, rcpellcth fomewhat, and is very 
commodioufly ufed upon wounds and ulcers, to further good hea¬ 
ling :it induceth alfo a good cicatrice.

T His unguent is good to heale painfull ulcers in my partofthe bo¬ 
dy, efpecially of the yard, or betwixt glans and praputinm, as al¬ 
fo any fretting or painfull ulcers of theiegge$,or elfewhere. I 
have found it good before all other unguents in ulcers of the yard; indeed 
againft virulent, painfull and corrofive ulcers, fcarce a better compofition 
is knowne: in Noli me tangere in the face, I have had good experience of 
it; and in many other occafions I have found it a very ufefull unguent: of 
temperament it is cold and dry.

A LI thefe waters and fpirits rehearfed, though in themfelves they 
+ * be good, yet if any ofthebeft ofthembeabufed, and immoderate¬ 
ly taken, they may as foone doe harme as profit: I advile therefore no 
man to make a common ufe of them, or any of them, which hath 
a young able body, and may have a good diet at his pleafure: for 
they are chiefly to bee ufed at fea, where mens bodies ( by variety of 
the venemous vapours and evil difpofitions of the aire,or unkind diet Jarc 
in hazzard; or where there is a weake ftomackc, evill digeftion, with a 
loathing difpofition to meat,evill appetite,and too much loofneffc of the 
belly; alfo where by extreame heat and fweat, the fpirits of the body 
are exhaufted and fpent, or where (through the extreame cold of the 
fame) the body is muchannoyed and endangered : In all thefe,and infi¬ 
nite more evils incident to mens bodies abroad and at home, thefe pre¬ 
cious liquors minifter prefent comfort. They alfo are very behovefull to 
aged people after their meats to help digeftion,or them which have weak 
ftomacks, or that are of fad and melancholy difpofitions j for it muft not 
be denied, that wine comforteth the heart of man; and thefe waters 
having their originall and whole force from the fpirit or life of the wine, 
doe thereby exhilarate mans heart, and give him courage, as well as 
cure his infirmities. 

If therefore thefe waters be truly made, they ought alfo to be ftrong 
of the fpirit ofwine,otherwife, they will not keep long good, neither 
are they profitable nor wholfome, and being good, one fpoonefull at 
one time is fufficient,or two fpoonfuls at the moft, for the preferving of 
health: they are beft to be taken falling, onehoure or two after dinner, 
and laft at night, either alone, or with beerc or wine'; fome make a 
tofte fading, and drop the fame full of cordiall water and fo eat it, and 
that is very good. 

In gripingsoftheguts, collike or flixes of the belly, proceeding of 
cold caufes or much crudity, three fpoonfulls or fouremay be ufed at 
once in a Glifter; but you muft not boyle it therein, only put it in when it 
is ready to be adminiftred; for if you do otherwife,the fpirits will evapo¬ 
rate and be of no force.

It is a water propcr,and is made chiefly of Mercury fublimed,I fay chief. 
bSor that though the other things for quantity be ten for one, yet fubli- 
med Mercury will carry no coales,but will ever fhew his valour in healing 
or fpoiljng: I put not this compofition ready made into any Surgeons 
Cheft,but rather leave the Jngredients,and let the difereet Surgeon make 
it to plcafc himfelfe 5. for if I my felfe fhould find fuch a compofition 
made by any, I fhould much feare to ufe of it,and fo I wifh the Surgeons 
Mate to doe in all Mercuriall Lotions 5 but rather let him ufe fuch other 
good Lotions, as are fet down in the cure of the Scurvy 5 unto any of 
which hec may adde fublimate, and terme it if he pleafe Jtaua 
Falopi: but I fay let him well underhand himfelfe both in the compo¬ 
fition, and adminiftration of any fuch medicines,or let him crave advice 
or rather forbearc them, and-ufe other fafer medicines, though their 
vertues or vices perhaps be fewer. b

fweeter and furer medicine, as at large fhall be fpoken of in his place. 

Ferjuce. 

\7“Eruife or Verjuce, made of the juyee of Crabs, is a good cooling 
* medicine to be given in drinkes againft burning fevers; it helps di- 
geftion,caufeth appetite, relliflieth well meates and drinks, and is cor- 
diall, familiar, ana plcafing to the tafte; but it will not live above one 
ycere in good force at Sea,yet I give way to the putting it into the Chert, 
for that it is often defired by Surgeons.

T His word Lotion ,is a generall phrafe with many Surgeons,as if there 
were no difference in Lotions , whereas their differences are infinite: 
but here I will ufe it as the vulgar fort doc. A Lotion compounded 
of vulnerary hearbs gathered in their prime, and decoded with A tinmen 
and met in aqua fur a , I confeffe may retaine a name generall as well as 
any one outward medicine I know j for if well prepared, good ufe 
maybe made thereof; as namely, it is all in all to bee ufed as an in. 
jeftion generally for griefes of the yard , as well within the paflage 
as alfo twixt glans and prxgutium , and in Gonorr&a\ which though it 
cannot cure the difeafe, yet it healeth the excoriations thereof, and 
ftrengthneth well the parts; and fodoth it in all exulcerations of the 
fame, remcmbring,that if you ufe it within the paffageoftheyard, if 
you find it bee too tart of the Allome, you rnixe it with Plaintane water 
ifyou have it, or for want thereof with faire water. Note, that the fir ft 
time you begin injection, it be very gently done, then you may fortifie 
it as you fee caufc; namely,give it of it felf,or with the addition ofa little 
well dulcified Mercuric where occafion is, but that warily; namely, 
feldome or never within the paffage, but twixt glans and prnputium dai¬ 
ly (if you will)upon juft occafion;and adminifter no Lotion within the paf¬ 
fage of Virga cold, but warme ever .Further it hath the prime place, for a 
Catholike medicine in exulcerations and excoriations of the mouth and 
throat, both in Towne and Country, and is become in fuch cafes eve¬ 
ry old wives medicine: I have touched it in the cure of the Scurvy, where¬ 
fore here for brevities fake, I crave pardon: Onely, let me tell the Surge- 
oncs Mate, that in wantoffucha£«vw», though it be not in all points 
anfwerablc thereto, yet he may make a good Lotion at fea of frefli water, 
Allome, and Hony, provided he be wary not to bee too plentiful! of the 
Allome.

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Lixivium forte. 

T His is tobe underftood of Capitall lees, a very neccCTary medicine 
to be at hand in the Surgeons Cheft, to mollific the liquid or white 
tauftikewhen itgrowethdry, aad alfo it need be, by decodion/^y? to 
make up a lapis inferndis , as Tome terme it,or a hard caufticke (tone: the 
liquid caufticke is made only of unflaked lime and ftrong Capitall lees, 
by deco&ion together to the thicknefle of an unguent , and when occafi- 
on of application thereof is, lay on the griefe a CMinmm^ orfome other 
cleaving Emplafter, with a hole cut therein, fo big as there fliall bee oc* 
cafion to make an orifice, and fpread thicke the white caufticke thereon, 
and foletit remaineatthc lcaft two hourcs, having a care to defend the 
fame, that it doe not fpread. 

The caufticke ftone if you boile it to a juft confidence, and having 
put it out (being yet warme) fmooth it over with an iron fplatter,& then 
with a knife cut it into pieces, fo you fliall have it ready to make incifion 
after your ownc will 5 for any caufticke laid on an Apoftume may fpread 
further & broader then your will,to the dammage of the Patient,but this 
kinde of caufticke you may hold in your hand wrapped in fome clout or 
piece of plafter fpread, and fo you may rule it at your owne defire,and 
yet it maketh greater fpeed with lefle paine then the other. Somewhat 
of this manner of incifion I have mentioned in the cure of Apoftumes, 
and elfewhcre, to which I referre you.

11 Nderftand that vinegcr of Rofes is, or ought to bee vineger of wine

the ftomack, and to refrefh nature weakened, and againft the fainting and 
great wcakneffe of the fpirits, wherein the tin&ure of rofes hath a great 
vertue comfortative. 

Yet let not the Surgeons Mate bee difeouraged though he have not 
t^icctum rofarum , for acetum vint , or wine vineger, will ferve well in 
place thereof; and yet ’tis better if you have Rofe-water to infufe there¬ 
in upon occafion of ufing the odour thereof j or for to be applied to the 
ftomacke againft vomiting, or imbecility of the fame. In other cafes 
the one may ftand for the other very well, as alfo for thofe griefes.

TT7’Ine Vineger helpeth the unnaturall fwellings of the belly, as alfo 
v v v cureth the fluxes of the ftomack. the parts grieved being fomen¬ 
ted 
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ted therewith: it ftayeth the inordinate menflruall fluxes, the region of 
the liver or the bearing parts fomented therewith warme; namely with 
(} upes wet therein. It isgoodagainft vomiting, the ftomack outwardly 
fomented with warme Jlupes wet therein: It alio difcufleth and diflipateth 
violent hot tumors in their beginnings; yea,even thofe which are named 
Pamritu, or,as fome terme them, fellons. Good wine vineger excelleth, 
ufed in CatatlaJ’mes, as alfo in fomentations where anodine Medicines are 
to be ufed, provided the place be not excoriated; as namely, in Her mo. 
humordi. With beane-meale, and oyleof Rofes,itis aprcfenc help being 
well applied,with apt truflings,and good care had. In the falling downe 
of the fundament it is approved good, fometimes with wine ufed warme 
to foment the part withall, as alfo to bee call on bricks to receive the 
fume thereof. In the hot Gout, and in all inflammations, as the Rofe^ ot 
lank facer fix (as fome call itj Saint Antonies fire, by way of fomentation 
with wine vineger,it is a precious helpe ; as alfo made into a firrupe with 
bony then tearmed Oximell ; or with Sugar,then rearmed Oxifaccatum: 
it is very convenient to a weake ftomacke; for it cauleth appetite, and 
is a helpe to digeftion, given si- orsij-at once, for it cutteth away 
fle^me aridrefreflieth nature, and corroboratcth the ftomacke^ alfo by 
wav of a Gargerifme,it is an approved remedy aguinft Squinantta angina 
or any the fudden inflammations of Columelle , or the Amygdulcs of the 
- throat; and \lRo(csbe put therein, it is good for all the aforefaid ufes, 
vet more better, and maketh the vineger much more Cordiall : It is 
very queflionable, whether wine vineger bee of temperament hot or 
cold considering the different effects thereof, for I fliould not doubt to 
cive reafonable content to any unpartiall Artift, that it doth both the ef¬ 
fects of a hot and cold medicine, proving it both by authority and pra¬ 
ctice to be hot and cold; yea, even by Galen himfelfe, Tejlc cap. 6.ho, 
prim.fmpl: wed & cap, 20. ejufdcm lib, 

Spiritus vini. 

S pirit of wine of all vegetables is the moft precious thirig; if is the 
trued of all Cordialls : the paiticular vertues whereof, to be duely 
handled,would fill a great Volume; It is called, asis Inspirit us vtm, 
auaCi Spiritus viui and the (acred Scriptures tedifie that wine makes 
clad the heart of man, wherefore there needs no further argument to ex- 
prefTe it to be a true Cordiall' It is odoriferous and of a pleafanttafte: 

It extradeth out Tinctures from every medicinallfubjea. 

It preferveth the body from putrefaction, and in every’cold opprel- 
fion of Nature it is a true helper; for the cough, and all didillations of 
rheumes and fluxes, it is a perfect helpe: It comforteth the domacke,and 

^ r Tt helpctlTdiofe^vhich are thicke of hearing, one drop daily put into 

It pveferveth a man in health, if every morning and evening hce take 
certaine drops thereof; and defendeth the body that takethit, rom 
the oppretfion of infectious aires, and (being ficke) almod in any diieaK.

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the Cordiall ftrong waters recited, for fo much as they conraine of spirit 
ofvetne in them, asisfaid, become thereby (if not other wife) Cordiall 
indeed; for take from them the Spirit of wine they containe and the 
remainder is not worth the roome in a glade.

And for the furthering the fall of an Esher in any Apoftume, 
where nature hath a breathing it is meere folly, as I have faid in other 
place. The longer it lyeth on, the better I like the work,and if you would 
ure all the art you can, you cannot keep on an Esher at your will: where¬ 
fore forget that worke till it be done to thy hand. 7

OF WOUNDS. 


Wound is a recent folution of a continuity ; or a Definition of a 
divifion of that which was knit together, without wound ' 
putrefaction 3 and is common as well to the foft 
and organick parts, as alfo to the harder: it may 
(though feldome it doth) arifefrom an internail 
caufe) as the malice of bad humours j but more 
commonly it comes from an externall caufe, 
namely, by the violence of fome indrument. 

For which caufe a wound is faid to differ in his The divers ap. 
denomination: for fometimes it is called a thrudorpunCiion , which is feUatiom »f 
made by (tabbing with any thing fliarpe pointed, as a Dagger, Rapier, 
or the like: fometimes it is named a Contu(ion,whenbya weighty thing 
offending (as timber) felling do wne, or violently caft downe(as a (tone) 
the flefli is bruifed and broken : fometimes alfo it hath the appella¬ 
tion of Incifion, or an incifed wound, for that it is done by an edged in- 
ftrument, as a knife or fvvord. And thefe wounds are either Ample or 
compound: the Ample are onelyin the upper skin orflefh, without 
detriment or Ioffe of fubdance, which alfo have their feverall fpeciesor 
kindes , becaufe of their divers formes5 fome being greater or fmaller, 
profound or fuperficiall, long or little, (freight, round or crooked, of a 
facile cure, or difficile, or mortall. And for the founder judgment and 
bettercure of all wounds, ( which are either externall,or intern 11 and pe¬ 
netrating) there are feverall Agnes (of ancient tradition) with much dili¬ 
gence to be had in remembrance, which daily practice alfo veriAeth. 

The feverall differences of all externall wounds are difeerned by Aght 
or handling. 

Thofe which are termed intemall and penetrating wounds, are either The places of 
in the head, bread, or inferiour venter, and are difeovered likewifeby 
Aght, by feeling, or by fearching with an indrument into them. 

The hurt or ruption of the membranes or braine is accompanied with 
fneeAng, vomiting, bleeding at the nofe or eares, raving,and the like : but 
if the fubdance of the braine be hurt, thofe Agncsareencreafed,anda 
bilious or (harpe vomiting is feene 3 alfo a fever, dull undemanding, with 
alteration of favour and countenance doe enfuejdupidity alfo and dumb- 
nelfe AgniAc the braine contufed. 

The bread is obfefved to be wounded and penetrated, whenairecom- 
meth forth of the wound, or when the perfon Acke hath in his mouth a 
fenfe of the things applied to his griefe. 

It appeareth that the lungs are hurt, if the refpiration be difficult,

a ratling found in breaching be heard,and the excrement which is voided 
from the mouth be fpumous, pale, and crude. 

The Pericranium hurt hath fometiraes fudden and often fwounding for 
a figne, though fome nevexthelelfe having the Pericranium wounded or 
contufed, have no evil lymptomes extraordinary toother meane wounds 
of other parts. 

The Heart wounded hath the refrigeration of all the parts, extin&ion 
ofnaturall heat, and death attending thereon. 

If the great Veines and Arteries in the breafl: be offended, an immode¬ 
rate fluxe ofbloud, defection of vertue in all the faculties, a cold and an 
unfavoury fweat doth enfue, and death within a few houres. 

The folution of continuity in the finewie parts of the Diaphragm 
caufeth convulfion, difficile refpiration, an acute fever, raving, and death: 
but if the flefhy part onely be agrieved, it is capable of remedies, and fuf- 
fereth not fuch dangerous lymptomes. 

Ifthe recurrent Nerves be wounded, there followcth Ioffe offpeecli 
immediate motion and lenfe alio is fupprclfed,and that without recovery! 

In the wounds of the Livcrappeare vomiting,bloudy dejetf ions much 
paine, a continuall fever j and if they be deepe, fainting, refolution ofthe 
/pints, cold fweat and death follow. , • 

The Spleene offended is as the Liver affeded, favc that the lymptoms 
are in the right fide, the other in the left. 

The Ventricle is demonftrated to be wounded by the voiding of ck. 
Ins, frequent vomiting, fwounding, fainting, and death. 

When the excrements are retained in the belly, and ifluc out of the 
wound very unfavoury and putrefied, and not by thenaturallplacc,itis 
plame that the mteftmes are hurt. r 

The figne ofthe Reins or Kidnies wounded,is the fupprelfion of urine 
which caufeth a fore paine in the groine and tefticles, with inflation o 
fwelhng even to death. 

The accidents of the Bladder offended are one with thereines, unleffe 
the finewieparts thereof be grieved, and then diftention ofthe belly, pif. 
fing of blond, vomiting, voidingof urine at the wound, fupprelfion ofdic 
faculties, doting, and death follow. m

Thedrfeafes in the braine are either in the membranes, iubftance,or 
vent rides,and pafTages thereof; whofe fpecies and iymptoms are many, 
and for the moft part very dangerous, and of difficult cure. 1 or if the fub- 
fiance ofthebraine bee offended, the fundions theraif are impcdi- 
ted, whence proceedeth doting, mel-inclioly,foolifhnefle, flothfulnefie, 
LithHrgicjfrenzie, madnefTc, lofle of memory ,deadi(h fleepe, giddineffe, 
apoplcxie, Paralyfis, and divers other like accidents formerly recited. 
And if the ventricles of the braine be wounded, then the motions and 
fenfes thereof be grieved. Wherefore for the better cure of thefe wounds 
in the braine,deficcation and cicatrization in due time is needfull, either 
by fimple medicaments, fas Spiritus vim, Bolus Armenia Terra fip/lata, 
Litbargirum,Cerufa, Tutia, Adufl lead. Burnt paper, llom water, Bum 

Vitrioll) or by compound medicines,(as Vng:deftccans rub: Diapompho- 
Diapalma.)

The cure of wounds caufed through the biting of venemous beafts Hotvto cm 
(as mad dogges, fcorpions, vipers, ferpents, bees, fillies, vvafpcs,hornets, wouxdtjvbich 
fwine, or other the like, is performed firft by taking away that which is aye either inter - 
virulent,extracting,diffipatingandconfumingthepoyfon;whichworke 
requireth internal 1 as well as externall medicaments. Theinternall muft 
be Inch as comfort and confirme the parts difeafed (asTheriaca AurUtn 
vita?, ConfcCtio Alkermes, Bole Armenick, Confcrve of Borage, Bu- 
gloffe,Rofemary floweis^an d the like) that fo the virulent vapour may 
BeaboiiUied, which otherwife will-infeCt the whole body. The externall 
•muft alfo intend to extinguilh the venemous vapour(and fuch are cupping- 
glaftes and fcarification, alfo all hot medicaments attracting,as Galba- 
num. Ammoniacum, Bdellium, Emplaftrum Diachilon and Divinum,a 
Fomentation made with the herbe Dragon and Mugwort boiled in wine, 

Treakle, Garlicke, Onions, Fimuscolumbinus, and the like,) which be¬ 
ing done,the cure fhall be after the manner of other wo unds of the fame 
magnitude: but in mine own praCticejheat Balmeartlftciall feethin^hoT,

fumed upon as fafe courfes, but upon need, if fo be the veine or artery 
wounded be great: many things are of force put in practice, which other- 
wife feemevery harfh.JTheaftringentsftmplesto make compounds,are 
Bole “Armenick, Terra figillata. Thus, Aloes, Maftick, My rrha, Sanguis 
,/Draconis, Flower of wheat, barley, mill-duft, and divers forts: likewife 
Alliirn, Vitriol Precipitate, Mans bloud dryed.and fundrymore,lome-

The generall remedies for wounds of the head 
muft neither overmuch refrigerate,nor overmuch calefie,but be of a mo¬ 
derate or temperate calour. The generall manner to proceed to thecure 
of wounds in the head, is as followeth . 

Firft let the haire be fhaven away; the next, if any loofe bones be, 
take them out; the next to be done, is, if a depreflion of Cranium be, 
drive with the elevatorie to raife it; the next is,to flay the flux of bloud 
if any be, leaving of the griefe und refled for two dayes, that the veines 
may knit; then inquire of the Patient if he have the benefit of nature, if 
not, procure him one, not many ftooles , and onely fee he have naturall 
ftools once a day, or in two dayes, not by potion nor pills, but rather by 
glitter or fuppofitorie. At the fecond opening of the wound, if occafion InfirHcliow vc* 
ferve,u(e the Trapan,or take out any fpils or bones that feeme to offend, ry . n fff™ 
if they be very loofe, not elfe ; force nothing out of the wound, except dcdthTfZnd 
the Patient his great neceflitie force thee thereunto; for nature is kind, time opened. 
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and ready to do wondrous helpe in the cure of the hcad._For the fccond 
application,have ready of the noble linatnent of^rm^neveruffiacnty 
conunended,and being foraewhat hotter then the partte would willingly 
beare it,annoint the wound therewith in each place, with a little loft lint 
on a Probes end,leaving the faid lint therein,& with plegcnts ot lint drie 
fill iip the orifice,& after annointing about the edges of the griercj apply 
Splatter,either of EmplaJl.Betonica^StipticumParacelft,Minium } Mellilote^ 
or VUcalfit he os :ln want of Arcens linament you may take oleum rofarum , 
and me l rofirum^ which are not much inferiour to the former^being warm 
applyed; Some ufe therewith alfo a digeftive of Turpentine, & the yolk 
of an egge well mixe d^ alike quantities wherewith they fpread pic- 
gents, ancTthen dip them in thewarme mel and oyje mentioned, and fo 
apply them , which is very good, and the moil ancient practice in curing 

wounds of the head. _=.—- r 

In want of oyle of Rofes oyle of Olive will do well, and common 
honeyfor mel rofarttm^ though not fo well: and if caufe be,fome Artifts 
mix fpirlt of wine, or good aqua viu with the former medicine, and it 
comforteth well the braine, and very much furthereth good and fpeedy 
healing: good bowlftring, and ligature doe much availe to the cure of 
the head: alfo it is good to keepe the party lying and in a darke place,till 
the greateft danger of accidents bee part, remembring withall that the 
overftridl keeping him in, m3y alfo be very offenfive to the ficke. 

Let good diet ftridtly bceobferved,'if occafionbe, and the ufe of 
Glitters likewife upon good reafons is alfo to be approvedjand it is good 
to open the Cephalike vaine if the braine have been long uncovered, or 
yeeld afpumous white and thicke excrement, which feemesto bee a 
portion of the fubftance of the braine: likewife to purge the body,mim- 
difie the wound, and corroborate the braine with Cordials,and fomen¬ 
tations fitting, the chiefett is good wine and hony to foment with; 
but I feldome ufe any fomentations my felfe, having cured divers fra* 
dures in the Cranium without any fomentations at all; for the ufe of 
them at Sea, I know is troublefome and dangerous, except great caufe. 
Diligent obfer- Be carefull alfo to obferve the danger of the wound according to the ac- 
vation of the c id ents thereof j for if it be little and fuperficiall,it is cured as an other 
““mdrcfui- wound, but if it pierce the fecond table, it mutt not be patted lightly o- 
reT" ‘ ver i for if you bee occafioned to ufe the Trapan, it is to be applyed the 
third,fourth, or fifth day after the hurt at the fartheft; but the choice of 
the day is not material], as fome fuppofe, where there is apparant neccfli- 
ty, except on the day of the full of the Moone, and then there is danger 
more then at other times, but neceflity hath no rules. 

The cure of wounds in the face , would if it were poflib'cb: done 
without a cicatrice, but that cannot bee performed without a drie flitch, 
with alfo a mod artificial!, and convenient binding the lips of the wound 
together, with alfo a furc naturall balme : wherefore I will not ftand 
to teach the drie flitch here,for it is not proper at Sea, it fits the land bet¬ 
ter. In the worke of future or Hitching, take heed that the skin and flelb 
benotoverthicke which you take up with your needle, and letnotyour 
Bitches bee tooclofc. A true ligature of the face is fomewhat diffi¬ 
cult 
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cult to be performed, becaufe of the cavities thereof, which arc to bee 
filled with linnenclothes,ortow, or lint,the better to keepethe ligature 
to the wound. > 

TheNofeand Eare wounded require good and carcfull ligature, and where ligature 
Emplafters that will cleave faft to the griefe. " 

The wounds of the eyes are dangerous by reafon of their affinity,as well 
with the Pericranium asthe other Membranes of the braine, fo that they 
are for the mod part full of bitter painc, caufing lofle of fight: wherefore 
by Glifters, bloud letting, cupping Glaflfes, Purgations, and fober diet, 
the accidents are to be ftayed. Th e medicines outwardly which I have 
ufedever with good fucceffc,are the artihcTall Balmc with fine lint warm 
applyed on the eyelids, and a Paracel [ us plafterover that, and therewith 
I have done great cures in wounds of the eyes jbut I never droptany 
medicine into the eye it fclfe. 

The wounds of the neck arc healed as other arc, unlefle the hinder* 
part thereof be hurt, which hath like fymptomes to the braine. 

If the (houlder be wounded, it is cured as other wounds, except the 
wound bee in the joint-bone,ligaments, and nerves, which ncedeth a 
future jand if it be overthwart,a convenient Fafcia,or Ligature for the fu- 
ftentation of the arme is to be carefully provided, for without good liga¬ 
ture thofe wounds doe not well: For ought elfe their cures are com¬ 
mon to other wounds. 

The cures of the arme are fometiraes dangerous, chiefly if the bone, 
and ligaments, or the mufclcs with veines and nerves be incifed thwart; 
let the remedies therefore be fuch, as are proper and agreeable to the 
nerves; as namely, the artificialfBalmc very vvarmc appiyed, and a 
Pa racel fus p lafter with ligature fitting. 

But if the hands be wounded, and the tendous ligaments,and finewie 
parts thereof oflfendedjdivcrsabfceflfes in many places, with Inflammati¬ 
ons appearefometimes, and exceeding fore: Sometimes painesarife, 
which may occafion the ufe of purgations, bloud-letting, anodine me¬ 
dicaments, and a fparewholfomediet. In thefe cures theartificiall bea¬ 
ring up of the arme is a chiefe part of the cure thereof, and keeping the 
hand in one even pofition. 

The wounds of the Thorax externall, fuffer to be covered with flefh, 
and to be healed asother wounds; but wounds that penetrate the inward 
parts are dangerous; namely, if any great quantitie of bloud lie in the 
capacitie of the Thorax, which cannot bee evacuated by the wound; 
but if it can be evacuated there is hope, otherwife it is difperate. Aifo, if 
the bloud may be extra&ed, and no internall part feeme hurt, healeup 
the wound,and be carefull theaireget not into it; but if the externall ori¬ 
fice be little, and the internall great, and wide, the Membrane being 
burft, and a rib uncovered, as it oft. times fiftieth out,it is to be judged in¬ 
curable, and a Fiftula will remainc there continually. And if the former 
part of the Thorax be ftrook thorow even to the latter, but not 
thorow both, ifthe wound be little and {lender there is feme hope of 
cure,otherwife not,but it is commonly pad cure,yet ncgled not thy duty, 
nor defpaire, for God is mercifull: Let thy cure be attempted with good 
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diet, as is faid, clyfters, bleeding/ lyrupeofViolets, and Hyfope arid the 
like, nngutntum fotabtle drunke failing ?: ii* or 3. for a dofe, and 
fuch locall Medicines as are mentioned ; but if paine or the like accident 
fhall be in any part of the Thorax, ufc anodine medicaments as well as 
fanative, left paine hinder reft, and overthrow all. 

The outward wounds of the belly doe nothing differ from the gene, 
rail method of other wounds, touching locall Medicines, onelyin 
ftitching they differ much, but the inward differ, as the parts offended 
may be divers; as namely,when the omentum commtth out,with all haft 
put it into its place left it corrupr, and the aire alter it: if it fliall bee 
put in cold,it will putrefie, and bring grievous Symptomes; it vverebetter 
to make a ligature about fo much as is out, and cut it off, being carefull 
of the guts: If the inteftines pafle out by a wound, the wound being very 
little they will hardly be reduced, unleffe they be pricked, for they will 
fwcllwith winde : but if the fubftance of a gut be wounded, fow it to¬ 
gether and confolidate it; and if the liver, fplene, ftomacke, kidneis, or 
bladder be wounded, let nature work e its part, for there is fmall hope 
by Arttoprevailc. 

T he wounds of the Scrotum are cured as other wounds of the finewie 
parts. 

The cure ofthe Hyppe wounded agreeth with that of the fhoulder afore 
mentioned. 

The Knee wounds alfo arc cured as other finewie parts wounded are. 
Theancle,foot,and foie thereof wounded are hard of cure,becaufe there 
are many bones,ligaments,tendons,and finewie parts among them: they 
are alfo placed in the lowed part of the body, and therefore are fubjeft 
to deflufftion of humours.

Gun X A/"Ounds made by Gonfhot are alwaies compound, never fimplc, 
*■ an d arc the more difficult of cure by reafon of a certaine humour 

without the veynes found ne'ere them,inclining to corruption; the quality 
thereof being changed by the fudden violence of the blow. The 
compofition of which wounds for the raoft part confifts of Ioffe of fub¬ 
ftance, contufion, fradhon of many finewie fibres, veynes, arteries, 
BSE** membranes and bones; yea, often (hivered into divers peeces, being in 
Cunjhot. ' form different,as fome round, narrow,and wide,and in figure cuniculm, 
triangularquadrangular , fJlulous,&c. at the firft bringing with them no 
Hemerrea or fluxe of bloud, although the veines be broken and open, 
the blood returning backe through the fearefull violence of the ftroke. 
Tire firft curative intention of thefe wounds is dilatation, whereby the 
enemie to nature may by an open orifice be expelled.The fymptomes of 
luch wounds are Hemerrea, furtive, ora dealing fluxe of bloud trick¬ 
ling out by little and little. Gangrene unawares aflaulting the part: al¬ 
io apofturaation, dolour, and the like. Wherefore as an entrance 
to the cute, let an univerlall regiment of the ficke bee carefully obfer-

And whereas putrefaction, as is mentioned, alwayes attendeth great 
wounds made with Gunlhot, all care in time is to be had to prevent the 
fame. Let therefore your firft locall application, if you teare putrefaction 
be Vnguentum F.gyptiaeum mi xed wit h_ Wine oiSyVim ^gv alone j be¬ 
ing alfo very hot injcCted into thelvound, or appliedorTfintT And if you 
feare it will require yet more exficcation or cauterization, adde fome 
burnt Vitriol , and foment fomewhat the outward parts of the grief with 
a hot Lixivium , and apply a hot ftupe wet in the Lixivium , and wrung 
out round about the member: but if the outward parts about the wound 
be altered in colour, or grow either ftinking or infenfible, make fcarifica- 
tion and foment well with ftrong hot Lixivium , and inje& thereof into 
the wound very hot; and after fuch fomentation, fcarification , and 
injection ufed, as is faid, then if you yet fee caufe, you may life the 
former mentioned Egyptiacum with a hot ftupe, and remove not that 
drefling without extraordinary caufe,I meanc the Egyptiacum, inlelfe 
then 48 . houres, but rather,if you have caufed a good Esker. The next 
drefling after the Esher procured by the former drefling, it is likely you 
fhall finde digeftion though imperfeCt , namely durty and foule, and 
the wound will alfo be very tender and fenfible, and fubjeCt to alteration 
bytheayre, if care be not had. Wherefore all things for your next in¬ 
tention of application being firft ready, ere the wound be opened makea 
very fliort drefsing, and of as gentle medicines as may be. I have ufed an 
^yir ceus Limment warme, and with foft lint applied , and the edges or 
partsneere the wound anointed therewith^ and gently filled the wound 
with lint,the n over that f ParaceI]uspEKcr& moreover a large hot ftupe 
wet in a goodXwww^and wrung out, with alfo convenient, foft, and 
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warmc Ligature, which is a great help to healing.

Minium'Gra.ita £>e/,or MellUou . any of wliich,as thy difcrction and (tore 
affords, is proper The reft of the Cure 1 referre to bee proceeded in 
with balme and plafters, as isfaid, inordinary forme: and if any loofe 
bones bee, remove them ; oncly force none out before their time with-, 
out great caufe: if no bones be imagined, ftrvve nottokeepethc wound 
open, neither keeps any hard tents within the wound open. Many by a 
cuftomc keep tents to the bottome of the griefe fo long, till they make 
the difeaic incurable : you need not bee too vigilant in keeping new 
wounds too long open; for thefeare of putrefaction being once put 
away,and digcftfon procured, and no bones to come out, thefooner you 
canhe.de,the fafer. Many Surgeons alfo have.a groHe cuftomeof ar¬ 
ming tents, as they terme it, witFTprecipitated Mercurie^m other the like 
Cauftickc medicines,and put them into wounds to mundifie, and alfo 
the better to digeft them, as they imagines but I may boldly affirme,thac 
( as is faid ) if neither feare of a Gangrene be, neither broken bones to be 
taken out, there is no caufe of any Cauftick medicines to be applyed for. 
the curing of a new wound at no time. And I finde by practice plainc, 
thatCaufticke medicaments within ulcers or fiftulaes have no other ufe 
but to take away a callous fubftance commonly in them,to alter the 
vicioufnpffe, of the humour, and difpofc the griefe to a good healing; 
which healing after followethchiedy by the benefit of nature,.together 
with gentle and fanative applications, for (fitblMacaufa ttllitur ejfefius) 
the caufe removed, the effeCt ecafeth, and fo of wounds. 

It is a fhamefull errour of many fooljfh Empericks ftill to be too bufie An admonition 
with Cauftick medicines: for how apparent is it that thereby they lame 13 Surgeons. 
many, through ignorance 1 They will not fee a wound incarne and red, 
and good flefh to grow , but ftraightthey flander it of ‘pride, and 
cal lit-proud flefh, like their own?, and then mu ft at the faireft Precipitate, 
or Vitriole burnt goe to worke ; yea, though the Patient be lame for ir, 
or at the leaft the griefe put backe againe. Truely the abufe of 
good Caufticke medicines bringeth much Hander to the Arte of Sur¬ 
gery. In the cure of Ulcers and Fiflulaes , and elfc where,I have noted 
dowqe my opinion of the true ufe of Cauftick medicines,to which I refer 
*he Rlader.

The Cure of .Apoftumes. 

Fir ft what an ^Apoftume is, 

N Apoftume is a tumour compoled of three ryeDtfinit'mcf 
kindesol difeafes, as Avicen affirmeth, namely, an A M tnme ' 
Intemperature, Incommoderation, and Solution 
of continuitie,all gathered into one magnitude: 
and Tagaltim in his inftitutions affirmeth, every 
tumour again ft nature is an A poftume: The dif¬ 
ferences of tumours arc many, and are by many 
learned writers handled at large , of which my 
lcafure will not permit me now to write. 

The times of Apoflumes are alfo at large handled learnedly by The times of ait 
M r . Gale , Iohartncs de Vigo , Ambrofc a Paris , and divers other good are 

Writers, and are noted to be in number foure, as namely. Beginning, °“' e ‘ 
Augmentation, State and Declination. 

The beginning of an Apoftume is noted to be the firft collection nut the 
of humors, extraordinarily intruding into any one part of the body, w -apt- 

at which time with the Chirurgions care, the proceeding of the difi 
cafe is eafily hindered,according to that old Poeticall xerfc,Principiis 
cbfta,&c. The next time of an Apoftume is the Augmentation>hen 
the difeafe hath taken root,and is not fo well to be put backe, neither 
is it alwayes necelfary nor fall* to attempt it: for it may be nature 
hath determined to fend it out, and this lecond degree Or time of an 
Apoftume lsfomctimes knowne by heate, and puliation increaieth a 
diltemper generally of the body, and an inclining to a feaver,e/peci- 
ally if the Apoftume be hot, oj nave malignitie therein: but the aug¬ 
mentation of colde Apoftumes have often no other fignes notabler 
but onely an appearance of increafe, without any other diftemper of 
the body for a long time together. 

The third time or degree, which is the ftate or ripenelfe of the ivhatlb* ftate of 
griefe is well to be knowne divers \vayes,as namely, the Apoftume by an f p J* u r me “» 
this time is come to perfed maturitie, and the paine is either wholly lhwo * ' gw 
or partly alTwaged, and the matter being neere the skin, each childe 
in Chirurgery may judge what is next in Art to follow,by the bearing 
outand difcolouring of the skin,foruluaIlyit is difcolourcd blacker.

you can pierce no further then thorow the cutis, though you would 
for being onelythorow the skin, the matter will choaKe your cau¬ 
fticke or corrafive medicine,neither doubt at ill, that your work lhall 
fucceed otherwife then well, for nature will p o vide remedic fpeedi- 
ly, eafily and fafely to heale your patient, provided you be alfo care- 
full to ufe your endeavour with good warme nedicines duclyapply- 
ed, and with alfo the ufe of good ligature, vhichis one principall 
good helpe, good diet and other reafionable neanes likewife had,for 
1 have ever obferved in my pra<ftife,that a hottumour in any outward 
part of the body, growing either by repletion, obftrueftion, fever, or 
by the evill difpofition of the bloud, for the moft part: yea, even in

or t ie like: And to thefe ufes none are lo effectuall as thofe which are 
o Met i to y truely prepared, for that they do not onely duly evacuate, 
ir.ca o diveit and draw back the humours from the place offended 
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which in truth is a great help to nature. Alfb bloud letting where oc- 
cafion is, maybe ufedfor diverting and mitigating a ftubboroedif- 
eafe,but alter the ufe of Mercuriall purges it is held ol many not to be 
good to open a veine, of which opinion I am, without extraordinary 
reafon urge the contrary. And further if you intend to rep ellan Apo- 
ftume you may make ufe of this following Cataplafme of Bean mea£ 
or wheat meal boyled with water and vineger a convenient quantitie 
that it be not over lharp,adding alittle Terebinthine and very warme 
apply it,with alio good dole ligature,and fhift, renuing the medicine 
every lix t or eight houres , but obferving as it is rehearfed, that to 
repellan Apoftume flender diet with convenient evacuation of the 
belly, and Phlebotomie are as principals to be uled. Alfoj lafe Cata- 
plafme to repell an Apoftume in the beginning is, li farina, fabaruiitot 
Bean flower and caftle fope . ana$j. wine vineger as much aswillfuf- 
fice,boyle thele one quarter of an houre together, ancfyou may mixe 
a little water withi he vineger for feare it break the skin, and apply it 
warme. Note further that to an Apoftume brokenbya cauftickeI 
commonly ufe no other thing then unguent um bafihcon warme, from 
the firft to the epd of the cure, or my artificiall balme which I much 
rather commend qpon my long experience, except fome dreflings 
now and then I apply to it onely dry lint, and if nature be not benefi- 
ciall to in earn# and help healing to my defire,I ufe a gentle abfterfive 
medicine, namely a little precipitate mixed with the laid baftltconot 
elfe mguentum Aegyptucum very hot , but that only for one drefling Sc 
oneTime,and then to my former courle again for certaine daies toge¬ 
ther, namely, till the Esker befalne,and at the leaft three dreflings af¬ 
ter,which if it give me not good content in hope ofamendment fthen 
I proceed ftithef one degree', "namely, I ufe for one drefling of oleum 
fulp hurts per campanarn, or oleum Vitrioh , with which I onely touch the 
Vlcer within: I alfo give a purge, thereupon if the Patient be ftrong, 
and then to my old forme agame, till nature be at reft, I meane as is 
laid,till the Eskar be cleanegone, and yet five or fixe daies further: 
but if then I fee it be ftill ftubborn, I proceed to the next ftep or de¬ 
gree,and crave help from my honeft old friend Mercuhe who ifhe fail 
me j udicioufty applied,then \ confeflfe I am almoft to feek, but he fel- 
dom failed me pertormance if my Patient were not the caufe, the dif- 
eafe being by Art curable. The mercurial medicine I moft ufe in fuch 
cafes you fh<il find to be rehe«irfe<J in the cures of F1ftul3.es ^od Vlcers. 

If an Apoftume be opened by a caufticke medicine the Apoftume 
of it felfe being concavous, I meane having a great hollownefle go¬ 
ing deep this way or that way, ftrive you not at all, either with tents, 
plegents,or dorifels to fill the faid concavities,and to divide the parts 
afunder which defire unition butpnly drefie thou the outward or fu- 
perficiall part with warme bajtticon > artificiall Balme or the like con¬ 
venient medicine, putting it a little within the entrance of the orifice 
ofthe Apoftume upon a little lint on the end of thy Probe, untill the 
h™ 5 fcGond, andthird drefling after the opening be paft, and ifthou 
naveany of thy Cataplafme remaining with which tliou didft ripen 
the Apoftume, apply the fame very warme, if not, apply fome good

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they have made worke: Some by error tor want or judgement, o- 
thers for bafe lucres fake,prolonging and aggravating withthings not 
onely contrary, but alio dangerous to nature oftentimes, lay mg bare 
the bones, and by fowling them with their cauftick medicines when 
there is no need, preiaging wickedly before hand upon unpeifed 
grounds, bones to be fowle, when to their fhames they have made 
them fo themfelves, as is faid, either forwant ot honeftie, or want^of 
true judgement to coniider: wanting charitable and Cbriftianrea- 
ions,or not being capable what the benefit and force of Nature is able 
toeffedt, wherqas if they would proceed mildly, and with Height Me¬ 
dicines they might oftentimes eft'edt farre more then they do,or can. 
Nam natura pattern contenta , & fublata causa, tollitur effecttts : Nature is 
content with fmall things , and thecaufe removed the accidents or effetts 
ceafe. I wifh rather a Chirurgion Ihould heale gently, yea though he 
fliould hazard the breaking out againe of the grief e, which will not 
eafily be if he rationally follow the precedent method, rather then 
by keeping the griefe open long too give occafion of deformitie, 
lamenefle,Ioffe oflimbes,fiftulaes or the like,which very many in die 
height of their great conceited skill procure-, which were it but oncly 
the guilt of confidence, if they feared Gcd, they fl ould not dare to 
do. Thefe and the like groffe errors, unexcufable before God and 
man,have brought to the Art afcandall, and a fenfible feeling of want 
upon many vertuous Profeffours hereof, fothat the guiltie andun- 
guiltie are cenfured both alike by the common fort, and the one 
f'marteth for the others fault. But thofe which for gaine or otherwife 
will prolong the health of thole that commit their lives,or limmes to 
their mercy, or approve of it, the Lord pay them tenfold as much to 
their fhame: ana fo for this time I conclude concerning^poftumes, 
onely let me give thee this caveat concerning Precipitate mercury, or 
of any Imid^of JPurbitlyn^iin^rall^iile them not mu ch n eere any bare 
bgnesjyilJlPutver y gr eatj udgement, for they will blacke thejboncs, 
jieirher ufcany of them in_any new wounds, as is faidT ^orif you doe 
they are very apt to procure lamenefle, orfhrinkingof the finewes. 
Allfwift heal ing innew wounds I e iteem e beft, yea without any cau- 
fticke medicines at all if itmayTBe, which the Artift need not doubt 
of where neither bones broken, nor other juft thing of like kindc 
hindereth the worke. Thus much concerning the generall curing of 
tumours, to the praife of God. 
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Of the Cure of Vleers, and Fiflulaes. 

O K hafte I have mixed Vleers and FtftuUes together, 
for that they are of affiniticin fhew and cure: whofe 
feverall definitions Ialfoforbeare for want of time 
and enter into the Cure at the firft. Wherefore note 
asfolloweth. If you chance to have in Cure anA- 
poftume, that by the malignitie of the humors, or 
other cvilldifpoutian of the body changethitfelfe 
into a rebellious Vlcer, cohcavous ,ji(luUes, or into any the like height 
of malignitie * or that fuch an Vlcer come to thy hand from an other « „ 

Artift benotoutof hopeto cure the fame. Forif nature benotut- '* 
terly thy enemy, the member being not pierced thorow in the joynt, Tregupuatm, 
and fo the ligaments rotten, and perhaps the ends of the bones alfo 
or fome other apparent token of incurabilitie, proceeding as follow- 
etb,tboufhaltbe able tocurethedifcafe, by the helpeof God. 

Firft , therefore entringinto due confideration of the age and 
ftrength ofthe Patient, with other reafonable refpeds had, give him 
a dole of 3 ij. or of ^ j of pttlvis Artbrcticus and 3 daies after of 
Attrum vtu a dole, viz: grains 8 .which he (hall rake whileft he is vet 
m bed,and cover him warme, and yet but ordinarily, and it will caufe 
him gently to fweat fome 2 or 3 houres: then let him wipe hiinfelf 
and rife, and afternoone he will feele him felf very muchrefrefhed 
Then the next day or two daies after apply to the vlcer a little 
AquabencdictA,that it may come to the bottom & into each part ofthe 
Vlcer, namely with a little linte on the end of a Probe wet only there- 
in,and fo leave the linte ftickipgii uhe i nouth ofthe orifice fa two 
daies, drefling it only with oyleofrofes till the Esker remove with 
a!fo zMtmum plafter over it this will caufe fome paine, and produce 
a ftrong Esker, which being fallen, fill the orifice full with dry linte

taire water, or an ordinary Lotion, onely that it be as a very thin 
nguent ,and wet well the wound therwith warmed,and fillit with dry 
Iinte,and give the party in to drinke of A quill a viu 4 grains upon the 
point of a knife. 1 his will caufe him to vomit, and make a ftrong di- 
\ erfion of the humors, and then proceede in the cure with drying or- 

dinarie 
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dinarie medicines,namely dry linte onely feme fouredreffings and 
M *4k- fomc one drelfing now and thenwith a little 

any linte, onely to touch the rfcet within: this cauleth no pains at 
all, or little fome dreflings. Alio I apply Bglum, either alone 
wanne, or fometimes mixed with a little ot the powder of A^tU

drefiing remaine tor 24 houres at the lead:, and then to my dry linte 
acaineT and perhaps if 1 perceive the F leer or FifiuU to have any o- 
tlier fecret cavities, and lee that it be not fully touched in the bot- 
tome, I ule once more my Aqua benedict a, and give a lecond vomit of 

other rules fi>t Alfo I obferve it for good in the conclusion of each lure cure, to 
ti>- finifhing *t give liich a vomit, where the ltrength of the Patient will beareit. 
the cm. Furthermore I preferibe the Patient a drift drying dyet, where I lee 
good caufe, not otherwife. But remember this principall rule, that, 
what day he either taketh vomiting, purging, orfweating medicine, 
that the fame day he forbearehis dyetdnnke. Further beware that 
you preferibe not over tlender dyet, to him which is already pinched 
with weake dyet, either at Sea or Land: or whofe dyet is of bad nou- 
rifhment, as too often times it happeneth amongtt poore Seafaring 
men in long voyages. Thus ufing this afore-preferibed medicine ju- 
dicioufly, you may cure any pockie Fijlula, or inveterated Fleer what- 
foever, if they by Art are curable. And for any pockie Fleer on the 
•virga, I meane either upon glans, or praputium, ortwixtboth, onely 
touch it but once with the aforelaid Aqmbenedifta , and give the par- 
tie one dofe of the Aquitla vita , and without quell 1011 you fhall cure 
it afterwards as if it were a greene wound, but remember it will caufe 
Ftrga to tumific fometimes much, but be not afraid, for by the ufe of 
Lotions mixed with Plantane or faire water daily warmc, andcaft itin 
twixt CIans & Praputium, it will toone amend. It cureth alfo any warts 
of the virga by onely touching them,and that if they be touched but 
▼ery gently: for it is a ftrong medicine, and procureth fome paine,but 
not in warts, yet honeft it is and fure, for it will not faile: and if once 
you acquaint your felve with the parts thereof, you will never after¬ 
ward ufe Trojfes of minium nor Mercury fu blimate againc y and yet let 
me Ipeake my Confcience, both Trojfes of minium and Mercury lubli- 
mate are worthy Medicines, their whole force and healing veitue be¬ 
ing indeed onely the quick-filver and fpirits of fait, and no other 
thing, whole companion was never found out for healing and killing. 
I have often cured delperate Fleers , yea and FifiuUes with Trojfes of 
Minium , as alfo fometimes with onely a Tent made of CMercury fubli- 
mated , and put into the orifice. And how excellent it is inwardly gi¬ 
ven being truly prepared, I will for this time forbeare to Ipeake, till I 
write of the preparation of luch medicines, as I have here divulged 
under ftrange names. Thus much of Fleers and Fijhdaes to God his 
glory, and the helpe of the weaker fort of young Practitioners. 
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Tie Qure of FraBures. 



H E firft Intention in the Cure of Fra&ures is per¬ 
formed by rettoring the bones difioyncd, and ta¬ 
king away any loofe peecesor fragments of bones 
if any be. 

Thefecond Intention is performed by keeping 
the parts together, namely, the ends of the bones 
formerly displaced andfradtured by violence. 

The third Intention to be done, is the curing of the wounds or 
contufions incident to fractured bones. 

The fourth, to prevent or remove the accidents. 

The firft part of this worke, namely, the reftoring or rather bring- 
ing to their places, the fradhired ends of the bones, is performed by 
extention,and a skilfull and ready hand touching the extention: let it 
be done paulatim , by little and little, as the tearme is, with even mfijl work? 
hands, not by jumps or on the Hidden, and yet with as much force as 
isrequifite, namely, till the Artift Handing by with his hands upon 
the griefe, perceive he is able to fet the ends of the bones into their 
place ^ which done, it is then required that they be kept fo. 

The fecond curative intention of fra&ures, is performed by 
keeping the ends of their bones placed in their right forme and 
place. 

This part is chiefely done by good ligature, wherein I am willing 
to impart to young Artifts my Pra&ile in curing fractures in the 
thighes and legges, and underftand I ufe no rowlers at all, but 
clowts, fplints armed and tape, my rcafon is, it is a great difeafe and 
difquiet to my Patient, yea though I have two afliftants to hold 
the member, to come fo oft about the member as torowleit, and 
endangereth much the difioynting of the bones againe, and caufeth 
paine. 

And it is manifeftthat infimple fractures,the placing of the bones 
and keeping them fo, is the moft worke of the Cure, and nothing 
cureth a fradured bonefo much as reft: wherefore when a bone is 
newly placed, and fhall be troubled much with lifting and rowling, it 
cannot but hinder unition, and procure fome accidents offenfive, my 
forme of ligatures in fractures is to have next the member one four- 
double clowt in length, Imeaneabove and below the fradure, fb 
long that the ends of the fplints I intend to u fe, may have a refting 
place on the clowt. And if I intend to cure the Patient by a Lixivium 
I apply it Onthisfaid clowt, appointing the medicine ever to bee 
next to the griefe , then I have another like great cloth to come o- 
ver that asaine under the fplints', which being dole and fmooth 
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The Cure.

though not fo very well ufe Bean-meale, I have done very well many 
times,onely with AlIum,Bole,Egges,water and vineger,though Bean 
flower is alio very good or Wheat flower, and as for the medicine cal¬ 
led Lapis ZaI?uIoJus heere recited, it is a medicine found out in the 
Arch Duke of Brandenburg his Countrey, named in the Germane 
Tongue, ioeine b;oucUe, which in our language is a broken bone,being 
in fubftance like chalke and in forme like a bone, Ionic peeccs like 
ribs,other like fingers, others like legges or armes, bones of nature fo 
growing. This medicine I know to excell many other in healing fra- 
dtures both outwardly applyed in Cataplafmes, and inwardly taken 
daily the quanritie of &j. in fine powder in wine, beere, or water, the 
patient fafting for two houres after the taking thereof. In great fra- 
dtures the Germane Chirurgions, preferibe this aforefaid medicine 
daily to betaken for twentie fouredayes, if they fee caufe folong 
to ufe it: The other forme of application to fra&ures ufed and com¬ 
mendable , as I have laid, and trom which I am digrefled is a good 
flrong Lixivium made withfrclh water and allies till it beflipperie, 
namely, let the water made feethinghot ere the afhes be putin* 
adding if they by ready, or may be had in the Ship thefe hearbs fol¬ 
lowing : S . lob ns wort, W'ormewood,Centaury,Rofemary,Sage, Ca¬ 
momile and Mellilote flowers, orattheleaftloineof them, alfoyou 
may adde Lupines thereto:but howloever though there be no!hearbs, 
adde fait good ftore when it is cleered, but not before and then 
though you have neither hearbs nor lupines, it will be of good force, 
for it is the vegetable fait in the afhes, which is the beft healer, the 
next beft is the minerall or Sea-lalt,wet the clowts rehearfed therein, 
& wring them out hard,and apply them linooth,clofe &hot about the 
member binding it fo up: this fecond forme is efteemed of moft Ar- 
tifts thefafer.for avoyding Gangrenes,whichfradturcsarc much inci¬ 
dent unto, byreafonof great ftore ofcontufed bloud gathered, that 
can hardly be difculTed on the inftant, which thereby caufeth obftru- 
<ftions, whereupon followeth inflammation and painc, and confe- 
quenly a Gangrene,and furely the firft is not inferiour to this: for by 
the meanes ol the Allumaud the vineger it Iwageth paine, tempereth 
well the parts, andyetrepellethanddifcufleth the bloud gathered, 
and being once baked to,it fortifieth mightily the member, by flick¬ 
ing clofe and hard to it, I have ufed it long without repentance, and 
the other fometime:but for that it helpeth ofit felf to keep the mem¬ 
ber to his ftraightnefle,I the rather ufe it. 

Thefe things ready, I meane the one or the other forme, fuppofe 
then the greater foflillorboneof the legge were fratfrured, make 
true extentiou (as is laid,) that both ends otthe bones meet together, 
namely, let one ftrong man take the one end of the fra&ured limbe’ 
and another the other end, thy felf Handing free, and let them draw 
out the member,dire(ftly when thou art ready,and not before,neither 
byjumps,but leifurcly and together: likewife if they beare their hands 
too high or too low in drawing, they caufe great paine to the patient, 
and hkewale caufe the bone to lie unapt to thine hand to reduce it. It 
is knowne wheD the ends of the bones meet, for that not onely 
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the member is returned to his former beautie againe: but alfo bv it 
muchot the paine is eafed, for itisafurerule, it the paine abate not 
ali is not well: The bone, I fay, firft well reduced, bring your ftuffe 
formerly rehearled and put it under the legge, the parties that exten¬ 
ded, not forfakmg their hold,and lap it about fmooth and clofe as you 
can, without wrmckles, lumps or feames, and that the ends may alfo 
fould fmooth one over the other, wrapping it double and fmooth o 
verthe flunne bone, thecaufewhyl ufe to fould it double on the 
lhinne bone, leaving it there to be opened, is that if it chance there 
be a wound it may be drefTed the better without undoing all: butifho 
wound be, yet it fortifieth the bone the better, by the doublenefTc 
thereof being fmooth, then lay your next cloth broader and longer 
then the firft,over the firft, being wet in water and vinegerff there be 
caufe,and wrung out. Let the fecond cloth, I fay, as alfo the firft be 
ongei then the fplints, that the ends of the fplints may reft thereon 
and not on the bare legge, placing the fplints in their order about the 
Iegge,t,llyou have compared the legge,laying them (as is laid) not 
too clofe together, that they ride notone overanother,neithertouch 
each other, nor come upon the joynts, remembring to put all vour 
tapes under together, in number it were fit to have five or fixe, name¬ 
ly, two on each end, andtwo for the middefh Alfo if there be a 
wound, you muft fo order the matter, thatyou may daily apply to the 
wound necefTary medicines whereas otherwife if there 6e no great 
caufe, namely, through much paine orthelike,you may well forbearc 
lxe daies or ten dayes, provided that you fee the legge be ftraight 
and well laid man even pofi non or forme 5 and thatrt may lye the 
filer, it were good to be provided with the aforefaid bundles of reeds 
or oents as thicke as the legge or thicker, to come from the foot and 
one hand breadth over the knee, which lhould be wound and wrap¬ 
ped in can vaffe, and boundtoeachfideof the legge artificiallvS

Dijlocations . 

Lthough I have feene diuers skillfullmenper- 
forme good workes in Diflocations, and resde 
fomewhat, and for many yeeres pradifed my 
felfe, yet know I not in this part of Ghirurge- 
rie by words to deferibe ought to the purpofe, 
which might ferve at all aflayes,or upon all occa- 
- - — fions forthchelpe of young men, for as much as 

fo many unexpected obfertiations and flrange occurrcnts happen in 
and by Diflocations, as would aske much timetoexplaineorbutto 
touch all, yet in a w ord or two,I hold it not unfit to advife them fom- 

what 
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what concerning Luxations orDiflocations. Firlt therefore it is a 
gesierall rule that you muft ufe extention almoft to euery Difloca- 
tion, efpecially in the Ihoulder, in the huckle bone, in the knee, and 
intheankle,forl may boldly fay, where the Artift findeth a member 
longer then his due forme, hee (hall hardly doe good on it, namely if 
it proceed by evilldifpolition of nature, or that by the abundance of 
vicious or vifeous humors it have extended it felfe, or that it have 
beene over much extended and thereby is longer. Iixtention is 
therefore to be carefully made, I meane as I have (aid in the Cure 
of fradtures, not on the fuddaine, nor too forcible, but yet with 
ltrong and fteddy hands, for in the extention is exceeding great re- 
fpedt to be taken, and it is the principall worke yea and much Chari¬ 
ty is to bee ufed therein, for too farre extending weakneth much, 
if not overthroweth the true ufe of the member, even fo too little 
extended, produceth not the effed intended, I meane it ferveth not 
to reftore the bone diflocated; even fo the extendors railing their 
hands too high, or putting them downe too low, hinder the com- 
ming of the bone into his due place, and caufe greater paine to the 
ferta'ne rules party : furthermore it were good when the Artift taketh view of a 
member Diflocated, that the other fide alfo were uncovered, that 
thereby the true forme and fituation of the difeafed limme, being 
well regarded and compared together with the whole ioynt, the bet- 
> ter iudgement, and truer indication might be taken: I meane ifone 
Ihoulder or elbow be out of ioynt, let the Artift make bare the other 
hde alfo,for that thereis often greate difference m the naturailpropor- 
tion or fituation ofmens Ioynts: having therefore firlt viewed, and 
then alfo fufficiently extended , and the forme of the other fide 
alfo, as is faid, feene and kept in remembrance : then feck to reduce 
or place the bone by thole meanes, which in thy owne reafon feemc 
firteft couiidering and well weighing the naturall forme, and true fi¬ 
tuation of the Diflocated bone, as is faid,which in truth is unpoffible 
iu my opinion by letters to explaine: this done, for the moft part, yea 
and in very greate diflocations, the work thou maift account is 
done, and the lcarc at an end. 

My felfe have fet divers ftrong mens bones, I meane the fboulder 
bones chiefly, which have done labour the lame day, neverthelefTe 
J denie not but it is good and very neceflary to apply to the place 
things difcuffing,anodine,and mollificative as reafon fhall induce the 
Artift unto: you may therefore anoint the place with oyle ofRofes, 
Camomill, Dill, or Earth-wormes as you (hall fee fitteft, and apply 
thereon a Plafter of diacolon diacalfiteos , Par ace If us plaftcr or the like, 
and fo rowle and binde up the member artificially as fhall be moft fit, 
and let it have reft: if thou feare further accidents thou maift alfo 
give the partie fome laxative. The bone I have laid is never truely 
reftored,ifthe paine continue. Againe, if there be a great tumour in 
the place diflocated, fo that thou canft not therefore well reduce the 
bone, then maift thou lay the partie to reft, and the member alfo to as 
good reft as thou canft,and by things mollifying,anddifcufling feeke 
to affwage the tumour, in which cafe a good Lixivium deferibed in 
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the Cure of fra&ures were good to foment it with-ii ,

With thy owne nands feeke to reduce the bone: I have often found 
when 1 have extended but to aiuft length, the bone hath of it felfe 
returned to his place, thou wilt wonder at the racilty thereof, it thou 
proceed orderly, I nor no man elfe can teach thee by written words 
Life fo well, as by pra&ife, with once ufing it, thou wilt frnde it out. 

And when thou wilt ufe it to the huckle bone, note the button on 
the top muft be taken off, and a cufhion bound on the place thereof 
the party muft alfo be fo placed lying that his huckle bone, thigh and 
legge muft hange over the beddes feet free from the bedde, or lo laid 
on a table that all thofe parts may bee free,and 5 his legge below the 
knee muftbe gently bound to the Commander, as is laid of the arme: 
Inallthiswork neat ligature ,true extentionand a carefull indultri- 
ous hand muft performe the bufines, and pra&ife muft be the meane ; 
for myfelfe I have no time to amplifie further:this which is faid is 
pra&ife, for the which if thou finde profit by it, give God the praife.

Mputation or Difmembring is the moft lamenta¬ 
ble part of chirurgery, it were therfore the ho¬ 
nour of a Surgeon never to ufe difmembring at 
all ifit were pofliblefor him tohealeallheeun- 
dertakethjbut neceflitie hath no law the: Patient 
_ will declare in his naturail defire to live,the com- 

fort that hee hath by it.Since therefore itis ofne- 
ceflary ufe, let the difereet Surgeon be ever prepared for it, and to 
that end let the Difmembring faw be alwaies in a readineffe, well fi¬ 
led, and cleane kept in oyly clowts to fave it from ruft, let it alfo have 
two blades well filed ere you put it into your Cheft,for that one tooth 
inaSawmaybreake. If you be conftrained to ufe your Saw, letfirft 
your Patient be well informed of the eminent danger of death by 
the ufe thereof*, preferibe him no certaintie of life, and let the work 
be done with his owne free will, and requeft *, and not otherwife. Let 
him prepare his foule as a ready facrifice to the Lord by earneft pray¬ 
ers, craving mercie and helpe unfainedly: and forget thou not alfo 
thy dutie in that kinde, to crave mercie and helpe from the Ahnigh- 
tie, and that heartily. For it is no fmall prefumption toDifmembcr 
the Image of God. This done, have thy other Inftruments ready, 
namely, a good Diftnembring-knife, afmallIncifion-knife,two great 
fquare Hitching needles armed with very ftrong thred waxed, which 
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foine ufe, but may alfo be forborne, and one needle alfo and thred of 
the ordinary fort to low rowlers: like wife have ready long clouts, 
lefler clouts plegents of tow greater and fmaller, dorffels, and but¬ 
tons of tow, three broad ftrong rowlers or foure, of fbure yards 
long each, with alfo a forme convenient for to place the Patient 
on, with a large boule and fome afhes therein to receive the bloud, 
let it be fet under the end of the forme, then wet your clouts, I 
meane your beds or boulfters in water and viricger, and wring them 
out hard, which done, make ready your medicine, I meane your 
reftri&ive powders of both forts: have alfo ready ftrong wine-vi- 
neger, or other good vineger, and the white and yolke of an egge 
together mixt if it may well be had, or elfe vineger only, Ipread 
your plegents ready with the reftridfive ftuffe or Gataplafme fol¬ 
lowing,have ready the ftronger reftribtive powder mentioned,name¬ 
ly, the ordinary reftribtive $j. and of burn’d Allum sj. Vitriol! 
burn d and of Precipitate ofeach 5 if>. all thefe mixed together: This 
mixture I have termed the ftrong reftribtive powder, for that it for¬ 
cibly reftraineth Fluxes, and maketh an Eskar: have ready alfo one 
plegent made no bigger then the end of the member ; let it be Ipred 
with this recited ftrong Rellritftive, mixed with an egge and a little 
vineger, which done, itrew it thick with feme of the laid ftrong pow¬ 
der mentioned, having another plegent ready, broader then the for¬ 
mer Ipred with the ordinary reftri&ive mentioned and mixed with an 
egge as the former: alfo, take of the buttons of tow fome foure or five, 
wet them in the ftrong reftri&ive to be laid on the ends of the great 
veines and arteries when they are abfized: This done and ready,place 
the Patient on the mentioned forme with one ftrong mall fet behind 
him,and another to ftand before him, beftriding his thigh clofe to his 
body, compafling ftrongly with both his hands the member which is 
to be taken off, and holding it exceeding fall lome two fingers above 
the place where you intend to take it away, and let another hold up 
his foot. It were not amiffe allb to have ready a Swines bladder which 
hath been fomewhat wet and dried off againe: which after the ftuffes 
the firft bed and firft long rowlcr is fpent, draw on the Bladder, and 
proceed to rowle ag^jne to the full end of the worke, in the name 
of the Almightie., the iliarpe Inftruments being as neere as you 
can, ever hidden from the eyes of the Patient; the two minifters or 
helpers alfo being ready, and having hold on the member one above, 
another below,and alfo one fitting behind,, as is faid on whom the Pa¬ 
tient may leane backward, and reft on: then take your difmembring 
knife,and with a fteddy hand and good fpeed,cut off flelh,finewes and 
all,to the bone round about the member, which done, take a fmaller 
incifion knife and divide the panicle called the pentftcon , from the 
bone, it is a tough thin skin, covering all the bones of the body; 
allb thruft your laid incifiou knife betwixt the foffels or bones, cut¬ 
ting away whatloever is to bee found there with like expedition t 
the partie that holdeth the upper part of the legge with all his 
ftrength, griping the member together to keepe in the fpirits and 
bloud:It were alfo very good that the faid party holding the member, 
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the flefh and finewes being cut afunder, fhould immediately draw or 
ftrip upward the flefh fo much as he could,keeping his hold, that ther- 
by the Saw may come fo much the neerer, which would occafion a 
quicker and better healing, the flefh being thereby made longer then 
the end of the bone: then if you approve of that courfe of Hitching, as 
fome good men do, take the two ftrongfquare needle & threds men¬ 
tioned, and prefently after the member is taken away, flitch the skin 
thorow on the one iide,'and juft over on the other fide,and with the o- 
ther needle doe likewife as it were croffe over the member the other 
way, & draw the laid threds lo dole as you think convenient, the bar¬ 
ter to flop and choake the great veines & arteries, then tye them faft* 
and prefently put buttons to the heads ofthe veines and arteries then 
apply the reft native Plegets together, the leflferfpred with the ftronv 
reltndive lying on the broder,lpred with the ordinary ftuffe this bro- 
der plegent mult come at the leaft three fingers over the flump and, 
lumen bed with them prefently following, layinga flat hand dofl on 
the end of the flump, and holding it fo till an other Handing by draw 
up the laid plegents with the laid bedfmooth & clofe. then let a third 
mangoonwiththerowling, tillthefirftrov/lerbefpent, thenifyou 
will, draw on a Swines bladder,which is no evill courle, for being once 
dry, you need not feare any fluxe of bloud, my felfe have ufedit and 
found it good,but your rowling muft be very Artificial! in fuch a cafe 
or all will not ferve, for it exceedeth all medicines. And there is a fe- 
cond great care to be had in the holder, that he hold well-alfo remem- 
ber ever in rowhng to keep a hand to th 9 end of theftump , thrufting 
p c medicines dole and keeping them lo, excepting ever as the 
mwler pafieth by to make way warily for it,and flay i t again, and ever 
where you fee the bloud fpnnging out, there lay a flenderdorfellof

Hand too long to feek them,but go on with like hope: Alfo if the oc- 
cafion of difmembring proceed of a Gangrene, by reafon of an inward 
caufe, it were reouifite to cake the member off foure fingers above 
the Gangrene at the La ft, if the member will beare it, and let the Pa¬ 
tient have fome cordiall potion: furthermore in difmembring,where 
there be two bones, as namely in the legge, it is not amifle tofetthe 
Saw firft on the outward part of the legge, that both the bones might 
be cut at once, for the lefle thou fhalt fhake the member, the better 
and the more cafe to the Patient: moreover concerning the fecond 
drefling, M .

tis fiiij .Cera $ifi. Vng.Populeon lib.fi. melt thefe together and it is made, 
then being warmed, dip plegents therein,and apply them ; but in want 
of this unguent a good digeftive of Terebinth me & the yolk of an egge 
is as good, Emplaflrum d: minio mollified with a little oyie of Roles, 

Vng. Bafthcum or Arcens Liniment are likewife good remedies : the 
reft ofthc cure differeth little from the ordinary cure of ulcers,onely 
a great care muft be had that all your dreflings be warme, and keepe 
the cold from the end of the ftump as much as you can, and chiefely 
from the end of the bones,to which purpofe warme oyle of Rofes dai- 
ly applied on the ends thereof, will do w'ell ■, further to foment it with 
a good Lixivium,wherein is ftrong wine,is good after fome fourteene 
daies, fometimes alfo it will do well to make one drefling with Aqua 
'i'/M,wherein a ftupe hot wrung out of the fame,may be warme apply, 
ed to the grief,and then warme clothes and convenient rowlings, and 
fometimes alfo one drefling with dry lint, or of foft tow is likewife 
good, and fometimes unguentum rnixtum, viz, Bafilicum & Aegyptia- 
cum ana. partes actual. 

Thedefenfative Cataplafrne or ftuffe often mentioned, is made of The compnfim 
the ordinary reftriblive powder preferibed inthecheft, mixed with CaU ~ 
the white of an egge and wine vineger: the ftrongeft reftribtive of all 
isaheady let downe, but in ordinary fluxes in wounds Bole may ferve 
very well. Thus much for this time touching difmembring, being ac¬ 
cording to mine owne pra&ife.

His lamentable difeafe, which hath fo long and fo fiercely 
a(J,ailed Saylers and Sca- men of all forts more then Land, 
men y It is fir ange in fo many ages pafi,ihat no one Chi- 
rurgionof our countrey men, hath out of his experience 
taken in handfwcerely to fet downe topoJlerities,the true 
caufesffignes and cure thereof \ neither left any infiruch¬ 
ons , caveats or experiences for the prevention or cure of 
the fame,yet it may befome may fay the cure thereof is common,and we have 
in our mne countrey here many excellent remedies generally knowne , ai 
namely, Scurvy-graffe, Horfe-Reddifh roots , Nafturtia Aquatica, Worm¬ 
wood, Sorrell, and many other good meanes: the truth is we have fo,but marke 
howfarre they extend, only to the Cure of thofe which live at home,or el ft it 
may be faid, they alfo helpe fome Sea-men returned fromfarre, who by the 
onely natitrall dtfpofttion of the frefh aire and amendment of diet, nature her 
felfe in effect doth the Cure without other helps, as daily it is feene. 

This thing therefore being fo, what fhould 1Jp end my time in teaching 
that Method, or thofe medicines totheChirurgions Mate, which will noth 
had at Sea, neither if they could be had, willfiifficc for the Cure thereof 
where the difeafe raigneth fiercely > 

Having therefore very [mailtime,I muff conftraine my felfe to go briefc- 
ly to the bufineffe in hand, namely, to enforme the Chirurgions Mate how bet 
jh on id aemeant him felf to comfort his Patients at Sea in that mof dangerous 
difeafe, neither will I heerefirive to give the curious Reader other content 
then this, that if he like it not, let him amend it him felfe, which I fhould 
heartily rejoyce to fee any good man doe, knowing mine owne weakne ffe. A 
learned Treatife befits not my Pen, and to declare thofe good medicines, 
which cannot be had at Sea, is but time lef. 

















































Ilshat the 'Difeafe called the Scurvy is. 

H e Scurvy is a difeafe of the fpleene,whereby it is fome- 
times wholly Hopped, fometimes onelydiftempered, 
fometimcs alfo appearing with hard Scyrros, fwellings, 
beginning and fliewingthemfelves in divers parts of tlie 
body, but more particularly on the thighes and legges, 
caufing them tofeeme of a Leady colour, the fharpuefle of which in¬ 
fectious humor oft off cndcth the mouth and gummes ofthe difeafed, 
and caufeth the flefli thereof to rot and ftinkc. 

The names of the Difeaf r. 

T He Scurvy is called of fomc Cachexia tin: verfalls , of other Sttle- 
tyrbe, and of ionic Stomacacen , it is a’Chronicalldifeafc,notfiMple 
but compound of many other difeafes. 

The caufes of the bifeafct 1 - ' 

■id s .J 

■pirft the Difeafc comes, as is faid s by obltruCtiods of the fpleene, 
-*■ and by the thickneffe of the humour, not the multitude. 

Some judicious Writers doe affirme this fickneffetocomebythe 
multitude of Melancholike humors gathered in Vena Porta, by which, 
itisfaid, the Milt doth draw unto it Melancholly humours, andfo 
tranfporteth it from the Miltinto the Ventricle. 

But truly the caufes of this difeafe are fo infinite and unfearchable, 
as they farre pafTmy capacity to fearch them all outcome men con¬ 
nive this difeafe hapeueth to fea-men onely, through long being 
at fea without touch ofland, as it is feeue in haft India uoyages: our 
men have it betm&tEngland, and the Cape de bonJperanze, as they 
terme it, and at their coming on the land there they prefentiy grow 
ftrong againe, & are by the very frelh ayre and frelh food cured with¬ 
out much other helpe*, and hkewife twixt the Cape and the Indies, 
they are touched with it againe, and as aforefavdthe frelh air^ofthat 
land, the next they come on and good diet together, cureth them 
with fmall phyficall helps, and the fame againe home-w r ard hound. 
The chiefe caufe whereof is the continuance of fait diet, either £fh 
or flelh, as porke and the like, which is not to be avoydedatlea,asI 
fuppofe by the wit of man^ another caufe is want offufficient nourifb- 
ing food, and of fweete water, and allb for want of Aqua vits , wine, 
beere, or other good water to comfort and warme their ftomackes, 
which by contrary windes men are too much incident unto in long 
voiages howfoevor the Marchants are careful 1, provident, and bcun- 
tifull in that points

An other caule of this dileafe to the ordinarie lort ofpoore men,is 
want of frelh apparcll to Ihift them with, which indee amongft 
poore Sailers, elpecially a fort of them that are care telfe and lazieof 
dilpofition is too frequent, partly alio by the not keeping their ap- 
parell Iwcete and dry, and the nor cleanfing and keeping their Cabins 
fweete, this alfo ingendreth and increafeth the infection. Some 
charge Bisket as a caufe of the Scurvie, but I am not of their opinion.- 
Some lay inordinate watchings are caule thereof: Some fay extreanie 
labour wanting due nourifhment: Some alfo affirme cares and griefe 
to be (bine caufe thereof, others affirme the very heate ofthe ai rev¬ 
olving the Ipirits ; but what (hall I amplifie furtherrfor it is alfo true 
thatthey which k have all the helps which canbehadiormony, and 
take asmuch care as men can devife are even by the evill dilpolition 
of theaire,and the courfe of nature,ftrook with a Scurvie, yea and die 
thereof at lea and land both: yet this giveth no warrant to the Sur¬ 
geon, orhis Mate to leave their duties unperformed,for the blouds 
of thole men which either by their wilfullnelfe or flouthfulnefle 
perifh under their charge will lurely be required at their hands. 

But it is plaine that this griefe is a lazic foule difeale with obftru&i- 
ons ofthe li ver,or lpleene,or of both,as alloitappearcth that the head 
is much difealed, and that there is great obftrudtionsin the braine, 
for that the eyes not onely look evill coulored, but alio the gummes 
putrifie,and the teeth grow loofe,and all the linewie parts ofthe body 
beare their part in the difeafe, for the fhrinking and withering ofthe 
finewes with the great paines the party hath ,declareth no lelfe

He fignes of the Scurvieare many, as namely, a general! 
lazinelle and evill dilpolition ofall the faculties and parts 
of the body,laving the ftomacke and the appetite, which 
oftentimes is greater then ordinarie with them along 
time. 

Adifcouloring ofthe skinneasifwere fouler then ordinary, with 
ffiots darker coulered then the reft, and lomtimes alfo darkilh blew 
Ipots. 

A fever at fea commonly ends in the Scurvie, wherefore by the 
way beware oftoo large purging, or phlebotomie, which increafe oft 
the griefe, and make it incurable: I lpeake this becaufe I have noted 
there is a fault in young Surgeons of forwardnelle in taking too much 
bloud atSea. 

Alio itching or aking ofthe limmes are lignes of the griefe. 

Sometimes the legges falling away, and drying the calves ofthe 
growing hard and drie, as alfo immoderateIwellingsofthe

eremng of thqir bodies their limmes, and their /pint tailing them. 

Shortnefle and difficulty of breathing , eipecially when they 
moove themfel ves, but lying ftili finde little gnefe or painc. 

Pheir eyes oi a leady colour, or like darke violets. 

Great fwellings in the face, legges, and ouer all the body • pale- 
nefle, or a foule pale colour in the face. Swellings of the gums rot- 
tennefleof the fame, withtheifluingof muchfiithy bloud and other 
fanking.corruption thence, Ioofendfe of the teeth: Alfo fome are 
troubled with an extreame coftiveneire that tor 14 daics together 
tney go not to ftoole once, wherefore the Chirurgion is contained 
vvuh an Initiuin^nt to t*ike out the excrements toavoide death, after 
which extreme cofhveneffe often followeth a great flux of blond and 
a painfull: alio many have Hoppings of the urine , or at the leaft ma¬ 
king ldie water in two daies then the partie drinketh in one day. 

A ccldndTe and ftifFeoefle of the finewy parts, chiefly of the legs. 

Some alfo have their Mu.fcles, yea andftnewes of their thighes, 
armes, and legges fo wafted away that there feemeth to be left only - .

Alfo it is mamfeft that divers of thofe which have been opened af- h ****** 

ter death, have had their Livers utterly rotted. . ofuudjifavt* 

Others nav e had their Livers lwolne to an exceeding greatnefle 
fome the Spleen extreamly fwolne,others have .been full of water o- 
thers their Lungs putrified & flunkc whilft they have lived,thefe and 
divers other iignes,too many for to be mentioned here,do afflid poor 
Sea-men, which of teijaie paftmans help, in fuch place and time as 
they happen, the Cure whereof refteth only in the hands of the Al- 
nughtie. And yet ro any man of judgement it mayfeeme a wonder 
how a poore miferable man, comming on Land from a long Voyage 
even at the point of death,namely, f'wolne fometimes to an unreafoii- 
ablc greatneffe not able to lift a leg over a ftraw, nor fcarce to breath 
by reafon of ftrong obftrudion, yet in a few daies (hall receive the ful- 
nefle of former health,yea with little or no medicine at all. 

The Cure of this dileafe, as a famous Writer named lohannes Ecb- 
thiiH in a Treatife De Sw-fw^affirmeth, coufifteth chiefly in fonre 

things, namely, in opening obftrudions, evacuating the offending 
humors, in altering the propertie of them, and in comforting and 
corroborating the parts late difeafed. 

lohmnes Vierm another famous writer afenbeth the whole cure of 
the Scurvie to the lieTbe Spoone-worte. One oLvaras a Sweden ZTsZ’r 
writer, m his fifteenth booke, and fffitie one Chapter, mtreating of * 
t is gnefe attributeth the whole cure thereof to be in Abfmtino or 
worm-wood namely, to drinke muchoftheinfufion thereof and alfo 
or the fait of the fame: and one chiefe part of the cure of the Scurvie 
( aiJi he) coniuts in good diet, but the lea-men are inioyned to that 
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onety the Ship affordeth, which the better and founder their pro- 
vifions ofvi&ualls are, the more their men ftand to health ; and the 
contrarie notonely bringeth many difeafes, but maketh the difeafes 
which happen very hard to be cured, therefore I may (pare labour in 
writing what broths or herbs ferue belt where no frelh food can be 
The chimgms gotten: the Surgeon audhis Matemufttherefore, feeingheisatfea 
dun cm this tf- deprived of one priucipall help in that cure, namely, frelh meat and 
cafe at sea. g 00C j cjfinke, be diligent to callfor fuch comfortable things as are by 

the great care andbountieoftheMarchants provided for lick men, 
or thole which incline thereunto, whereof in each Shippe is a good 
i mmm the proportion both ofwine, fugar, fpices and other comfortable things, 
aud to * ee the Y have ic in due timc and mca ^ ur 9 : aud hkewife to com- 
C'JVfWC. plaine to the Governours if they be withheld from the fame, or if any 

manabufo himfolf by mif-diet : yea and the Chirurgion ought mor¬ 
ning and euening to feeke for weake and poore men in their Cabins, 
or fo foone as they are miffing at their melfes to inquire for them,and 
to fee their Cabins be fweet, and their provilions according, or to 
move and intreat the Matter, or Governour of the Ship for redrelfe 
in fuch cafes, for feare of a generall infection. And whereas the firft 
part of this Cure is in the opening of obftru<ttions,it is therefore fit in 
the beginning of the grief to give a lenitive glyfter,then the next day 
if the partie be ftrong open a veine,butbeware,as is faid,of taking too 
much bloud away at once,efpecially where the Liver is weake or ftop. 
ped,and where men want good nutriment,for many evils enlue there, 
by. The next day following his bleeding if he can’beare it, and ifthat 
hisdifeafe be withalwellingorfulnelTe, give him a dolle of the pills 
of Euphorbium or otherwife of pibula ruffi,or of Cambogia,and make 
him fome comfortable fpoone meate, fuch as you can make at Sea- 
namely,an Oatmeale caudle would not be a milfe of a little beerc or 
wine, with the yolkeol an egge,and a little Sugar made warme and 
given him to driuke, or any comfortable broath made with Currants 
and other fruit, or Spices moderately taken,or with Sugar, or as the 
Ship can afford,a Barley water for his ordinarie drink were notamilfe, 
with fome few drops of Cinamon water therein, and alfo fotpe iuyee 
or Syrupe of Lemons therein,or a few drops of oyleofVitriorf, and 
fome Sugar, and give him in hisdrinke byway of infufion, dried 
Wo rmwood good ftone, for it is very wholefome. 

Further the Chirurgion or his Mate muft not faile to perfwade 
the Governour or Purler in all places where they touch in the Indies 
and may have it, to provide themfclues of juice of Oranges, limes, 
or lemons, & at Banthame of Tamarinds: Alfofometime thoughaman 
be well, a comfortable caudle made with fome Wine, Spices, Sugar, 
and the yolk of an egge were very good *, for thefe are helps in that 
cafe as well to prevent the difeafe,as alfo to helpe it when it comes. 

And further experience teacheth which I have oft found true, that 
Theexceiiencie where a difoafe moft raigneth,even there God hath appointed the belt 
tcmnlTilt rcmedics f° r tlie ^ ame gbcf, if it be his will they lhould be difeovered 
Oranges, and f ’ an d ufod: and note for fubftance,the Lemmons,Limes, Tamarinds, 
Tamar nds. Oranges, and other choice of good helps in the Indies which you 
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jhall finde there do farre exceede any that can be carried thither from 
England, and yet there is a good quantitie of Juice of Lemmons fent 
in each flnp out of England by the great care of the Marchants, and n* 
intended onely for the reliefe of every poore man in his neede which & s “"'n- 

is an admirable comfort to poore men in that difeafe: alfo I finde we 
have many good things that heale the Scurvy well at land but th- Sea , , 
Cbirurgeon (hall do little good at Sea with them, -neither wiil "they Ai* 
lndure.The ufe or the juyee of Lemmons is a precious medicine and 
well tncd.bemg; found and good,letir h^e the chiefe place/or i twill 
deferve it, the ufe whereof is: ft istobetakeneich*rnorning: twoor 
three/p°°nfuls,andlaft after it two houres, & if youadde one fpoon- 
tiill of Aquavit* thereto to a cold ftomack,it is the better. Alfo if you 
take alittle thereof at night it is good to mixe therewith fome fugar 
or to take ol thefyrup thereofis notamifle. Further noteit is good to 
be put into each puree you give in that difeafe. Some Chirurgeons al- 
Jo give ofthis mice daily to the men in healthas aprefervative,which Thimtof 
courle is good if they have ftore, otherwife it were beft to keep it for 
need.I dare not write how good afauce it is at meat, leaft the chiefe 
in the Ihips wafte it in the great Cabins to lave vineger.In want where- 
ol ufe the juice ofLimes,Oranges, or Citrons, or the pulpe of Tama¬ 
rinds: and in want of all thele ufe oyle ofVitrioll as many drops as 
may make a cup of beere,water or rather wine ifit may be had,oneIy a 
very little as it were fower, to which you may alfo adde fugar if you 
pieafe,or fome fyrups, according to your ftore & the neceffitie of that 
dileale,for of my experience I can affirme that good oyle ofVitrioll is* 
an efpeciall good medicine in the cure of the Scurvy, as alfo in many 
other griefes, the which in another place is noted. Further a deco&i- 
on of Biskct & therein Almonds ground, adding Cinamon and Rofc 
water a little, and fome fugar,were very comfortable now and then to 
be taken torefrefh the ftomack. And as touching the Tamarinds 
brought from the Indies they are to be eaten of themfelves as the 
fubftance of them is,namely to eat them as you would prunes, and be¬ 
ing made into conferves, eat them as other Conferves,on the point of 
akmf<jJWking out the fubftance, and putting forth the ftalkes or 
ltones tnereqfj fome diflolve them in wine or water,and work out the 
fubftance of them therein, and caft away the reft, taking onely that 
whichispure: one mayule this medicine lb oft as he pleafe without 
or harme, onely if he feare a flux ofthe belly, or have a weake- 
nefle in the reines, let him not eat too much ofthe Tamarinds. Alfo 
the Electuary Diatrienpipcnon given each morning a little on the rei ** * **' 
point of a knife falling, and laft, namely at the party his going to bed Eial : DuUrm ~ 
is a great prefervative ; for it doth warme 8c corroborate the Itomack 
and preferveth from the Scurvy, and is very comfortable to be given 
to any one that is difeafed with the fame, or fubjed thereto. And the 
Theme a Diatefferen is yet better, for it hath an efpeciall vertue in cu¬ 
ring that difeafe. b\io Venice Treakle, Mnhndatc, and London Treakle 
preferve well from this difeafe daily taken falling, and fo doth con- 
lerve of Roles and Berberies mixed with a little oyle of Vitrioll, aud 
given on the point of a knife. 
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Greene Ginger isalfo very good to comfort the ftomack and fo 
are all forts of CWyraboUns Condite , and alfo all forts of ftrong 
Cordiall waters, but chiefly good Rofafolv and good wormwood wa- 
ter, yea and very good Aquavit* helpeth well. Currants and Reyfons 

ofthe Sun are likewife very good. . . 

Alfo allkinds of Spices moderately taken are good, and fo is good 
wine a very good preferver ofthe body from this difeafe, with alfo the 
continuance offrefh diet,which is hard to be gotten at fea,toe cxceffe 
o/HdiiclvgoQd things U as daugerpus. . 

The principall Laxative medicine which I would advife m tins cafe 
is pills of Eufborbium wherewith the body being fwolne and watery, 
you may at your pleafiire make evacuation thereof: the/e purge alfo 
by urine very well the dofle being or at the moft 9ij. Thefe 
are the fitter for that difeafe, becauf e they purge not alone water, but 
alfo by their great warmth, they comfort and warme the ftomack 
and intralls. 

Thefe I advife the Chirurgions mate to ufe, as it is faid, where the 
body aboundeth with overmuch cold and crude humiditie, but let 
your dofle alwayes refpedt the ftrength of the patient, for any ftrong 
purging is not good in the Scurvy: all Hidden and ftrong evacuations 
are to be avoided. Alfo AyuilU Laxative is a very good purge in this 
cafe, namely eight ortennegraines thereof takeninacuu of wine. 
It cureth alfo all wormes ofthe body, and killeth them wherefbever 
they be. But ifthe ftomack onely be opprefled with the griefe in this 
difeafe, I firft give a dofe ofpills called Pillule Ruffi , namely 5 j: you 
flhallfinde them to be very good. j 

Note further, that if any dofe or any whole mafle of pils in the 
Chcft, fuch time as you would adminifter them be growne too hard, 
then you may diffoive them with any fyrup you have , or with good 
honey a very little, namely one onely drop will ferve to diuolve 
one dofe at once,if the mafle proove too liquid, you may roll it in 
fome of the Pulvis Arthrcttcvs till it be hard enough. Alfo the mode¬ 
rate ufe ofVerjuice, Vineger, or Oxymel hath been found very good 
in this cafe. . 

Furthermore, ifyoufeecaufe, certaine dayes after you nave gi¬ 
ven of any your former Laxatives,you may give a fweat to the patient 
in his bed, namely you may give him afcrupleof eJMithridate, Venice 
Treakle , or London Treakle or Diatejjeren , and mixe therewith if you 
have it eight grains of the Auru vit <e Diaphoretice , & being but ordina- 
rily covered, he (hall fweat fiifficiently if he ftirre not too much. Al- 
fo the fweating in moift bathes I confefle to be good medicines in 
this cafe, though not well to be performed at Sea for the ordinary 
men. And whereas one accident dangerous in this difeafe is extreme 
Coftivenefle as is'mentioned, with alfo flopping of Urine: the reme¬ 
dies forthe Coftivenefle,isfirftthatyouattempttomoove the belly 
by a lenitive glyfter as is faid, made rather of a llimy deco&ion or me¬ 
dicine which might leave no fharpe Aftringent or deficative qualitie 
behind it, yea though it purge not much, for the fharp Purgers after 
their working caufe often a more Coftivenefle then was before, or by 
' their

to keep one and the fame houre daily as neer as he can: I know by 
proofe it helpeth much,and for diet to ufe allb as neer as he can thole 
things which he findeth procure an inward flipperinefle and loofenes

ofEaft India Tamarinds is likewife a good thing in that cale. 

What I have written here plainly, touching mean and fimplegly. 
fters ^ I would not be miftaken, asit'Idid it out of ignorance or dif- 
daine of better medicines, fori were worfe then toolilh it I would re¬ 
ject, detractor difiwade from the good ufe ofdeco&ionsoi hearbes, 
feedes, &c. with the additions of Electuaries, Laxative Syrups and 
the like which I have in daily ufe at home uponeachjtift occafion: 
yet many ofthe ancient Artifts of worthy memory which I could re. 
hearfe, have in former ages ufed for glyfters otiely water and fait with 
oyle, and fome others have added honey, and it is maniieft that new 
milk alone is a good comfortable glyfter with the yolke of an egge, 
and a little courfe fugar added. 

And you may alfo many times fave a labour of giving a glyfter by a 
fuppofitory, which is either to be made of a long peece of Alium 
feraped finooth, or of a candles end, or of a piece of hard fope, or of 
honey andfaltfodden till it be fo hard that it wilt break being cold, 
which being yet hot may be rolled and made up of the greatnefleofa 
finger, and aaminiftred: ofanyofthefe, I fay, you may make a fuppo¬ 
fitory as long and big as a finger or leffe, and thruft it up into Am, and 
let the partie keep this medicine one houre at the lealt in his body (if 
°f he poflibly can.) Further note this generall rule concerning Glyfters, 
let a Glyfter never exceed the quantitie of one wine pint, let it rather 
want one quarter, efpecially when you give it to a coftive body, ora 
full body, hefhall be much the abler and the willinger to keepitthe 
time. Further beware it be not too hot nor too cold, for the 
be admitvjlicd. guts are tender parts, lo hot as piflfc new made, or a very little rathet 
warmer i s the true temper. But if you percei ve the Intcjlimm rectum 
or Arl'e-gut, to be excoriated or inflamed, infuehacafeufenofalt, 
nor fait broathes,nor ftrong Laxatives,as £ uphorbtum, Agaric um, Hieu 
HwteMvera Pigra, Coloqnintidu, or the like. If you finde the Lmgumm or Arfegut 
Loimntm be to he clung, or hard flopped with excrement, you may put a fmall 
greafie or oily clout on the end of yourglyfter-pipconely over the 
holes thereof, when you put it into the body , and thruft it i nr o the 
head of the pipe,then draw back a little your hand and deliver in your 
medicine, and if you fee caufe, and that it will not eafily dilircr, force 
itfomewhat. Alfo when your medicine is all in, and that you would 
draw out your inftrument again, do it quickly, and let the party turne 
him on his back,and he fhallkcep the medicine in the better. In cafes 
of excoriations orinflamations oftheintrailes, in Glyfters ufe Deere 
fuet |ij.for one glyfter,& in want thereof, Axungia ovim velporcini , I 
meane{heepeorfwinsfat,andletthe decodtion whereof the glyfter 
is niade,be onely of branne,and without any other addition, and give 
now and then filch a glyfter,I mean once a day, for two or three daics, 
after you may adde thereto fome fmall aftringent medicines,as Succus 
Acatitl j. or Gales %ij. orBalultians $6. or Myrabolans, %iij. even as 
you fee caufe, for thde helpe to heale the guts well. 
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^Onccrning Lotions to the mouth and throat of the difeafed they 
'Ymuft be (harpe and very aftringeot, I meane them efpecially 
which conccrne the cure of the gummes in the Scurvie: if the gums Uecmofthe 
thereiore befwolue, that they hange over the teeth, ftink or be nu- i ummuch ■ 
trified,they muft be very well lanced or fcanfied, and after’ hard rub- 
bed with a linen orwollencloth, wrapped about the fore finger and 
wet in fomc ftrong reftringent or Stiptick Lotion very hot, as is the 
ordinary Lotion of Allum, Honey and Hearbs,adding thereto a dou¬ 
ble quantitie ol Allum, and a little falt-peeter, or gun-powder fora 
neede is good, and ifit be notlufficiently llrong, make a ftronger de- 
codtio of coperas in water,adding fait peeter with a little honey,if you 
have it,or Met Rofarum, with alfo a little ftrong vineger, you may alfo 
put oyle of Vitriollalittle thereto,but that it hath one evill quality in 
hurting and foftningthe teeth, wherefore beware ofit, and if you ufe 
it, do but onely touch the gummes with it once and no more, and it 
will do much good: and if youpleafe, alfo Aqua F allopt e is good, but 
becaufe it is made with fublimed Mercuric, itis not without danger 
andisalfoofaloathfometafteandfinell, and offendeth theftomack 
very much, but I know it to be held by many for a great fecret, but as 
formyfelfefor reafons rchearfed, 1 ufeitnotbut advife rather that 
which is ftrong either of the Coperas, Allum, or Salt-peeter,for they 
hurt not the teeth at all as doth the oyle of Vitrioll, and fo doth Aqua, 
fonts very much, or you may make a Lotion thus: $ Coperas, white, 
green or blew ?ij. water one pound or there about. Honey one fpcom 
full, boylethefe to the confumption ofone third orhalfe, then take 
of Lapis M edicamentofus, or falt-peeter and if you have no honey 

take Sugar, orjuyce of Licorice, or Licorice boyled therein for to 
make it pleafant in tafte,or without for a neede you may well ufe it, or 
the Lapis Medic ament of us diffolved into fane water, maketh an excel¬ 
lent Lotion for the putrified gums. 

Touching good outward remedies for the cure of this greefe, oii*«d n m - 
bathes, fomentations, with alfo good oyles, unguents, cerates cata* ^ je 
plafines, oremplafiers, areegch neceftary m their due times, provi- 
ded they be ofcomfoitable ingredients, namely thole which minifter 
warmth and nouriflimentto the difeafed parts,and open the pores ob- 
llruCted, all fuch, Ifay, are molt fit, provided they be alwaies apply- 
edverywarme, andthepartie be laid and kept warme upon it. Fur- 
ther if it be a fwolne member, then this following bathe to foment 
the member, will be good, namely a Lixivium made of frefli water LlxrJlum ^ 
and allies, and being onely but realisable fliarpe, (for too fiiarpe of &,* the 
the allies will overheat, yea and excoriate) this done and clecred, Lixivium ii

The warm Unguents aretobeufed where you fee apparant need 
byreafon of the coldnefle of the part, thePopuleon where there is 
pain though no manifeftfigne of a hot difeafe appear, and doubtlefle 
it will work good cffc<St to your comfort, yea though you think the 
difeafe be not cold, and therefore need a more warming Medicine, 
Vnguentum Dialthea is one of the bell Unguents, and MArtiAtum is an- 
other, oleum Uurini is alfo good, and if you lift to adde fome more 
califying oyls, take of oyl of Speek, of Terbinthine, or Petreolura, 
but good warm application and ftrong frication is the means, and 
warm keeping. Of medicines to be applied to the Spleen, Liver, or 
ftomack outwardly, the unguent peftorale deferibed is very good 
warm to anoint thofe parts, whofe defeription with the reft you (hall 
finde, and to lay alfo over the whole part agrieved the Emphftrm 
melltloteprofplene, whofe defeription is expreffed in the Dilpenfetory, 
for want of which plafter Emplafirum cumim is good.

He Fleers which happen to them which have this 
difeafe are many wayes different from the gene- 
rail forms and differences of ordinarie ulcers in 
bodies not touched with this difeafe, the feverall 
definitions of all which I have here no time to 
amplifie.But becaufe this difeafe hath two gene- 
rail and principall differences of appearance, 
namely, fome men difeafedwith theScurvieare 
fwolne exceedingly,even as in the droplie: & others have their out¬ 
ward limbes withered, confumed, and dried up, their finews fhrunk 
and grown hard, though the ulcers in the one and the other fliould be 
like in (hew, yet doubtlefle the healing of thefe Ulcers will be found 
very much different, wherefore for one generall note remember that 
the Ulcers in the full and hydropicall bodies will require more de- 
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Of the Qure of the Scurvy . 

ficcativc medicines,as namely the Vnguentum diapompholigos ,dc minio , 

Vnguentum album Camphor at um and the like: And the other kinde the 
Vnguentum baftlicon incarnativum , and the Arcevts liniment and the 
like to thofe. Some Sea-Chirurgions have commended to me of their 
praCtife the ufe of Vejicatory medicines •, namely, Canthandes in pain- Experience tht 
fiillfwolne limmes, which I leave to the pradtife of others further to b 4 paijir. 
commend the fame, myfelfe having received it as a great fecret 
from a Chirurgion my friend, but made no Inch experiences thereof 
my felfe. 

And further touching the Cure of Ulcers in this difeafe untill the obputtims <f 
obftruCtions of the Liver and Spleene be removed,thofe Ulcers give ^ nmvtdit 
no place to good healing; wherefore fince notwithftanding they firetbtvkm 
mult be carefully attended for confcience fake, I advife that all fharpe CMbe curetL 
and violent medicines be Ihunned, and all loft and anodine things ap¬ 
plied that you know or can leame, provided they be warrantable me¬ 
dicines , for otherwife they not only ftrive againft a ftreame, but Acgvta. 
put your Patient to needlelfe difquiet, and thereby increafc this 
difeafe. 

I have here in part {hewed the Chirurgions Mate my opinion con¬ 
cerning the Cure of the Scurvie, to which he may joyne his owne 
and other mens experiences, where he can gaine inftruCtions worth 
following, together with his own daily pra&ife, which, if he be wife, 
he may likewile fet down, onely let me advife the young practitioner 
that fometimes (as my fel fe have experienced) the Scurvy produceth 
fuch extreame coftivenelTe,as neither f tppofitory , glyfter,or any Laxa- hZJftbrZf 
tive medicine whatfoever will availe, but that the excrements muft tbeScuny. 
bedrawne out of the Longanum, or the Intefiimtm rettum with anin- 
ftrument, for they will be like dry lumps of clay, or hard Sheeps trec- 
kles, as they terme them, the which inllrument I have invented and 
is an cafie and a fit inftrument, called by me Spatula Mundani , which 
inftrument being a little warmed, is then to be anointed with oyle, 
and fo gently put into Ano to draw out the excrements, and to make 
way for the glyfter-pipe, which, when it hath cleanfed fome foure 
inches, or five inches, you may allay by a glyfter againe. Further¬ 
more it fometime happeneth, that by the long remaining of the ex¬ 
crements in the Longanum, the gut is either excoriated,or at the leaft 
inflamed. In fuch a cafe you may take notice that you forbeare lalt, 
as is faid,and alllharpe heating things in your glyfters, as Coloquinttda, what mufl be

Moreover,if the Patient his difeafe be in the forme of a Confump- 
tion, the body being dried up as it were, or with fhrinking of the Si- 
newes: then if you intend to purge the party,give him pills called Pil. 
InU Ruffi for the firft remedie, but if he complaine much of painesin 
his joynts,then a dofe of Pelvis Arthreticiu will do beft, or purge him 
with AquilL Laxativajt is alfb a generall good purge at all times, and 
almoftin all cafes, though beft in the French Pox and Dropfie. And 
though I have formerly touched the formes offome Cataplafmes,yet 
for that there hath been much good found in the application of this 
Cataplafme made, being of warming, comforting and anodine medi¬ 
cines, I thought good to note it, which is as followed!. & the flowers 
of Cammomil,MelliIot flowers, Wormwood alfb Hipericon & Balm 
ofeachM.j,BranM.j.ij. Linfeed,Fenigreek,ofeach$tf. Comfreyand 
Mallow roots,of each $is,Barley meale fij.bruife the hearbs,and boyle 
thefe in milke, beere,or water, then adde of oyle of Camomill, Dial- 
thm,oyle of£)ill,ofeach ;ij, Axungu $ij , apply it warme: note Iike- 
wife, that where you have not all thefe recited ingredients, yet that 
you take fo many of them asyouhave, and try their force, for if a 
few will do the bufineffe, as fometimes it will, it were vaine and wafte 
to ufe many. 

Sometimes for a need you may make good ufe of a dccodtionof 
Bisket in Wine or Beere, wliich warme applied will wonderfully com- 
foit a weakelimnje, and aflwage the paine, for fometimes the very 
good warmth with good ligature availeth much: fattie things muft 
be forborne in fome cafes* namely, when the paine is fharp and quick, 
Ieaft you caufe putrifadiion and fuppurationof humours againftyour 
will,yea and rather ufe Acetofous medicines,and Anodine fometime, 
alio mufslagy medicines are to be forborne, for like reafons: in all 
which cafes , couferrewith other Writers: aske counlellof thyEl- 
ders, and keepc ever in writing thy owne good obfer various from 
time to time. 

A word or two to conclude for the young Chirurgions concerning 
the cure of this difeafe, when they come upon a coalt where they may

Ffe Water CrefTcs, Sorrell, and Wormewood, of each one handfull, 
hruife them well, andboyle them in three quarts of Whey or new 
Milk, and adde thereto a little Sugar and Saff ron, and let the ficke 
drink thereof as often as he will. 

Whey drunken of it felfe is very good , but better if the juyces of 
Scurvy-graffe,Sorrell,Coclaria, Wormwood, WatercrefTes,the grea¬ 
ter or lefler fort, Brooklime, Scordium, Spoonwort, water Jerman- 
der orof fomeof them be mixed therewith, for that they are all ap¬ 
proved good medicines, and doubtlefle lome of them are to be 
found in other Countries andcoalh, as well as in England. 

Alfo an infufion or gentle decobtion of the roots of the hearb 
JR hap hart* filvejlris , or Horfe-reddifh in vineger, or mixed with beere 
and drunk, is exceeding good,or eaten of it felf with bread. 

Bay-berries,and Juniper-berries are alfo wholfome boyled in Whey 
ag iinft this difeafe, for they open obftrubtions: likewife from thefe 
former hearbs may many other good compound medicines be made. 

And generally note, that bitter and fower medicines prevaile moft 
to the cure of this griefe, amongft which fower medicines you have 
tW ire anDrovcd good thereto, thefe that follow as chiefe, juyee of 
Lemons, of Limes, Citrons, and Oranges. 

Oyle of Vitriol,oyle of Sulphur,fpirit of Salt, vineger of Wine,and 
the fpirit thereof: alfo the Syrups thereof, fo many as arc in ufe, and 
the rather, for that they cut away the tough aud grofTe flegme, and 
have power alfo to open obftrubtions. In like manner, the juyee or 
pulpe of Tamarinds hath a great acetofitie,and is found a precious re¬ 
medy againft this difeafe,the ufe whereof is noted already. 

Alfo note further that there arc few difeafes at Sea happeneth to 
Sea-men, but the Scurvy hath a part in them, the Fluxes which hap¬ 
pen chiefly proceed from the Scurvy, and I fuppofe if Sea-men could 
be preferved from that difeafe, few other difeafes would indanger 

them. , , .

D iarrhoea is a Flux of the belly wliich is either meerely watrifn, or 
with humors and withflime mixed, forthefignesof the difeafe 
are manifeft,the caufes too many for my leifure to note unto you, con¬ 
cerning the cure of Diarrhceaxi you fee that the Patient be ftrong, 
there is no great haft of itopping this difeafe, for that it is many times Sup Pcm e , 
a benefit of Nature,wheiby file avoidethfuperfluous,or vcnemous,or fifl. “ " 

otherwife vicious and offenfive humours: but when you fhall perceive 
that it hath continued certaine daies, and that the partie is weakned 
thereby,then begin the cure as followeth: Firft give him 9ij. ofRu- ^ ipur r 
barb dried as they ufe to drie Tobacco, and poudered either in wine * 
orCarduus, or faire water, or the infufion thereof without rhefub- 
ftance,and after the working thereof, a gentle glyfter will doe well, 
which may likewife leave a ltipticke qualitie in the guts, but not too 
ftrong, fuch as hereafter fhall be mentioned, and let the partie be laid 
toreft very warme covered, and warme clothes applied to the belly mrmihisvaj 
and fundament of the party ; and if that helpeth not .you may give him i ood - 
within three houres three or fbure graines of Laudanum , and let him 
againe incline himfelfe to reft, and by Gods helpe he fhall be cured: 
but if he have a Fever give him an opiate firft,I meane the Laudanum. Laudanum. 
Good helps to the cure of this difeafe & all Fluxes of thebelly,are 
thefe following, firft to refraine and refill asmuch as is poflible the 
motions of going to ftoole,not to ftraine or force the body being at 
ftoole, not to fit long being at ftoolc, in riling to remember to put up 
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the fundament with a clout, andthat tf.tmay bewitha watmeloft 
clout: to fit as hot as the party can namely if it may be often to 
fit upon an oaken bord hotisvery good, hot trenchers, orpeeces of 
boros heated and applied tothebellyare very good.and to take the 
fitmeofwinevinegcrIprinklcd on allot brteke, otiton, and fito- 
vent on a clofe itoole is approved very good and to fit over the 
fume ofFrancki ncenfe or Amber with a chafing ch(h,and a tew coales 
in aclofe itoole islikewifeverygood: this diieafeinourclimatefor 
the moftnart by skilfull Phificians and Surgeons is well and fpee- 
dily cured, but in the Indies it is every hardly cured, in fo much that 
many have died ofit,partly by the great wilfulnefle & di (order of the 
Patient,and by your leave alio by the ignorance of the Surgeon being 
a thing they had not becne warned of before, nor practiied in,and by 
not having good remedies and inftrumenrs fit at hand to give men 
helpe, wherefore let young Artifts haue a care to thefe afore menti¬ 
oned rules and medicines, not looming them. 

And among orher needfull inftruments for poore Sea-men in 
fluxes, never be unfurniflied in the Ihippe of one or two dole ftooles 
with doores to them, andBraffe pailes,thatpooremifeablemenin 
their weakenes may be eafed thereon •, and not to be con drained to 
goe to either the beake-head,or fiirouds (as they terme it) for thatnot 
ondy increafeth the dileafe, but aifo cauieth the falling downe of the 
Am or Arfe-gut,a fearefull accident,except the furgeon be very care- 
full,diligent, and ready handed,in which cafes all nicenes,lazines,and 
difdainfulndVe (too much cleaving to fome young men) muft belaid 
afide,for the very omitting of his duty in reducing the gut fallen,may 
eafily be the death of the patient-, whole blood willcry to God lor 
revenge : Wherefore young Artifts that profefle to feare the Al¬ 
mighty, ought to be compafiionate to the meaneft creature in this 
difeafe,as they would others fliould do to them in the like cafe,and not 
even otherwife. 

Petrus B^erius an ancient learned writer, alleadging Galen in his 
fecond book, dc loeisaffeefis, defineththis difeafe asfolloweth.-ltis, 
faith he, tearmed Dyfenterium , whereas variety of fubftances are fent 
out with the excrement, producing excoriation with dolour & paine, 
as if fomewhat were fhaven from the fmall guts, and that (haven, faith 
he, proceedeth from choler and turneth to ulceration of the guts, 
and is compleat in two weekes,or proceedeh ofa glaffie coloured iub- 
ftance, and liath his termination in foure weekes: or proceedeth ofa 
Melancholy humour, and is in perfection in forty daies: firft begin- 
neth the Jfluxc, then followcth the excoriation, &c. But to trouble 
the reader much, or my felfe with long definitions, eytherof the 
caufes or fignes of this difeafe,my leifure will not permit me, and the 
rather will I not infill thereon, for that in reading I finde divers lear¬ 
ned and reverend writers that haue entred into long dilcourles of the 
fignes & caufes of this griefe, preferring divers methodicall rules ; & 
yet they conclude of the cure of Dyfemery, for the moft part of them 
with a kind of Empericall forme of curing,namely fome reciting one, 
fome another medicine for the generall cure of this difeafe: many of 
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them ending without any rationally methodicall forme at a If which

fitions which are unto this dileale uled, and which may not be admi¬ 
niftred except great judgement and advil'e had thereon. T hus much 
out of Guillimeau. This difeafe chiefly afflidleth Souldiers in Wars, 
and Sea-men in long Voyages, and namely in hot countries, chiefly tfij{e } and* 
when after ihort ana hard allowances they ihall happen on the fudden

For excoriations of the guts, make a glyfter with a deco&ion of dmtbnM* 
try Centaury,Hipericon, Worm-wood or Balm, with Barley,adding 
of Deer fuet 5 ij. and a little dried Galls in powder, or cut indices,or 
Jvcctts acatu or Cortices granatorum, or dried red rofes, if you have 
them, or Balaufties, which are flowers of Pomegranates: Note what 
powders foever you giveinglyfters, let the be exceeding finely pow- 
cered, otherwife they are very dangerous, and fear not toadmimfter 
an opiat, as I have faid, provided that there be four or five houres 
ciftance of time twixt each dole: alfo you may give a dole of Rubarb, 
tamely, $ ij. or & fl. parched and powdered fine, for fo it doth beft* 
tiken either alone, or with Sanguis prunellorum one fhiall fpoonfull in 
vine, and a little Cinamon water, or in any other convenient drink, 
astheprefentftateof the lick (hall caufe thee ; or for want of wine' 
beer, or water, you may give the fick alfo conferveof rofes or quin¬ 
ces} after which, if caufe be to give the Laudanum again, you may 
ftfely do it.

principle let him have great care to the true dole of his medicines; 
Lt firft let him have good confutation, whether it be convenient 
to ufe any fuch medicine, or no, for where eafier remedies will cure, 
never attempt greater; but miftake me not, I (peak thefe things o 
love onely to children in Art, and not to grave Artifts, from whom l 
would gladly learn my felf. Further, I advife theyounger Artifts, not 
toftriveto ftay aFlux, asisfaid, in a full body, till naturebe firft un- 

burthened, partly by the difeafe, and partly by medicines fit. 

But as concerning Phlebotomie rehearfed as neceffane m the cure

Ifthe matter be fanguine, and the fick ofretfoqabie ftrength you 
may let the lower veine be opened, to reprefle the acrimony of the 
humour, to pluck back and code the boyling of the liver witnefle 
Avicena 4. prim chap. 20. Phlebotomy doth binde the belly very 
much, and amongft many is held for a greatfecret: fora certaine man 
ot 7 o. yeers of age labouring with the Dyfeuterie the fpace of a 
moneth, when no other means would help him he was cured by let¬ 
ting of bloud, yet I,confefle my felfe (hould not eafily doe the 
like. 

Ifthe excrements begin to grow thicker, and the gripings begin to 
ceafc, the token is good : if in the excrements feraping as it were of 
the guts feeme toappeare, it is no token of death. 

I reade tlut the ancients uled cauftickGlyftersot Arfenicum,asve- 
Alumen & Calx wrww, but thele latter Phyhcians ufe rather a- 
ftringentand narcotick medicines as thefe. Cortices Tburis, Mahcis 
Bolt Armenia Sarcocolla , and the like. 

The ulcers ol the (mail guts are worle to receive healing then 
thofe of the great guts, for the greater are flefhie and therefore they 
receive confolidationfo much the eafier. The ulcers of Iejunum, or 
the hungry' gut are of al the word, becaufeit is fmaller then the other 
and becaufe (harpe choler doth fuddcnly happen into it, it hath more 
veines in it then the reft, and is next to tiiat noble part the Liver, and 
fuithei one leafon of doubt is, for that medicines taken to binde 
and confolidate, cannot long remaine therein. 

In the Tenajmm and th eDyfentene coming after it, the patient tn AtPfi^k 
mult abftaine from all (harpe, fait, and bitter things, 5 becaufe by vhamufibe 
ufing of fuch things, the excrements become (harpe, andcaufe ex- nfu[ed ' 
coriation. 

Hot things reftraine the flux of the belly becaufe they make the 
meat digeft, penetrate,caufe urine and provoke (weat, which is found 
in the drinking moderately of pure wine, as Avicene witnefleth, be- 

fides

lides that, it provokes fleep and helps digeftion, notwithstanding it is 
to be abftained from in fevers, and when the fluxproceedes from hot 
and cholerick humors. 

A Dyfenterte proceeding from obftruchons will never be cured 
with Aftringent medicines, but rather with penetrating medicines, 
by adding anttle vineger which openeth more forcibly then wine, 
and mollifieth obftru<Stions: for if Aftringent medicines be mingled 
with deficatives, they increale the obftnnftion. 

Although fome fay that in the Lientcria the meat taken in doth 
come forth in the fame colour and quantitie as it was when it was ta¬ 
ken in : this notwithftanding is to be underftood that the forme and 
colour ofit is of neceffitie changed, but it doth not wholly alter it,for 
they are altered fomewhat according to the majus fr minus , becaufe 
it is an impoftible thing that the nourilhment being conveighed 
thorowfo many inteftmes,fhould come forth without any alterati¬ 
on at all. 

There are lome alfo which judge the Dyfenteria and the Tenaf- 
• mus by motion of the pulfe, that the patient hath a fever if the pulfe 

be moved fwift; yet it feemes to me the contrary .although there is an 
over heating or boyling in the bloud by reafon of the hot humours, 
the great motion of the body, want of fleep and abftinence: yet with 
the Sux onely ftayed, the fever hath an end. 

It is formerly/aid that the ulcers of the great inteftines are to be 
cured with Glyfters, and the ulcers of the /mail inteftines to be cured 
with medicines taken at the mouth: notwithftanding it profiteth to 
ye,wtes for take fit medicines at the mouth for ulcers of the great inteftines, and 
yteers in the in ulcers of the fmall guts to injedt glyfters, which fometimes afeend 
inteftines. to both the ventricles, as experience teacheth: and fo alio are ulcers 
in the great guts fometimes cured by medicines taken at the mouth ; 
wherefore let no convenient helps be omitted in cafe of neceffitie. 

And though Avicena faith, it is dangerous to purge the belly upon 
a loofeneflfe thereof, yet the fame Avicena, Gerardus , Creme, Serapio, 
Iordanus , de Turra and other lat^r Phyficians of found judgement pre- 
fcribeinthecureoffluxes Purgative medicines-, therefore they ap¬ 
point things according to the patients ftrength, when a Dyfenteria 
Ga'em rule if proceeds of many humours • or having an ill qualitie,the cure as Galen 
theDyfe/uma witnefleth, hath one chiefe and molt common intention, to that 
h unw m. which is contrary to the difpofition to be taken away : Therefore let 

there be given Myrabolans, which in this cafe are moft excellent, for 
they correct the acrimony of the humours, and ftrengthen the ven¬ 
tricle, and the inteftines ; in want whereof Rubarb may be as well gi¬ 
ven, being dried a little. But if the flux be peftilentiall, let the mat¬ 
ter be purged prefently by fweatign,as is laid,not relpedting the con- 
co&ion of humors. 
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Of Laudanum Opiat Taracelji, and the 

Vcrtues thereof. 


Here are many difeafes which can hardly be cured 
without Anodine medicines, therefore in the Cure 
of fuch difeafes, 1 mean where want of reft through 
extreame paine or other the great difquiet of na¬ 
ture doth foretell an imminent danger of death, if 
reft be not fpeedily procured, in allluch cafes Ano¬ 
dine medicines may doubtlefle with great reafon 
and good warrant be inwardly given. To procure therefore fafeand 
quiet reft, fiieweth great skill in the Artift, and to the Patient is more 
precious in his grievous infirmitie then much treafure, but in no one 
infirmitie have fiich medicines more fhewed their admirable vertues, 
then that noble medicine called Laudanum Opiat Par ace Ifi hath done Thtcbifew- 
in the cure of that lamentable difeafe called Dy(enteric, ortheblou- 
dy Fluxe, as witnefleth divers of. our Nation commingfrom the Eaft 
Indies upon good proote, as alio being no lefle approved of, not 
onely by ancient and Moderne Writers, but by every expert Chirur- 
gion comming from thole countries of their owne, too many experi¬ 
ences thereof have beenjmade. ' ^ 

The vertues of this precious Anodine to be,I meane-here recited, 
as they are noted and let down very learnedly by that famous Writer 
ofrvalaus Crolhns , late Phyfitian to MUtthiast he third Emperour of 
Germanie in his booke called Basilica Chymica , and not by him one- 
ly, but alio by divers good Authors of credit, which have written of vertues of Lau- 
the fame medicine before, which vertues being very many, may 
feeme almoft incredible,though many ofthem my felf am witnefle to 
be true, out of my daily pradhle onely they are meant by the true 
compolition, according as Theophraftus. Paracelfus hath preferibed it, 
and is the fame compofition which the faid Writer mectioncth. 

Touching the vertues of the Medicine. 



T His Laudable medicine (faith Ozxvaldus Crolhus ) deferveth right- ozwaldmw*- 
ly his name, although thou call it Laudanum , for in alllharpe enmngLauda- 
paines whatfoever hot or cold within the body or without the body, Wtm " 
yea,even when through extreamitie ofpaine, the parties are at deaths 
doore , or almoft mad with the vehemencie of the fame, this preci¬ 
ous medicine givetheafe prefently, yea and quiet fleepe, and that Laudanum wo (t 
fafely, but much better the body being firftfoluble, either by nature fff 
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or Art, and you may give it fafely, provoking firftonely one ftoole 
by a fuppofitorie , or a glyftcr were better: in the colhcke with 
Mint-water, it eafeth the gripings forthwith. In the paines and 
gravel! of thekidnies, likewifeit giveth prefent cafe. In the pluri- 
iie it prefently and lately giv eth eale. In paines ol thejoynts it is 
very good. In the Haying of rheumes, in the head and otherlike 
defluxions in the beginnings, it is a lingular good medicine, as name¬ 
ly in the tooth-ach, diflolve foure graines thereof in Plantanc water, 
and put itintotheeareontheaking lide, and take three graines into 
the body,and lie to reft,it is a fure help. In all fluxes of the belly,whe¬ 
ther they proceed of fharpe or flippery humors, or whatfoever elfe of¬ 
fending caufe taken with maflicke. Terra Sigillata, fine Bole, or with 
any other appropriate good medicioe,it is exceeding fure,for it forti- 
fieth the other medicines, and doubleth their forces, adding hisowne 
alfo thereto. In extreame watchings and want of reft, either inward¬ 
ly or outwardly taken, it is profitable, if outwardly you would ufe it, 
take foure or fixe graines,with three drops of oyle of nutmegs, which 
is prefled wellmixed together, and binds it in two little clouts, and 
put it into the noftrils,it will marvclloufly afiwage paines in the head, 
and caufe quiet reft. In the extreame bleedings of the nofc called 
Hcmorhage, it is an approved fecret,that fixteene graines thereof di¬ 
vided into two pils, and thruft up into the noftrils, into each noftrill 
one part, helpeth the fame. In altkmdes of fevers it is good to be 
given with w'ater of Worm-wood, or pill-wife alone, and if the heat 
remaine after fixe houres, you may give it the lecond time, and 
after that againe in like time fafely, not exceeding the dofc : yet let 
your owne experience leade you, that where you fee three graines 
will not caufe reft, in the next potion you give one graine more, and 
fo increafe paulatim,but increafe not but uporft>ood deliberation. 

In burning Fevers it aflwageththirft , and provoketh lleep chiefly 
in thole Fevers, in which the partie feemeth to have fomefhewof 
reft,with tedious dreames and flumbrings mixed. 

In the difeafe called Afthma,and in the Tyficke, ifit be ufedin wa¬ 
ter of Hyflope, it will preferve the dileafed Patient a long time. 

It conferveth the naturall heat, ftrengthneth the fpirits, repaireth 
ftrengthloft: It is alfo effedhiall to be given to melancholy people 
which are voyd of reafon, and are troubled with the paflions of the 
heart. It is likewife ufed with good eftetft againft vomiting, and the 
Hickocke proceeding of winde, faintnefie or debilitie or the Ven¬ 
tricle. 

In the fuperfluous defluxions of the excrementallor menftmall 
bloud, it istan excellent remedy with Crocu* Martisan red corail. 

In phrenfies and madnefle, both inwardly and outwardly it is good 
mixed with Aqua vita, and the temples anointed therewith. 

In the falling licknefle with fpirit of Vitrioll, or the quinteflence of 
Camphire,with alfo oyle of Almonds,it is ufually taken. The dole of 
this opiat medicine, is two, or three,or foure grains, ifthere be loofe- 
liefle of the belly, as is rchearfed, it worketh much the better. Note 
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thatinlome parts of the world this medicine in the mentioned dole 
will doe no eafe, wherefore when you finde that by experience, in the 
next Patient give more, but not to the fame Patient without great 
reafon. It is belt given in any occafion accompanied with waters or rh , 
other medicines,which are moft appropriate to the difeales, and parts admfpfl 
dileafed,and yet may very well be given alone in apil,which I willing¬ 
ly do,for that the Patient then is leaft troubled with the tafte thereof. 

But beware you'ufenot this medicine to any, which are feeble 
through a great cough being opprefled with tough phlegme and rm i :abk - 
Ihortnefle of breath,for there it is not good: if the difeafe be violent, 
as I have faid,one dole may be given after another,with fixe houres at 
the leaft diftance, very fafely.but Ozwddns Crollius laith,within foure 
houres, as is Paid in the Cure of Dyfentery. 

In a word this Laudanum paffeth all other medicines in the cure of 
Dyfenterie, forwhichcaulel have publilhed it to the benefit of the 
youngerfortof Chirurgions, which adventure their lives toward the Uudamm. ‘ 
Eaft Indies $ I know it is prefumption in my felfe and deferves blame, 
that I Ihould handle medicines of this nature focopioully, for which I 
crave pardon from that grave and learned Societie of Phyfitians of 
London , whom of right I ought to reverence,and doe: excufing my 
lelfe that I have done it meerely for the benefit of young Sea-Chi- 
rurgions in the remote parts of the world, where they otherwile have 
uled Of mm in common, without underftanding the danger or dole 
thereof, to the lofle of many mens lives. It behoovcth young men to 
be carefull to carry with them luch ballance, as the beanie will turn at 
one halfe of a grain,with weights and grains fitting , and to keep them 
warily and alwayes ready at hand for all occafions, for he is an unwor¬ 
thy Chirurgion , which is at any time unready with luch needfullin- 
ftruments. This Laudanum I eltceme fo fufficient a medicine truely M*.; 
prepared in all caufes, where an Opiat medicine is required, that if I 
were upon my life to morrow to undertake a Voyage to the Eaft In¬ 
dies in any great Ship, I would renounce all other compofitions of 
that kinde whatfoever, rather then milfe it: yet am I not ignorant of 
divers other good compofitions of Opiat medicines in daily ule, as 
namely Philonium Perfieum Romanum , me. & mef. Roman feu Tarcenci , 

Athanafica magna , A urea Alexandria, Trifiera magna me. Diacodion, Di- 
afcordion,Sc many more: before all which I onely would take the true opiau* ^ 
Laudanum Opiat Par ace lft fox when the reft had fully fermented at Sea, 
and were voyd of all their fuppofed vertues, which their preparers 
had challenged them to have had, yea and had been turned to craw¬ 
ling Animals,even then and twentie years after their deaths, may any 
man relie upon the aforelaid Laudanum a true medicine-,which me- r ,. 

dicine notwithftanding, I know it is unpoflible for the Chirurgions dkmtH ' 
Mate to prepare at Sea, yet for that he fliould be the better latisfied, 
when he liath occafion to ule it, I thought it not amifle to let downe 
the ingredients, with allb the true forme of the preparation thereof 
hn verbis, out of Qzwaldm Crollius being one of the beft I ever found 
or read. «

the reft of the ingrediences. Alfo the opium and juice ofHenbane 
muft bee digefted in chymicall manner for a month at the leaft, that 
thereby their fulphurous, venemous, and dangerous vapours they 
have may be well corrected, which vapours have ayellowifh froth or 
feumme feene in the fuperfioall parts of them, and are very obnoxi¬ 
ous and dangerous, which I thought not am life to advife the ftudious 
and induftrious Chymift of. 

Let all the extractions be done in the true fpirit of wine well re¬ 
ctified,and then the longer the extract remaineth in the digeftion,the 
better willbe your medicine. 

Hee that intendetTiany part of this compofition for women, muft 
forbearerhe muike and amber-greece, and ufe with it rather foure 
graines of good cajloreum , I meane in that one dofe he intends to give 
the women •, but in this I digrelfe from my fcope of the Sea-praCtife, 
where women in long voiages are rare creatures. Wherefore to the 
bufineffe in hand :the feces ofthe opium hioffpecierum ambra& c. 
after their tinCfures are extracted from them, are to be calcined and 
brought intofalt,namely by infufion in fome fitting liquor, after cal¬ 
cination, with all due Alteration* evaporation, ana coagulation with 
Cohobs convenient, and ad to the reft ofthe compofition. 

And concerning the tinCtures mentioned to be extracted in fpiritu 
vini ,after one month digeftions the fpirit tu vim is by balneum maria to 
be evaporated till the refidence be almoft ofthe thickneffe of honey: 
which done and gathered cleane into one convenient glaffe, porrin¬ 
ger, or the like inftrument, then adde the fait corallorum, perlarum, 
M umja beaten fine,and alfo the Bezar, and the cornu ccrvi,mufcus and 
ambr a all in fine powder, and well mixed with the (aid extracts, then 
adde thcaforefaid fdts of the recited feces , and alfo the former 
recited oyles,all of them firft mixed together with the Liquorice and 
Succini fiiakcn well together in a glaife-violl with a few drops of 
Jpintus vini , for that the laid fpirit ofwinecaufeth the recited oyles 
well to incorporate, which done, and that they are mixed all in one 
and added to the former, the Laudanum is ready, oncly if you could 
forbeare your medicine fo long that it might afterwards ftand in a 
fmall Alimbecke of glaffe, with a blindc head one month, it would 
be much the better. 

This medicine though it would put many that -profeife much 
knowledge in the Art ofthe Apothecary to their trumps tritely to 
prepare it, yet to an Artift which is a true Preparer of medicines it is 
plaine and pleafant to be done, and once done,it is for his whole life a 
lure medicine, and will doe the worke-maltcr credit that ufeth it. 

I have the rather explained this medicine for that fo manygroffe 
and daqgerous compofitions are daily hatched up,and uttered abroad 
for currant under the name of Laudanum Paracel ft Opiatt, to the ex- 
treame hazard of the lives of very many,and to the great prejudice ©t 
the Commonwealth, from the danger whereof God deliver each 
honeft Chriftian. And for that the younger fort of Artifts (hquld not 
eafily be deceived with falfe compofitions, though I confelfeitii 
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IliacaTajfio. 

not poflible to e/pie feme cunning deceits which maypaffeinfarre 
plainer compolitions then this is, yet take thefe few notes following 
when you would buy it, for remembrances. Firft note,that the medi¬ 
cine is falfo if it be uneven, I meane if it have any courfe or grolfe 
thing in it, fo that it will not all clearely diffolue as a juice of Liquo¬ 
rice well made will. 

For this is an infallible rule, extracts are the pure parts of things. Sc 
will wholy diflolve, or bejdiflfblved. Further note, that if either bony 
or fugar be found iu the medicine, it is falle. 

Alfo if it more liquid then the ordinary balls of Liquorice made up 
in London , it is falfe or foolifhly made, and will not keepe. 

Alfo if it retaine the lothlome fmell of Opium , it is not tobe 
trufted 

Alfo if it be not meerely ofone colour fo that you fee nothing of the 
ingredients appeare at all, it cannot be good. 

For affure thy felfe this compofition truly made muft befmooth 
and well fmelling of fuch an indifferent hardnelfe that without 
additions you may roule it into pills, and is not greatly ponderous 
or heavie, but it is of an unpleafanttafte,I muft tell thee, and there¬ 
fore I ule to give it, as I have laid, in a pill,except necellity by weake¬ 
ned of the Patient when he cannot fwallow a pill, urge the contrary, 
or that I ule it in outward griefes, as toothach &c. 

lime a Paff/o, 

I Lion or IliacaPaffio is a moftpainefulldifeafe, proceeding from an 
obftruCtion of the fmall guts, which fuffering nothing to paffe 
downewards caufeth a great wringing and paine, fo that many which 
are oppreffed with this difeafe doe perifti, and die a very milerable 
death, ending their daies.with their feces, or their owne excrements 
iffuing out at their mouthes, and it is many times noted for a difeafe 
infectious. 

This wofull kinde of belly-ach or///Wo* paffio, differeth from the 
collick in thefituation, in that it hath his place, and being in the 
fmall guts, and the chollicke onely in the greate guts, fo that a vomit 
fometimes giveth eafe herein - but glyfters feldome or never give 
any helpe, lor that feldome any thing wil] be brought forth down¬ 
wards though the glifters be never lb ltrong: but herein the helpe 
that is to be hoped for by glyfters is farre better effected by the 
glyfter firing, then by the glyfter bagge, for one may deliver it with 
that inftrument with as greate force as you pleafe. 

Caufes. 

T He caufes of this difeafe are almoft one with the chollicke, both 
which are obftruCtions in the fmall or great guts, and proceede 
chiefly of three caufes as faith Dominic us Leo : namely 
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1 The drinefle of the ordure, or excrements. 

2 Abfceflus, or a bile, or a botch in the guts. 

3 Thickeanddriehtunoiirs. 

Alfo this difeale fometimes commethby diftemperature ofthe 
ayre being very cold, alfo by a blow or bruife upon the gut Ihon , the 
inward caufes may be very many, namely by drinking ofpoylon, or 
cold water, meates of hard degeltioti, binding of the belly, and fuch 
like. 

S'gnes or tokens 

T HE fignes or tokens whereby this difeale is knowne, are as Galen 
affirmeth, 7. Aphorifiy. an intolerable paine and wringing in 
the upper part of the guts,and no excrements defeending downward. 

Sometimes it mooveth heavy and fore vomits, fo that the very feces 
are vomited upward, of which difeale or griefe icarce any in that AfcofuB v »- 
kinde doe efcape,as Galen witnefleth, lib.6.cap.1 .1 have feene the like m “ ng 
in a Rupture by reafon of a part of the gut I lion that was fallen 
through the Peritoneum into Scrotum that could not be reduced, the 
ficke vomited his excrements, and died the fccond day. Alio much 
watching fometimes caufeth great paiue in the fmal guts or Ihon , al¬ 
fo ftrong Convulfions, by cold in the extreame parts, and ifany feces me 
be gotten forth of the fundament by any meanes they being put in- 
to water will fwimme aloft. Item if this griefe come of poyfon 
drunke,then the Patient willfuffer Tremor Cordis,foundings, dilabi¬ 
lity ofthe faculties ofthc bo dy by vomit,which commonly goeth be¬ 
fore the pangs, and allthele aforefaid fignes are ulnally more vehe¬ 
ment and ftronger then in the Collicke. 

Prognojhca. 

W Hen the difeafe cometh wirh diftilling or dropping of urine* 
the party dieth within feven daies, Galen aphonj. 44.except an 
Ague happen, fo that in the meane time fufficient quantity ofurine 
doe come. 

Item, vomit, the Hicket, Delirium or ftrong convulfions are eviil

The vomiting upward ofthe excrements, are deadly,yet young 
folkes efcape in this difeafe fooner then olde tolkes. 

The llion , where the paine doth change from place to place, is of a good fern t 
leaft danger : becaufeitdependethorprooceedethofwinde, winch 
is eafily relolved. 

The breaking of winde upward or downewards,and ftinking much, Another. 
is evil and deadly: as alfo the excrements much Itinking is the like. 

Cure 


I N the cure of this difeafe no Phyfician or Chirurgion,relpedHng his 

Credit, will take vpon him ablolutely the cure thereof, efpecially Tromlp nocurt. 
if the Scurvy be cofinned in the patient, without he be ignorant 
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ifthe patient doe vomit the feces or excrements upward, but if the 
tj wmftno erirt. s curv y be not yet confirmed in the Patient, then the cure ofthis 
difeafe differeth little from the cure of the Collick, and may be 
differently ufed,and is all one,but that onely the ftronger medicines, 
and greater diligence is to be ufed in this lhak , then in the Collicke: 
cbfavaimi. which if it were on fliore or land, much more good might be expect¬ 
ed, where aire, diet, place, and many other heIps,oblervations, and 
confiderations according to the quality of the difeafe, with advice 
alfo of the learned Phyficians obferued, all which the Seaaffordeth 
not.

F irft, if the difeafe come ofpoyfon exhaufted, a vomit with warme 
water and then warme oyle, or fbme fat broth is to be adminiftred, 
and after a day or two fbme good treakle to be ufed. 

If the caufe come of crude meats remaining in the ftomack, or.that 
the difeafe come of crude and raw meats, a vomit is to be ufed. 

But if there be no crude meats yet remainingin the ftomack, then 
all means muft be ufed to difperfe the winde, and to draw the excre¬ 
ments downward, either by potions, glyfters, and fuch like: and firft 
with glyfters to fupple the guts, and to evacuate the obftrudrions of 
the lower parts: make therefore a glyftcr of common oyle, or Lin- 
feed oyle,and give him,or a decoction of March-mallow roots,Com- 
frey roots, Linfeedsand Fenigreek, adding Bay-berries and oyle of 
Dill,and Pulvis Arthreticus,orfpeciesHierse Pigra? %ij,give thisgly- 
fter with the great Siring, and put it up with good force, remembring 
toaddefalt, one fmallfpoonfull thereto. Alfo you may ufeSuppofi- 
tories,and all other helps which are proper in the cure of the Collick: 
or amixaure of honeyandfalt-Peeter, or Niter to anoint the funda* 
dament therewith, & ufe foments with fpunges,&c. as in the Collick. 
Alfo Phlebotomy may be ufed, efpecially in young men, and that in 
Sommer,or warme Countries, efpecially where the difeafe commeth 
of an Apoftume, or botch: Purging potions are alfo good, as Fulvis 
Arthreticus 3 j,in wine or beere,or Aqmtla Lax at tv a i2.graines in a pill 
or in beere diffolved. Moreover, Refolution of the matter is to be 
made with foments, with cloth or woollen ftupes wet in oyle, wherein 
Dill,Camoraill,Rew,Hollyhocks,&c. have been boyled,and applied 
very warme. Alfo Cataplafmes made ofBarley-meale,Cummin,Rew, 
Linfeed, Fenigreeke, Dill-feeds, Anni-feeds, Fennell-feeds. Bay- 
berries, and the like, are very convenient. 

AI fo the Patient is to fit in a Bath made of oyle and water, wherein 
are boyled Camomill, Mellilot, Dill, Althea, or Hollyhocke, Rew, 
Bayberries and the like, are good helps. 

Not a S ter cut Lupmum is a remedy in the Iliacke paffio, even as album 
Crxcurn is in the anftna, 

Alfo 
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Alfo old Treacle and Mithridate are good helps for thofe which 
cannot hold their meat, and you muft give them to drink the powder 
or Thus or I/rankenfencc,aiid Cummin feeds in warm oxymcl 

To conclude thefe brief notes, l wifli the young Artift in this mi 
lerable difeafe, to try by ftrong glyfters and purges, and every other 
good means which is warrantable, and not ftrirStly to reft upon thefe 
ihort inftrudtions, in cafes difficult and dangerous.

C** P a f sl0 ) s called in Englilh the Collick, and it is called a paf- rhtf , ■ - 
^fion, becaufe the pain thereofis fo great and vehement, thatma- WJT 
ny times the patient defireth rather to die then to live in that vehe¬ 
ment pain. This difeafe hathhisnameofagutcalled CW<w,and hap¬ 
pened very often when the excrements are retained beyond their 
naturall times aud cuftomes. 

This mfirmitie is engendred of ventofitie, or winde in the gut Co- „ ■ u „ i 
Ion, and cannot get out, fometimes it proceedeth of colerick hu- M ' 
mours, and untemperate heat which drieth up excrements, and hin¬ 
dered the due evacuation: alfoit corned fometimes of cold and drie 
diftemperatures with increafe of fatneffe, making ftri&the pafTages 
or evacuation of the excrements, and weakneth the expulfive fa¬ 
culties. Alfo this pain proceedeth fometimes from the humours of 
the ftomack, gathering wind? from the liver and milt, fometimes 
from the reins of fuchas have the ftone. Alfo from an Apoftume in 
the wombe, and fometimes it proceedeth from all the parts of the 
whole body of man, as in fevers, where the humors are expelled from 
the veins to the guts, and proceedeth of hot and dry, or cold and drie 
diftemperatures, but never of moift, as faith Dorn. Leo. 

Signes. 

XHe fignes or tokens of this paffion are both generall and fpeciall. « 

Generali fignes are vomiting, lothing of meats, great pain,re- /%«.' & 
tentton of the excrements, unreft, griefe or paine m the fore-part of C oHM. 
the belly conftipation fo great, that it will go neither upward nor £. F 
downward. r 

The fpeciall or proper accidents that do alwayes accompany the 
Collick are continuall thirft, vomiting ofcholer, watchings, by loofe CamhutaUth}rlL 
or cholerick excrements, a draining or wringing pain, though not ^ 

long enduring, and young perfons in the Sommer are moft fubjetf: to 
a loofe collick: but the tokens or fignes of the ftate of a cold body 
in old age, are flothfulnefle and lazinefle, much defire after grofle 
and cold meats,rawnefle,2V4»/of, or quefinefle of the ftoraack, ready 
to cart, but cannot, Phuojitie or flimie vomits, little thirft, the paine 
more remiffe, but longer continuing. Rumbling of the bcllie, de¬ 
filing to drink cold water, or fmall drink. Longing after all man- Kewmof cold 
nei of fruits, and white meats. The paine changing from place ^ rm ^- 
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to place, and the feces to fwiinme, being put in water, and very many 
fuchlike fignes too tedious to trouble the Chirurgions mate withal] 
at this time. Avicena faith,that amongft outward fignes of this difeafe, 
iftlie patient fick of the Collick have certaine fmall whelks orpulhes 
arising upon his belly , about the bignefle of a beane, ulcerating 
and continuing above two dayes, it isaligne the patient will die of 
the difeafe: Alfo when the Chollick doth not give place to Glyfters, 
Foments, Motions, Cataplafmes, and fuch like good remedies: you 
.AMbi/rhy. may then with Galen 12. CM. cthodi CMedendi, judge that biting hu¬ 
mours doe poflefle the tunicles of the guts, but if the difeafe yeeld or 
give way thereto, then the matter of the difeafe is contained in the 
cavitie orhollownefle ofthe guts. 

The Collick ftill continuing with vomiting, cold fweats, often 
fobbing or the hicket, and not giving way to remedies adminiftred 
is deadly. 


A peftilentiall Collick, or contagious Collick, doth almoft alway 
kill. 

A Collick with feces voyding flirny fubftances, though an Apo- 
ftume be in the greateft guts, yet it is curable. 

The Collick proceeding ofwinde is eafily cured. Anealie or good 
breathing, or taking breath is a good figne in the patient that he may 
be cured, but difficult breathing fheweth the contrary. 



T He manner of curing the Collick is effected by renewing and 
t.ikiugaway the caufe, and then the paine vanilheth: But to re¬ 
move the caule, many things are to be put in pradife, as preparing 
the humours by evacuation, remiffion and refolution, all which re¬ 
quire fome long time, and therefore other meanes are firft to be 
ufed to takeaway the paine, or at lead; to mitigate the fame with

warme and moift temperatures, which not helping, you muft a- 


NecrofraU me- gaine have recourfe to Necroticall and Stupifying things, which in- 
dicimt ifmde. deede arc not to be ufed, but in great extremities to give the patient 


fome prefent eafe. 

Anodinc medicines are to be adminiftred fo well inwardly as out¬ 
wardly, as firft inwardly, namely in glyfters confiding of moift and 
fatfubftance, as the decodion of Camomill, Dill, JLinfeed, Melli- 


lot, Maiiowes, htoiliiiocK, i'emgreek, Baybenes, or fome of thefe, 
with one ounce ofthe new extrad of CsfrU ,and fome fugar, with Lin- 
feed oyle and butter adminiftred. Outwardly, thefe are to be apply- 
ed, either Undions, Cataplafines, Fomentations,Baths, orfbme fuch 
like convenient medicines, as time and place beft fitteth. 

But if thefe fhould not helpe, then in great extremities, you are to 
flie yetagaineto Necroticail or ftupilying medicines, as namely Lath 
danum which exceedeth all Necroticis: or Philonium Mem- 

mm is alfo a good medicine: thefe are onely to be ufed in caufes pro¬ 
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ceeding of hear, and never ofcold caules ; form cold caufes that were 
rather to confirme the difeafe, and yet in the judging whether the 
caufebehotorcold, lometimes a good Artift deceives himfelfe. If 
the Collide come ofwinde, then you muft apply warme refolving me¬ 
dicines, I meane diflolving and difperfing medicines. 

Notes to be confidercd of by the Chirurgion in beginning of 
the Cure of the Collick. 

Clrft,whileft the meat is yet crude in the gut, I meane before it be r 
A digefted and turned into excrement, noloofing medicines are to a caveat. 
be adminiftred, but rathera fmall and (pare diet, and in the beginning 
to begin with mollifying glyfters, and then afterwards to proceed? 
with more (harp and itronger. But before all things, if the patient 
haveafullftomack, and withallqueafie, afeeraglylter, then a vomit r, n 
is pricipally to be adminiftred. ?£ 


Repletion or over-fulnefle, as well as too much falling is to be 2 
avoided. 


Thirdly, no Agarickistobcufc&inany of your medicines forthe 3 
Collick, becaule that cleavcth to the guts, and bringeth inoft 
terrible paine and torfions , yet Stokinu* a Iearned^Germane 
writer , doth highly extoll the fame to be put in Glyfters to give 
it prelent eafe. 

Fourthly, you muft by cordials have a care to preferve the Liver, 4 
Heart, and Head, leaft they be hurt or offended by the vapours, and 
over-much heat of the oyntments, cataplafms, and fomentations 
which are ufually applied to the parts agreeved. 

Fifthly, in the beginning over vehement warmings are to be avoi- y 
ded, efpecially,ifthc Collick proceed of the dry feces ; for thereby A(avt *- 
they be the more dried. 

Sixthly, cold water is to be avoided, and not any waics to be per- a 

mitted to be uled to quench thirft withall, but rather let the patient A fuond caveat* 
ufefomeftewedprunes, Julipof Violets, conferves, and fuchlike ; 
or a barley water, with a lew drops ofoyle of Vitrioll and fome licoras 
are good. 

Specificall things that cure the collick are very many,as horle-dung 
drunk in wine , lures-dung or henne-dung drunke in Oxicratium, 
where luch may be had. Alfo the powder of Harts-horne, corrall, s P le 'fi c * u h”** 
cockell-fhels burnt, or fwines hooles burnt or Calcined till they be ^ 
white, and fuch like, according to the diverlitie of the caules. Fur¬ 
ther in the particular cures oi this difeafe, there are very many things 
obferved by the learned Phyficians, according to the diverlitie of the 
caufes, which were too much to trouble the Chirurgions mate with- 
all at this prefent, as the ayre, diet,and divers other good helps to the 
cure of this griefe, which cannot be obfervedat lea, onely fifh and 
and water-foules are to be avoided as much as may be. 

To cure the Collick which cometh by meanes of the feces remain- 7be fa*. 
ing, and being dried up, which happeneth molt commonly at the lea 
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QtUica pafsio. 



in long voyages, and efpecially in hot countries: there are three fun- 
dry intentions to be obl'erved. 

The firft, to raollifie the feces, and fupple the guts. 

Secondly, in Evacuating, to difeharge the belly. 

Thirdly, to remove or take away the caufe of exficcation, or dry. 
ing up of the feces orexecrements. 

The firft is performed with glyfters made of common oyle or 
butter, with the deco&ion of Mallowes, Violets, Beets, &c. and by 
drinking oyle offweet almonds, or a decodtion of Poly podium. 

The lecond thing which doth bring forth the mollified feces or 
excrements is Cafsta fijlula, or Manna, or Diaphenicon, or Hiera, or 
fharpe glyfters. 

The third intention curative, ifit could be attained to at lea, were 
to remove firft the externall caufes of the dileale-as over-warme ayre, 
over-falted dry meats, and fmall quantitie of food, falling .watching, 
melancholy, and the like, and inwardly to help the weaknelfe of the 
expulfive faculty, with Treat:le , CMithndate, Conferva rofarum, or the 
like cordiall helps, helping alio the expulfive facultie with glyfters 
and fuch like good things: For further inward remedies you may ufe 
the aforelaid glyfters, or halfie a drachme or &j. of Sulphur vivm 
drunk in warme wine, and the belly well covered with warme clothes 
helpeth fomewhat. 

Item, Carraway-fecds made warme in wine, butnotboyled there¬ 
in, being drunk helpeth.___ _ _ _ .__ 

Item, a glyfter made of Sopc and Honey is a prelent remedy. 
Item,a bag Huffed with bran, and made very warme fprinkled a lit¬ 
tle with vineger,and applied to the belly is good. 

Item, Goats milke, or other milke, boyled with honey, and 
applied to the belly withafpunge , or cloth warme, inmaner of a 
foment, healeth the Collick, and driveth away wormes, andeeafeth 
the paine. 

Item, the gall ofa bullock, Salgem, Aloes, common oyle, ana par¬ 
tes equates, mingle them, and make an oyntment thereof, wherewith 
annoint the fundament before the fire, that loofeth the belly, and 
bringeth forth the hard feces.

The definition of "T' Enefmus oxTenafmw, as Hippocrates calleth it in his fixth Aphf 
Tetu/mus. X rifme & in the leventh book, isadifeafe,ofextention,orftraining 
out of the right gut called tntejltnu rectum, being oppilate or Hopped, 
and of Ibme of Englilh writers it is called Collivenes. This dileafe as 
Galen faith in his lecond book De methodo medendt is when a man bath- 
an extraordinary provocation, lull,or defire,and a vehement (training 
to go to the ftoole,but cannot void any thing at alfexcept fometiines 
fome fmall quantitie of llimy matter, which now and then is mixed 
with bloud, or a bloudy fubftance, and the extraordinary defire of 
emptying or going to the ftoole not ccafing.

This difeafe proceedeth of divers caufes and accidents, both out¬ 
wardly, and inwardly. 

Outwardly by cold, coming accidentally to the hinder parts, or 
arfegut,as the long fitting upon a cold ftone,upon iron, a boord, upon 
the cold ground,or any hard thing,whereby the Sphin&ure, or round 
mufcie compafling the ftraight-gut is prefled, or bruifed. It cometh 
alfo by intemperate heat, and drought, and cori uptneffe of the aire 
and weather: fometimes by long bathing in cold water, and fome- 
times by much ufing narcotiall ointments, and fuch like Alio inward¬ 
ly this difeafe proceedeth of fait biting humours abounding through¬ 
out the whole bodie of man: alfo by means of fome hot or cold hn- 
poftume,or after aDyfenterie,or Flux, whereas fome cholerick mat¬ 
ter remaineth behinde in the right-gut yet unevacuated. And fome¬ 
times to happeneth here in our Countrey,as fome F.qghfh Writers af¬ 
firm, by little drinking of beer or ale, and fometimes it cometh by 
drinking too much wine, and by eating of coftive meats, andfuper- 
abundance ofcholer aduft.This difeafe is ofthe nature, or difpofuion 
of a Dyfenterie or Flux, but that the Dyfenterie paineth the Patient 
with grievous tortions through all the guts, but Tenafmus paineth the 
Patient ufually in the right-gut onely, as appearcth by Galen in his 
third book De caufis Symptomat. And Trajanus in his fixtn Chapter,and 
eighth book, who affirmeth the fame, faying, Tenafmus reclt intejhm 
e(l effetfus, &c. The fignes and tokens of this difeafe are chiefly to be 
known by the Patients relation of the temperature of the body, flen- 
der diet, and egeftions, whether it be hard or coftive, or elfe thinne 
or liquid. 

In Tenafmus the pain doth not afeendfo high as thenavell, but is 
chiefly felt with heat,pricking,and burning with a defire of emptying 
in the end of the fphindture, the excrements being ofa yellowifh co° 
lour in young men (like their ftarching now adayes ) but in old per- 
fonsthe excrements are of a more pituos, flimie and bloodiefub- 
ftance. 

If the difeafe proceed of an Impoftume,the Patient will feel a con- 
tinuall pain,and the more augmented and grievous when he goeth to 
the ltoole.

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TREATISE OF SALT IN CIE-. 

NERALL: AND FIRST OF 
the Antiquitie thereof. 

Alt was created with the world in the beginning, 
for that it is eafie to he prooved, that neither 
hearb, bud, nor tree whatloever growcth, which 
containeth not in it felfea proper and peculiar 
Salt, which iscafily and apparently byArttobe 
feparated from the other iubftances thereof and 
through the wonderfull providence of our Al- 
mightie Creator, each Salt hathfbme ueedfull 
dme. ‘ vertue contained in it for the benefit of his creatures. A further tc- 

ftimony of his Antiquitie, the Sea which tooke his beginning, as 
Scriptures tcjii- Scriptures teftifie, before mankinde, doth produce the fubftance 
Th: Sea ml ail thereof being wholly fait. And not onely the Sea, but alio all o- 
C (T'e 7 a!t Cm ' t ^ ler crcatures of God whatibever under the whole heavens, whe¬ 
ther they doe confift of Animall, Vegetable or Minerall parts, can¬ 
not, nor ever did fubfift without a naturall inbred fait in them, whole 
nourifhmentand increafeproceedeth from the earth, water, or ayre, 
where the laid creature breedeth and groweth. Therefore linceit 
challengeth a place with the molt ancient and firft creation of all 
things,! need ule no more demonftrations,but conclude that the An¬ 
tiquitie thereof, is as undeniable, and as cleere, astheSun-fhineisat 
mid-day: thus much of the Antiquitie thereof. 

Of the kindes and differences of Salt. 

T O intreat of all the kindesand differences of Salt, isaworke fo 
difficult and long, that no man whatfoever in the whole time of 
Fnvtkvsto this ffiortlife, can make fufficient relation thereof, wherefore to a- 
wne ofaiifaits. vo id e tedioufnefle,I will take a fhorter com fe: namely,I mcane to doe 
fomething therein, and leave the reft for others of better capacitie, 
that Ihall come after. Note therefore that there are three kindes of 
Jhrc kinder Salts in generall.to wit,animall Salt,vegetable Salt,and minerall Salt, 
and ere I digreffe or go any further,let me interpret my felfein plaine 
tearms,to young practitioners in Art, whom alone I defire to benefit. 
The animall lalt is underftood to be that fait which proceedeth 
r atpy"J aUs ^ rom f reatures that beare life, and have fenfe & feeling, or mooving, 
wliatloevcr, under which are comprehended all beafts, fifii, foule, aifd

worme, &c. under the name of vegetable fairs, are comprehended 
the falts of trees and hearbs, and whatfoever elfe may grow by fowino- 
or plauting, or any other induftry of man, as well the feed as the fruit* 
or the plant it felfe, or any part thereof. And under the name of mi ’ 
nerall fait is comprehended the falts of all metals, as of Saturnc, lupi- 
1 er, Mars , Sol, Verm .Mercuric or Luna: as alio tile fairs ofall ftoncs 
with alfo all earths and their juyees and extra&ions, as likewife all o’ 
tiler Minerall and Terreltriall fairs whatfoever,without name. 

Thus much in briefe for explaining the three principal! kindesof 
Salts, each of which have a three-fold feverall fubftancc contained in 
them, viz. A volatile fait, a fixed fait, and a Caput mortuurn, named alfo 
Terra Damnata , otherwife it may be rearmed to containc aFlegmc, 
afpirit, an oyle,which againe is called,5a/, Sulphur , and Mercury each 
devideable plainly,& eafily by Art: Some may here objed, that they 
will draw more then three fubftances, each being a good medicine 
from any one fubjed, either Animall, Vegetable, or Minerall, as for 
an inftance from Mercury,yon may extrad infinite feverall medicines, 
inwardly, and outwardly lerviceable, as namely, you may have from 
Mercury Laxati ve, Vomitive,Diaphoretick,Diaureticke,cor<Jiall,pre- 
^fervative, and l'undry other needfull medicines to be miniftred with 
great fafetie and comfort to the difeafed, aselfowhere of Mercury is 
noted: which fpeech may feeme very ftrange to fome that all thefe, 
yea and many more varieties and diverfities are found in any one Mi’ Ar.fatr. 
nerall: but though one fubftance make many medicines, yet it con- 
foundeth nothing the tria principal , for every medicine is notone 
. principall, neither is there any principall tied to make but one medi- Salts geodin 
cine.But to returne being digrefled,! fay the kinds of Minerallfalts u- fnealei are of 
fed at tables, and for feafoning meats, are to be efteemed three in 
number: one kinde is the Bay or Sea fait,dried nicerely from fait Sea¬ 
water by the heat ofthe Sunne. The fecond fort is that fait which we 
have from the Sea coolt, or from fait Springs at home, made by deco¬ 
ction. The third is the fait that groweth concrete, hard and pure in 
the bowels ofthe earth, fuch is the Sal Gemma,and this laft is held the 
beft,both in meate and medicine,it is in colour like Chryftall tranfpa- 
rent,and groweth in great quantity in Polonia,neerc the Citie of CVa- 
eovia, my felf having gathered ol it in the Mines there. 

ofthe necefsitie offait, and of the gen :r all utilities thereof 

VTO one thing which the Almightie Creator hath made for mans nemejptjeor 
nfe,excelleth Salt: as well for the fundry and molt neceflary ufes fait in auihl% s . 
it hath, as alfo for the aboundant vertues thereof, without the which, 
nothing which is created under the Sunne, as is laid, could fub/ifi in 
his kinde, beautie or vigor: as for example, man the excellenteft of 
Gods creatures,without fait prefently putrifieth.or at the leaft lalleth Example, 
into fome extreamedifeafe, yeaafmalldiftempcrin the Animall fait 
of man is able to kill the ftrougeft man, which the fimpleft may in his 
owne reafon comprehend and know. And who liveth which at fome 
time or other hath not tailed his owne bloud, either from his

V but more commonly called Copperas, is a minerall fait, whichfor 
the worth and Vertues thereof doth farre excell many other kinds 
of halts, fo that not without great reafon, that worthy Theophraflus 
Paracelfus, who had truly anatomized that fait, affirmed and often re¬ 
peated, that the fourth part of Phyfick was contained in this Minerall 
lalt, from whence the lame author alfo, not unfitly, doth compare it 
a comparipi* to ^ood, of which divers formes may be formed, and divers inftrn- 
MdZood° Pl ’ m ments alfo may be made for divers operations and effeds for out of 
this fait many fubftances may be extraded & prepared,& many good 
medicines maybe compounded, quite contrary in operation, and ut¬ 
terly difagreeing in effeds from eachother,as for example out of tins 
mfofco'^' Minerall lalt, medicines of great efficacy may be made, as well in 
bothifpvard and purging, as alfofiidorifefoui ordiaphoretieks, Coruialls, Anodincs, 
outnwd. Narcotick, Stupefadive,Stifticke, Corrofive, Abfterfive, Rcper. 

cuflive, Mundificative, and Sanative medicines, as alfo againit the 
EpUepfie, or falling ficknefle and fuffqcations of the Matrix, good 
medicines are to bee prepared thereof, and how thefeorfbmeof 
them may be made by Art, and of their vertues, as time lhall ferve by 
Gods helpe I have determined brietiy to declare heareafter 
But I confefle I am not able to difeover the fourth part of the great 
vertues of this worthy fait, for I daily meet with fome new medicine 
therein worth the noting. 

of the different kindes ofVit ri oil. 

Xfltrioll or Copperas we may have in England of fixe, or at the 
* leaft of five kinds, namely Vttriolum veneris , or Copperas made 
of Copper , which in difeafes of the head farre exceedeth others 
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as writers affirme, and this kind may eafily be prepared aud cheape, 
as hereafter (hall be let downe. 

The next thereto in vertueisthat kind of Copperas which grows 
in Hungaria, which to my knowledge wee cannot well have in Eng¬ 
land, though Ibme will affirme they have ofit. 

The thirdefort ofCopperas that is praifed is the Roman Vitrioll 
or Copperas, in a place whereof we doe buy a kinde of blew Cop¬ 
peras in Loudon, which is not the true Roman Vitrioll. 

The fourth kinde is brought from Gofler, a Towne in Germany 
lieere to the City of Brunlwich. 

The fifth kind is commonly brought from Dansk and is fomewhat 
yellowilh. 

The fixth and lad, or worft, is our owne common Englifh Cop¬ 
peras.Thefe are all the forts ordinarily to be bought. 

Though indeed many waies,and of many colours copperas may be vmZfJu 
made, yea and of many lubftances, rs well from munerales ftoones 
as earthes which if time would ferve,and that it were to the purpole, 

Ihould be further (hewed;but to bee fhort the Copperas I would chufe 
for my ule, is that which cometh from Gofler in Germany, it is to be 
had in London, and is not dear, and is fufficicntly good to draw a 
fpirit or oyle from, or to make any medicine for inward ules, but for 
outward ordinary ules, the common fort ofCopperas will lerve well , ivhat ceppr.n 
and fo it will doe reafonable well for oyle,but not yeeld lo much. H 

Note that the belt Copperas as is faid,is made of Copper,or of the “ n ? " 
Minerall of CoPper. Note further that all copper and brafle will 
wholly be converted into Copperas, yea & turne againe into his owne 
firft fubltance,namely into copper or brafle againe,though with lofle. 

Alfo iron and filver will makegood Copperas, fo will divers forts of 
ftones and earths be converted into good Copperas, and fprings 
neere Copper mines,they doe m ike Copperas of,much after the man¬ 
ner that fair peeter is made. 

The way to make Vitriolum Veneris,tr Copprai of Copper, 
is asfolloweth 

R'T*Hin plates, or rather filings of Copper, what quantity you 
pleafe,and Brimftone of each a like quantity, powder the Brim- 
ftone, and mix it with the Copper, put thefe into an earthen pan un- 
glazedj and place them in a Char-coale fire in a Chimny and let them 
gently heat together till the Brimftone take fire. Then with an iron, 
rtirre it a little to and fro till all the Brimftone be confumed: then 
take it from the fire, and being cold call it into a gallon or lefle quan¬ 
tity of faire water, and it will make the water greene, andintafte 
like Coppras-, pourc off that greene water, filter and keepe it, and fet 
the lame Copper to be made drie againe on the fire,which done, mixe 
it with more Brimfton.andburneit, & quench it as before, continuing 
fiich worke, till all the Copper bee confumed and turned into a plea- 
f.uit blew or greene water: then mix and boyle the waters till halfe or 
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more be confumed, and fet them to code, and being cold, if it be 
fufficientlyboyled, you {hall finde Coppras therein ; if not boy le it 
more, and the Coppras willappeare: then take away the laid Cop¬ 
pras which you finde,and lay it to dry, and boyle the remainer of the 
water againe, and there will be more Coppras: take Hill the Cop¬ 
pras each time out, laying it to dry, and doing fo till all be m^de into 
Coppras. This is the belt kinde of Coppras, it is in colour of a plea* 
fant blew, and is eafily to be made, and will yeeld a good quantise, 
namely, one pound of Copper, if it be artificially prepared, will make 
three pounds of Coppras. 

of Phlegma. Vitrioll , or of the firft water drarvne 
from Coppras. 

P Hlegma Vitrioli is made as followeth: R. Coppras,put it into an A- 
limbecke , and place it according to Art in the higheft degree of 
B. M. namely , inaboyling water, drawing thereby from it all the 
humiditie which byB. M. willbeexhaufted, provided youfillyour 
Alembecke but two third parts full of Coppras, when ye put it to di- 
ftill. This liquor as Jngetus Sains a late Italian Writer affirmeth, is 
good againft paines ofthe head,proceeding of heat, namely,the dole 
being two drachmes takenfafting for certain daies together. It fwa- 
geth alfo the burning and boyling of the bloud. It ftrengtheneth all 
the bowels. It confirmeth the braine weakened with fuperfluous heat 
by the daily ufe thereofin the Spring time,the ftomack being purged 
a little before. Alfo it maketh a moill braine temperate. Th is firft 
medicine of Coppras was by the Ancients notknowne: myfelfe I 
muftconfefle have made no great ufe of this medicine, onelylhave 
ufed it as a cooling water againft the heat of the ftomack, and fome- 
times have found it good,as alfo to foment warme with it for any hid¬ 
den inflammation in any outward part of the body, due Evacuations 
firft confidered of. The laid Author aferibeth many more vertues to 
this firft Phlegma, or water of Coppras, which, for that I would be 
loth to wafte time, I will not trouble the Reader with. 

of the preparation of the fee end water of Vitrioll, commonly 
called Spirit of Vitrioll. 

'T’His firft recited water being well re&ified, feparated, and kepta- 
A part: then take the glafle, Alembeckmentioned,containing the 
Vitrioll, from out ofthe B. M. and place it in Arena,or a furnace with 
fand according to Art, the Vitrioll within being firft made into fine 
powder, and diftill it therein fo long till all the reft of the Humiditie 
fhall be drawne from it which the B. M. had not force to exhale. This 
fecond water,vou fhall perceive to be a cleere and odoriferous water, 
onely remember that thou force not the water over ftrongly,but doe 
it by a gentle fire. 

This liquour is good to purge the reynes: itappeafeth inward fret¬ 
ting 
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ting and gnawing pains, taking one drachme thereof in the morning 
falling with flelh broth. b 

It alfo c&deth ftore of urine, and moderately provoketh fweat. It 
ceafeth the inflamations proceeding of blows or ftripes taken in 
warm broth, and mittigateth the pain thereof, but if your fire be too 
ftrong, your liquor will come over fo ftrong, that your dofe rnuft not ^ Cmm. 
exceed 3 j. at the molt: wherefore be wane thereof, for a good me¬ 
dicine evill handled, may do much hurt, and fo will this if you want 
judgement to ufe it. In times paft they were wont to calcine Vitrioll 
till it was red, whereby it was deprived ,not onely of the firft, but alfo Htnv tht 4na 
of this his fecond moift and moft fpiritfull fubftance,but that was ufed entsprep^JS, 
by them chiefly, when onely they intended to prepare the fharpeft rwriaUfinbe 
fpirit, or ftrongeft oyle of Vitrioll,which ftrong oyle of Vitrioll hath ^ 
all the vertues hereafter recited and many more.

It cutteth away the melancholy humours from the 
ltomack, with Balm water, and comforteth the ftoinack after a won¬ 
derful! manner, and doth defend the whole body from inward Apo- 
ftumes and inflamations, and therefore it is ufed with good fuccefle 
in the Plurefie,as alfo in vulnerarie drinks it is approved good, for it 
attenuateth the blood wonderfully, and defendeth the parts grieved 
from fear of Gangrene or putrefaction of the blood. It conglutina- 
teth ruptures as well of bones as veins, and doth exceedingly corro¬ 
borate and comfort all the parts of mans body, and may well be num- 
bred as a principall amonglt cordiall medicines. It is alfo a very good 
medicine not onely in preventing the Scurvy taken inwardly, but al- n beipety the 
fo in the cure of the Scurvy many wayes, both inwardly taken with 
any comfortable wine, or with beer for need, or to make a Beverage 
therewith, and daily to ufe it in linall quantitie, 'namely, foure drops ' 
for a dofe. In the Callenture it excelleth allothef medicines taken 
in Plantane, Sorrell, or any other good cooling water, or onely in * > 
faire water. Other convenient courfes judicioufly held,as name!y,to 
procure to the party by fuppofitory,glylter or potion fomeloofenefle A C ‘ 
of body, with alfo phlebotomie in due feafon, and quantitie accord¬ 
ing to judgement. 

And likewife obferving that a dofe of Laudanum is in fuch cafes a fit 
help,laying the partie to reft: aloolenes of the belly, I fay,firft had by 
nature or art. Moreover, for the overgrowings of the gummes in the 
Scurvy, Vitrioll or Coperas hath no fellow, namely, a ftrong deco- 
Clion of Vitrioll, with a little mel, or mel rofarum , and the gummes 
after they are let blood well rubbed therewith very hot,helpeth well.

prepare any inveterate Ulcer to good healing, onely by touching it 
with lint on the end of a probe, thereby putting the medicine to the 
place where the caule is.This ftrong tart fpirit or oyle of Vitrioll is al- 
moft generally in all purgative medicines, a notable corrective, and, 
as it were, a good help to them to do their office, for it comforteth 
the whole body,and it giveth a grateful tafte almoft to any medicine. 
It is alfo good to a weak ftomack oppreffed with phlegme or ilime, 
, and helpeth appetite taken in conferve of rofes, it hath infinite other 

vertues too long here to relate, and indeed above my reach to fearch 
out. 

There is no medicine more precious in peftilentiall fevers, then 
vm, J this ftrong oyle or fpirit is, my lelf have often ufed it to others iu that 
cafe, and taken it my lelf with good fuccefte. 

The true and utmoft dofe is onely fo much thereof, as may make 
'the vehicle or medicine wherein you give it fbmewhat lower, but not 
too tart, for no man can fay juftly, give five, fix or feven drops, for 
that one fort is five times ftronger then another: but when either your 
purge or other medicine is ready to be adminiftred, adde certain 
drops thereof to alter onely verie little, the tafte lower like, but in 
the Callenture, ftrong fevers, or peftilentiall fevers, a greater dofe 
may wellbe taken,according to aiferetion and judgement; but take 
this caveat for a fare-well in the ufe thereof: note that if you put it 
into a medicine liquid, it will fink down to the bottome, fo that when 
you give it lhake it, otherwife you may leave the molt of it in the 
glafle behinde, and when you mix it with a quantitie of Barley water 
or Julep, whereof you intend to make many dofes, deceive not your 
lelf, for if you never lhake and ltirre it, the laft dole will be unreafon- 
able to be taken, and dangerous.

A word or two touching the foure Elements. The foure Elements 
are Fire, Aire, Water, and Earth. But the divilion which the Chy- 
mifts of thefe times plead for touching the Elements, Iofephtes o) ue r- 
citAntes expreffeth in thefe words following: faith he,The whole world 
is divided into two Globes, to wit, into the fujteriour Heaven, which 
The whole is /Etheriall and aene,and into the Inferiour Globe which containeth 

world cammed the water, and the earth. The fuperiour Globe which is iEtheriall, 
m tmglobes, j n i c fl rCj lightning, and brightnefle,and this fiery Heaven is one 
v’bMh compre. formalland eflentialTElement ; the water and earth are the other 
hand'd in tbs two Elements: fo he concludes, there is but three, and with him all 
HuZtfL, the Chymifts of latter times fubferibe, affirming that number moft 
conuinttb. perfedt which agreeth with the everlafting Trinity. 

PAracelftts inaTreatife of his, called Meteor urn, cap. i. mentioning 
the difference betwixt foure and three Elements, hath thefe words. 
Touching fire ; faith he, fire which is efteemed one of the foure Ele¬ 
ments, can ftand with no reafon fo to be: but as touching the Earth 
the Water, and the Aire, they are truly Elements * for they give ele- 
ment to man ; but as touching fire, it giveth no element, it hath no 
part in the breeding of man-kinde, for it is well poffible for a man to 
be bred, and to live without fire •, but neither without aire, water, nor 
earth can man live,for in truth from the heavens,by help of the other 
two elements doth proceed Sommer and Winter, cold and heat, and 
all nourilhment and increafe* whatfoever without the help of fire. 
Therefore are the heavens the fourth Element, yea and the firft, for 
the facred word fheweth us that in the beginning God made heaven 
and earth, fliewing that heaven was the firft made, and in the outward 
heavens are included the water and earth,which,faith Paracelffts, may 
be compared to wine contained in a veflell, for wine is not gathered 
and prepared without a veflell firft had and readie, proving Jfo many 
vvayes that the fire is included within the Element of Aire, and is no 
Element of it felf. To prove the like opinion,touching the four ele¬ 
ments, I could rehearfe the names of many famous Writers if Iliad 
leifure, and that the occafion were worth it, but the queftion little 
concerneth the cure of difeafes by young Chirurgions, wherefore I 
will conclude this point my felfe, intending neither to quarrell for to 
prove three, nor four, let there be four or three, either of both fhall 
content me.

Oving Reader, I held it not altogether imperti¬ 
nent to acquaint thee as by the way with fome 
cuftomes which I have obferved concerning Chi- 
rurgions in forraignc parts in my younger dayes 
travels, and chiefly in the Germane Empire, as 
touching their manner of allowing or approving 
of Chirurgions in thole parts, if by accident any 
young Artift (hould afiebtto make triall by travell 
thither for his better experience, as I my felf have done,he may take 
notice hereby for his inttru&ion. 

Imprimis , their orders there generally are, that everie City, Town 
Corporate, or place priviledged, hath a conftant rule, as by ancient 
tradition of the allowing of onelyau uluall accuftomed number of 
Chirurgions thereunto appertaining, fo that for one inftance if the 
Citie ofHamburge hath twelve Chirurgions belonging thereto, al¬ 
though a thoufand pound fhould be tendered in any way to produce 
afreedome for a thirteenth Chirurgion, it could not prevail, nor 
would be taken there; as likewife generally it is 1b all over Germany, 
and each Chirurgion is bred and muft be a Barber, and lo are all Bar¬ 
ber-chirurgions; and if anyone die,his office, Art, and place rells 
in the power or dilpofing of his wife, to the ule of her and hers, lo 
that wholb marrieth her, or compoundcth with her, of what Nation 
or countrey foever he be that fhall exercife the place, it is alike pro¬ 
vided he be brought in by the widdow, as her husband or Agent for 
her, he is capable of a place void, having firft made his matter-piece, 
and performed fome Manuall exercifes ufuall with them in his Art 
of Chirurgerie, thereby to give a lufficient teftimony to the world 
of his anfwerable skill in bis Art or Science, as namely, either by 
grinding, and fetting a delicate lancet, and therewith opening leve- 
rall veins fmoothly, for the more manifeft effecting whereof to the 
brethren of his calling, one will lend him his veine, namely, one on 
the thumbe, one on the foot, and one on thearme, one other on 
the forehead, as alfo by the neat and exabfc making an artificial! 
Emplufter, Unguent, or the like: which done, being by the reft of 
the Matters of the Citie approved of, and fome other rites and cere¬ 
monies anlwering to his calling by him performed, according to the 
cuftomc of the place that he inteudethtorefiue in,heis then being

efteemed a Regular perfon, and alfo having made the Brotherhood 
of the place and himfelf well drunk once, twice, or thrice, he is,I lay, 
(ij>fo facto ) admitted to be a Brother, and freely to ufe his function, 
and is ftyled by the name and honour of a Matter of his profeihon. 
Thus much of their cuftome. But ourcuftomes are different from 
theirs, and are farre better, namely, our Companic of Chirurgions 
of the Citie of London, in the Hall of the Society, have a more com- 
mendable cuftome, for we not onely examine Chirurgions, and try 
their skils in that way, as being of ancient time ufed and pra&ifed 
amongft us, but alfo we have profitable, learned and experienced Le¬ 
ctures read amongft us, having two laudable ends and effects in 
them, the one in teftifying their own, I meane the Readers fuffici- 
encies *,the other in feafouing and inftruCting of their auditours, 
namely, the younger fort of practitioners in the Art they profeffe: 
and yet they have a third good end, namely, they ferve for the pub- 
lick good of the whole Common-wealth, by training up, ana breed¬ 
ing of able Chirurgions upon all occafions. 

Non Medicos tantumfacit experientia dottos: 
guifacit artifices , ufus ab arte venit. 

Aud of thefe our laudable cuftomes and exercifes in our Hall, my 
felf have been both an eye and eare witnefle to divers worthy Artifts 
at their LeCtures there, that have (hewed themfelves Matters indeed 
in their Arts to their due commendations ( Virtue laudatur ab illis J as 
alfo at the Lectures of divers learned Do<ftors in that place: butas for 
my felf, although 1 have there as I may not deny exercifes by publick 
reading of Ledtures in my turn and place, yet my ambition at the 
higheft hath been onely to deliver my folf to the world to be Chirur¬ 
gions Mate, as afpiring to foar no higher ( Nefutor ultra crcpidam.) In 
which being, firft I have explained to the world aModule of the Mi- 
litarie Chirurgions cheft, with theinftrumentsand medicines fitting 
thereunto,as elfewhere is recited, thereby to intimate to the younger 
Chirurgions in fome fort how they may make ufo of them in all pub- 
lick forviccs for the better performance of their duties in their cal¬ 
lings, upon all militarie occafions, for the more fpeedie curing of 
fuch infirmities as Sea-men and fouldiers are moft incident unto, and 
having finifiied my intent therein, at the intreaty of fome of my good 
friends, I thought it fit, though in briefe, to write foinewhat byway 
of addition to my former edition of Sal , Sulphurs and Mercury , and, 
namely, how they are made the more known and ufefull unto us by 
the Chymick Art, or the Art of Alchymie which the Chirurgions 
ought to be verfed in, and which in briefe is thus defined.

The definition if Alchymie. 

Alchymie is an Arc diflolving natural! congealed fubftances, and 
again congealing fubftances dilfolved, for the more gratefu 11,whole- 
fome, and fafe preparing of medicines for mans bodie. 

Secunda definitio. 

Alchjmixeft ars perficiendi magifierii (fi efientias pur as (fi mifias t fepa~ 
rate corpore extrahendi. 

A fecond definition thereof. 

Alchymie is an Arc which produceth magifteriall and eflentiall 
medicines from mixed bodies. 

The parts of Alchymie. 

The parts thereof by ancient Writers are accounted two, namely, ubrnkt. 

Encherix, 

Alchymix. 

Encherix is faid to be that part which performeth the operative 
parts of the Art. 

Alehy mix is tearmed the mixing and finifiiing part of the faid Sci¬ 
ence. 

Of the antiquitie, the firft inventers , and worthineffe of the ex¬ 
cellent Art of Alchymie. 

\ 

I T is recorded by ancient Writers that the firft in venter thereof was 
tubal Cain , fpoken ofin the holy Scriptures, who, as fome Writers 
fay, was called Vulcan , Is enim primus in metallurgy laborafie fenbitur. 

That he did firft of all men work in Metals* which is within the fcopc 
of Alchymie, and not the leaft part thereof. 

After him as Records witneiT t,Hermes alfo called 'JMercurius Trif- 
me^iflus, an ^Egyptian king, was a worthie Inventer or founder ot Al¬ 
chymie, being famous in lus dayes for the tranfmutation of metals, 
whereby certain inftramentall parts belonging to the hidden myftery 
of Alchymie bear their names, that is to fay, Vos Iiermctis, Pelircanus 
Her metis-, Sigillum Hermetic, (fic. This Hermes as is laid by Hufius an 
ancient writer lived king in ./Egypt about the yeer ofthe world 264.6. 
fo alfo in the learned Mefies works is mentioned Pill. Her mat. Hiera 
Hermetic , (fie. 

The Art of it felf is alfo called Ars Hermetic , and for the tranfmu¬ 
tation of metals that is alfo underftood with Gebrcus Mauritania to 
have proceeded from Hermes , the which in this work the Author in¬ 
tends not at all to handle,but onely of the inventers ofthis Art:fome 

writers fay, the Arabians, and others the Perfians, are thought to be 
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the firft that have prepared metals fit for medicines, and alfo have 
pradtifed the diftilling of Liquors: whence Avicen o fSanfano isfaid 
to have ftudied Alchymie, and he maketh mention of Sublimation 
aud precipitation. Alfo many otherJPrinces and Philolbphers moved 
thereunto no doubt deprafcientia Z)<?/,cfteemed thcmfelves exceed- 
iugly graced by the works they performed in that Art for the curing 
of many infirmities. 

Amongft which one of the moil famous and fo molt truly worthie 
was that excellent Philofopher for art and experience Philip pus iheo - 
fradus Bombajl, otherwile named Paracelfus , who defeended from a 
princely familie in high Germany, in the countrey or Province of 
Helvetia, commonly called Switherland ^ upon whofe monument to 
hisperpetuallfame is ingraven the verfes following. 

Divinus tali ejl Paracelfus in arte monarcha , 

Secula cui fimtlem nulla tulere virtwi . 

And whofe engraven Motto was: 

Alter ins non fit qui funs ejfe potefi. 

And Bazillim Valentinus feconded him, who having his lights from 
the former exceedingly beautified the Chymick Art, by compofing 
medicines of unlpeakable worth to future ages, farre exceeding their 
worthy predecenors as is manifeft ; for what companion can tnere be 
betwixt medicines made of vegetables, decoded, contunded or 
mixed how artificial foever,ifcompared with Elixers,QuintelTences, 
Tindtors, and like extracts of price, which are not onely dureable 
for many yeers without change, eafie and pleafant to be received into 
mans bodre in his greateft weaknefle, but alfo they excell all Galeni- 
fticallcompofitions for the eradicating inveterate maladies, as expe¬ 
rience more thenfufficientlymanifefteth. For example, fuppofea 
fweat provoking medicine were to be ufed of fourc, fix , or eight 
grains, being a Diaphoretick of gold, or fuppofe but of Sulphur in 
or with a fitting vehicle given, as, namely, in a little Mithridate, 
Conferve of Roles, that by caufing a gentle fweat would extinguiflia 
peftilentiall fever: were it not farre ealier for the fick to receive into 
his body then a deco&ion made offudorifick hearbes, as Carduus An¬ 
gelica, or Centaury with Mithridate and fyrups juftly compofed, as in 
that form is ufuall, or that an Extradl being a Catholicon purgm 
ten or fifteen grains whereof being extracted from a vegetable,which 
without any offenfive naufeous tafte, or bitternelle at all, doth 
work effectually to the defire of the Artift, fuppofe you it fhall not 
be as much to the reputation of the Artift, and to the content and 
profit of the patient, as ifhe had taken a dofe of Diaphenicon, or con- 
fectio Hamech , with the ufuall additaments of Dicodtons or fyrups 
thereunto as vehicles added. 

Or that a dole of a Panchiagagon of' 20 . grains be not farre more 
gratefull to afick ftomack, then an ounce of Dtacatholtcon de fucc. Ro- 
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far urn, Confecfio Hantech, or the like, it being daily manifeft that the 
very light oflarge doles of medicines, although good, are naufeous, 
and abhorred of the weak ftomack, yea that many Patients will en¬ 
dure the dileale rather then the medicine •, whereas on the contrarie 
true prepared Chymick medicines are not onely gratefull to be re¬ 
ceived into the body, but alfo; as is laid, farre excell the others in 
vertue and potent operation: and whereas the Chirurgion cannot 
at all times ad vile with the learned Phylitian, as fitting andmoftre- 
quilite he fhould in cafes ofphylick, where fuch may be had for the 
health of his patient, as namely, the Chirurgion being at Sea, and up¬ 
on long voiages, oratland in the Camp or countrey, where learned 
advice cannot readily be had, they have efpeciall realon if they be 
men provident to be furnifhed with fuch medicines as are finall of 
dole, and light of portage, being alfo fuch as do not putrifie, nor 
in one yeer change their accuftomed natures and vertues, no nor in 
any voiagehow long foever:all which Chymick medicaments dd 
well perform, yea though they be carried inlhipsand paflethe line 
more then once. 

Whereas few medicines made of vegetables that are in common 
pra&afe, though found from the Apothecaries fhops, will be found 
ferviceable upon juft occalion it they go but a fix moneths voyage, 
as daily experience Iheweth, and as the Reader may ealily conceive: 
wherefore then how needfull, precious, and how truly valuable fuch 
medicines be, let any indifferent perlbn judge y that being truly 
made, duely admimftred, and their dofes and ufes obferved and 
known. 


A further explanation of Ale hj mi e containing a divifon ofNatures 
whole works into three parts, viz. Animall, Vege¬ 
table, and Miner all. 

O S wild ns C rolli ns a learned writer, as alfo Segiiinus, and divers 
others with him of that fort do affirme that tot a natura inferior 
fub Sole in tres partes dividitur, viz. Animalia, Vegetabilia, & Minera- 
iia. The whole inferior work of Nature under the Sunne is divided 
into thefe three principles, viz. into Animall, Vegetable, and Mine- 
rail creatures. The animall creatures are tearmed or laid to be all 
whatfoever containeth life: the vegetable creatures aretearmed or 
meant to be all that which groweth. And under the minerall part is 
included all metals, ftones, minerals, and whatfoever it be that nei¬ 
ther vegetateth upon the upper face of the earth,not liveth. and from 
each ofthefe three, by learned Authors is taught, and by experience 
is found out, that there is again a threefold fubftance to be extra&ed, 
and perfectly to be made apparant in every of thefo creatures; and 
thele threefold fubftances are called Sal, Sulphur, and Mercury, and 
beginning with the laft firft, their further definitions follow,

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A brie ft definition ofCMercury. 

M Ercury is a liquid fubftance lower, or {harp, volatile, penetrable 
ayrie, and moll pure, from which all nouriflbment proceeded/ 
as alfoallfenfe, motion, ftrcngth,and colour, and the keeping back 
old age from man, chiefly next the divine operations of God relteth 
therein, and it agreeth well with the elements of aire and water , for 
to the former it is fubjedt upon every offered occafion to vanilh into 
the foft aire: to the latter, in that it is very difficultly contained in 
anyftraight or certain bound, but eafily in a vafte or wide capacitie 
Likewife there are that define Mercury to be a liquid fubftance, that 
is Eger, Porous, alwayes moveable, often mutable, and eafily pene¬ 
trable, and a body that is molt pure and heavenly, moft fubtile and 
ofa lively and fpirituall fubftance, being the food of life, and vet a 
fhape, that is alio moft mutable, concerning his feverall fhapes of all 
other creatures-, whereupon Phalopiu* tearmeth tMercury , Mtraculum 
naturAmundo, The miracle of Nature in the world. In which defini¬ 
tion, if the Reader may fuppofe I fpeak this of the vulgar Mercuric 
viz., guickfilver, and the wonderful! Imps of his produdion,he takes 
me off too fhort by figure. W herefore I here conclude the definition 
of Mercury , and paffe to Sulphur.

A briefe definition of Sulphur. 

S Vlphur by the ancient Writers is faid to be the balfam ofNature, 
it is fweet, oyly, and clammy, preferving the naturall heat of the 
bodic, being the inftru mental caufe of all ftrength of all increafingor 
generation of all tranfinutation, and the fountain and well-fpring of 
all fonts both fweet and ftinking: and it is compared unto fire, by rea- 
fonof the flame which it eafily gathers, as other gummy and oyly 
bodies do, and this one thing is proper to it, that it hath force of ma¬ 
king fit and conglutinating the greateft contraries. and Begmntu a 
famous late writer, giveth an example thereof: For, faith he, thou 
canft never make a fit clay with water and land, unleffe thou mingle 
Lyme orfome other conglutinating body with it, fo neither fleeting 
Mercury, nor fixed Sal, canbyaDymeanes be forced into one fub¬ 
ftance, and framed into one body,but by a band and fetter of Sulphur, 
which participates through the clammie and vifeous fubftance there¬ 
of with both the natures of Scl, and Mercury, and fo joyneth them 
into one, to wit, it maketh a true accord betwixt the dnneffe o fStl 
and the moiftnefle of c Mercury, by the thicknefle and vifcoufheffe of 
Sulphur\ and fo conjoyneth them both joyntly into one body- neither 
may this Sulphur be taken to be meerly brimftone, but rather which 
in truth it is,the fatty and combuftible parts of the body, or fubftance 
from which it is drawn, be it of what qualitic foever. 
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A briefe definition of Salt. 

CAlt hath a body that is drie, favourie, and bitter, defending both 
*pthe mixed and unmixed parts fromputrefa&ion - itexceedeth in 
the faculties of diflolving, and difeufling, coagulating, evacuating 
and feewring j and yet from ^4/t is all the vertue of the two laft reef * 
ted principles borrowed, with their taftes, and infinite other cxcell 
lent properties it hath,fo as the anologie of it anfwereth the earth 
not becaufe it is meerly cold and dry, for in truth Minerals generally 
have no certain temperaments, nor can be confined truly under the 
attributes,hot, cold, drie, or moift, for that a Minerall is an elemen 
tary body that is of it felf firme and fixed, and therefore lor his ope- 
ratire excellency is unfearchable, fpecifical 1, and incomprehenfible 
not to be limited or fubjugated to any one temperament, neither to

the Reader but a ftrange paradox, except by a plainer definition it be 

P a * uet l, as namely, whether that the Salt here mentioned is reallv 
Salt,fuchas is commonly ufed for faking meat, and alfo to declare 
t at Sulphur is really Brimftone, and that Mercury hath the name of 
Quickfilver generally: Unto all which I anfwer. They are • And vet 
as is laid, they are not meerly fo, for that as concerning Salt each 
creature hath his peculiar fait, and each peculiar his appropriate and 
diftei ent facultie and vertue. And here 1 delire to inform the youneer 
men that are Chirurgions, byway of digreffion, for their better 
knowledge in avoiding ot dangers, that they be exceeding cautulous 
and wane m the inward ufe of all Minerall medicines, whofc preoara 
tions they are n ° t truly verfed in, but chiefly of that great andwon- 
dcrfull Idoll Mercury, not in regard of the great good it daily doth by 
the judicious ufer thereof, for it is a gracious good thing. bht rathef 
Upeak mrefpearof the great hurt and mifehiefeit daily produceth 
by the abulive preparation and adminiftration thereof; but for as 
much as Mineral medicines have their due denominations according 
to thefeven Planers, ltwilinot be impertinent for the younger fort 
of Chirurgions that in briefe I write lomewhat of the feveh prime 
Metalsafenbed tothefeven Planets. ‘ ' r f

A/f An y °P the prime Authors of the Chymick Art have, and that 
not unfitly, aferibed the feven principle Metals unto the feven 
Planets, as namely, they have aferibed Gold unto Sol, Silver to Luna 
Copper to Venus, Iron to Mars , Tynne to fupttcr, CMercurs to Quick! 
Iilver, and Saturne to lead, arid have nominated them accordingly- 
and fo in the generaH explanations of all the learned Chymifts they 
ftand to this day known by the aforefaid attributes. The ancient Phi- 
lofopher^ Chymifts alio have aferibed to eachof thefe /evenMetals 
or rather to the medicines made of them, a certain fpecificall or

more peculiar operative power, orfacultic in the curing of thedif- 
eafes of l'ome one part of mans body more then of another, and 
namely, unto Sol or Gold and his medicine, isafcribed a fpecificall 
facultie or hidden vertue, more excjuifite in the cures of thedifeafes 
of the heart, unto Luna or Silver, the cures of the infirmities of the 
head, and chiefely of thebraine are afcribed* and to Jupiter or Tin, 
is referred the helpeof the difeafesof the Lungs* unto Mercury, or 
Quick-lilver, is afcribed an efpeciall priviledge in the cures of the 
difeafesof the Liver* unto Saturnc or Lead, is appointed the healing 
of the infirmities ofthe Spleen* Mars or Iron, is faid to cure the griefs 
of the Kidneys beft, and unto Venus or Copper, is left toheale the 
defeats of the Genitalis, and this is not onely fo efteemed, butalfo 
pradlifed accordingly, and that by Authoritie of many famous Wri¬ 
ters ratified, as of Iofepbua J$uercitansM, Tho : Mujfetus, lucobut Smn- 
glerns, and very many other worthy Authors in that Art, the number 
of which it would be tedious to repeat, in regard that all and each of 
thefe Minerals have their feverall medicines proceeding, or made 
out of them, which although they all doe not alwaies beare the pro¬ 
per name of the Originall Metall from whence they proceed, yet 
in feme fort they doe, and namely, from Sol or Gold proceedeth, 
Lltxer vita, Aurum Potabile, Aurum Tinclura.

And yet to all thefe apparantly in ufe may be added divers waters, 
oyles, liquors, dec. proceeding from this wonder bf nature. Mercury 5 
and yet neverthelefle there is lcarce one of thefe medicines,but may 
be reduced or turned againe in his prtma Subjlantia, that is to lay,thofe 
that are really of Argentum vivum into plaiue Quick-filver,in defpite 
of the old wife that killed it with farting fpittle; And Sinabrinm is a 
Dog of the fame Mercuriall kinde, being made of Brimftone and 
Quick-lilver fublimed together, and therefore a Coarfe and farre 
more dangerous medicine then the medicines of meere Quick-filver 
inmyapprehenfion, for by the onely once fubliming thereof with? 
Sulphur it begetteth a Corrofive or venemousqualitie, as all experi¬ 
enced Artifts well know Mcrcunusfubltmate doth, & that a fierce one: 
therefore though fbmehave counfelled to themfelves, thatfuppo- 
fed fate but molt pernitious medicine, that they have found aS a rait 
deviled fecret by the mutation of Mercury into Sinabrinm , lettherri 
know, be they old or young Artifts,that it is adivellilh,dead!y,coarfc 
medicine, no way fafe nor fitting to enter in , ortbbeput intomans 
body. 1 feare I may trouble your patience in dwelling too long upon 
this f'alfe fellow Mercury, whom fully to difeover with all his miracu¬ 
lous effeefts , efpeciallyif Ifhould unfold all his'perfidious elufions 
and treacheries againft thepoorc patients that are under his domi¬ 
nion , that onely fubjed: would fill a large volume, and yet I muft 
everconfefle, as I have laid elfewhere, 1 have found him my good 
friend many times at a pinch; yet let no Artift that truly feareth God 
be too bold with him: tor that Mercury (under the Role be it fpoken ) 
is 3 cruell man-flayer, and hath wounded, defamed, yea, and mur- 
theredthoufands in corners, yea and doth play the devill daily both 
in Citie and countrey ; and that under a vizard of vertue, yea and 
iometimes under the Rofe doth it Cum pnvilegio Magi fir alts , upon 
whole guiltlefle corps fb transferred into Abrahams bofbme no earth¬ 
ly jury pafleth. For it is then too late to call tominde whether Art 
or Nature were too blame, or by which the errour proceeded: for, 
under favour be it fpoken, fometimes it i$ caft upon the knave Mer¬ 
cury, which then he ever retorts it upon the Impofor • and he the Irrt- 
poftor, like a Jugler, blames poore Venus with the caufe,but how true 
God knoweth • yet (he, pretty poore fhamefaft foule, being amazed 
and abafhed, knowing her felf to beafinner, yet conceiving it un¬ 
merciful l

mercifullthat her fweet lover and friend fhoulddie by the cruel! 
hand of a murthcrer Mercury, for a little fweet pleafure ; !he hath no 
wit to lay it where truly it fhould be, but plead Ignoramus, conceiving 
yet dares not fay that lome of the greater Planets, as Sol, or Luna, by 
their gliddering fliews wrought with fome body that perhaps igno¬ 
rantly put that Idoll Mercury by Vulcans means, to play the Dragon. 
And fo no more ol that, Fcelix cjuemfacmnt altena pericula cautum,frc. 
leaving fuggeftions, and conceits, and may be’s. 

We will again to our intended fcope, namely, to fpeak of better 
things, concerning the fecrets of the Art, and leaving the erroursof 
Impoftors with all their bafe and dangerous elufionsand abufes.and 
proceed to the information of the well difpofed younger Artifts.And 
in this place confidei ing that Mercury is appointed and appropriated 
as formerly is exprefled, to the cure of the difeafes of the Liver. I 
cannot but put the Reader innundeto admire the exceeding deep 
wifedomeol that molt prudent King Solomon, as appeareth in the 
Provubs, in his description ol the whorifh woman, who alter his let 
ting forth of her dangerous wiles and cunning enticements for the 
mtrappingof the foohfh young man, he thus concludes: The young 
man goeth after her as an Ox to the daughter, or as a foole to the 
flocks, till a dart ftnke through his liver. or as a bird hafteth to the 
fnare, not knowing it is for his life; and concludes, her houfe is the 
way to hell, going down to the chambers of death. In which atm- 
butes oi Mercury, asaforcfaid, to the healing the Liver, it feemes to 
me Mercury is as it were by God and Natures appointment prefigured 
and enjoyned lor the healing ol thefoolifh young man that had the 
dart ftrucken through his Liver-, for I am confident that dart was by 

Solomon meant the cotagious difeafe of the French pox,which by con* 
velcomaclu the poor fool gained byhis folly from the whonlh woman: 
lor that the learned and expert Artift, not onelv by the DuJfeand the 
urine, but by the complaint of the Patient, yea and by Ins very coun- 
tenance may gather his difeafe, and that Solomons Dart hath ftricken 
hisXi ver.even with the pox.For in the perfect cure whef oT.the'lheS 
is firft.tobe verified, lor the which workl had almoft faid Mercury is 
beyond companfon, lfhe bewellguided by the experienced Artift: 
Lut it otlid wife. Mercury is a Dragou who for healing and killing hath 
no fellow, as 1 formerly have denoted more then once. And whereas 
it is vulgarly alledged that Cfaymick medicines prepared of Minerals, 
aud namely of Mercury,gXe dangerous and deadly, it is. not denyed 
but that they arelo, ll that by ait (purum abtmpuro) the purefrom the 
impuie be not leparated but this advantage the true Chymift faith 
he hath, that in the preparing of his medicines he can take the pure 
from the impure. Whereaseven by the books o { Hippocrates, Galen, 
Biafcortdes, and very many of the molt reverend ancient Writers it 
is Anti dour turn M trjpitum, and many other works 

and difpenfatories which teft.fie that they themfelves have not at all, 

T ^ C ° n Parat , e t UrHm * b ^ro,but have made and 

admmiftred many Mmerall medicines being of crude and unpurified 

fubftances, 
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fubftances amongft the reft. Rondeletius ufed to give crude Mercury 
in pils to robuft bodies to kill wormes, and for the pox rand Crate a 
famous PhyficiantothreeEmperours,isfaidto have ufed to admi¬ 
nister Zimbnum for the giddineffe of the head. Iuhus Alexandnnus, 
Matthiolm and Gefnems, thefe all ufed to give crude Copperas ill 
Fluxes, as witneffe and Falopius ufed crude filings of Iron 

in menltruous obftru&ions, alio in the Jaundife • and crude Sulphur 
in the affe&s of the Lungs.The premifes therefore confidered, judge 
then it the true prepared Chymick medicines given with judgement 
be not farre more noble and worthy in themfelves then theyafore- 
faid,aud the rather to be embraced, inthatitisdailymanifelt, that 
the Galenifticall preparations of vegetable medicaments fail much 
in their aferibed or preferibed vertues, efpecially with our Sea Chi- 
rurgions, as is laid in forraigne parts, to the danger, yea, and to the 
Ioffe of many their patients-,yet not in the leaft excufing of the abufes 
by falfe prepared Chymick medicines,and the harm they produce by 
their unskilfull preparations, and the abfurd adminiftration of them, 
alluding whereunto divers worthy and famous Writers have menti¬ 
oned caveats, and namely, Laurentius Hof manes, a learned Germane 
Chymift in his book entituled De vero ufu & fero abttfu tnedicamento- 
rum Ch) mi corum . he ufeth thefe words following as an inftance of the 
danger of a falfe Chymick medicine. 

A falfe Chymick medicine prepared unduely, and fo given (faith dnHijlnf. 
he) may not unfitly be compared to certain dangerous fubtill Rats in 
India, which by nature doe watch the Crocodile of thofe parts, which 
ufually fleepe with his mouth wide open, and thefe Rats being 
fmooth and foft in their entrance, doe not awake the poore Crocodile 
at all, but goe in at his mouth very fmoothly, and eafily without trou¬ 
bling him by tafte, touch, or fmell • yet nevetthelefle, after they are 
gdt quietly into his bowels, forthwith they with their divellifh fharpe 
lmall teeth, begin to bite the poore Crocodile, and in a fraall time they 
doe fo corrode his entrals, that they make their owne way out at 
f their pleafure, by the killing the poore creature, and that if not im¬ 
mediately, yetbya languifhing deadly difeafe, they performe their 
divellifh end by perforating hisentrals, and fo that improvident crea.- 
ture dyeth. 

The occafion of the aforefaid Author, his alledging this compiri- 
jfon, proceeded by reafonfuch an Indian Rat, or rather in truth by a 
falfe Min erall medicine put into the body of a Brother of his, as he 
affirmed,which very fmoothly went in at his mouth, but within afhort 
time had cruelly effeded the killing of the partie. Alfoto the fame 
purpofe, on q Fore ft us of Paris a learned Writer affirmeth upon his 
knowledge,that thoufands ctfpeople in that citie,have dyed by taking 
of dangerous, and not well prepared Minerall and for the molt part 
Mercuriall medicines, and one Crate an ancient Writer alfo affirmeth, 
that tie kept a note of above eightieperfons, which to his knowledge 
had been tilled abfolutely in oneyeare in the Citie where he-dwelr, 
byonelmpoftor, and that by theonely giving of Turbith Mineral!., 
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and yet of thefe but very few, but become or feemedfor a moneth or 
two, to have been well cured of their difeafes, and yet afterafmall 
time they languilhed away and dyed, fome of confumptions, o- 
thers of more fearefull accidents by that mofl peftiferous Indian Rat, 
be it for Sal, Sulphur , or Mercury, unduly prepared. 

And Cardanus t an ancient worthy Writer, reporteth of a woman 
fometime his Patient, who dying of a vehement paine in her head, 
after the receiving of divers Mercuriall medicines,which beingdead- 
himfelfe tooke out $ij. of crude Mercury, from within her fcull. 

And he alfo relateth of another, who after a Mercuriall undiion ta¬ 
ken , vomited up Argentum vivum indrops at the mouth and dyed 
thereof, and my felfe mSamtBartbolomcws Hofpitall having been 
there a Chirurgion 23 years, have obferved very many, to have mofl: 

E itifully been abufed that way by Emperickes foolifh, women, and by 
afe Impoftors who after in fhort time have dyed by bad Chymicke 
medicines. 

It is reported of Cardanus , that in his time he would fay, he was 
confident, that if he might have for every man, woman, and childe, 
that precipitate had killed, the value of one (hilling, he fhould be 
richer then any living man, in the Citie where he lived. 

And Andreas Libavius, doth report of acertaineMedicafterof his 
time, which gave his Patient two pils of Mercury , of the firft he fell 
into an Appoplexy, and of the fecond into a Lethargie, audio dyed 
immediately. 

He alfo fpeaketh of another, who had the winde Collicke, unto 
whom a Barber gave three Mercuriall pils, who purged thereby con¬ 
tinually untill he dyed. 

Alfo Adurpita , a Phyfitian of Straufburge reports of another Phyfiti- 
an dwelling in Straub urge in upper Germany not farre dilfant from 

him, who in one yeare was knowne to have killed 80 Patients, which 
had been under his Cure, by theufe of Mercuriall medicines. 

Ailb of medicines of Antimony evill prepared, and worle taken; 
infinite many have ended their dayes untimely: and here I cannot o- 
mit to deplore the unchriftian audacious boldnelfe of the wicked 
Importers in thefe dayes, who without any feare of God,or compani¬ 
on to mankinde, doe rafhly rufhupon the cure of any infirmitie (how 
incurable loever) promifing cure, taking money in hand, and thereby 
engaging themlelves to the Patients to cure them 5 but yet when 
with the belt ordinary meanes they know, they have not elfeded 
their defires, I will judge charitably fo farre, but then they boldly 
proceed further, and put the Indian Rat to worke, which as aforefaid, 
goeth fmoothly downe into the ftomack, but when it is in, then it be¬ 
gins to fhew what houfe it came of. 

Now a word or two touching the true preparing ofexellent medi¬ 
cines by this arte wherein I admonilh all men who have not conveni¬ 
ence, I meane a convenient houfe and roome convenient for the 
worke with learning, Iudgement, Leifure, wealth and other addita- 
ments fitting 5 as alfo an able body and afpirit to goc through there¬ 
with

with that he or they refraine from the preparing of minerall medi¬ 
cines as alio from their vapors for avoiding the burtheningof 
his ioule with the guiltines ofbloud.yea and perhaps ofhis owne bloud 
by evill vapors proceeding from Mineralls in their preparations, but 
for the man that is fitly qualified let him in the name of God* goe 
on, the worke is good,unto which to encourage him I intend to fhew 
the producing of Sal, Sulphur et Mercury from Animal!, vegetable 
and Minerall creatures byamoft plaine and true Arte and that at 
eafy rates. 

The way to draw Sal, Sulphur and Murcury 
from an animall parte. 

^•Cranium hommis altcuiut lufiipcate jxij. (more or Lefle) rafpe it final!, 
put it into an Alembicke of glafle well luted S. A. with a receiuer 
loyned thereunto* place it in Arena (vtmos eft) diftill it firft, lento 
igne, and there will be found in the receiver a pure water for the firft 
which by Artifts is called the flegma or mercuriall part thereof, 
which when by a gentle diftilling no more wilbe had change the re¬ 
ceiver and increafe the fire, and a fatty Oyle which the Artifts tearme 
the Sulphur thereof will appeare $ and when by fire no more fatnefle 
will come over, all things being firft cold of themfelves, take out 
thatwhichisinthebottomeof theftill, I meane the feces •, and cal¬ 
cine them, and after inbibe and filtrate them, and having cleanfed the 
fait thereof, evaporate the humiditie, orflegme therefrom, S. A. in 
Balnea, and you (hall finde in fundo a perfed fait, then redifie the Mer¬ 
curiall and Sulphurous parts, each perfe and put all the three medi-- 
tines fo purified together, and you have ready a perfed; good medi¬ 
cine for the Epilepfta , and divers other infirmities: & by this infallablc 
rule, you may make true and perfed: medicines from any mem¬ 
bers or parts of an Animall creature, either of the fle(h,the bloud, or 
bones thereof. But if you faile in your Att, and namely, in the Arti¬ 
ficial! proceeding, in the aforefaid proceffe, then blame not him that 
fheweth you a plaine way, but begin againe, and beware amongft the 
reft, of thatmifery which commonly attend the poore Alchymift, 
namely, that his glafle breakes, left you loofe the firft labour and be 
to begin anew. 

The way to draw Sal, Sulphur, and Mercury , 
from a Vegetable fubftance. 

*k. Lignum Guaicum made into grofle powder,or fmall chips, three 

f iounds or thereabouts (more or lefle) put it into a retort of glafle, 
ikewife well Luted place it, S.A. in a furnace in Arena, thenaddea 
fitting receiver of glafle, likewife well Luted to it as aforefaid, let it 
have a gentle fire, for fome eight or ten houres, in which time an o- 
doriferous cleare flegma, or water will come over,bcing the moft vo¬ 
latile part of thatfubjed, which by Artifts is tearmed the Mercuriall 
part: thereof* which being come of, change the receiver, and increafe 
the fire, and a fattie oyle will appeare and come over, being wholly 

O o combuftible.

combuftible , which is the Sulphurous part thereof, all which being 
drawne of, and. the furnace and all being cold, take out the feces and 
calcine them a little, then put faire warme water thereto, and extra# 
the fait per filtrum , the which fait water being purified, filtrated and e- 
vaporated, you fhall have inf undo a perfect white fait, and if you then 
pleale toredtific the Mercuriall, and the Sulphurous parts, each^r fe, 
and joyne them all three together, you have a true good medicine in 
the cure of CMorbtts Galltcus } and divers other dileafcs. 


An example to take Sal, Sulphur e , and Mercury , from aMinerall 
Body, and namely, from Salt it felfe, which may per¬ 
haps feeme ftrange,though true. 

r. Sal , Communis , fixe pound more or leffe,the ftronger the fait be 
the better, put it into an earthen pot made to endure ftrong fire, 
and let it have a narrow mouth, and be incapacitie three quarts, or 
more, putin the fait, and put a receiver 5 . A . thereto, Lute them 
both together, place that in a ftrong reverberating Furnace, and put 
fire thereunder, firft gently untill all the Mercuriall, volatile,and fub- 
tile parts thereof be drawne over, which done, change the receiver, 
and increafe the fire gradatim to the fourth degree as the Artifts 
tearme it, but by order paalatim ,and you fhall draw over a ftrong oyle, 
fattie in feeling, and forceable and fierce in operation, which is able 
to difiblve and open the pureft, and molt principle Minerall, even Sol 
dr gold it felfe to make it potable, and after all the aforefaid ftrong 
fpirits be drawne forth that will be forced out by the ftrength of the 
fire, withdraw or decline the fire, and all being cold, gather your firft 
liquor by it felfe, then the fpirit,or rather the oleum falls into a fecond 
glaffe by it felfe, the which is a molt excellent medicine, and in the 
bottome of the earthen Inftrument, you fhall finde the true fait; of 
fait though but light in fubftance, and fmail in quantitie, which ha¬ 
ving each part: then if you pleafe to make ufe of thefe medicines, 
each perfc not joyned •, for fo it is the better, for that each of thefe 
particulars have different vertues in the Art of healing as experience 
will teach. And amongft the reft the fpirit of Salt, willdif- 
folve Gold to make it potable, it is alio fingular 
in Fevers, for the quenching of thirft, 
and refrefhing the fpirits , and 
for the curing of many 

otherdileafes. v *'°

hbat'iim is the abflra&ion of duft moths , gret, 
adhering to a thing with an Hares foot, feather, 
father, knife, or thp like. 

Ablution is exaltation, cleanfing unclean things 
by often infufion, reducing them to puritie. 

Alcolifmus is an operation by calcination, ribel. 
lation, and other mearies, which reduceth a mat¬ 
ter into Alcool, the fineft powder that is. 

Amalgamation is the putting together, folution, Or calcination of 
familiar metals, by Argentum vivum^c. 

Aromattz,ation is an artificiall manner of preparation, whereby me¬ 
dicaments are made more fuaveolent and odoriferous for the oble- 
dbation and ftrength of the palate, and vitall facultie. 

Attrition is a certaine manner of preparation, like grinding on a 
convenient ftone with fotne humiditie, whereby Lapis ludaicus , Colly- 
ria, and the like are prepared. 

Buccellatio is dividing into gobbets, or by peece-meale. 

Calcination is folution of bodies into Calx or Alcool, by defecati¬ 
on of the native humiditie, by reverberate Ignition, by Amalgama¬ 
tion, by Aqua fortis , the fpirit of fait vitrioll, Sulphur, or the like. 

Calf action is a certaine manner of preparing fimpleand compound 
medicaments, not by boyling or burning, but by the moderate heat 
of theSunne, fir e,fimus equinus,vel ejus vicarius. 

Cementation is gradation by cementing. 

Cementum is a minerall matter like lute, and penetrating, where¬ 
with metals fpred over are reverberated to cement. 

Ceratio is the mollification of an hard thing, untill it be like waxe 
at the fire. 

Cmefaction is ignition converting Vegetables and Animals by a ve¬ 
ry vehement heat into Cineres , 

Circulation is the exaltation of pure liquor, as fpirit of Wine by

circular folution,and coagulation in a Pelican,a moderate heat force- 
ing it. 

Clarification is the expurgation of fordid grofle matter from liquid 
medicaments. 

Coadunation ( fometimes termed by the name of a more excellent 
fpecies. Coagulation) is a perfect and skilfull working, whereby difa- 
greeing things are united. 

Coagmentation like to gIutination,is by liquate things,on which dif- 
folving powders are caft, and afterwards are made concrete by laying 
them in a cold place,or by evaporating their humiditie. 

Coagulation is the coaCtion of things agreeing in nature from a thin * 
and a fluid confiftence into a folid mafle, by the privation of moi* 
fture. 

Cod ion is the alteration or commutation ofa thing to be boyled. 

Cobobation is frequent abftrattion of liquor oftentimes affuled up¬ 
on a dead head or dne feces by di (filiation. 

Colation is the tranfmiflion of that which is humidthorowaftrai- 
ner, that the liquor may be had feparated from the dryer fub* 
itance. 

Colliquation , or Colhquefaction, is the Conjunction of many fufils of 
liquables to make one compound by eliquation on the fire. 

Coloration is, whereby the perfeCt colour of gold, filver, Philofo- 
phersLead, &c. obfeured by any fiilphurious vapour, is renovated 
and illuffrated by maceration, frequent ablution, in fharpe liquor as 
Salt, Argal, fpirit of wine, winevineger, or by an acute pafte laid on 
the laid metals. 

Combufiion is ignition, converting bodies by burning them into 


Calx. 

Comminution is the reducing of any matter into fiich fine powder 
by dilution, Alteration, exiccation , 1 contufion calcination, cri- 
bration, or any other meanes, that no roughnefle of corpulency be 
felt, as Alcool. 

Complexion is the nature of a part hot, cold, moyft, or drie. 

Compofition is the coadunation of divers things. 

Concretion is divaporation of humiditie in fluid things, by gentle 
decoCtion on fire. 

Confrittion is a certaine light Attrition, by which pulverablc things, 
with the rubbing of the fingers, or a more lolid body, are quickly le* 
vigated,as CeruJJ'a Amjtum, &c. -.o 

Confufion is properly a mixture of foch liquid things as are fluid, 
and ofone and the fame nature(as of divers waters bythemfelvesjand 
fo of oyles:) liquid things (as waxe, rofinipitdh,&Ct ) may likewifo be 
confuted, but by Eliquation. ' - • 

Congelation is often performed by a precedent decoCtion of things 
to a certaine height or juft confiftence 1 ; which after fet into a Cel¬ 
lar or cold place, doe congeale into a tranfparent fubftance, not 
unlike ice, as is leene in the makingof Copperas, Salt-peeter, or

Conglutination is the ferrumination or companion of metals, jew¬ 
els, glafles, &c. by gummes,glue, whites of egges, and the like, the 
nature of the conglutinated remaining. 

Contufion is the beating of grofle bodies into fmaller or very fubtill 
parts. 

_ Corroften is calcination, reducing things coagulated, by the corro¬ 
ding fpirits of fait, fulphur, wine-vineger diddled, Aqua fort is c.in- 

to Calx. 

Cnbration is the preparation of medicaments by a five or fearce. 

Deliquation is a preparation of things by melting on the fire. 

Deliquitm is the liquation of a concrete (as fait, powder ca'cined, 
&c. fet in an humid and frigid place (externall humiditie, refolving 
the ficcitie) that it flow, having a watery torme, asisapparantin the 
preparation of fait of Tartar. 

X>f (ccnfion is when the cflentialljuyce diflolvcd from the matter to 
be diddled, is fiibdudted and doth detcend. 

Defrunwion is when fpume or froth floating on the top, is taken a- 
ivay with afpoone, feather, or by eolation. 

Diflillation \ s, whereby an effence is extracted in the forme of li¬ 
quor, and being coagulated , is carried by the JlilLcidium tranflated 
cut of the yeffell of the matter, into the excipulium fublocated. 

DtfRation is >t when through heat, fpirits arifing, arc with a kinde 
of folles blowneinto the adverfe camera, and there are found coa¬ 
gulated. 

Digejltonxs fimple maturation, whereby things unconcodted inar- 
tificiall digeftory heat (as food by a uaturall heat in the ftomacke) is 
digededi- / . 

Difjolution is a preparation of medienmeuts fimple, and compoun- 
d^d.by feme convenient Uumiditie to a certaine confidence. 

ptjlr action is a certfiine diyulfion or difunition of divers things be¬ 
fore united and agreeing together ( no refpeCt of one exiftiug or 
comprehended in an other had ) every one remaining in its owne 
nature. ' ' . 

Divaporation is exlialation by fire of vapour, remaining in liquid 
fubftances, till all aquofitie be confumed, or in more drie but fumed 
by torrefaCtion. 

t Dulcideation is the correction of minerall medicaments by abluti¬ 
ons, and the like. • ; 

Duration is either when things mollified at the fire are fet in a cold 
place to harden: or by boiling to an high confidence or admixtion 
of dry powder with them, doe waxe hard. 

Elaboration is a manual! operation, whereby we extradfc from a fub- 
dance the mod excellent matter, the ignoble parts remooved. 

Election is of fimple s according to time and ieafon wherein they are 
gathered, aud according tpthprqgion wherein they grow, thatfothe 
pelt may be had ,& their vigor appear in ufe according to expectation 
a. - . Elevation is fubtiliation, when fpirituall parts from the corporall, 
fubtill from the grofle, the not fixt from the fixed, like Imoake 
. t by 
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by the force of fire are elevated, and adhering to the cold concaves 
of the Alembecke, doe thicken and convert into water. 

Elixation is coition in humido by a moderate heat. 

Elation is the preparation of common Bole, Talcum, Crocus Mart is s 
Terra Lemnia,8cc. by pulverization, calcination, lotion; &c. 

Evaporation , See Divaporation. 

Exaltation is an operation, whereby a medicament changed in his 
affedions by gentle difiblution, is produced to an higher dignitieof 
fubftancc and vertue, and a greater degree of puritie. 

Exhalation is when the fpirit of any matter lolid, or in powder (be¬ 
ing put into a platter, or any other convenient veflell fet on coales) is 
elevated through heat, and vanifheth into the aire. 

Exprefsion is extraction by a preffe, wherein hearbes, amigdaleSj 
&c. comprefled, powrefoorth theirfubftances (asjuycesandoylej 
in a liquid forme. 

Extinction is the fuffocation ofa matter fiery and hot into fome hu- 
miditie. 

Extraction is a fegregation of an eflence from a corporeous concre¬ 
tion, by digeftion in Balneo, his feces left in fundo, as Rhabarbarum in 
fpirit of Wine infufed,manifefteth. 

Fermentation! s the exaltation of amafliefubftance,bytheadmifli- 
onof Fermenttm , which doth penetrate it wholly (his vertue diftri- 
buted by a fpirit) and inverteth it into his owne nature. 

Ferrnmination is the joyning together of a fradure in one and the 
lame Metall, or of divers Metals, by aMinerall flux. 

Filteration called percolation , by Filtrum a Chymicall columis 
fubdudion of thin aquofitie in humid tilings, the thicke and oyly fub¬ 
ftances refitting. 

Fijjion, fee Section, 

Ftxationisthe afluefadion of volatilland lpirituall bodies to fire 
by calcination, gentle and continuall decodion, frequent fublimati- 
on, folution, and coagulation often iterated, or by addition ofa mat¬ 
ter fixed, that fo they may endure fire and not flie away. 

Fraction is the breaking offome matter with ones hand, or with an 
inftrument. 

Frtxion is the preparation offome medicaments, with oy!e,butter, 
wine, vineger, &c. in a convenient veflell, for the correcting of bad 
qualities in them. 

Fulmination , derived of fulmen a Latin word, fignifying fire brea¬ 
king out of the clouds, cauiingafuddenlight great and bright, is a 
metallicall gradation, with excodion to an abfolute perfedionin Ci~ 
nerition, whofe puritie is declared by an effulgent fplendor. 

Fumigation is calcination of metals,by the lharpe corroding vapour 
of Mercury, Philosophers Lead, Sec. boyling in a crucible, the metals 
cut into plates, ana either laid over the Orifiaurn of the crucible, or 
hanged over the fume. 

Fufion is liquation by heat violent or moderate, for thefeparation 
of the pure from the impure. 

kr 3 , Gradation 
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Gradation is an exaltation of Metals in the degree of affedtion?, 
whereby waight, colour, and conftancy they are brought to an excel¬ 
lent meafure, butthefubftance unaltered: foGold is rubified, fixed, 
and purified. 

Gramlation^ro^ev to Metals, byinfufion on fire, andeffufion into 
water is their comminution into granula 4 or very fmall drops like Gra- 
na Paradtfi. 

numeration, fee Irrigations 

Ignition is calcination, the fire reducing Violent bodies into Calx. 

llltquation is the commiftion of terrene bodies with Metalline (as 
of Lapit cadmia with cuprum ) but fo as each retaines his ownefub- 
ftance. 

Imbibition , a Philofophicall operation is ablution, when liquor 
adjoyned to a body is elevated, and not finding vent, doth fall 
backe upon the fame, and often wafheth it with Humedfations, fo 
long as it being coagulated,can no more afeend, but remaineth whol¬ 
ly fixt. 

Jmbutien, fee Infufion and maceration. 

Inceration is the mixture of humiditie with that which is dry, by a 
gentle and not hafty combibition to the confiftence of mollified wax. 

Incineration , fee CinefaCtion. 

Incorporation is a hidden addition of fo much humiditie to exiccate 
matters as is required in the true confiftence of a mixt body, paft, or 
a maffe. 

In fufion is the preparation of medicaments, cut or bruifed in fome 
humiditie convenient for the purpofe,a leffer or longer time,whether 
it be an houre, one day or many, a weeke or a monetb,&c. 

Inbumattonis the fettingof two pots (the head of the uppermoft 
being very well covered and luted, with his bottome boaredfiillof 
little pin-holes, and fure fattened to that which is underneath in the 
ground, and burying them with earth to a certaine depth, having a 
circular fire made for diftillatory tranfudation per defeenfum. 

Inflation is the preparation of fimple or compound things by the 
heate of Sunne in the Summer,or a gentle fire in the Wmter,or in Bal- 
neo, or in fimo equino. 

Irrigation not much unlike immerfion is an afperfion of humiditie 
upon things that are to be diffolved, that fo they may the more eafily 
deliquate. 

Lev igationis the reduction of any hard and ponderous matter by 
comminution,and diligent contufion into fine powder,like Alcool. 

Limation proper to Metals fas Steele, Iron, BrafTe, Lead, 8cc.) is a 
preparation with a file,whereby they yeeld duft for divers ufes. 

Liquation is when as that which (hall be made into one body, is dif¬ 
folved, that it can flow abroad like waves. 

Liquefaction is the diffolutiou of a Minerall body, by the force of a 
very gentle fire. 
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Ltlim it a preparation of medicament j by water, or fome other li¬ 
quor to remove home evill and hurtfcll thing, and to procure fome 
good and profitable qualitie in them. 

Lutatton right worthy the name of Sapientia , is a medicine thin or 
thicke according to the heat and continuance of the fire whi h 
ftoppeth moft exadfcly the onfcitm of the vefTell , that no vapour 
paffe out. 1 

Maceration is preparation of things not unlike to Humectation in the 
manner of working, but in time, for fome are infufed three foure or 
moe moneths, and fome a fhorter fpace. * * 

Maturation is exaltation of afubftance, rude and crude to that 
which is mature and perfeft. 

OMiftt on isfuch a compofition of bodies, as inceration, incorpora¬ 
tion, colliquation, and contufion doe declare. 

Mollition is the beginning of liquation , yet fome things are molli¬ 
fied (as cornu cerui , Corrall, Ivory, Ucgula?, &c. j which cannot 
liquate. 

Multiple at ton by projection, is of a body amalgamated from 7. to 
10. from 10. to yo. from ^o. to an 100. &c. according to the force and 
quantitie of the tindture. 

Mundificatton is the purgation of any matter by few or many op era- 
tions from that which is fordid and vicious, that onely the molt ex¬ 
cellent may be admitted to theworke in hand. 

Nutrition is the parmiftion of humiditie by little and little, for the 
alteration of the qualitie of the medicament. 

Precipitation is when bodies corroded by Aqua fort is, or Aqua Regia, 
and diffolved into water,Salt Armoniacke or Mercury call upon them* 
either by the abftradion of the corroding vapour, are reverberated 
into Calx, they are made perfect medicines. 

Probation is the examination of any matter, whereby we difeerne 
what is excellent and perfect, and what corrupt. 

Projection is an exaltation chiefelyin Metals, by a medicine caft 
upon them, which will fuddenly penetrate and transfigurate them, 
giving them another tindfcure. 

Protect ation is extraction by attenuation of fubtill parts, fo that by 
the inclination of their ratified nature, they may be altrcd from the 
more groffe parts. 

Purgation like to feparation , is the clarification of impure liquor, 
having a thicke fedemeut and fpume by deco&ion. 

Putrt faction is the refolution of amixtbodyby a naturallputritude 
in calido hunndo, or [into equine, &c. whereby it may be made more ex¬ 
cellent. 

Quart ation is the feparation of Gold and Silver mixt together, by 
foure unequall parts. 

Quanta effentta is an abfolute, pure and well-digefted medicine 
drawn from any fubftance,either animall,vegetable,or minerall. 

Rafion is the feraping or paring of a thing, either for expurgation of 
that which is unprofitable, or for eafier pulverization. 




Reduction 
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Reduction common to many operations doth reftore a thing chan, 
ged to his former eftate and condition. 

Repurgation is, whereby metals and other fubftances are purged 
from fuperfluities of another nature, adhering to them. 

Ref,olutton (the way to molt excellent operations of Alchymie, cau- 
fing both elements and coeleftiall eflences to feparate from their ele- 
mentarie compolition) of things commixt, is when the part one with 
another. 

Refiinction is a gradation, whereby metals or the like, candified by 
fire,are reftinguifhed in liquor of exaltation, and thereby made more 
noble, by how much a more excellent tinCture and glofle is let upon 
them. 

Reverberation is ignition reducing bodies (the fire quick reverbe¬ 
rating and reflecting ) into a very fubtill Calx. 

S eft ion is the cutting of things great intolefler parts, forthepre- 
fent occafion. 

Segregation is the folution of that which was whole and perfeCt in¬ 
to parts dividedjW'hichflow not together as colliquables diflolved. 

Sepamion is, whereby parts di (traded are feparated every one alike 
having his (overall being in himfelfe. 

Stccation is the drying up ofexcrementall humiditie in bodies, be¬ 
fore the fire,Sunne,in the fhade,or the like convenient place. 

Solution , aprincipall part of Chymicall pradice, whereby the in¬ 
corporation of things coagulated, is diflolved and attenuated. 

Subduttion is an abftradion of juyees, oyles, and other liquid mat¬ 
ters downeward by percolation,filteration, and the like. 

Sublimation is when that which is extracted is driven to the fublimc 
part of the veflell, and there fubfifteth, or when as betweenethat 
which is fublimed,and the dead head an aery (pace doth intercede. 

Subtiliation is diflolution, feparating the fubtill parts from the 
grofle. 

Stratification, or firatum fuperflratitm well knowne to Chymills, and 
ufed in cementation, is ftrewing of corroding powder,or the like,up¬ 
on plates of metall by courfe. 

Torrefaction like ficcation,but more violent,is an operation drying, 
fpeedily, parching andfcorching that which is to be dryed before, or 
overthenre. 

Transmutation is the mutation of a thing infubftance colour or 
qualitie. 

Tranfudation is when in defeenfory diftillation, the eflence provo- 
ked, fweateth through, and is carric dguttatim into the receiver. 

Vitrification is Combufiion , converting Calx and Cineres into tranf- 
parantglafle. 

Vfiion is a preparation of things for eafier pulverization, mutation 
of colour, facultie, &c. by burning them in a crucible,or in the fire.

I held my felfein confcicnce and duty tied to do fomewhat, 
although I confefle it was little,to the better enabh'ngand 
encouraging of our younger men unto their duties in that 
point. But here under favour I mull defire pardon for a 
little digrelfion; namely that before my entrance unto 
any further difeourfe, I acquaint the younger fort of Sur¬ 
geons my Brethren with thofe efpeciall favours, which it 
then plealed our mod gracious King Char l e s, to be¬ 
llow upon our Corporation in particular, above and be¬ 
yond his ever blefled Ancellors, for the good of hisScul- 
diersand Sea-men, and our encouragements thereby to 
animate and inable us the more heartlully to ferve him: 
And namely. 

Firll His Highnefle was gracioudy plealed, whenalfo 
he incrcafed the Sea-mens wages,to augment the moneth- 
ly wages of each Surgeon and Surgeons Mare in his fer- 
vice by lea and land , to above a third pefiny from former 
cuftomc ; namely from nmeteene fhiliings- foure pet ce 
a monerh to thirty {hillings He hath allobecne graciouf- 
ly pleafed to give a free benevolence to the Surgeons in all 
His fea fervices, which never was given them by any ofthe 
former Kings nor Queenes of this Land before,as follow- 
eth/w'^.To all Surgeons that ferve in His Highnefle own 
fhips, X meane towards the furnifhing of their Surgeons 
Chefls with Phyficalldrugs and medicaments, I fay for 
each of them ten pounds; and to each Merchants /hip 
five pounds,and to each new Cadle-fhipor Colliars-lhip 
ferving in his Highnefle his affaires threepound. And, 
neverrhelefle all the Surgeons in His Highnefle icrvice 
have as formerly by the head of all men that are in pay 
in any of his Ihips or Land-lervice twopence of each 
man by the moneth : And for the Surgeons in his Land 
fervice,heealloweth to the Surgeon Major 6 f the whole 
Campe five (hillings a day.; and for his two Mates or fer- 
vants foure (hillings a day. Alio Hi$ Majeftie allovveth 
to each Surgeon two (hillings and fix pence the day, 
which is three pounds and fifteene (hillings the moneth, 
and to each Mate three pound a moneth , and moreover 
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The p^ef^ce. 

allowed,and gave to each Surgeon appointed to l ^o.meri, 
a furgery Ched of 17. pounds vaiew, free df account: 
And moreover Kis Maiedieallowech to the Surgeon Ma- 
iora ftoreChcd or Magazeen ( hell of 48. pounds vaiew, 
for a fupply to furnifh upon al warlts and occafionS: And 
His Hignneflc was yet further wel pleafed to give autho¬ 
rity unto the Matters and Governors of our Society,for to 
have the making, compounding, fitting , and orderingof 
all the medicines, as well phyficallaschirurgicall, toge¬ 
ther with all other provifions belonging to the Surgeons 
Chelt. And further His Highnefle hath referred to the 
ancient Mailers and the Governors of our Society, the 
prefling of all Surgeons and Surgeons Mates or fervants to 
Surgeons and Barbers; with alio the taking up of any in- 
llrUments, Chelts, Or ready made medicines in His High¬ 
nefle name for his lervice, if occafion be not ocherwife* 
Thefe favours and priviledges our Corporation have recei¬ 
ved from His Highnefle, together with a new Charter, 
wherein he hath likewife gracioufly beene pleafed to con- 
firme all our priviledges formerly granted unto usj and 
hath given us divers new priviicdges for the better fubfi- 
Itance of our faid Corporation in future times ; as alfo we 
have never beene denied as formerly, to have monies im¬ 
pelled before hand,for the providing ached with furgery 
infirumencs and faives. Inregard whereof, and for chat 
Surgeons fhouid with the better courage be indigaced 
faithfully to performe their duties; I have prefumed in this

THE 'PREFACE. 


The day of the grants of the aforefaid order touching bcncvo- 
fences, vras to my beft remembrance the: tenth of inly* \ 6 z 6 ztWhiit- 
ball* by the Lords of his Majefties Privie Councell, being then by 
them ordered to be paid unco the Matters and Wardens of theSur. 
geons, ever from time to time before hand, and upon all lesvices for 
his Hiffhneflej and for the better performance thereofithe aid Noble 
Lords were pleafed to pray the Lord Treafurer to take knowledge 
thereof, and tocaufe the monies accordingly to be forthwith lflued 
as aforefaid, as for a fupply for the providing of Phyficall drugs and 
medicaments. And further the faid Honourable Lords were then 
pleafed to order, that all fuch other monies as ufually had beene al¬ 
lowed by way of impreft to any Surgeons in His Maiefties (crvice, 
towards the providing and further fitting of their Surgery-Chcfts, 
fhould together with the former monies be likewife paid inro the 
hands of the faid Matters and Wardens, ever for the time being in 
dew time and before hand j who for the better effeding of the in¬ 
tents and ferviceaforefaid, wereordered to fee the faid monies faith¬ 
fully and frugally beftowed, and fhould for the lurcr performance of 
it, orderly have the making, ordering, fitting, and com pounding of 
all the medicines, as well phyficall as chirurgicall; as alfoall other 
provifions belonging to a Surgeons Chcft 5 or to appoint fuch others 
for the effecting the worke, as they fhould at their perils anfvverfor 
their faithfull performances : All which Chcfts and provifions what* 
foevertherein fo fitted and provided as aforefaid, being*ready, the 
Matter and Wardens are by the faid order commanded to fee every 
of them to be fafely delivered under locke and key > unto His Maje¬ 
fties officers whom it may concernc at Twer-Wharfe - that all things 
therein provided and inclofed might the fafelier come on board the 
fhips, for which they are defigned: All which Allowances, Injuncti¬ 
ons, Priviledges and Commands, were then by the faid mod Honou¬ 
rable Lords thought fit to be for ever hereafter continued to al (hips 
or Fleets in his Highneffe future fcrvices,as is more plainely manifeft 
by the faid order $ the which no doubt is extant, and untowh.cbif 
occafionrequire, relation may be had. 

Thus loving Brethren, having acquainted you with thefe His Ma- 
jeftics favours unto our Corporation, icfolloweth in my duty that I 
fliould acquaint the younger fort of Surgeons with the ufc of the 
Surgeons Cheft,I meane the medicines in this Viaticum contained;

The firjldrefing of W ound s > made '** 

by Gu n s H o t. . 

F T E R cxtra&ion ofunnaturall things,for¬ 
ced into the wound with the Bullet, which 
ought with al circumfpc<ftion, care,and pof- 
fibTe cafe ;o the patient^o be effc&ed for fear 
of hurting the offended Arteries,vcines and 
nerves &c. And alfoallfuqh fra&urcd bones 
greater or leffe broken by force of the buller, 
be taken out • I fay of ail fuch of them, as dwm fnttu 
may without danger of Life or L imb be im- redionts turn 
mediately removed fa the firft dreffing, 
wherein note that a fra&ured bone, though wholy divided from the 
greater fixed part thereof, is not as by a generall rule alwaycs to be cut 
or forced out at the firft dreffing, except it doth apparantly endanger a 
Gangrene or other fcarefull accidents by pricking of Nerves or the like, 
for by amooving it, a Flux maybe induced, or fome other offence,but mei 

you i"hould doc well rather to forbeare fuch bones for the firft dreffing btipe™ 
at the leaft,and until nature,or other juft reafons ir. the true Art of hea¬ 
ling doe compell, and to proceed to the dre fling. 

In the more fimple fort of Gun-fhot wound, as followeth, I meane 
in wounds, where no Gangrena maybe fufpe&ed, neither immediate

~Flux, nor furtive hemorrhage, drefle the Patient either with Artificial 
Bdtnmtbtchejl. Balme, or Oleum Hypericon: cum Qmfnisde Apericij,OleumCmvlorum, 
or Arceus Linamrn , or one of the fe, and apply itwarme, and iormvhat 
warmer then the Patient would willingly fuftcrit,and cover the wound 
with an Emp. of mellilot ftiptic: Paracelft,Minium, or any other good 
Emplaiftcr, that is according to Art, and namely according to the 
temper of the griefe, ever to make choyce of hotter or colder Emplai- 
fters, not omitting convenient bandage, I mcane due ligature, and fo 
proceed in Gods name, as in all oontufed wounds is moft convenient 
to the end of theworke, that is to fay, firft to fuppurate and digeft, 
then to mundifie, and then to incarne, and fo on to figillate, or licca- 
trizc with due refped, if occafion be, by Laxative or other remedies, 
to temper and fit the body by good Regiment of dyet,as by purging, 
bleeding,&c. And for one par ticular,obfef\e that in Gun-fihot wounds, 
almoft in all dre (Tings, thefpiritof Wine doth vyell with fomeof the 
aforefaid balmes, untill the wound be well mundified ar the lcaft. 

But in wounds, where gteat danger of a Gangrtna is to be feared, the 
vrfjfingef gnat Surgeon hath nothing more fafe, for the firft drefling^then l/n<r. 
mrndi. tiacum , and a little fpiritof Wine, fome what toowjitme, purim pon 

foft Linte, or finetowe pledgents, or by a Sirring to bee carrvedmat 
firft, into thebottome of the wound: which done, with fome good 
afiringent defenfative medicine, and fit bandage, let it bee bound up, 
and if the Surgeon be not forced thereunto, let not the wound be ope¬ 
ned againeuntill 48 houres be part, upenthe firft dreffing, and foalfo 
upon every Caufticke application. Thcaatthe next dreffing, if Fluxes 
hinder not, have ready, (if it may be) white wine and honey, for a fo¬ 
mentation,or faire water, and Mel for neceffity,if better cannot be bad, 
and with a little Aquavit* added, if youthinke fit, with ftupes, very 
warme, foment the wounded part a? pretty fpace, then apply untill 
full digeftion , one of the aforenamed Balmes , warme, or with the 
ordinary digeftive of Terebinth , vitelltmovortw&c. and cover it with 
an emplaiftcr, and erhbrocate the part about, with Oleum RoflarumCa- 
mom. Aneth . or the like, and bind it up, and after drefle rhe wound but 
Time of duffing- once a day, without urgent ncceflity, but faile not to drefle it once eve¬ 
ry day, and more, if the Surgeon fee caufc. 

But I hold it fit that the Surgeon leave ofi&letm Hypericon.cum Cum- 
i ' mis in time, forthat it hath oleum Terebinth: therein, andfomaybe 

too quick,and rather change from that^nd ufe Arceus Liniment, Olcrn 
Cattulorumpr fome digeftive of your owne pra&ice, untill perfect di¬ 
geftion. And if accidents chance not, the Surgeons Method may be 
to proceed as in all contufcd wounds, onely as is (aid, I advife the Sur 
geontomakeufeof pure Aquavit*, or rather fpiritof fvyne, vvitht^* 
fyptiacum, where he fiodeth not a juft caufe to the contrary. 
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Qautions, Advices , and fnftruBions for the 

younger fort of Surgeons , in Wounds 

of Gun* (hot. 

Onceale from the Patient the great danger of the wound, 
except juft caufe urge thee to acquaint him with it. 

Fomentations are very good medicines in Wounds 
with Gun* fhot, but foment not at any time, except you 
canhave convenient fire at hand,and let ever your Fomen¬ 
tations be very warme applyed. 

Foment not too long at any one time, neither ufe it but upon urgent 
occafions. 

Embrocate often, if no GMgrembeax hand, whether you have fire embrocaun. 
or not. 

Let all your Vehicles for your Medicines, as tents,dorfells,plegents.; 

&c. befoftandpleafing to your Patients, as much as intrueArtmay 
be, and cram not the wound too full at any time, efpecially Wounds 
incited for hindring unitionof parts. 

Alfo, if you can conveniently come to the work,inlarge not,efpecially uimgmitf 
in contufed wounds, where danger may be feared,otherwife doe it wari- wounds. 
ly. obferving that you doe it not to thwart any member, neither any 
Veine, Artery* Nerve or Mufcle,as ncare as you can poflible. 

No wound of Gun-fhot can be faid to be a fimple wound, neither Gw ^ hot 
ever was there any Artift, that could truely fay,that he healed any gun- ever compound* 
foot wound by the firft intention of Vnition, without due fuparation, 
no nor any contufed wound whatfoever • forthecompofition of Gun- 
foot wounds, are ever reall and very fubftantiall,witne{fe the poore pa¬ 
tient, where Fibres, Nerves,Membranes, Veines, Arteries, Bones, & 
quidnon, fuffer together fo,that fuch wounds, in their recency they re¬ 
ferable Vleers rather then wounds • and the difference of thefe from o- D ^ ame ofl0 ^ 
thcr contufed wounds is, That other contufed Wounds for the mod tvfid wounds* ^ 
part fuffer but by way of contufiononely, and thefe by contufion and 
dilaceration, if not fraction of bones &c. whereby all the whole 
member fuffereth together,and alfothe parts adjacent,and that in a high 

degree. . 

If difcolouriag bliftering or other apparant fhewes of a G a *grena 
appearc, give the patient a Diaphoretickecordiall, then fcarifie gent¬ 
ly at the firft, and deepely afterwards as caufe (hall urge,and have ready 
aL/x/w»wmadeof water and afhes, to the height of anordinary Lee, 
that women ufe to drive bucks with, and put a reafonable quantity of 
common Salt into it, and when it is cleared, if you have hearbes , as

Obferve in great lacerated wounds, as followeth, viz.' ff you findfe 
by the wound, the one halfe of the member to be taken away, there is 
' no hopjetoTave on the reft, but you are rather to make prefent Arapu- 
luii'amfeofam - tation, efpecially if the patient upon information of his danger bee 
'futatim. willing, for that thereft is contufed, and muft therefore admit by con- 
v fequenr, fomc Ioffe of fubftance, by fupperation fever in a tfontufed’, 
wound, and then the remaining part can doe no fcrviee to fhe hody,but 
-. will much endanger the life of the patient, by- the expfence' 6 f blood 
and fpirits in the driving to fave it, and be but a hindrance: and I dare 
fay, that if but halfe of any member be taken away,with the fra ft tire-of 
^ thebone, it isimpoffibleto fave the reft of kon^to-dpeaijy-fervite.-lf 

you have h x morrage, t meane bleeding, or filrrive gleeding, of Wee-* 
ping of veines or arteries, in your worke,fearch for t hat veine or arte-' 
ry that bleedcth or gleeteth, and trylfydu can make ligature on it, if 
you cannot, make ligature, which feldome or never you can in Gun¬ 
shot wounds, then apply to the ettd of the veine thatweepeth, ana&H- 
all cautery, a fmall one will fefte,- but apply it like it felfe, very hot > 
and apply it not allayer the ^ WoUnd, onely to that veine, if you can, 
that bleedcth, you may if the Flux be not great,ulfe burning hot Egyp- 
tiacum , upon a button of lint dipt,and quickly and neatly brought to 
the place, whilft it is hot, and then Well boulftted.

eskar, and often5 reftraineth a great Flux, being applied thereon ar¬ 
tificially,lonely precipitate will finely make bones fowle in contufed 
wounds, for which oaufe I affed it not. 

•To tajft heed of, But ever take heed to avoid the old received errour of unwife pra&i- 

4 noidarMr, tioners, whole ufe is to cram the wounds bee they incifed wounds or 
contufed wounds, as is laid full of bole or reftringent powder, or fbnae 
other ftuffe, and then thru fts in pledgents or dorfels into each corner 
of the wound, yea fomerimes forgetting to take all out at the next dref- 
fing) yet thinke they have done all vvorkeman likeand very artificially , 
not confidering the harmc, that often enfueth thereby. I dare fay that 
in contufed wounds ofGun-fh©t,by fuch err ours, they forccatid draw 
a Gangrena, if not death thereby, by hindering naturallunition, by 
ooftru&ingthe parts, and grieving the patienr, in keeping the woun¬ 
ded parrs from healing. It is a fafe and faite Wayatthe firft dreffing, • v 
ever to ftrive fo foyne together the parts of all recent wounds,' and u- 
nite fhe wounded j^arfs ifdtmay be with this caution, to order rhacift

Now a word or two in want of the grave Phyfician, how the 
young Surgeon may in part demand lumfelfebeing put to it 
for the more happy performance of the cures made with Gunfhot , gmenttjmun* 
which are very much regulated by the government of the Patient , dcdmen ' 
touching his dyer, as alfo in the cavefull keeping his body in temper vytu 
from much coftrvencffe, and alfo to flay inordinate fluxes,thereby to 
prevent accidents, as Feavers,&c. -c 7 

And further alfo tomeet with an helpe -to cure evill accidents 
when they happen to the effe(fling whereof, good dyet and other fit¬ 
ting helps are to be wifhed,might attend valiant men, which fight for

the drinkc would be much the more grateful! ia tafte, and more profi¬ 
table* 

I conceive it will be necdlefletourgea courfcforafparingdyec 
for Souldicrs, or Sea-men at Sea, for I feare gluttony will not be 
their finne. But if fulnefle of body be a hindrance, the Surgeon hath 
meanes to evacuate, as for a vomit by stibium , the infufion of 4 
graines,if fucha medicine be thought fitting, as in able bodyes may 
be borne, or by laxatives, as ConftBio Hamech , fixe drams for a dofe, 
Diapbenicon or Diacatholicon , the dofe to an able body is a full ounce. 
The Pills in the Invoyce in this Surgeons Cheft , upon their feverall 
pills. occafions, one dram is a dofe of any fort of them. Alfo of Pulvis 
SanBw may be given two drams, of pulvis Artbrittcus one dram; and if 
Cordials be required, the Surgeon hath in his cheft to provoke reft in 
Feavers feverall ones, as more particular, there is Diafceraium , which 
he may give to the full of two drams for a dofe to a ftrong body,either 
in wine or water, as he pleafe, or in a ^tltu or lumpc of it felfe. 
r/f of Lands- Alfohehath Landtnum , which he may fafely give ?.or4.graines 

mm to affwage paine in painefull wounds; to give reft in Feavers, to ftay 
fluxes and in divers other caufes being ufed with judgement,andprovi«; 
ded,that the party which taketh it be not coftive. 

Likewife in fluxes of the belly, accompanied with crude naufeeuf- 
nefleofthc ftomach, as alfoagainft venemous or peftilentiall infe- 
dionofthe blood , there is in the cheft Phylonitim Perficum, of which 
the Patient may take fromoncfcrupletohalfc a dram, and to one 
dram fafely in a reafonable body, and this is a fafe medicine, which 
cau feth reft and corroborateth the ftomach, and mightily prevaileth 
toftayafluxeofthe belly, and doth alfocorred venemous and ma- 
ligne humours, and is therefore very fit to be ufed in fluxes that be 
contagious or peftilentiall, after fome fitting evacuation if occafion 
be. What I here write, it is of mine owne pra&ice, you may take it 
on my word for truth, for you fhall find it to be fo, if with due cau¬ 
tion you make ufe of them. Thefe three Cordials as is faid, aflwage 
paine (viz.) Diafcordium , Laudanum, and P by Ionium , or either of 
t ' them 
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them alfo theyferve well cocoole or con temperate the blood. cordmitiojmgi 

The Surgeons cheft containethalfodivers other Cordiall medici- ofardiiisin 
oes, which may be profitably adminiftred, each upon due occafion, gpw*u> 
viz, ConfeRio Alkermes^ either given alone, or to arromatize any purga¬ 
tive or Cordiall med icine, from 4. graines to a fcruple for a dofe. 

-Aqua Coelefiis ,and Cinamon water torefrefn the Spirits, halfe a 
fpoonefullorafpoonefull fora dofe, and fo of Spirit of wine ; and 
alfo Aqua vita made of wine, which fo much as it conraineth of the 
fpirit of wine, is qu 4 fi fyiritm vitdi. Alfo the Surgeons cheft hath 
againft contagion,and the Plague, Mitbridate^ibcr- Londinenf. Dia- 
teff'ar. EleR. de O10 } as alfo Vi a (cord. Aurum vita , and Lauda, 
vum mentioned, all thefe being proper for Peftilentiall occafions,the 
ufes and vertues of which 1 defire to touch, though but in aword. 

And for example, if the Surgeon defire a Cordiall to be made to 
caufe reft,it is made either of Laudanum to three grains, or to 4 grains 
as it is faid, or Diafcordium 2 drams, or Phylonittm to one dram, men¬ 
tioned. And note that Laudanum is beft to be takenina Pill, becaufe Vote. 
of his ungrateful! tafte, and Pby Ionium in a Bolus or lumpe, fdr the like 
reafon,and foalfomay Diafcerd. beufed well,and especially in warre* 
where neither theadvife of the learned Phyfician ,nor the hclpe of the 
expert Apothecarie is at hand , but if the Surgeon be occafioried f 
and that he would have Diajcor, to be given in a potion , then letbim 
takeof Diafcor. 1 dram ofwhitc wine or faire water jounces or foure, 
of Sirrup of Violets, halfe an ounce ConftR. Alkcrmes eight graines; 

Oleum Vitrioli gutt. quatuor , and let the patient drinke that potion 
and ipclinehimfelfetoreft. 

Alfo ifa Cordiall to comfort the fpirits be required, then the c . 0,di ‘ l!s ccm f° fr ~ 
aforefaid Cinamon water, Aqua coelcftts , or Aqua vita of wine is at " ve ' 
hand, without mixture or addition, or with fome addition, halfe a 
fpoonefull, or a fpoonefull for a dole. 

I f againft the malignity of the blood, or any peftilentiall conta¬ 
gion be feared, then in fuch a cafe the patient may take as followeth, 

R. Diatejjar. two drams, Adit hr id. one dram, EleR de oxo one fcruple, 
dilfolve or mixe them together, and take it in white wine,daret, or 
facke,orin Carduus, orfairewater forneed, ofany theaforefaid-, to 
the quantity of foure ounces, and fweat thereupon, and if the conta¬ 
gion be fierce, the patient may reiterate fuch a fweating medieine 
each eight houres, fafely for three times, or Aurum vita gr. 8 

Thefe or any of thefe other Cordials, may be given in other wa¬ 
ters, and other mixtures, according to the diferetion of the Sur¬ 
geon, the time, place,and different occafion confidered, and forneed, 
the aforefaid Cordials or any of them , may be taken in a Bolus or 
lumpe. Likewife Mitbridate or Andromacbes Treacle adram or two 
drams of eithei of them, inwhite wine, in water or in beare, 

or water fpr a need, may fafely be taken for a Cordiall, or in a Bolus , 
if the patient like it fo. FsAmimtt 

Alfo Theriaca Dhtcfaron , three drams for a dofe may be taken, ^ p Jf h u j r Lbe 
Either as it is in a Bolus or lump to be fwallowed downe, and even fo bmjh • 

taken 
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taken, it is an excellent Cordiall to provoke fwcat, to remove tor- 
tions, ftitches or gripings of the ftomach or lower belly, or agamft 
anypaines therein, alfoitrefiftcthall putrifa&icns,andpeftilcnriall 
vapours ,and is the mod antient Triacle of all others, my felfc have 
had very much, true and good experience of it, and w ould truft my 
life upon ic though not before the two aforefaid Alexifarmi^t } and 
the London ’Crude in like manner is to be ufed, and is a very good 
Cordiall: EleB.de Ovojs alfo of it felfe a lure good Cordiall,a fcruple 
I meanc, twenty graines thereof in a Bolt* or lumpe, or in wine given, 
itrefiftcch peftilentiali venome, and refrefheth the fpirits ,and either 
A ctrikV. alone,or as aforefaid mixed with other Cordials; Aureumvit a is alfo 

a true Cordiall, for it comfor teth theheart, prevoketh fwcat, and by 
the pores of the skinne, expel lcth poyfonous vapours, I have had 
good proofe thereof upon my owne body, when 1 was ftrucken with 
the Plague. 

Confer. Rofarum , is ufed to refrelh and ftrengthen the ftomach, 
a contt mp t r* - c i f hcr alone, or if you intend to code and contempcrate the blood, 
tivecorduB. to purpofc, addc a few drops of oyle of Vitrioll, to alittle thereof, 
and if to warme the ftomach,mixe Mitbridate 01 Treacle, one part,and 
Confcrvc of Roles two parts ^nd give it fo in a Btltt*. 

Confer. Barberies may be profitably kept, either to mixe with 
effoeknglukpu coo j j n g Barley waters, or Juleps to refrelh the appetite and the 
feebled fpirits in Feavers, or fometimes to give little of ic in a Bolus 
or lumpe, to give a relifti to the mouth, to caufe appetite in Feavers, 
andtoexpell naufeous diftempers. 

There is alfo in the cheft Oxymelfimplex t which 1 ule in the Surgeons 
cheft, in want of firrop Diamor .as being nothing inferiour thereunto, 
for Lotions in the mouth & throat orderly ufed,it cealeth inflamma¬ 
tions,as alfo for the other vertues it hath exceeded Oiamoron ,as name¬ 
ly , in the fwaging of tumours and paines, this is a Angular medicine, 
bwneriS*!* 1 * an ^ a ^° Hernla burner aIu , being tumours of the telticles and [cm- 

turn , it excelleth them, if it be mixt with a Cataplafme of Bcane- 
mealeboylcd inbeare, with a little oyle of Elders or Rofes, and2 
little wax, fo that the whole quantity of the Cataplafme being by 
guefle two pound, if fo th*n, put about fixe, or feven,or eight ounces 
o(Oximel thereunto and boyle it to a body, and it is an admirable 
good medicine ,foritdifculTethand fafely repelleth fuch tumours in 
their incrcale, with the helpc of Phlebotomy and a vomit, where the 
patient is ftrong, which tumours by the patient his delaying of time, 
or by errour of the Surgeon, will otherwife come to fuppuration, and 
prove fiftulacs incurable, but hee that will cure fuch tumours, muft 
haveanartificiall fackc-trufle,and befure that thegriefebe truly and 
cafily borne up at all times of the whole cure, and Oximel inwardly 
adminiftred, purgeth the ftomach and intrals,openeth obftru&ions, 
and yet without any manifeft figne of heat, and thereby helpeth much 
in feavers ingendred ofgrofle phlegme. 

Of Lotions generally ufed in the Surgeons Chefte, the moft com¬ 
mon is of Sd/M/iWhcarbs made in the Summer with water or wine or 

both 
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both, and honey, but at Sea if a laxative or waflung lotion in need be Lolion 1 
required, faire water with as much Allum therein, as will make it fxfij cramc *‘ 
and fo much honey as will give it a gratefull tafte, and there is a lotto n 
for a fhifr, or if in thcdifeal'esof the Scurvy a lotion be required, then 
ufe Copperas inftead of Allum, orfometimes Vnguent. E^yptiacum , 
whichisamoft fit medicine for Ulcers of the mouth, or throat, the 
grieved part being touched very hot therewith, and being applied with 
a Probe armed with Linte. 

And to wafhand coole the mouth in feavers, I often take faire wa¬ 
ter, foure ounces, of Rofe watcrhalfea fpoonefull, a little (irrup of 
Violets, or Mel for a need, and a few drops of Wine Vinegar, or Ox¬ 
ime/, or Oyle of Vitriol, a few drops onely to make the Medicine tart, 

I mcane the Lotion. I havebeene taxed that my proportion hath not 
fufficient medicines conteined therein for wounds with Gunfhot, but 
if anypleafeto looke into the particulars, and well cotlfider them, hee 
will findethat thewholefcopeof the Surgeons Che ft, is of purpofe Atruede/criptm 
contrived to that end, and that there is not any one Medicine therein, °f a mund wi,h 
but upon the maine, or upon the by, tendeththat way: fora wound 
of Gunfhot at the fir ft view reprefentetha wound, an ulcer, a Fiftula, 
yea and fometimes a fra&ure, and a diflocation, and by accidents caj- 
leth unto it a feaver, an Apoftume, a Gangren, & quid non, yea with¬ 
out Gods Mercy joyned, and the great care of the difefeet Surgeon, 
death followeth. Judge then ifought be in the Surgeons Cheft, which 
in fuch a wound upon fome occafion may not be found ufefull. 

And for an inftance, the Cheft containeth for the firft intention cu¬ 
rative of burnings wirh Gun- powder, Vng. Populeon, Album triaphar- 
Mac. Diapompbol. Mel. Saponis , Oleum Lint , Cerufa , Mel depiirat. being 
alldire<ftly fitting for the firft intention, namely for taking out of the 
fire, and yet the Che ft hath diverfe other helpes • as for an example: a 
linament may be made of Minium, or D iacal(i:heos, and Oyles either of 
Linfeed, or Roles, very profitable for that ufe. ' 

And for all the reft (as is faid) of wounds of Gun-fhot, fo I fay of 
ulcers made by Gunfhot, the whole fcope of all the Sanative Medi¬ 
cines io the Cheft, accordingtotheirfeverall intentions, and times, 
fute fitly to finifhthe cures. 

But fay fome others, the proportion is very much wanting of re- 
ftridiveor aftringent Medicines, to ftay Fluxes, or to amputate upon 
occafion, wherefore to fatisfiethe young benevolent Surgeon defirous 
to be informed; I anfwer firft, that there is Pulvis re(lringens Ma 'tris, a 1 

fufficient proportion, alfo Bole, Wine vinegar, Mirrh, Al lum,Crude 
Vitriol, Vitriol combuft. Mercury Precipitate , fublirrrare Beane am, 
and Barly Meale, Gaules, Pomigranate Rindes, and whites of Fgges.. 

Bcfides good Ligature and bfoulfters ready, all which with Iudge- 
ment anddiferetion ufed, I dare fay are fufficient; and for one inftance 
namely,' that three pound of the ftrong reftri&ive powder is fufficient 
in quantity for a teafonable Sea-Cheft. Vpon the 2 4 of Inly 1628, I 
tooke off two members,being both legs, whereof one above the knee, 
with one ounce and a halfeofthe powdertoboth,and had a fourth part 
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' to fpare of the made medicine. There is alfoan aftringent defenfative 

powder, prepared and made ready for ufe, as hereafter followeth. 

And if all what is faid, with alfo the helpeof Phlebotomy ligature 
a&uall and potential! cauteries, will not fuffice, then I am I confelfc 
miftaken. 

common panice Note, in burnings with Gun-powder, that if the face or hand bee 

burned, I have found it belt from thefirft to the laft , namely, to the 
end of the cure, to ufe Vng. Album, either mixed with Populeen ,or with 
Linfced Oyle, or mg. Diapampholl , is fully as good made into a very 
nTofburninu thin linament,and warme,laid on the face with a feather, and no clouts 
in tbefice. at all, nor ought elfero cover the face, this healeth excoriations or 

fcorchings beft : or that the Surgeon take Cerufc, grown d in a mor¬ 
tar, with linfeed oyle, and apply it as the former, I have approved it to 
be be very good, Tripbarnuc . is alfo very good lo ufed. 

I fpake but now of honey for burnings, and who (hall prove it (hall 
finde it lafe totakeout the fire, and after toheale the griefe,but is fom- 
what more painefull then fome other medicines are, it is onely once 
a day to be applied upon browre paper, the paper being firft rubbed 
foft, and the Medicine fpread thereon, and in that manner applied, it 
healeth without any fcarre very quickly. Alfo Mel Saponis and alio.- 
ther medicines appropriate may be applyed upon paper at Sea, partly 
for fparing Linnen. 

of the Moreover j I find a great weakenefle in younger Surgeons,that I have 

te a&L(Zf S i uft occafion to queftion, in that their Matters that bred them have 
not taught them the true knowledge of our ufuall weights and mea- 
fures, but chiefly they fade in their weights, which doth bring great 
danger to their poore patients, whofe lives hang dangeroufly inthc ba¬ 
lance by a graine too much given, where the Surgeon knoweth not 
how many graines are in a ferapje, or in a dram, no nor fcarcc,tbat there 
is a weight fo cafled : wherefore young Surgeons note as followeth. 
The Phyfitians, Surgeons and Apothecaries have two forts of weights 
in ufe, namelyTroy-weights, which likewife are the Gold-finiths 
weights, and that containeth twelve ounces to the pound, and Haber- 
de-poif weights, which containeth 16 ounces to the pound, and is that 
common weight which the Grocers andall other Tradef-men ufe,and 
indeed which we moft ufe, for- though my felfe fometimes buy Musks, 
Civet,or Ambcr-greece, and other forts of Drugs, by Troy-weight, yet 
Idifpence and adminifter all by Haber-de-pou, which is 16 ounces to 
the pound: fo much I will onely for brevity lake fpeake thereof. 

A pound of Haber-de pops weight hath 1 6 ounces, an ounce hath 8 
Drains, a Dram hath three fcruples, a fcruple hath twenty graines, and 
by that accomptadram hath two graines, and a full graine of Barley 
is a reafonable Graine, and a pepper Come or wheat Come may tec 
ufed.

And our meafuresagreeing with our weights moft ufuall are as fob 
loweth,a wine Cajlon of water containeth 8 pound, a pottle 4 pound, 
a quart 2 pound, a pint 1 pound, and of ordinary falletoyles, 7 pound 
and a halfe is accounted a Gallon.

O F all other neceflaries in tb e Surgeons Che ft, I confefle my 
Jeficiencie therein ; for I ought to have had dryed hearbes 
of all forts fitting, fome (lore : but I pray you accept of my 
excufe. For at the Edition of this Ex tempore, I had Surgeons Chefts 
and parts of chefts, 60 at once to prepare, and had but ten dayes 
refpit admitted me to make and to fit them all; and yet notwith- 
ftanding, the faid Chefts contained hearbes of diverfe forts, asalfo 
Beane and Barly-mcalc, Linfeed, Fenugreeke, Camomile flowers. 

Cumin feed, Fennell feed, and diverfe other things, that are hclpes 
that way. But what (hall I fay ? To fome foolifh contentious vain¬ 
glorious perfons,my beft things fall too (hort for them; but to bene¬ 
volent underftanding Artifts, they can make and finde many wayes 
and helpes of fitting things in a Ship, and not alvvayes charge the 
Surgeons Che ft. Viz. If my felfe were at Sea, and put to it, I would lftsurgmik 
finde wafte crummes of Bisket, and I would boyle them in Ship - fKt 19 lt ' 
Beere, and with fome fat of the Beefe Kettles,or of the Porke Kettle, 

I would make up a fupperative Cataplafme ; and if it had not a fit 
confidence or body, I would deale with the Steward for a little 
Meale,or take fome of my ownc (lores; and according to my (lore* 
enrich that with other helpes from the Che ft : And if I need a dif- 
cutient Cataplafme, and the Che ft had not tb heipe me to my will, 
being put to it, I would jas I faid, make my ground of the Medicine 
to be of crummes of Bisket or of foft Bread decoded in Beere; 
adding, when it had well fod, Vineger and Honey, a fit quantitie: 
thefe things,with other rationall additions, according to fcvcrall oc- 
cafions,doe much comfort the weake patient,and alfo grace the Amft: 

N&m fruftra fit per plura quodfieri poteft per pandora. 

And to put young Surgeons in mind, what other Supperative Me- 
dicines are in the Surgeons Che ft, there are cithefllnguents, Oyles, or 
Emplaftick Medicaments diverfe, which my time Will not admit me 
to informe you of, though I confefle I fhould advife young men in 
their neceflities. But to be fhort, they (hall finde Vnguent. Bafiiicon SkppinuwtMi 
fpread thicke and applycd to an Apoftume, doth well heipe to fuppe - tllcm ' 
rate j and the better, if the griefc were fir ft embrocated with (oime 
Oleum Lilliorum, lint, or the like : and you fhall finde, that Greens 
JLinaracnt is right good to fupperate a tumor, and likewife Empl. 

Meliloti: and who knovveth not,that Ship-pitch and a little fat mixed 
ripeneth a tumor,daily applyed ? or Pix Grxca,w ith fat or Turpentine, 
and diverfe other the like good things maybe found, where the dif- 
creet Surgeon is put to his fhifes. But no more of that • for where as 
Bees may fucke Honey, even there Spiders will convert a plains ftile 
into Poyfon and Gall.

A ready defenfative powder to be applied, where Iuft caufe is for 
a defenfative, either for wounds with Gunfhot, or other Wounds, 
which I have made ufe of, and will impart the fecret to youog practiti¬ 
oners, and is as followeth.

Take a new earthen pot of almoft a Gallon and a halfe , put the wa¬ 
ter into the pot, and thereunto put the Allum and the Copperas, then 
powder the Tartar, and put that inalfo, and then have ready the other 
ingrediences in powder, put them in by little and little, ftirringthem 
very well, untill all be incorporated, and without feething keepc the 
Medicine on the fire till it be hard, and if you cannot make it hard e* 
nough in that manner, fo that being cold, it will powder, then put it 
into fomc dripping Pan, or the like, and into an oven, when the bread 
is drawne, and it will be bard, then being cold powder it, and keepe it 
to your ufe, for it will not decay, nor alter his Vertue in many 
yeeres* 

And when you would ufe it for a defenfative, take of this powder,' 
about halfe an ounce of Pofea, I meane water and Vinegar mixed,foure 
ounces, put the powder therein, which will almoft melt, then dippe 
eloutstherein, and apply them. This medicine with moderationufed, 
isa true and excellent defenfative, and a very anodine. 

Alfo it healeth all itchings, fmartings, gaulings, or any Erifipelas or 
otherexcoriationsfpeedilyandfafely,anadryeth it mightily, preven¬ 
ted! from accidents, either in great wounds, or fradures, and being in 
fmall quantity ufed with faire water to ulcers, it cleanfeth them wel and 
healeth them. 

And if you have whites of Egges, mixed withtPofia, it were the 
better, or in fra&ures with yolkes and whites together it is very good, 
onely let the care of the Surgeon be, that he apply it in his true nature, 
namely as a defenfative in fit time, and touching the reft of theufes 
thereof, he may prefume he hath a very good Medicine, and fo for this 
time I take my leave.

Avinghad lufficient tryals bf the facility and fafetdS 
of the Trafine ,1 have thought fit to commend it arid-tlje 
ufe thereof, for the future, to the younger Artifts, upon 
fome of their requefts, not detraaing" ought from thb 
worthinefie, and due commendations of the Aurhoure 
of the Trap an , concerning that excel lent invention,yet by way ofad- 
dition to my former Edition, I thought fit here to deferibe the 
Trafine, it being an Inftrnmcnt of my o^ne compollng-, which expe¬ 
rience will fhew, is more compendious and of more facility in the' 
ufe thereof, for young practitioners in Surgery then is the Trapan, 
the which Inftrument, although it may be laid- to be a derivative or 
Epitomyof, or from the Trapan, yct/well obferved,tt performed! as 
much as the Trap an in every degree and more , and for that it was lb 
falhioned,and firftpra&ifed by-my felfe, I thought- fit to put the 
name of aTrafine upon it ( a tribiufinibm )from thethreeends thereof, 
each beingof feverall ufes, and being as ii may appeare triangular or 
three cornered, each corner thereof performing the-par fit feemeth 
to undertake, fo that it fully fupplyeth & maketh good all thculcs of 
aTr/iftf»,vvith the oneend,and that with more facility as is faid, and 
fafety then the Trapan doth, or can doe, and it fupplyeth with the le- 
condendall the ufes of a fmooth Levacory, and fupplyeth thehecef- 
fity of a Jagged or toothed Levatory,wich the third end,the faid Leva- 
torics being all neceflary ad jutors in helping to make and finifh the 
Trafineot ( tresfinis) and who fo fhall pleafe to make a judiciall ex¬ 
perience thereof, notbeing prejudicated, will find that it far excec- 
deth the Trapan in all his ufes ; in the Wmpendious and fafeperfor¬ 
mance of the workes , as well of the two Levatories as of a Trepan re¬ 
cited which the former can no way be faid to do. 

Secondly, the Trapan cannot bewell managed without both the 
hands of the Artift, viz. the one for the workcoferofion by the Ar¬ 
tificial! motion thereof in turning it ever round for the better pene¬ 
trating of the Cranium, the other hand muft be uled to keepe it fteddy 
upon the affedied part,and yet theupperpart of the Inftrument,muft 
ncvcrthelefte, as of necelfity reft upon the Surgeons breft, yea & the 
Surgeon muft for that purpofe order his body in a fic pofture, and 
further yet, the Surgeon muft have afecond man foranafliftant of 
necelfity, that muftbeimploycd to ftay the patients head,whereas 
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Of the Trafine. 

with this Inftrument (I racanc the Trafine ) the whole vvorke is per. 
formed by the two hands of the Surgeon onely, and with farre more 
dexterity and quicker, then with the Trapan as is laid, yea, and that 
with much mote comfort, both to the patient and to the Artift, as 
the pra&ice therewith will plainely (hew: and agame,there is no fuch 
danger attending that Inftrument as doth the Trapan^ for the heads of 
the Trafine are made all taper, to wit, wider above then beneath, and 
alfo cut both wayes, and cannot therefore eafily be faid to offend the 
{DuraMater) by anerrourtobe fuggefted , to happen intheufe 
thereof, without ftupid ignorance in the Artift* 

Thirdly, the Tr apart of old had ever the heads as wide above as be¬ 
neath, which heads were many wayes both very dangerous and un- 
certaine , efpecially when the Inftrument, by turning round, had 
cleane pierced through the Cranium , and thereby after the fame head 
had fully perforated the Cranium round, it was very apt on the fud- 
daine to flip downc upon the (Dura Mater) byerrour and improvi¬ 
dence of the Artift, either upon oblivion or omiffion divers wayes, 
as namely for one, if the Artift did not truely, equally , and ftrongly 
Men the fmall ferew, being an iron or rather a fteelc pin, that ftay- 
eth and faftneththe faid head of the Trapan , which the Artift pier- 
ceth with for the gaging thereof, cither by haft, which though 
otherwife he might be adjudged a carefull Surgeon, yet upon his ea¬ 
ger proceeding on his workc,might unhappily be omitted, and even 
that fmall errour might caufe danger to the life of the patient, and 
fometimes proved the irrecoverable caulc of his death j whereas this 
Inftrument, the Trafine , hath all the heads thereof made taper, as is 
faid, namely, wider above then below, piercing every way alike, and 
therefore there needeth no rule or gager, efpecially in the being per¬ 
formed without turning it round about ,but is done by the onely mo¬ 
ving or agitating of the hand to and fro, yea, with the onely mooving 
of the wrift of the hand, and which is another manifeft benefit there¬ 
of, it can goe no lower then it is, by agitating and extreame preffing 
urged, and when it hath penetrated through it, for the moft part de- 
teincth and bringeth forth the peecc of the bone with it, and putteth 
the patient to no paine nor danger thereby, no, nor colour of danger 
or paine at all. 

Fourthly, by reafon that the Trafines taper heads are made and 
framed, to cut every way alike, as is laid, the workc iseafierandfoo- 
ner performed therewith, then with the Trapan , as by the proving it 
upon a Calves head youeafily (hall make the experience, provided a* 
is fitting in the time of piercing, you fometimes take out the Inftru- 
ment, and wipe the teeth thereof that it furre not too much, and 
thereby hinder the due penetration: alfo thereby you eafi ly may coti- 
fider how farre you have penetrated, and what remaincth unpierced, 
that you may doe what is juft in theworke of penetration, and n® 
more. 

Yet I will never deny, but doe acknowledge, that the Trapan hath 
diferved great praifes from former ages, for that it hath beene an In¬ 
ftrument 
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ftrument that hath prefcrved many a man, woman and cbifds life 
from thcemmcnt danger of death, and whereby they have bcene re- 
ftored to good and perfca healthagaine, andifthatany by omiffion 
orcrrour in the ufe thereof have dyed, they are at reft by it - and if 
the younger Amft doe by his experience, find that thi/rtiy additi¬ 
on deferve ought, let God have the prayfe in his mercies to wcake 
men, for the comfort they find thereby in their vvofull diftrefles, and 
as for this my Addition of invention, Imuft confefle is not much 
onely good wih, for all men may well conceive, that it is moreeafie 
to addc to another mans invention, then to invent a new thine of his 

The next obfervation confiderable in the fitting of the 7 rafincdue- 
Jy to the worke is, for the regulating the center or point of this orbe 
or circumference, Imeaneof thisr^chead, it isfirft to be well 
coniidcred , that the pin thereunto belonging being placed truly in 
the center be artificially made of good fteele, and that it be triangu¬ 
lar, alio that it be fharp each way well pointed, and ftand faft in the 
n tramcnr > and alfo chat it ftand no lower jbutalwayes fomewhac 
higher then the circumferent teeth of the head of that Inftru- 
mentdoe, forbecaufe the laid pinnein the center guideth thccir- 
cum ferent tooth-head- faw, to the beginning of the worke, and in the 
agitating and mooving of the Trafine with the hand to and fro in this 
worke, the laid pinne may firit take hold, ere the teeth of the In- 
llrument touch the fcull, for that the faid pinne is not onelyappoin- 
ted as a rule and guide, but alfo as theftay to the worke, which done 
namely, when the tooth-bed orbe or faw, hath taken hold round’ 
then the fooner the better the Artift is to take up the Inftrument, to 
wipe and cleanfe the teeth thereof, and draw out the faid pinne in the 
center, the which he may no wayes omit, which done heeisbythe 
agitation of his hand onely to & fro to pierce, and halving pierced as 
it were halfcthrough, hec is againe to take up his Inftrument and 
cleanfe it, and then againe to proceed in pierring by the motion of 
the hand to and fro, untill hee have in all parts gon through the Cra- 
nium^ which if he diligently regard in the tender obfervant motion of 
his owne handsel meane he that picrceth fhall fenfibly feelc when the 
bone is penetrated through on each part, which confidered, then 
drawing offhis Inftrument, hec fhall findthepeeceoftbe Craniumfo 
remooved, fixed within the head of his Inftrument as is faid. 

But note neverthcleffe, there is great care to be taken by the Ar¬ 
tift in the manner of the piercing and taking out the pecce of the fra*- 
ftured bone diverfe wayes. 

And firft, let him be fure ever to place the broding bead of the In¬ 
ftrument that piercethfo that the triangular pinne in the center 
thereof be fet upon a firme part of the Cranium or fcull, yet a 1 wayes 
provided it be neare the fra&ured part thereof as may be. 

Secondly the Artift is to confider, that as he which pierceth the 
Cranium with a fmall ftreight head, fuch as the frapan/were accufto- 
naed to have as is faid by the giving way of the fmall ferew that faft- 
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ncthtbc bead of tbe Trahan, the patients life may be ir.dangcred, 
nan ely if the Cranium being thorowly phrcid, the Inftrument ca# 
fually (bould flip downeupon the ( Dura mater, ) as my felfe to my 
griefe once law, even in like manner he that uieth a ragged taper- 
head of a Trafine , how fafe* foever,may be guilty of mdangering his 
patient, if he be notcarefullinthe manner of his piercing, namely, 
that after tbe Inftrumenthath taken hold round with the teeth, if 
he either leave the pinne untaken out, the faid pinne being longer 
then the teeth of the Inftrument, hee may wound the Panicle ( Dura 
Mater) before the peece intended to be taken out, be pierced 
through in each part,or that he doe not at the leaft twice or thrice in 
the time of his piercing the Cranium , take up & cieanfe the teeth of 
the Inftrument with a clout,thereby as it were to miftruft himfclfe, 
as fearing whether it have in all parts pierced through or not, or how 
much or in which part he is wanting for feareof going toodeepe, 
otherwise he may kill his patient ere he doth find or perceive hee is 
through,for a workefo feldomeufed, and the errours thereof being 
offo dangerous a confequent, the Artift, although otherwife dif- 
creet, by omilfion, oblivion, or other improvidence be wanting in 
fomeobfervation, highly worthy of regard, wherefore it bchoo- 
veth him to fufpe& himfelfe and be cautious,for that a man can ne¬ 
ver be too wary in fuch a bufinefle, for although the peece everyway 
may be pierced & removed out of his place,yea,and conteined with¬ 
in the Trafine head, yea, and fticke in the fame, yet the Artift may 
by his hand be miftaken , and thinke it not to be through, for that 
tbe Inftrument ftickethas firmely,and asfaft in the place, when the 
peece is out and within the orbe of the Trafine , as it did ere it was 
divided,and as if it had not gone through: hereby if the A'tiftob- 
ferve not his intermiflions,by forbearing now and then bis piercing, 
as is faid, and fometimes view his worke, and cfeanfe the teem 
of the Inftrument ere it be through, he is fub jed to goe too deepe, 
and wound the ( Dura Mater ) by the continued motion of his 
hand, notwithftanding thepeece ofthe Cranium is compleatly rc- 
mooved,and refteth within the head ofthe faid Inftrument: where¬ 
fore all thefe obfervations as I conceive, under favour, are but 
neceffary for the young Artift to have, in regard, Namnimis cauieh 
nonnocet: To be exceeding wary is not hurtfull. 

And further,let the Artift be fure that his Trafine be truely made of 
good fteele, I meane the head of the pinne or center, and rh? ends 
ofthe levatories, and that the pinne ftand fall on, and diredfly in 
the middeft of the head thereof, namely in the true center of the In¬ 
ftrument , and alfo that the Artift have three heads of fevcrall fizes 
in readinefle by him is likewife very fitting, with alfo an Inftrument 
called a Lenticular at hand, to cieanfe away all ftnall fhivers and ra. 
fpings of bones, juftly proceeding in the operation of excifion, 
as alfo for the remooving whatfoevet elfe may feeme by confe- 
quence to offend the Dura Mater , or that way elfe might hinder hca- 
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Of the Trafine. 

And further, I advifc that every young Artift take feme conve¬ 
nient time before hand, to make tryall of his Trajine i as is (aid, upon 
a CalveS'head , or the like fubjeft, before he put it in pr a dice upon 
a man, for a good Surgeon may erre , even in a fmall omiffion in 
fucha bufim.ite tohis griefeand reproach, ifhee be not exceeding 
cautious-and for that caufe I advifc every young Surgeon (as is fa id) 
tofufped himfelfe , and warily to confider that the precious life of 
manfo dependeth upon the care, wifedome, and artificiall skill of 
the Surgeon in his worke, as that upon a fmall omiffion or errour of 
forgetfulnefle, orbuta very little miftakc, a man is in a moment 
flaine by art, for want of arc, when it will be too late for the Artift 
within himfclf,to ruminate of the things that mod conduced to the 
mifehiefe, and upon all occafions, or omiffions whatfoever befalling 
the Artift, let him ever be fearefull and carefull of entring too 
deepe, for fearc of wounding, or but fcratching of the ( Dura Ma¬ 
ter ) for thofe tranfgrelfions often produce fearefull accidents and 
deadly. # 

Againe,asinfpeaking elfe.whereof the ufeof the Trapan I have 
mentioned , let every Artift be very wclladvifed and fully rcfolved 
of the juft neceffity ofthe ufeof the Trapan , and fo of this Inftrii- 
jnent,before he attempt to ufeit, and not lightly upon fuggeftions 
or for vaineoftentation fake , nor above all, for bafe lucres fake, to 
put his patient upon the ule of cither of them, for that it is ap¬ 
parent, many great concuflions, depreffions, yea and fomc fra- 
&ures are cured without any fuch Inftrument • I have fometimes al- 
fo obferved, that young Surgeons upon a rafhhefle of their opini- 
on^nd now and then Jot fooliftivaine glory and oftenration fake, 
havebeene overforward in that point, ofputting themfelves upon 
the worke of piercing the Cranium , not attending the true time of 
nature, and by wayting to fee what fhe can or will performc of her 
felfe,as in truth he ought to doc, for that the Surgeon being na¬ 
tures hand-maid, not her guide, ought judicioufly to attend her 
Crips , and to proceed by the advifesofantient grave Artifts, that 
are experienced Surgeons in thofe workes ; for fometimes there are 
dangerous fymptomes that ceale, without the ufe of the Trapan or 
7rafine, by making of a wound, or by the only competent enlarging 
ofthe wound,in which work it is good to be very fure in the making 
incifion upon the head, that he doe well divide the Pericranium fo 
farre as he intends to fet his Trafine , at the lead wherelbever there is 
Caufe of enlarging or inciting any wound of the head for the Trajine* 
or otherwife for the cnely dividing that Membrane , is in many cafes 
fufficient, andfervethin fteed of the intended worke of piercing the 
Cranium * and further touching incifion obferve, that as too fmall 
incifion is not good, that the Surgeon eveT have regard topreferve 
the beauty of nature as much as may be ^ as fuppofe it were in any 
part ofthe face,to make too large an incifion there,cfpecially when 
ft faileth out to be neere thetemporall mufdes,or on the forhead. 

Now a word or two more, and an end of that bufinefle, conccr- 
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ningthe rrajine^ nd I will conclude, there is yet a needfary Inftru- 
raenr, which of a kind of neceflitie, ought to be at hand whensoever 
the frafirte is put to worke, for that there may be unexpe&cdiy ufe 
of it 3 and it is as formerly named a Lenticular , or a cicanfer, which 
immediatly after the eroding part of the Trajifi? , hath performed 
ins fitting office and isremooved: this Lenticular or Smoother, being 
a little warmed, is to be put into the wound, where the eroding pare 
flood , and with a gentle fenfible hand to be palled to and fro upon 
that moft tender panicle, I meanethe (DuraMater) thereby to 
bring away any Small erofions, Scrapings, duft, fpills of bones, or 
what elfc-fccver might be imagined, could give offence to that moft 
fenfible and noble Panicle. 

This, with the premifes well had in regard, I leave the young Ar- 
till to Gods blelfing,and conclude this Chapter vrich a loving a 5 mo* 
nirion to the younger fort of my brethren, for their imitations; that 
like as our blefled Saviour faidto hisDifciples,ia his fpirituall Dis¬ 
cipline to them, when he fent them forth into theworld, to preach 
the glad tidings of falvation, headmonifhed them* and nodoubt 
infufed power Sufficient into them, to be wife as Serpents, and in¬ 
nocent or harmelefle as Doves,and withall, willed them to beware 
of men j and even the like premonition doe I give to my Brethren 
of the younger fort, concerning the great truft of the precious lives 
and limmes of men, referred to their skill, truft, and care, and 
namely, that they with the utmoft that in them is, and even as they 
would anfwere it before the living God, whofeethnot as men fee, 
that with innocent hearts, they without any finifterends, truely 
and faithfully performe their charge, in healing thole whom 
they take into cure, and charge, and that in the obedi- 
encc,and in the feare of God, their innocence may 
appeare before God, and be witnelfed 
by their workes. 
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THE PREFACE. 

Ourteouj Reader, Such is Gedt manifeft miraculous 
hand in his various and unfearchable wayes of affixing man¬ 
kind in that most rnyfome difeafe of the Peftilence, that it is 
not onely wonderfullfbut alfo impojiibltfor the wit of any matt, 
how wife or learned foever he may efleeme himftlfeyr by others 
be efleemed, to give afufficicnt reafon, with alfo a getterall and methodical 
Cure for that mo ft contagious, myforne , and killing difeafe of the Peftilence, 
for that it is apparent it paffeth mans wit to comprehend or to avoid the mofl 
fubtile invafions and affaults thereof as having in it (aliquid divinum) to 
be confidered of it being one of the three great and terrible Arrowes of the 
Almightie, whereby according to his Divine will hee hath ufually cut off 
firmers from of the Earth almoft in all Ages, and in all Nations, as we may 
gathered is at large read in holy Scriptures, and in the writings of good 
men, and dayly experience declares no lejfe . all which, for brevitie, l will 
omit here to repeat. 

And his mofl ufuallgreat and fearefull Arrowes declared, are Warres, 
Famine, and Peftilence ; and the mofl mercifull of tbefe three, which 
the Prophet David chofe , was the Peftilence: which, although his mightie, 
fearefull ’ and terrible hand be in it-, yet for as much as his mtrtie is ex¬ 
ceeding great,yea, overall his worker, and that he hath not forbidden, but 
given m leave, with underftanding, and fome judgement, to make ufe of all 
lawfull meaner to preferve ourfraile bodies in health by atl our btfl endevour, 
fi long as we trufl chieftly on his mercie, in the ufe of the meaner. 

In regard whereof l weighing with my felfehewjufland needfull a thing 
it is set all times, but chiefely in contagious times, for all men, efpeciaUy for 
men of my calling , to fhe» their endevours fit the helpe not onely of them- 
fllves, but alfo of their Chriftian Brethren, as well by direBions as by prefer- 
vative and curative Medicines. I efteemed it not amiffe, by this following 
weake Treatife,to fbew forth the fruits of my man v yetres experience,touching 
the generall knowledge of this difeafe,as alfo the beft meaner l had experienced 
both for the preventing and curing of the fame, when and where occafion may 
be offered, either Dome flick, Marine,or Militarie. And firfl, as by the way, 
take it into your consideration, that this difeafe hoideth not one certaine rule, 
figure, nor order in feizing on mans body,no, nor in one and the fame houfe or 
family j neither are men generally taken fick alike, no, nor direBly,as in other 
times of the Plague they have beene , but each time of Contagion hath dif¬ 
ferent affaults and difference in the fymptomes. For in Anno 1625, we had 
many flgnes contrarie to the Plagues in other times $ yea,and many did dye 
dayly, without any flgnes or market oh their bodies at all: and alfo fometimes. 
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ffsistoo manifest, the Plague beginneth in Winter ,ar.d that as well with us 
as wn hour neighbour Nations , as namely i Germanie, France, the Low- 
Countries, and. other farts of the world it hath done: whereas, for tie moft 
fan foretof'ore the Plague tetth w hath begun in Summerrand was commonly 
7*oft fierce,predominate,and mtraP.able to Medicines in the heat of Summer, 
and chiefely in Harvest,which is the unfeafonable time that wee doe ufualiy 
call the Canicular oi Dog-day es. 

But the fdnejje of the ytere 1 6%6, held not that rule, but enercafedin 
fomc Jownes in winter : wherefore jince it is evident, that the Almightie 
hath the ordering thereof.\and calleth ttt unto him,as is faidjby extraordinary 
formes, when,where, and how he pleafeth-, 

Let us with unfair ed humihtte of heart profit ate our felves with true 
repentance and heartie prayers, jbewing lively fruits thereof tn a ChriBisn 
converfation . and then,without all queftion,kts Rod wiU be taken away from 
ta and our Land. And alfo l advife all fuch as it may or fhall conceme, to 
repaire unto fuch good meanes and learned Counfell as at the infant may be 
had, for the preferving of their lives, and for the curing this fear efuS diftafe, 
and that without dangerous prefunction,by delayer,over-much timoroufrefle, 
or fearing, for in both theft extremities we offend God and our neighbours. 
And know, that all fief) isfubjeB to this difeafe,for it fiareth no agtfeex, 
nor degree of mankind what foyer. 

And amongft many evils, this one great miferie attends it,and is incident 
to the vulgar people feck of this difeafe, that when the difeafe rcigneth, the 
Learned and moft sk'ilfull men, together with the befl Divtr.es and mo ft able 
men of. efiate, which with their, relfefe fhould comfott and administer unto 
them both fimtuall and. bodily comforts,as alfo many of their moft neett uni 
chief ft friends, are wanting and fled,and in their places firing up unworthy, 
unskilfull, impudent,yea,and vagrant wretches,as / may terme feme of them, 
that in fob times, ufually take 'upon them impudently the charge of many (>ood 
mens lives i who alfo then ire incident to be committedto the hands of wicked 
and unskilfull Nutfey,andl had almofl fetid mercileJJ'e Keepers,which make 
their cafes yet more lamentable; of which,my felfe have had full experienct i 
when I had the difeafe. ,v - . . . ■ • • 

And for as much as in thofe times very many of the chief eft Traders of our 
Citizens of London, < 3 * alfo of other remote parts of the Countrey,flyefrom 
the Citie, which commonly fet the peore on worke, the cafe Of the poorer fort is 
made yet more mifer able: aUrthich miferies, with many more attending this 
no )feme difeafe,is no way to be diverted from mankind, but by the tender 
mercie of God: So that each man for him felfe and his neighbour, 
effect ally in fuch times, is juBly obliged to call unto 
*•>,- ;ii God, and fay, Lord have mercy upon us: 1 •

THE PLAGVE. 


Jnd fir/l what the blague is . 

He Plague is a difeafe venemous and contagious, TbsDtfmtm 

jlothfome , noyfome , fearefull, and hatefull to 
Mankind, yea, and deadly for the moil part, being 
accompanyed with variety of grievous fores, as 
Carbuncles, Botches, Blaynes, and alfo producing 
fpots and difcolourings of the skinne, by Antient 
veflitics , and vulgarly with us, although unproper- 
Jy, called Gods token, for that the peftilentiaH Bubo and Carbun¬ 
cle are by farre more manifeft fignes of the Plague then the fpots are, 
for that the like fpots are feene in fevers,which cannot trulybe called 
peftilentiaH. 

The difeafe may fitly be called, ( VltLgtUum Dei propeccatis mun- 
di ,) The rod of God for the finnes of the world; and even rhe word 
Plague, if derived from the La tine word which is a wound, a 
ftripe,aftroakcorahurt, is a juft definition of this horrid difeafe, 
for who fo hath this difeafe, hce is wounded, hce is plagued, hee is 
ftrucken, yea,and that by the Almighty. In briefest is a killing dif¬ 
eafe, fearefull to Mankind, for that at unwares , it feafetb upon, 
invadeth and pofleffeth mans body, as well fleeping as waking, and 
being once entred in, it produceth diverfe fearefull and deadly acci¬ 
dents , and that with great celerity: fo as Tbeopbrafitu parace/fuiy 
amongft others a learned Writer ,deferibing this difeafe, calleth it 
( Bafitifeuf elementorum) alluding it to that (Bafilifeus Oljmphi) whoas ThePL-gue com- 
the Latine Maximchathit, Solovifu interficit hominem, onely by his ^f toaEl ^ • 
fight killeth mankind, but,faith he,with a limitation,as not fimply " 
dotic yAttualitcr per fe t &perfl>eciem vijibilem , notby the aft it felfe, 
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"and vifibic fpeciesof the creature, but by reafon of the aqueous ;and 

humid fubftance thereof. , A , a , 

Moreover,the body of the Creature, being as the Author affirmeth 
very porous and hollow j there arc fent out of it fuch vapours, as in¬ 
fect the ayre,which infeCted ayre, fo fooneas it is drawne into mans 
body, it doth immediately kill him j in like manner,this Monftirin 
mankind the Vlarue, killeththofe whom it breatheth upon, fothat no 
man can account himielfefafe, the difeafe proceeding horn the influ¬ 
ence of the Heavens, as many of the moft learned W riters teihfie it 
doth, fothat by their great diftemperatures, the ayre being poyfoned 
and infe&ed, which we are enforced to receive into the fecret clofets of 
our bodyes, which undoubtedly hath its originall, DePrtfcitMta Dei. 

What fafety have we then, or what can be a more fearefu 11 enemy to 
mankind thenPeftilentiall Vapours, which feaze upon mankind as a 
aThiefc, and invade him at unawares, which lurke in every corner of 
thehoufe, yea in his moft fecret chambers, threatning to take away his 
life when he leaft miftrufts, yea when he is in his quiet fleepc,as is laid? 
fuch is this horrid difeafe, from the which God of his infinite Mercy 
deliver us and our land.

Three font fcvcrall leates in the braine, the heart,and the liver, upon one or al 1 thefe 

tfpecUU;. principall parts, this infe&ionufeth to take hold, and beingoncecn- 
tred therein, as it were in a moment of time, it furprifeth, fubjugareth, 
captivateth, yea and triumphethover the whole body of man, and over 
all the faculties thereof, to his utter ruine and deftru&ion, if God bee 
not the more mercifull unto him in his prefervation, and howfoever, 
asitisfaid, that the difeafe chiefly doth fca/e upon the three princi¬ 
pal! parts of mans body aforenamed, yet having firft fo done, it feareth 
nottofhew his fubtill fury all over the body, and fets its marke every 
where, without order or controule. 

Whether the Plague may bee called a Feaver or not. ' 

There hath bin much difpute amongft ancient writers, whetherthe 
Piaguebeea Feavcror no, by reafon of the fubtility and unequality 
thereof, but for what I can gather by my experience,I am out ofdoubr, 
that he which hath the Plague is not without a Feaver, neither is hee 
ever freed from the danger of that Feaver,untill one, or more then one 
Cryfis happen, for untill either Botch, Carbuncle, Blayne or Spots, 
called peflities, doemanifeftthemlelves, no juft indication canbehad 
what will become of the patient, but that he is alwayes in expectation 
of Death, the diftemper continuing.

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But if upon the pjoduttion of any the former Symptomes, a dige+ 
ftion in nature follow (as is (aid) namely the Feaver ceafc, the (icke 
perfon take moderate reft, a Botch come to good fuppuration, a Car¬ 
buncle to reparation, or a Blayneto yeeldhis ufuall indigefted <]uit- symptomatfu- 
ture, with mitigation of rhe dolour, or that the Blayncs drying and 
withering by Gods mercy, through cordiall Diaphoreticks or the like, 
that a chearefulnefle in the fickc appease, or but fome one of thefe 
good (ignes (hewing it felfe in a favourable manner, there is great hope, 
and the feare is almoft part. 

And yet let no man fo much flatter himfelfe, in his owne conceit, 
in the time of contagion, whenhee perceiveth the ayretobe mani- 
feftly infedted, the difeafe being popular, as tothinkewith himfelfe 
that becaufe the Difeafe perhaps at the firft, beginneth llovvly, 
and the diftemper yet dull and not much outwardly apparent upon 
the patient, that he hath no feaver nor danger, and that hee may take 
time till the next day to confider whether he will ufc remedies or no Jet 
no wile manfo prefume, for I have fecnevery many ftruckeneven at the 
heart, when the difeafe could not be adjudged dangerous, neither by 
thepulfe, urine, nor any other cerraine indication, faveo.cly by the 
complaint of the patient, who under favour in that difeafe, is not al- 
wayes fenfiblc of his owne danger; and againe, how many have at the 
very firft, an apparent fierce Feaver, which can no way be removed,but 
by lbmc of the former waves of digeftion, or by Death, whereby it is 
manifeft, the Plague is never without a Feaver, and fo all men will ad¬ 
judge it, that either have had it, or that ha've followed the cure thereof 
in others. 


Of the fupernaturallcaufes of this Difeafe. 

The materiall caufes thereof, as is already declared, are in pact, and 
in the prime placeeftecmed to be our finnes, which draw Gods,wrath sm. 
upon us, as witnefTes the Prophet Amof , where he faith, Shall there bet 
cvill in a City ., and the Lord hath not done it t &c. Whereby we may juftly 

f ather, thatwhenthe Almighty will fhew himfelfe-in his fury,againft 
uftand afhes, he can put rhe Hoaft of Heaven in his order to fight a- 
gainft us, in which cafe we have no way toefcape his judgement, but 
by Prayer, orunfainedRepenrance, and as for all other natural!, or ef¬ 
ficient caufes, they have as their fubordinated dependances and cf- 
fe<5ts from the former, and are con deflated, put on, and put off by 
Divine Providence, \h,ex Prafcientia Dei, by the fore-knowledge of 
God. 

Namaftraregttnt homines, regit &aflraDetts. 

As the Poets fay*'and the very Heathens concludfe no Icflc, that the 
ftarres governe mans body, and God governes the ftarres; and allocx- 
periencetelsus, that when any of the foure feafons of the ycere prove 
unnaturall, mens bodies accordingly become unnatural 1, as fome- 
times bvpeftilentialldifeafes: whereforeto multiply words further of 
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the primitive caufes of this difeafe, were but to detraft good time,and 
the truth thereof is manifeft to all men, in that this furious difeafe as it 
were disdaines any generall Method or order of cure, after mans inten¬ 
tion as it is faid, when it is in his Rage.

That whatfoever man doth, or whatfoever man fuffereth,all procee- 
deth from above. 

Of the mm all caufes of the Plague , by the judgement of the mofi 
ancient and moderns Wtiters. 

The terreftrial caufes thereof, are by common confent of moft wri¬ 
ters,as follovveth: Venemousand ftincking vapours arifing from Fens, 
Handing ponds or pooles, Ditches, Lakes, Dunghils, Smckes, Chan- 
nels, Vaults or the like, as alfo uncleane flaughter-houfes of Beads' 
dead car kafles of men, as in time of Warre, and of ftincking fifli, 
fowle, or any thing that hath conteined life, and is putrid, as alfo more 
particularly ingreat Cities, as in London, the uncleane keeping of hou- 
fes, Lanes, Allies, and ftreetes, ftomthofe recited and the like infe¬ 
ctious venemous vapours, by warmth of the Sun exhaled, are apt and 
able to infett the living bodies of men, and thereby to produce the 
Plague, which once produced,is too apt by infe&ion to fpread it felfc, 
and become popular, as experience too muchfheweth: andasbycor- 
2SS/ ru P c meats and drinkcs > mens bodies arc corrapted and infefted, even 
tte,acaue. ^ (^y C orruptayre(as I have laid) which we can no way avoid, to draw 
into the fecreteft parts of our bodies j the fpiritsare likewife infefted 
and poyfbned, to the produftion both of ficknefle and death (if God 
benotthemoremercifulluntous) for where the difeafe once begin- 
neth, there are many unhappy evils incidentals caufes conducing to the 
encreafe thereof 5 befides Vapours, and one not of the leaft is, it bring- 
ZZft. tod * eth fcarcity of food with it, and that brings emptinefle of the belly,and 
where emptinefle is, there evill aire is not wanting, and that aboundeth 
too much with the poorer fort 5 and allb where food is wanting, all 
kindcsof food, how infectious or pernitious foever, isufed in necef- 
fity, namely all rawe fruits, as plums, peaches, yea mufty Come, 
and many things of farre wilder condition, and foby confequent,lack 
of food, is a great caufe of the encreafe of the Plague, fo that in the 
Vitwheijbme fond fickenefle time, it is by experience daily found, that farre more of the 
* tufa poorer fort ufually have d y ed, then of the richer- for where emptinefle 

and unwholfome food is inufe, as is repeated, there the corrupt ayre 
doth the raoft lnrme. 

And likewife generally obfervc,that where warre is for the moft part, 
there is famine, and tliofe two conclude to make up a third evill,name¬ 
ly

ly the peitilence, which God be praifed we have bin long freed from 
the twofirft. Thus much in briefe of the Terreftriall caufes of the 
Plague. 

Of the precedent a*d dcctdentallfignes of the Plague. 

The precedent and accidentall fignes notable in the Difeafe of the 
Plague, are various and uncertaine, becaufe in truth they are feldome 
in any one perfon as in another, buttofpeake,asof the raoft <renerall 
firft appearance ofthe Plague, itbeginneth cold,and with paine in the 
, head, and ftomach, and fometimes in the backe, and if fo, then it is 
commonly taken for an Ague, and therefore at firft little feared. 

Agamefomebeginnetocomplaineof painein the backe, and fiicft 
kindes of beginning,are more generally hopeful! of healing then, when 
it beginneth hot (in my opinion) in fomealfo it beginneth hot’ with 
paine and giddinefle of the head, and paine in the ftomach: others at 
the firft ftroake or touch, findea generall difeouragement and weake- 
nefle over all their whole body, others at the firft being taken in the 
head, their fences are ftupified and dulled: in others it beginneth with 
a raging and fierce fcavour, fo that their countenance is changed, their 
fpeech fayling, or fainting, their eyes ftrangely turning to and^fro, in a 
fearefull manner. 

Againe others complaine of an extraordinary paine, with extreame 
heat, inward in the ftomach and intrals, when the outward parts are chil 
and cold, and ready to lhakc: againe fome in the beginning complain 
of great thirft$ others complaine of fhortnefleof breath , & and paine 
in breathin g* others fwellingand forenefle o f their throats which be¬ 
ing fought into, no caufe appeareth : Others have the Almonds or 
Glandul’s of their throat much fwelled and inflamed. 

Alfo many are taken with great defire to fleepe, and with frequent 
yawnings, and it is unfafe, in my judgement, to permit fuch to fleepe 
before a Diaphoreticke or fweating Medicine have by the patient bin 
taken, and that it hath breathed out fome of the venemous vapours bv 
fweat, with keeping them waking, till the medicine have wrought his 
effcift. 13 

Others are fubjeft to great watchfulnefle, and commonly thole are 
in their (lumbers opprelfed with grievous and fearefull dreames and 
fantalies. Others it beginneth with fweatings, with paine of the back, 
and a ftmking of the breath, and fuch are ever of very doubtfull cure’ 
and in my opinion fuch have inward Carbuncles. Others have fwel- 
lingsintbebreaft, fome alfo have lofle of appetite, evill digeftion, 
and faintnefle, and fome are troubled with deepe hickcoks andhoftow 
belchings. 

Others from the beginning to the end of their fickneflc, and till 
death, have neither fwelling lores nor fpots: alfo upon fome at firft 
there appeare diver fe fpots of aduskifh colour, their countenance of 
anunequallafpeift, the one cheeke red, the other pale: Others with 
fweat drops on their nofes, a fierce countenance with grinding of the 
teeth.

And to be briefc, touching lignes and accidents in this molt 
fcarcfull difeafe, 1 perfwade my felfc, that no man can fpeake of any 
NoCytufimeof terrible fymptomc, figne, or indication of any difeafe whatfeever 
mtd!m‘»ihe U that bath befallen any man, but that the like hath beene feenc and 
tnfedtd of the obfcrved in fomc one perfon, or more, lick of the Plague: for the 
Fkgue. fierceneffe thereof in fome perfons,force th Hemorrhage both from the 
greater and leffer vcines • and fome it affli&eth with a DjJJ'cKtcria 
Diarrhea, Lienteria y all thefe from the belly, and from the head, it 
produccth Apopltxia^Paralyfis^ Ljthergi , Vertigo^ Mania, with diverfe 
other fymptomes alfo from the throat, Squinancia f Angina^ & c . Alfo 
obftru&ions of the Bowels, retention of Urine, Colic a and lliaca 
f afftOj Singnltui Gangrena^ Convulfions, Contraftions of Nerves, and 
whatnot,this fierce difeafe produccth todevoure poore mankinde 
by: and furely, for that caufc 1 am perfwaded it is vulgarly called 
the Sicknefle, as comprehending and including all other ficknefle 
in it felfe.

Namely, when the Patient is poffeflcd with founding and fain- 
tings, with cold and clammie fweats, often changing of the counte¬ 
nance, vomiting of flymie, fharpe, and ill-coloured flegme, either 
grccnifh, yellcwifh,blackifh, or bloud-coloured fanies- or avoiding 
of Excrements difordered,and difcoloured, either fattie,blackifh° 
un&ious,or unnaturally (linking, Convulfions,Contraftions of the 
Nerves, graveling and pidling with the fingers, plucking up the Bed¬ 
clothes j a fudden flux of the belly of ftinking matter, of ruftie or 
grccnifh colour } a fudden going back of an Apoftume, Carbuncle, 
or Bubo . alfo when the Patient is infenfible of the departure of his 
Urine, and Ex cremcnts. 


And yet to Gods glory I here affirme, that notwitb(landing the 
aforefaid figncs,or fome one of them, I have feene,I fay, fome one 
or more of the afore-named fymptomes appeare, and that the fickc 
hath even m mans judgement becneas at the point of death • and 
yet ncverthelefte, by breathing of a Veine, or giving of a good DU. 
pmrettek Cordiall, the partie hath beene recovered,and lived. Where¬ 
fore I would advife the difereet Surgeon, that dare adventure his 
per.on m fuch cafes, not to leave doing of good to his Patient by 

all rational! admimftrations and applications, fo long as life an* 
pcareth. ^ D 1

hath recovered his Patient, for the moft part is loathed, ftiunned, 
and avoided, not onely of his Friends and Patients, but for his ha¬ 
zard,coft,and care, is fo under-valued, that fometime, but for prelu- Theinmuni 
ming to tell, his Patients, after lice hath recovered them, that they me - 
had the Plague, hee hazardeth the future Ioffe of their favours, yea, 
and fometimes, under favour, hath his ovvne houfe fliut up, to make 
him amends withall. 

Wherefore fuch ungrateful nefle hath made me, in my old age, 
to call to mindc the Motto of Paraccljm , that moft famous Art 
tift, formerly repeated:.

Let him not be anothers, that can be his owne. 

And yet I confefle, I neither can nor will refraine in one good 
way,or another, to be doing good in my Calling, by Medicines or 
Advice, both in general 1 and particular, in that or any other difeafe, 
fo long as God doth give me life and health, with ftrength there¬ 
unto, maugre the ingratitude of the unvvorthieft fort of men.

And it is juft and laudable for every worthy Surgeon to be 
kndwne, by walking fairely and blamelcftc in his Calling, and 
namely, by doing good at all feafons, although with fome perfd- 
nall hazard now and then, for that hec is therefore ordained by the 
Altnightic to be ever readie, ad omne quart } upon every occafion; 
which,who fo truly obferveth, fhall be blcffed. 

For to this end every Artift, yea, and every Chriftian man is 
ordained, and alfb commanded by the holy Apoftle S. Pauly in 
thefe words, to doe goody and distribute ■ Forget not, for with fuch 
Sacrifice the Lord is well pleafed : and S. lames faith, that it is true 
Religion, to vifit the patherlejfe and widow in their aehierfities , &c„ 

And even the exccllencie of the Calling of Surgeons fhould incite 
them to zeale where they can, as well without reward as for reward,- 
where povertie is, and need requireth.

T Herc are onely but three mod notable certaine externall 
fignes of the Plague apparent to all, and thofe faile not to 
teftifie the truth of the difeafe: and by thofe, each old Wife 
§il‘ 5 uf tbe by her experience, may maintaine her report of the difeafe,as amply 
^ UC ' and well as the skilfulleft Dodor, in times of contagion 5 and they 

are as followeth.

r he fir/l figne T Bfprmis, the Bubo Peffilentialu ; which,as I may ever juftly affirme 
B“bo. Xof mine owne experience, was to me the happie Botch, fent upon 
my owne body by Gods mercie, and was the fparing of my life; 
for I had it twice, namely, at two feverall Plague-times, in my 
Groyne. 

Thefe Buboes , Boyles, or Peftilentiall Botches commonly happen 
Thefirflplace in the Emun&ories, fincks, or cleanfing parts of the body, as the 
where the plague Artift tearmes them , and feldome elfewhere (if they be peftilentiall) 
fhewcsnfei/e. nan?c iy } they come in the glandulous parts, under or behind the 
TbcBrame, e are, if the Braine be opprefled , which is the place by which the 
Braine, if Nature be able,driveth out and difehargeth her felfe of tho 
Vcnome or poyfoned Infedion,which otherwife would kill the ani- 
mall fpirits, and by that,the whole body alfo. 

Or it commeth fub axiltis, under the arme-holes, as it is ufually 
called, where alfo are certaine fmall Glandules,or Kernels; and to that 
part the heart fendeth out the venemous vapoursjor offending matter, 
either by force of Nature,or Art,which fuddenly groweth there to an 
Impoftume,Botch,or Boyle. 

The third and laft place , where commonly a Peftilentiall Bubo 
commeth, is in the Groinc, which the Artifts calleth Inguen j where, 
when the Liver is opprefled, and Nature ftrong, fliee fendeth forth 
the difeafe or Botch thither 5 and that is the third part where the 
Botch appeareth : And, as by the way, to the Artifts of the younger 
fort a word or two of my pra&icall obfervations, by way of diftin- 
guifhing the difference betwixt the Vcncriall and Peftilentiall 
Bubo ♦ wherein a young Artift may be miftaken, to his preju¬ 
dice.

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Wherforeletthe Artift obferve,as common pra&ice fhewcth,that 
the Vencriall-^M^, although it ever appear in the Groyn,itis flower in 
his progrelfe then the Peftilentiall Bubois,for the Peftilential com - 
meth for the moft part with a Feaver: and although the Veneriall 
fometimesinhisaugmentationinyoungerperfons hathafmall fea¬ 
ver for a day or two, when it is almoft at ftate,it being alwayes thwart 
upon the dependant part of the Belly, called Imsn venter^ or the low¬ 
er belly, namely in Inguin upon or over Os pubis j But the Peftilentiall 
Bubo or boy le commeth ever furioufly on,and as in a rage of a Feaver, 
and as being in hafte,fometimes it lighteth oil or near Inguen thwart, 
but more often lower upon,the thigh, pointing downeward with one 
end, the upper end towards the belly, being commonly the biggeft 
or the fullcft part of the Bubo, the whole thigh being alfo inflamed, 
which if it doth not hold, ever to come right in the place where the 
veneriall Botch doth as is faid, but as necre the Emun&orics as it 
may, yet . : t . . 

Howfoever by the fury and uncertaine feat thereof, the peftilential 
isevertobeknownc from the vencreall, and the more certaine by his 
furious comming, or when the Plague raigneth, and it happeneth to 
children, which cannot be faid to be venereall, and yet nevcrthelefle, 
even in contagious times, A venerial Pubo is not to be forbidden by 
any Surgeon to happen, if his patient pleafe to have it lo. 

But to conclude this point, the difcrcet Surgeon at the firft light, 
the other forenamed circumftances well weighed, may eafily know to 
make a true diftin&ion fufhciently,if he be a man of judgement: and 
thus much of the firft outward figne of the Plague, viz. The Bubo, 
Botch, or Peftilential Boyle.

The fhape or figure of this Difeafe is raoft commonly fomewhat 
round, and the colour uncertaine, according to the predomination of 
the humour infe&ed or infe&ing, for fometimes it is pale, though the 
party be in a feavour, fomerimes reddifh, fometimes blacke or pur¬ 
ple, orgreenilh, and the two laft colours are mod fearefull, and this 
difeafe is feldomc healed, without fomuch lofle of the oiufculous 
* flefh and skinne,as it taketh firft hold of, in what part foever it happen, 

except by fvvearing medicines in the beginning of the difeafe, the fu¬ 
ry thereof be changed* but it is a very good figneof life whenitfepa- 
rateth it fclfe fo, that the Feaver ccafe,for the Carbuncle commeth fel- 
dome or never to fuppuration as doth the Bubo: But it will admit fe- 
paration, and come toa kind of unperfe& digeftionraany times, and 
after will come to falloutasagangrenated part doth, where Nature is 
ftrong, anditufually will feparate and come away in one entire piece 
from the found,butifit grow black and feparate not, norany circular di- 
geftion be, and the Feaver abate not ,then it may be feared Death is 
at hand, for little hope of recovery is in the Patient.

foyou (hall fee fome Carbuncles fmooth as fglafle, and of a blacke 
Aiming colour, notunlike pitch 5 with intolerable paine, and the 
member whereon they are fixed, will be ponderous and unwildy to 
move to and fro, and feemingtothe patient, as if it were heavily 
overburthened, or as though it fufferedby hard ligature, and I have 
feen Patients that have had Carbuncles within the body, whereof one 
hath bin within the Stomach,and fome have it in their Liver, and o- 
ther principal parts,but fuch live not many dayes.I have taken out the 
whole eye from one, by a Carbuncle feated therein , who recovered, 
and from another the halfe nofe, from another the halfe of the beard, 
with alfo the lippe whereon it grew, which of it felfe fell offby fe pa¬ 
ration, and from the third, one of his tefticles, I meanc one of his 
Hones, with the purfe and all, and that man was with the halfe of his 
Scrotum, living at the writing hereof, as in my other Treatife elfe- 
whereis mentioned. Thus much of the fecond principal figne or 
apparant Demonftration of the Plague, namely the Carbun¬ 
cle.

T He third manifeft and demonftrative figneof this Difeafe is 
the Peftilentiall Blaine, whereof fome infe&ed have many, 
and diverfe have not one: and this Difeafe is a painefull angry 
pufh, fomewhat like the fmall pock , but yet in colour more red or 
cloudy, feldomc tranfparent,as a fmall pock ufually is,but farre more 
painefull: fome have them fomewhat lefle, fome bigger, with a fmall 
headjof an angry blew or reddifh colour > fometimes of a lead colour, 

, and 
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and fomewhat hardor flefhy, and as it were growing upon a large ioor, 
or ftoolc, this Difcafe is found in every part of the body, buc this 
Blaine feldome killeth, or hindrcth the cure of the difeafed, but it ra ¬ 
ther fervcs for a demonftrative figne of the Difeafe> then othenvife, 
and helpeth to breathe out the venorae , as I gather, Tor . if by verrue 
from above, or of good Medicines, or by ftrength of nature, the fca- 
vour be overcome, the Blaine dryeth away,and requireth no other cure: 

For as I conceive, it onely proceeds {exebulUtione Smgutnu Venemfi) t becaafe of it. 
of the ebullition or boy ling of vcoeroous blood, which being thru ft 
out, either by the immediate workeof God, or Art, or Nature,hca!th 
eafily followeth, and the blaincsvanifh,unlcfleby natures weakenefle, 
or through the undue ufe or want of Phlebotomy or .of purging medi¬ 
cines, or for want of following the cure , by Diapboreticke medica¬ 
ments in feafon, the venome be repelled from the fuperficies to the 
center, as too oft in the cure of that difeafe it happenet h, and in fuch 
a cafe, eminent death is to be feared: Apd conclude of the third 
notable figne, the Blayne.

have fpots of fcverall formes and colours- when venomous feavours 
raigne, and yet have not the Plague: and againe many have fufpitious 
and fcarefull fpots, which the vulgar tearme Gods tokens, and reeover 
and live many yeeres after ; my felfe have cured not a few in that kind, 
that are now, to Gods glory, living; thefc fpots are upon fome bo¬ 
dies like Flea bitings", in others larger, in fome againe as big as a 
penny. 

In fome bodies there are very many, and fometimes they are like - 
frecles, and they are moft commonly found upon the breaft, and fom- 
times upon thebacke, armes, and legges of the patients 5 they are in 
fome of a colour blewifh, or of a fad red, and fome arc like lead co¬ 
lour, and others purple, fome are of a pa!e-blew, and thefe fpots 
are ever without paine : but the very appearance of any fpots, ro 
any in the Plague, caufe Hidden feare to the Patient; which, though 
the markes be infcnfible, yet through fudden feare, they produce fain- r , . £ * 

tings, fwoundings, trembling of the heart, and death following there- 
upon, although neither the patient feele paine, as is faid, neither al- 
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wayes the Artift can judge, by reafon hee Teeth juft caufe of fudden 
death tohis patient, the reafon being fccret with God, as inwardly af- 
fli&ing mankind, de Pr<efcientia Dei , namely of the fore knowledge of 
God: fo much of the rnarkes, fpots, or tokens, in feme appearing, 
in the Difeafe of the Plague.

A Mongftwhich Cu6,Longe,Tarde, Are by many good writers 
prescribed and much infilled upon,as in the firft place,and their 
meanings are, that people fly quickly, fly farre, and tarry long 
tame nmedie. f rom t { x danger of the infe&cd a ire, where it raigneth. And I deny 
not but they are-good rules- but even they, daily experience fheweth, 
arealfomoft unccrtainc, Quia Dew ubtque eft, for our God is every 
where, and returneth fome home (I will not fay with a vengeance) nei¬ 
ther can all men make ufe of thofe rules, how good Ibever, neither is it 
fit that all men Should flee, for many reafons too loDg to bee infilled 
upon. 

And let him that flyeth, for the firft, wherefoever hee lives, 
beware of provoking God , by Surfeiting, either by fulnefleof ea¬ 
ting or drinking, even in the beft aire, how got d foe- er the Meat or 
Drinke be, for fulncflc in contagious times menaceth danger, 

Omne nimium vertitur in vitium . 

Every fullnefle is uneafie for nature to digeft, and therefore may 
ohm mean t» prove vitious : Alfo, in contagious times let him beware of raw 
beavoM. Fruits, of Oifters, Mufcles, new Wines, or the like novelties, as 

Melons, Muske-Melons, but chiefcly avoid the cxceffeof them. 
scafonabi.times Alfobeware of being abroad too early ortoo late, in times ofcon* 
toveabjaved. ta g lorij andobferve a goodcuftomc with yourowne bodie:docnot 
Suffer your body to be too coftive, or over-much bound neither is it 
bofm ° >der th f to kcepc a mans body dayly in purging,no,nor in dayly loolenefle, 

inftoLn™ ° f°r extreamc loofeneffe is not good, nor Safe, in contagious times: 

neither bleed but by good advice (if it may be had) neither before 
nor after the time of the Sicknefle, for th.it fearefull dangers enfuc 
often by unadvifed bleeding or purging in contagious times; for there¬ 
by, in feeking to avoid danger, contagious and venemous vapours arc 
often dravvne from the fuperficies , or outward parts of the body, 
to the Center j and namely, to the Liver, Heart, or Brame, or to one 
of them. 

Alfo 
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AHo if any purge or bleedby advice, lettbeblood be removed,and 
put away inftantly,and likewife his clo(e-ftoole have cold water there¬ 
in, and not be kept in the roome, wherein the patient lodgeth, longer 
then neceflity conftraineth. 

Beware alfothat no manthat hath any Peftilentiall tumour or rifing, 
be it Botch, Carbuncle, or BPine, doc open a veyne without very 
found advice, nor purge, and if he doe want ftich advice, then let the 
vewe be opened on that fide he mo ft conaplaineth of, and not other- 
wife, as hetenderetb the patients life: it i^ ajfo good not to be thinne 
clad in contageous times, for that the fickoefie, with the raoft begin- 
neth cold, neither to lye too cold in bed, fweating is farre fafer for any 
man in health, for preventing difeafes, thenquakings. 

Alfo beware of tooviolent exercifesin fuch times, for taking of 
fudden cold,& beware of all provocations to the extremity of feare.carcj 
anger, griefe, watching, extremity of rfawluft, or extremity of heat 
or cold, and alfo of delaying of helpe indue time, which hath cod 
many a man deare, as elfewherc hath bin certified.

Refervativcs are put before curative Medicines in the Difcafe of 
the Plague, by mod good Writers; the reafon I take it, is as 
well concerning the ficke, as alfo their friends and attendants , 
wherefore I hold it not amide to begin with thofe things which are fit¬ 
ted to prelerve from the infection, and one is as much as may bee to 
correct the evill difpofition of the ayre in houles, as namely for one 
cheape remedy. . <i 

Take Bayberries grofly beaten, and laid upona hot fire fhovell,and xtceiti of pvt. 
carried u p and dawnc each roome of the houfe, is very good, and ffe& 
ped alfo in wine Vinegar,bcing flrewed upooEtpbers in a chafingdifh, 6 a ' 
and catryed to and fro in roomes: or take FisaiKkinfence, ctf pitch, or 
tarre,or Rodion wood, or Cedar, or Iuniper, and doe in like manner, 
or any one of the aforefaid, or the fouall dud or fragments of amber, 
fo tiled, I meane the wade of fuch as is ufed for beads^aod knife hafts, 
i? very good again ft any infectious aire, and mod panticulsrly a- 
gainft the Plague, alfo Iuniper or the berries thereof, or pay leaves, La¬ 
vender, Sage, Rofemary, or any one of thefe dryed, and laid upon a 
hot fire (hovell, and carryedtoandfroma Roome: Alio let thehou- 
fes be kept clcanc, where the fick are, and no lefle where the whole are, 
to preferve them in health • Alfo wine Vinegar, wherein Rofes, Rue, 

Angelica or Wormewood, or one of them hath bin deeped, or wine 
Vinegar, with Role water therein,taken and fprinckled upon a hot fire- 
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fhovel, and carryed up and downe the roomes of the houfe, all thele 

or any of them, are very profitable to corre&thecvillaire, and where 
it may be done, let the calement or windowes of houles, opening to 
the South or Weft, but chiefly the South lightbekcptfhut,orforthe 
moft part, and rather open the North and Eaft lights, for they bring in 
the purer and fafer ayre. 

ether recent »f Alfo for the wealthier fort,to make a Fume of Storax Labdamtm^Mtu 

Fum*. ftich, Beniamin , Cloves, Cinamon , Mirrbe, or of Lignum Aloes , all,or any 

one or more of thele together, are very good for thole that willgoe to 
the price thereof, and are cordiail ftnels, and doe refill putrifo&ion, 
and the evill difpofition of the Aire , and thereby prevent from the 
Plague.

F Or fuming of apparell to them that arc of meanes, and willgoe 
to the price of it, there is no better Fume, thenasis faid, the 
Fume of Lignum Aloes , Cloves , Storax, Beniamin, Labdanum , Afyrrhe, 
Majlich , Cinamon , Amber , or fome one or more of thefe , for 
they are all go r d and very fitting, and correct the ayre well, and 
refift venemous Vapours, and thereby they prevent the infe&ionof 
the Plague, alio the Fume of the faw-duft, or chips of Cedar- 
wood , which ate in London to bee had, and are cheape and lingu* 
lar good for the fuming of roomes, or of apparell. 
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A good, comfojitm for fuming Beddings Apparellyr the like > 
and the whole Heufc, if they fleafe j and 
it not very deare .

T His one Caveat I de fire the Reader to take notice of, and to 
be warned, touching a groffe Errour by many ufed in their 
Fumes for Houfes or Apparell, which I have often obferved, 
namely, by the burning of Brimftone to fume Houfes and Apparell 
with i which,in my opinion,as well they.might preferibe the fuming 
with Cinaber, Mercuric, Arfenick, Rialger, or Antimonie j for I 
am fure, and can maintaine it, that the vapours are all venemous and 
deadly, the one as well as the other. 

And I can fpeake it of pra&ife and proofe, that I my felfe have rbtfme of 
feene killed Cocks, Hennes, and diverfc other Birds and living 
creatures,as Bees, Gnats,Flyes,&c. with the onely fmoakeofBrini- 
ftone and upon good grounds, I will not let to fhew any man the 
praaife for his learning: and that it molt artificially killeth Fleas, 

Flyes, Lice, Gnats, and Bees, I need not prove. 

Wherefore beware of it, for the fume of Brimftone is venemous 
and deadly, I know it; and that it is an enemie to the Braine, and 
will quickly confound the animall faculties. My felfe have bcene 
from my youth delighted in Alchymib, and have opened the bo¬ 
dies of diverfe Minerals and familiarly of Sal, Sulphure, and Mer- 
curic, to my no fmall coft, and now and then lome danger j and 
therefore I with all wife men to beware of them : But if any one 
will teach his Neighbour the prattife of fuming his Houfe with 
Brimftone, let him firft fume his owne Bed-chamber well with it 
ccrtaine nights together, and fhut hisdooic,the Roome bemg filled 
with fume,and goe to bed5 or any fmali Roome that is clofc, where 
be would have the true force of the fume,then brag how he likes it- 
it uerhaps may coft him too deare. \ , 
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And for his Apparell,if it be eitherof Woolfor Silkc,orofLin- 
nen, it will furely doe hurt to it,as well by rotting them,as by ftaining 
them. 

There are fome parts of the world, where there are great Mynes 
and mightic Mountaines of Brimftonc perpetually burning : and it 
is affirmed, and for truth obferved,that no Man,Beaft,Bird, nor other 
living creature can live neere them, nor within the compalfe of the 
vapour of them. Therefore, I beleevc the author of the invention of 
fuming with Brimftone, can never be able to make it good, that the 
vapours of Brimftone are fafe,nor fomuch as friendly to the life of 
man : vvitnefle all the workers in like fulphurous Metals, whofe very 
countenance will witnefle, that though the fubftances of Metals are 
moft fcrviccable to be ufcd,yet their fulphurous,Mercurial!,and Arfe- 
nicall vapours of them are often proovcd to be moft deadly ; yet 
will I nottlenic,but that Brimftone is many wayes medicinable,and 
fo isQpick-filver, to betaken into mans body, duely adminiftred 
and prepared artificially . but not their crude vapours, by way of 
fuming. Thus much of Brimftone, by way of fuming Houfes or 
Apparell.

T Ake an Ivorie or Wooden Box, with holes in it, and fit i 
Spungc into it, wet in VVine or Role Vineger, wherein fome 
cordiall hearbes or fpints have bcenc firft infufed or fteeped; 
as Angelica, Rofemaric, Sage, Rue, Wormewood, Balme, or at the 
leaft,fomeonc or more of thefe • and when the Wine Vineger in 
the Spungc waxeth drie, wet it in the fame Liquor, and put it into 
the Box againe,weekely renewing the aforefaid Liquor. 

Or if a Limon ftucke with Cloves alone, be carryed in the pocket 
or hand of a man or woman, it is very good to preferve from conta¬ 
gious ayre.

low : But that of the white is more excellent, and precious. If a rbewmecfibt 
Spunge or any other fit thing be wet in Vineger, and ccrtaine drops °J^ whM 
of the faid Oyle added . or onely a drie Spunge, and certame drops 
of this Oyle dropped into the Spunge, ana put intoa Box,and fmcl¬ 
led unto, it preferverh from any infe&ious ayre, dnd comfbrceth the 
animatl faculties of the body exceedingly, and is likcwifc good 
againft Apoplexies, and other Cephalickc difeales. It being held 
one of the moft precious remedies againft the Plague of all other, 
and is not deare to be bought: And the fame Oyle, one, two, or 
three drops taken falling, cither in white Wine, or Beere, is a very 
excellent Prefervacive againft the Plague.

He feverall Medicines in this Treatife to be taken into the 
body forPrefervatives, are alfo Cordials, being indeed fuch 
Cordials as have vertue to open the pores of the body, and 
by fwcating to give breathing to nature, and thereby to defend mans 
body from Contagion, being fuch alfo as heretofore have beene pre- 
feribed to be taken by men of the beft judgements in Phyficke, for 
the defending, curing, and driving out the difeafe from the principall 
parts by fwcat: for without all doubt, no Medicine can be generally 
fo fafe, for the firft intention and entrance upon this cure of the 
Plague, as is a true Diaphoretick or fweat-provoking Cordiall Me¬ 
dicine, whether it be taken by way of a Prelervative, or as a Curative 
Medicine, as ancient Writers tcftific. 

Galen s opinion And namely, Galen, the Prince of Phyficians, attributeth unto 

Medicines. tes the whole Cure of the difeafe of the Plague } and by An¬ 

tidotes,he meaneth Medicines Cordiall and Prefcrvatives,fucb as by 
opening the pores, provoke fweat. 

But as there is no gencrall rule,but may admit an exception • even 
u 1 r 1S cour ^ e may not be alwayes fafe and warrantable at 

the firft, in refpe<ft of the wondcrfull varieties this fearefull difeafe 
produceth, as well in the beginning as in the progrefle thereof. 

For it may upon occafion, as ol fulncfic, or of obftru&ions of the 
body, fo come to pafte,that evacuation generall or particular muft as 
in due courfe precede, cither by Bloud-letting, Vomit, Purging, 
Ghfter, or Suppofitorie, or fome one or more of thefe 5 I fay, where 
juft caufe is,they may as of needfitie precede: for which cauftyt will 
ever be fafe to ufe expert advice,if fuch may be had- onely remember 
by the way,what is faid of purging Medicines^md tlxeir danger, if firft 
taken, in the Cure of the Plague. 

^ erc following,I meane to fet downe feverall forts of thcchiefeof 
the compound Cordiall Medicines mentioned in this Trcatife fol¬ 
lowing,or otherwife in frequent ufe, which are inwardly to be taken 
into the body,to preventthe comming of the difeafe; or being recei- 
ved by Hvcating,beft for the expelling of the Venome fo received into 
the body with the dofe or quantitie reafonable of each of them to 
he taken by way of Prefcrvative, to prevent the difeafe before it com- 
metb ; as aifowhat quantitie may be fitly taken,for the fafe provoking 
of fweat,when any one fceleth himfelfe cvill difpofed.and vehemently 
iufpedcth himfelfe to be fallen, orentring into the difeafe, by any of 
the lymptomes or fignes before exprdfed,or otherwife.

T Her'tAc. Andromsch. ortlic true Venice Treacle, and not infe¬ 
rior to it is Mithridatc. Democrat, both of which are no 
truely made in London. 

Alfo London Treacle is a very good Antidore or prefervativewcll 
approved, and Ele8uar. de Ovo, or the Electuary of the Eggeisalfo 
avefy furegood Cordiall: alfo Theme. Diatejftr. by the ancient 
writers, called the poore mans Treacle, by my felfe much experien¬ 
ced, and approved to be good, all thefe and every of them in their 
natures, either mixed or given each per, or by it felfe, are very 
good, being Diaphoreticks, or Medicines provoking*fweat, more or 
Idle, and thereby opening obftru&ions, and by evaporation expur* 
ging venomc, and refreshing nature, and fo by confcquent, curing the 
Plague. 

Hereunto may alfo be well added, fome appropriate purgatives Purgatives ufi. 
to be taken, both as preservatives, and as curatives, where juft occafi- f ul1, 
on is, namely Pilul. Pcftilentialu , Ruff. & Pil. Prtfetvdns. lob. Ba- 
hint, one dramme of any one of them, for a purge, is a juft quantity 
for an able body, and he or She may fafely take it at any time, cither 
at night or morning, when there is juft reafon, and for thedofcor 
quantity, by way of prefervative to be taken at one time, is one pill 
about the bignefle of a Pcafc, or in weightabout 12 or 14 graincs, or 
at the moft a o gr. which is tearmed a fcruple, once in aday, or once 
in two or three dayes, either at evening,or in the morning, but I con¬ 
ceive it is beft to bed-ward, and he or fhe who taketh it, ought to ob- 
ferve, that if it make him or her have but one loofc ftbolfc, it is fuffi- 
cicnt. 

For it is not fafe for any perfon to keepc his body loofc al- Muchkx]tU 
wayes, in times of generall infection or contagion ,!for that that fife. 
is recited elfewhere 5 for where emptinefle is, evill vapours have 
place of entrance : Alfo , as touching the firft of the afore¬ 
named Cordials, one dramme for a Dole, and namely, of Art. 
dromdcb. Treacle , or Venice Treacle, and a like Dole of any the 
other three fpecified Prcfcrvatives, to be taken by way of a Cura¬ 
tive courfc, but by way of a Prefervative, at any one time, for a 
ftrong body, 20 graincs may fuffice,and may be taken without 
offence, which is one fcruple $ or a leflc quantitie to a weaker 
body: and to'a ftrong body infected, to provoke him to fwea't, 

0. j. and fe. or 5 . ij. by a ftrong man, of any of them,either in Cor¬ 
dial i waters,or Wine,as is laid, may be fafely received into the,body.

And whereas diverfe Writers preferibe fuch Antidotes to be 
taken in diftilled waters, as of Cardutu , Angelica , Dragon water, 
or the like, which in time of contagion arc notonely lcarcc, but 
fraudulent, and feldome, or by few, truely made : But yet I mull 
fay , being truely made, they doe excell many other Liquors. 
now to oimirn- Yet for reafons aforefaid, in their wants, I hold it fafeto admmifter 
fi-r preftrv*- Methridate, London Treacle, or DUtefaron , or any fuch Medicine, in 
* vts ' good French wine,and fometimes in Spanifb wine, if the difeafebegin 

cold j or in poflet drinke, made with wine, or without wine, as rcafon 
fhall guide. 

And note, that it would ever be fitteft to give thefe Medicines 
or any of them, in the moft cordiall Liquors that may be had • 
but if the ficke will as willingly take them in a Bolus, 1 meane in 
a lumpe, namely, as it is of it felfe, hec may fafely doe it • yet if 
the ftomach of the ficke will not fo admit of it, then it may not be 
1 atnifie, to give him a draught of warme poflet drinkc, made with 
Carduut BenediBm , Burrage, or Buglofle, or Sorrell water, and a 
little Sugar boylcd therein, or in want of thole hearbes, a plaine 
poflet, and three fpoonefuls of Spamfb wine added thereto, where 
the Artift fhall lee it fo ncceflary, which may time enough bead, 
ded, when the Poflet is taken from the fire, if the patient betaken 
cold, as is faid $ but if the Difeafe begin burning, then let Sonell 
or Violet leaves or Strawberrie leaves, or fome other cordiall rootes 
Hearbes, or Flowers, as is alreadic rehearfed, bee put into the > 
poflet, and fome fitting firrup, as of Sorrell, or Wood-forrcll, or 
three or foure drops of oyle of Vitriol, if it may bee had, be ad¬ 
ded thereunto, in fuch a cafe being very Cordiall, and good; and 
in want thereof, plaine poflet drinke, alone reafonablc warme, will 
doe well, where the recited arc not, and for a need give it in white 
wine as is laid , or in Beere to the poorer fort j or if the party 
take this Medicine alone, being in hafte, in want of meanes, it 
will doe well, by Gods Mercy, if hee bee not too much doubt- 
full. 

And for the dilcreet Artift, or the attenders of the ficke, let 
them take what they have ready prefently, and let the ficke bee 
laid downe to fweat, and where you can have learned counfcll, 
refufe it not, as is faid, and delay not, for by want of advice now 
and then,able men dye, to fave charges, which is a lamentable 
folly.

Ihis is not onely for the common Plague, which is called the 
fickcnefle, but for the fmall pockes,meafeb, and furfeits, and diverie 
othtrdifeafes. 


Ihis Medicine as you may read, is praifed to the full, and no 
doiot may well deferve praife, and yet were I to put my life upon a 
medicine, I would not chufe the aforefaid Medicine for many rea- 
fops. Firft that the compofition thereof is uncertaine, namely by 
penaiworthes, and the Angelica water doubtfull whether it bee of 
it felfe fimple, or drawnof Wine, the Treacle not declared whether 
coirmon or no, and further in my judgement, take it in the be ft fence, 
the compofition is rude, and too hot, fitter rather to inflame, then 
cure. But yet I leave it for them that have tried it, or that lift to try 
it, tD make it up and ufe it in the name of God, whogiveth his blef- 
fings beyond meafure to mcane things.

T Akc Saffron 3 ". 5. and a Scruple undryed ; then teafe it, I 
meane, pull the parts thereof afunder : then take one rcafo- 
nable fmall new-layd Egge, and make a fmall hole in the 
top of it, and let the white run out ; then fill up the Egge with the 
faid Saffron, putting it in by little and little, till it be almoft full, 
ever gently mixing the yolke with the Saffron; and in that manner 
of doing, one reasonable Egge will containe all the preferibed Saf¬ 
fron : This done, with part of the white of the Egge mixe a little 
Wheat flower,to make a pafte; then breake another larger Egge onely 
for the fhcll, which you may ufe as followeth. 

Firft ftrike off the toppe as whole as you can, to cover the hole in 
the toppe of the former mentioned Smaller Egge, and with the pafte 
aforefaid pafte up>the hole, and fet it ncere the fire, onely rodrie; 
and after that, fpread a fine ragge with fome of the faid pafte, and 
againc cover the hole and the piece of the fhcll lying thereon, and 
drie it before the fire; then put this Egge into a wider Egge-(hell, 
namely, that which was emptied before.and fo let it up to the toppe 
in an Earthen Pot filled with Sand on a gentle fire, till the Sand be 
fo hot, that the Saffron in the Egge fmell; then for feare of bur¬ 
ning intake the Pot or Pipkin from the fire, and take the Egge out 
of the hot Sand, and put it to coole; if you finde it be but reafo- 
nable drie, and not burned, then need it not be put any more to the 
fire, for it will eafily burne, without great care had: then being well 
rolled, take all that pafted away, and take all the iubftance con¬ 
tained therein, beat it, and worke it fo long together, untill no 
part of the Saffron appeare, but be all into one body; then weigh 
what the whole fubftance weigheth, which will be about one ounce. 
Which done, take of Diptam . Alb. of the rootes of Tormentill, of 
Butter-burre, called Petaeitis } of Angelica and Zcdoarie rootes, of 
each -5. j. of Myrrhe and Juniper Bcrryes, of each 3 . jj, all thefe 
being made into fine pouther before, and readie 5 then take of Mu 
thridate of the bcft,§. ij.of the fineft purified Honey,5. ij. make 
this up, according to Art, into a ftiffe Etcauarie; which is done by 
ftrongand ftiffe beating and working of it altogether, at the Jeaft 
three or foure houres: And if there want humiditie to worke it up 
into a juft confidence, adde Sjrrop. Limoniorum , qua. fa. eit. 

1 he Dofe of this, isat the moft 3 . j. fe. But for that it bath an 
unplcafing tafteunto fome delicate pallates,when I have it readie, 
l ufe to take thereof 3 ,f c . and of Ther.Diatejfaron , or London Treacle, 
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or good Mitbridate, of any one of thefe, 3 . j. fe. aid mixe them in 
white Wine, with alfo a few drops of Oyle of Vitriol, namely, foure 
or five drops at the moft,with alfo one ounce of fane Cordiall Syr- 
fup 3 as of Buglofle, or Sorrell, of Citrons, or Lirnons, orWood- 
Sorrell, when it is to be appointed to delicate perfens. And all that 
I give at once to a man or a woman, and lay the partie to fvveat 
gently at the leaft for three hourcs. Or in want thereof, I put onely 
a quarter of a pint of white Wine, with a little Sugar to it, either 
mixed as is faid, or 5 . j. fe. of the laid Elc&uarie alone in a bole or 
lumpe to fomc, for it ncedeth no other mixture forthc adding vertue 
thereto, for it is a moft excellent Cordiall alone. '

And I would advife thole which cannot have all the ingtediencic 
of this compofition, as namely in the Countrey, that tney make 
readie the Egge and Saffron (as is faid) and tak: onely a double 
weight of good Muftard-fced thereto, and with ibout one ounce 
of good Honey workc it well into an Elc&uariq and ufc thereof 

j. fe. at a time, in Poflet-drinke,or Wine, according as the fick- 
nefle taketh men : if it take them cold, I hold it better given in 
Wine, or Poflet-drinkc made with Wine, if it maybe had, then 
with the ufuall Cordiall Waters , which is but a meere Flegma 
diftilled from the bare hearbe at the beft, and ofen not truely fo 
good : for I well know, that Wine is a true Cordhll,and gladdeth 
the heart of man j which I muft beleeve to be fq, for that the Book? 
of God doth fo teftific of it. And I know alfo it refifteth pi||ri- 
fa&ion, in the very nature thereof. j| 

Wherefore, in my opinion, if it were not in Tome who appa¬ 
rently have a fervent burning Feaver, where reafen it felfe would 
advife me to forbeare Wine, I would ufe Wire before eyther 
Angelica, Carduus, Dragon Water, or any of :he like kindcs, 
in the cafe of the Plague , as I have diverfe rimes clfe-where '* 

recited. 

This Medicine either taken alone, a Drach. oi foure Scruples, "rbt v tfi *f 
to a ftrong gerfbn difcafed, is excellent, if it be tdeen with Syrrup Ele<a * de0rd ' 
of Citrons, . j. White or Claret Wine, f. iij. oliiij-f. and foure 
drops of Oyle of Vitriol, and thedifeafed layd to fwcat upon it, 
being orderly attended, it is a moft precious Medicine, by my felfe 
very often tryed; I having often made the aforcfaidReceit,and ufed 
it out with good fuccdfe.

Take a new Egge and make a hole in the toppe, put out the white, 
and fill the place with Saffron undryed onely teafed, and the flakes 
opened afunder, mingle it in the fhcll that it be like a pafle , the yolke 
of the Egge and,the Saffron together,and ftoppethe hole being filled, 
and boyle or flew it, or rather bake it gently m the Imbcrs, till it may 
almoft be brought.into powder but without burning of it, then adde 
unto it of the rootes of Tormentill Morftu Diab. Angelica, Pimper- 
nell, and Z edoarie of each 3 i). make this into powder, then take §ij. 
of old Venice Triacle,and in want thereof fo much Mttbridate, and with 
water of Scabious, make it into an Ele&uary, and give at onetime for 
the largeftdofeor quantity,one Drach.and a halfc to a ftrong body to 
provoke him to fweat, if he have the fickenefle.

Sugar cloven firft into fourc parts, and when it is halfe Hewed, 
adde fome Cmamon in powder thereto, it is a lingular good 
Cordiall fo taken, and for a prefervative for tender women with childe, 
and dainty people, the quantity of a Nutmeg thereof in a morning, for 
ftich as are delicate and tender ,and cannot take medicines well that are rbedife ifit, 
bitter. Alfo for women with child, if they take fometimes a tolle 
fprinklcd with rofe vineger,or ordinary wine vinegar,then fpred it with 
butter and ftrew a little powther of Cinamon thereon, and eate it fa¬ 
ding, it is a Cordiall and a very good prefervative for them. 

And amongft the reft of good prefervative Cordials Ptl, PefHlem. PU.RulfLvepl 
Ruff, is not the lead, for it is a prefervative and purgative, yea, and a 
curative medicine of great vertues, and very highly commended by 
diverfc antient and moderne Writers, and which of mine ovvne Iorig 
experience, I have found lingular good.

before, if hee finde himfelfe not well, let himgoc to his naked bed, 
and tailing, take a nap (if hee can) and then when hee awaketh, give 
him fome fmall Cordiall,as namely, 3 . j. of Mitbridate^o? o f 
tejfaron , or of London Treacle, in Poflet-drinke, and gently provoke 
him to be in a fweating manner, not to fiveac too itrongly, and that 
for three or fourc hourcs. Which done, there may be given him a

But this kind of cure is onely for the beginning of the difeafe, 
and to be given, as is faid, to a full body, which hath a complaint 
of fullncife of his ftomach.

O Ne Petrus Sthjlkmtu^ learned Phyfician of his time,in his Trea- 
tifc De vesie doth write touching the ufe of Catharticke or 
purging Medicines, ir the cafe of the Plague .as folIoweth,and recitcth 
his rcalons and authcritie for the fame in thefe words.. 

Concerning the opinion which fome Phyficians hold,that folutive SoimwfhrbU. 
and purging Medicaments are convenient in the beginning of this ^”/”ptV“ re 
moft fharpe fickncflethe Plague,and that the vencmous humour is to ° * * ^ 
be driven out of the bodies infected with the Plague, by their force 
and heat: The cenfues of Galen and Avicenfay ftrong arguments, are 
repugnant to their opinions. And Hippocrates con fir me th their au¬ 
thorities in his Lib. p. de Dicta , or of Diate , which is to be ufed in 
fharpe fickneflcs •, wlere hee faith, when in any fliarpc fickneflc the 
opening of a Vcine or folutive Medicaments are ncccflarie,the Vcine 
is firft to be opened. And Azenfoar in the Lib.^.dc Theifir faith , be- But in mcR. 
fore any jkirgation be, hee would advife that a generall evacuation natetim Rule a 
might be made 5 meaning, that letting bloud is fit to be done. 

And becaufe,faith her, the ufe of laxative and purging Medicaments fofitoccapmand 
arc ill, hurtfoll, and cangcrous to the body, by reafon of many evi * dut timt ‘ 
dent cafes; therefore hec likewife condemneth the error of the un¬ 
learned and barbarous Phyficians and Mountebankes of his times, 
which would drive avay the caufe of the difeafe by violent purging 
Medicines,as namely with Mercuriiu precipitate^ which red pouther 
they call falfely a precious Cathartick or purging Medicine; which 
having a great force of heat inthcm,theydoedraw forcibly and fwiftly 
both the bloud and humours which arc in the Veines,and doe drive 
them out,to the prejudice of Nature: by which commotion, Nature 
which governeth the body, is difabled, ftupified,and beaten downe in 
her endevour,touching her Cr/Jir,her working and contending with the 
poy fonous vapours, fo as for the moft part it hapneth,that thereupon 
proccedeth a fymptonaticall expul fion.which is not farre from death 
it lelfc. And thercforefuch Medicines arc not fit to be ulcchin the be¬ 
ginning of the fickncfc, namely, the Plague. Moreover, all purging 
Medicaments draw the humours to the inward parts, that is,from the 
fuperficies or outward parts to the center of the body, which is the 
hcart^nd the effects follow deadly j for in vencmous difeafes, the ve- 
nomc ought to be driven from the center to the outwards: therefore 
Cathartick or purging Medicines being miniftred in the beginning of 
this ficknefte,doe moc hurt then good. And in this further is to be 
added,that fuch purging Medicines as are ftrong and fharpe,are eftce- 
med to be vencmous <f tbemfelve$,and there is nQ venome or poyfon 
to be put to poyfon; for every fuch thing as is added to his like,as the 
generall Rule faith,maceth that more fuch. r

The Major is prooved by lob. Mefues de confolatione Medicinarum, 
where he faith,that all laxative Medicines are of the fort of venemous 
things, vvhofc exceflc nature cannot endure: therefore in time of the 
Plague,the difeafed bodies are not to be made emptie by Purgati¬ 
ons , feeing that a Phy fician is called, by reafon of his Office and 
Learning which he profefleth, a minifter, a kee per, and an imitator of 

Nature in the Plague,endevours as much as in her is, to expell the 
venome to the fuperficies of the body : Therefore a Phyfician ought 
to follow the trad of Nature, according to the Aphorifme of Hippo, 
crates ,21 Lib. 1 Aphorif. Where Nature aymes his courfe, thither it 
behooves the Phyfician to intend his artificial! helpe. 

And becaufe Catharticke meancs, by their innate force and cru¬ 
elty doe overthrow Nature, the ruler of the whole body, which 
alfo is made weakc, by reafon of the (harpenefle and force of the 
Plague, Nature is to be preferved , and no laxative Medicine to be 
given,

I N which, the firft point is, that hee be put in mindc of h isDmUMsfer 
dutie to God, and that with penitent hearc hce crave mcrcie tbt "W'*- 
of him. . : 

Secondly , that hce take the advice of the beft learned hee can 
have, and that hee follow their directions : but if hee want better 
counfell, let himobferveas followeth. 


Fir ft, if his body be very coftive, namely * if hee have had no Httrv to order tb- 
ftoole in twodayes, or at the leaft the day before hee falleth ficke, bodiu of the in - 
let him in the firft place take a Suppofitorie; and if it procure 
him not a ftoole,Iet him take another within one halfe hourc; and 
if that doe no good, let him take a very gentle Glyfter: but beware 
of taking any Purgation or Laxative whatfoever, by the mouth to Tur$ngdM& 
be received, as I have in feverall places laid, at the beginning of«#». 
tbedifeafe; but open a Vcine rather, if learned advice order it: 
or, which is fafeft, take a Medicine to caufe fweat j and if hee 
be fcanted of time, fweat firft, and take a Suppofitorie after the 
fweating Medicines have done, for it is dangerous to delay fweating Sn , clt i„ g „ ot)B 
any time. And if hee have it , let his Cordiall be Aurvm zit<e } be delayed. 9 .

But in cafe the difeafe proove to be the Plague, if the partie 
be full of bloud, and the ficknefie begin with him hot, and have 
but newly taken hold of him, and alfo that hee be couragious uuingUoudm- 
and willing thereunto, open him the fuileft Vcine you can finde “fc™ in f lime 
in his armc, on that fide hee moft complaines on, and take 
leven, or eight ounces, if no rifing appeare, and lay him to fweat 
within one houre after , forbidding him to fleepe, as hee tendrech sleeping d*tge- 
his life : but if hce be fearefull, dull, flcepie, lhivering, or ya 
ning, or have any fuch fignes before the bleeding, or that any 
Tumour appeare, then forbeare Phlebotomie at the firft , and " 
prefendy give him a Diaphoreticke, or fvveat-provoking Medi¬ 
cine, or Antidote, one of thofe formerly named; and let him obfmzum in 
be layd in Bed, and well covered over head and all, and fo pro - 
yoked to fweat, by all the reafonablc meanes that may be : And 
in any cafe , let him not be fuffered to fleepe, during the 
of his fweating, no,.not in two houres after the taking of his /n:M “" £ * 
firft Cordiall, without you fee extraordinarie good fignes of health 
in him. 
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■ s And you may continue him (Wearing gently three or fourc boures, 
freaurZlw or leflfe time,according to his ftrength, and then withdraw the clothes 
long. by little and little: but yet keepe him in a breathing manner warme, 

ZVrmrn* though not fweating much, fomewhat longer 3 which docc,drie him 
and lhifc him with irerti clothes, well warmed: And if he keepe his 
Medicine, and fweat well, there is very good hopes, or rather little 
feare of him at all; but if hee caft it, there is not fo much hope : 
yet give him another fweating Medicine, and a third, if hee caft the 
fecond, ftriving to pleafe his tafte in what >ou ir>ay with his Medi¬

hee muft be very catefull to lyeftill, and keepe his armes in bed all 
the time of his fweating j or that hee have warme fleeves to defend 
them from cold. 

a frond Dia- And yet againe, if any cvill fignes appeare to you, give him as 
fi’ore’M 10 be a f orCi morc Diaphoretick or fweating Medicines , untill you fee by 
y e TJ the lightncflc, chearcfulnefTe,and good fignes in the fick,with good 
mutdfeare be perfwafion, that the venemeus vapours which caufed the difeafe,be 
Tr'ZnZZt almoft or altogether lpent 3 or that the Botch, Blaine, Carbuncle, 
tmg Medium or fpors come forth : For if the outward fignes appeare upon his 
tooqueii. fvveatings, or that hee be cbearciull,and that no outward markes doe 


appeare, in either of thefe two cafes there is great hope of his well¬ 
doing. 

Wherefore I wifli, as is often rehearfed , that all men begin

betimes to ufe Remedies, whilcft ftrength of Nature is rcadie at 
hand. 


For thofc which doe take a good Cordiall, that caufcth fweat at 
the very firft, feldome have any outward Sores ormaikesatalP, and 
if they have, they are light, fmall, and eafily healed : and when you 
find the danger of the perfon paft,or vcncm.e of thefickneffe is fpent, 
and the partic chearefull; then, and not before 9 may you, having 
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good advice, purge j but I hold it fafer to forbeare Laxatives even 
then alfo. 

For you rauft note, that if you purge, if there be any venemous a me of the 
qualitie in the body at all left, as is laid, you draw it to the center dM °~ er °f 
oi the body, namely, to the heart, and fodouble the danger, and ^* 
for the rell ot .the cure, no man can preferibe what in each body fhall 
be fitting by any one gcnerall rule, for that one perfon is feldome 
taken as another, in that fearefull difeafe*. 

Onely take this one thing for a rule of comfort in generall, that 
this dileale commonly is fwift,and is lnorti and doth begin and end 
in a moncth commonly at the utmoft , for it is tearmed but the 
difeafe of one Moone : if the partie be likely to live, and the 
danger of death for the time over, no Apoftumcs, Boyles, or Sores of the fodder. 
whatfoever doe heale faftcr, nor fooner, then thofe of that difeafe curc °f lht 
of the Plague doe, when the furie of the Feaver is once pad. For P/ ^ w * 
the difeafe is a Feaver, like to a furious ftorme, fhort and terrible; 
but the furie once over, it is the calmed of all contagious difeafes 
whatfoevcr,and the eafied to be healed, farre better then the French 
Pox. 

And moreover, note one thing elfewherc mentioned • inall cor- 
diall Medicines and Julips, there is not a fafer nor better thiftg to 
refift the putrifa&ion and venome, to comfort the head and the 
flomach, and to quench third, then is Oyle of Vitriol, fo you ufe of the good u[o 
it warily • but you mud be very warie, that to one draught of 
Prinke, or Julip, you put not above foure, or rather but three 
drops ; and ufing it but a very little at a time , you may ufe 
it the ofccner, and the fafer ; otherwife, there is fomc danger 
therein. . 

, You fhall know the goodnefie of this Oyle, by the clearenefle Tbechoifeofu. 
thereof, and by the weight thereof ; for if it be as cleare as Rocke- 
water,and ponderous almoft as Lead, then is it very good. By my 
will, I would never give any Purge nor any Cordiall without it, if 
1 could have it; for I have found it, by much pra&ifc, to be very 
precious. 

. Alfo, if you doe take the quantitic of one oQnce of conferve of 
Roles, and about eight fmall or fingle drops of Oyle of Vitriol, 
and mixe them exceeding well, and give the Patient a little thereof 
to cate, or at the lead to keepe in his mouth now and then, in the 
time of his licknelte, it is exceeding cooling and comfortable for 
him,and quencheth third fingular well. 

And you fhall fiodc much the more profit in it, if you adde Salt The virtue of 
of Wormewood thereto (as is faid elfewhere) either one Scruple 
oj halfe a Djachme for a Dofe , according to the drength of the rbe 
ficke,and vehemencieof the difeafe; for it mightily cncreafeth the 
force of the other Medicine, in provoking of (weat, and refrefheth 
the fpirits. Sal-Niter is alfo good, if the difeafe proceed of a hot 
caufc,a like Dofe given. , 
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And note further one obfcrvation generally to be had in minde 
Things t» be cb- by the attenders of the ficke, that they give the Patients leave ever 
undmlnbe' freely to put thcUarmes out of the bed both night and day, except 
pdf ° in the times of Sweating j and to that end, be carefull to provide 
them Waftcoates, Sleeves, or, at the leaft, the legges of old 
Hofe, or any meane thing to the poorer fort, to keepe their armes 
warme. 

For my felfe know by experience of my owne body, when I had 
the Plague, and fo fince of many others that have beene under my 
cure, how comfortable a freedome it is for a ficke man to have leave 
to fpread and call; out his armes, and how uncomfortable a thraldome 
and imprifonment it is for a poore weake man, by his Keeper, to be 
forced to keepe his armes in the bed, or in any one certaine por¬ 
tion : Wherefore the attenders of the ficke ought to have judge¬ 
ment and commiferation, I meane, a fellow-feeling of the infirmi¬ 
ties of the fleke, and chiefely, in this moft fierce difeafe of the 
Plague. 

1. Note aifo, that in Summer, when the Sicknefle beginneth hot 
or burning, in the Drinkes that you give your Patients, whether 
Antidotes or Cordials, that you ever ufe Wine Vineger a fpoone- 
full or two, where you doc not ufe Oylc of Vitriol; but if you 
have Oyle of Vitriol, it farre exceedeth Vineger, as is often 
fayd. 

2, Alfo note efpecially, in the Houfe where that a Childe is in- 
fc&ed, great care be had to keepe the rell of the Children from 
him : for there is a farre greater fympatheticall danger betwixt 
Children, then betwixt Men and Women ; which dayly experi¬ 
ence fhevveth. 

3» Note alfo, that for Infants and tender Women, Mdromach. or 
Venice Treacle is a good Medicine, as it is made, by the view and 
order of the Colledge of Phyficians of London . and in want of 
it, which my felfe would as foone take, good London Treacle, if it 
be alfo truely made, according to the prefeription, and by the view 
of the faid reverend Do&ors of the Colledge of London : I hold 
it a moft fit Medicine • and the rather, for that it is of taftc cafie 
to be taken in: but the quantitie at a time to be taken of it, muft 
rht Do/e •/ be as is faid •, to the ftrongeft may fafely be given, 5 . ij. which is 
Theriac. An- about the weight of 18 pence in Money at a time 5 and to a Child, 
fSST >0 a b° ut 3 pence, or 6 pence, or 9 pence weight, according to their 
feverall ages and capacities: and alfo, if you can, and that you have 
convenience, it is good that you remove the ficke Patient fometimes 
from one Bed to another,where convenience, meanes, and abilitie is; 
and that you ufe fprinkling the Roomes with Wine Vineger fome- 
times, as is faid, where it may be had* 
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Of fuck Dja as is fitting for the ficke of the 

Plague to take. 

F Irft note, that a very fparing Dyet in gencrall is the mod fir, if 
the Patients have fuljl bodies, but in this dileale,commonly all 
appetite is forgotten with the Patient: yet when you finde, 
that the danger of death by thedifcafe is over, and that the Patient 
amendeth, then good refrefhing and nouriflung food is beft,ufing it 
fparingly. 

And firft, for the delicate, and they which may have it, let them in Mmiti 
the name of God eate Phcafant, Partridge, Qpaile, Chickens, Rab. the 
bits, Capons, Vealc, Lambe,or Mutton ; any of thele are very good 
taken with moderation. And fo are all field-Birds, which are ufed 
to be eaten, excepting thofe which live upon the Water, as the 
Swan, Goofe,Duck, Plover, Wigion, &c. Alfo generally the tnoft 
kinde of freOi-water Fifh may well be eaten of, except the Ecle, 
the Tench, and the Salmon: Playce, Flounders, Whitings, Soles, a UatifmMm* 
Smelts,and fuch like, are good, moderately taken ; alfo Pearch, 

Roche, Stone, Gudgeons, Breamcs,Trouts. Frcfh Becfc and Porke 
are excepted againft ; and I thinke it fit to avoid it, where there is 
no want of other things. But on the contrarie, where there is fcar- 
citie, let thy abilitie be thy guide; and in the name of God, in 
want of others, let none be fo unwife to refufe Bcefe, nor the 
Broth or Pottage thereof, for experience fufficiently approoveth 
them good ; neither Eggcs poached, nor foft fodden; no,nor Bread 
and Butter, when their ftomachs will beare it; for thefe all nourifh 
well, very moderately taken. 

And remember, that if your Patient begin to amend of his dif- 
eafe, and that his appetite grow, denie him not competent food 
in a fparing manner, and let him have, as neere as may be, that 
which is of light digeftion,and not too much at once, but give it 
him often. 

For underftand, that after once the mafie of bloud hath beene 
corrupted, and that Nature,by Gods mercie,with the helpe of good 
raeanes, hath againc gotten the upper hand, the body will require 
good nourifhment,andoftentobe fupplyed. 

The ufe of Verjuice is very wholefome in the difeafe with Meats, 
and alfo in Poflcts, where inward heat is, and thirft withali, but not 
where cold is : And the ufe of Goofe*berries,of unripe Grapes, pre- 
ferved Cherries,Pruines,fowre Pomegranats.and the like, are very 
good,as is clfewhere mentioned; and no leflegood is theufcofOran- 
ges,Liraons,Porne-Citrons,and Pomegranats.

»\/l plaint, for whichone good Tcmedy is phlebotomy at the firft, 
XV-it not under the tongue oncly in that cafe, for that it you doe it, 
fufficeth not in fo fierce a dileafe, but • that you muft alfo be forced to 
open a veine in the arme : Wherefore let rhe Surgeon, if he be urged 
thereunto, take the fullcft vc ine of the arme of that fide, which the 
paine or complaint inclincth moft unto, but concerning genetall eva¬ 
cuation by Phlebotomy,in Peftilenriall Feavours, never doe it whena- 
ny indicationof a Chry fit,by the dileale appcareth,for feareof offence j 
and if fo be that one fide duffer not more then another, then take 
it on the right arme, and take a reafonable good quantity of blood, 
namely from a man, 6 or 8 ounces or ten ounces,not more, for feare of 
deje&ing the (pints, and a Idler proportion to a weaker patient, and 
make a reafonable 1 rge orifice, which in fuch a cafeis beft, and if after 
apparent need be,which feldome is, open the veines under the tongue: 
but howfoever I would begin wirh the arme.

application, take a final 1 handful 1 of Camomill flowres 5 ofcleanc afhes 
of wood without coales or drofle, a handfull, anda few role leaves, 
and two fpoonefuls of oyle of roles, with as raaahofiiwne vinegar, 
boyle it with fmall beere into a Cataplafmc, and very warme, apply it, 
and fhift it morning and evening, if the role leaves be not to be had,or 
the f amotnil flowers,ule elder leaves in place, it will doe well, and 
ordinary oyle or butter for a need will ferve, where oyle of Rofes is 
wanting, or the old Medicine of Mel, and Album Grtecum, with a lit¬ 
tle Vinegar mixed, is right good : and the next morning after Phlebo¬ 
tomy, give the patient a Diaphoreticke of Aurum vita , eight graines, 
and appoint h im to five at foure houres • and no doubt but the difeafe 
will be therewith foone at an end . 
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Of theufe of Phlebotomy in the aforelaid diieafe, I have had experi¬ 
ence oftentimes this yeere, and even upon my ovvnc fontm, who.being 
in a violent burning Feavour, with an Angina cjifendpfa, and being ycry 
Umvillingtobe let blood under the tongue, firft for (earcof lofteof 
time, I caufcd to give him a fuppofitory,then afrec within rhree houres 
I gave him a Cordiall Diaphoretick, Gr.&. of Auyum vit ar, which hee 
did fweat upon for three oralmoft fourchoures very plentifully , and 
was fomewhat revived, andreafonablechearefull, neverthe le fife he fti 11 
finding a great fulncfle of blood, entreated me to open a veine for hint' 
in the Armc, the which I did, and tooke from him, as I conceived, ten 
ounces of blood, he being ofa full able body, and about twenty yceres 
of age, and without any more medicines, or time of complaint, by 
Gods mercy, he came to his perfed health againe the fecond day from 
the beginn i ng of h is difeafe.

T Ake good Vnguentum Pepuleon , and annoint the Temples, and 
forehead therewith, it is good againft the Head-ache,or oyle of 
liquid Mace, the Temples annointed therewith, or oyle of nut¬ 
megs, prefled from the Nutmeg, or a great turnip roa fted in theimbers, 
and cut thorow the middeft, ana very warme applied to ttie temples', 
taketh away the paines of the head. 

Alfo a piece of red role cake laidon apewter difh,and letonacha- 
fing difli, witfi a fmiall fire, and then bedewed with wine vinegcr, and-a 
little Nutmeg grated and ftrewed thereon, and fo applyed to "the foie-

thickc, applyed cold to the fore-head or place grieved , aflvvageth the 
paine thereof very ftrangely.

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Alfo Landanum graincs 4, but rather 3 graines onely, be not too bold 
with this medicine, nor any other opiats whatfoever inthedifeafe of 
s ' the Plague, and when you ufe them, doe it with advice, and onely in 

extremities of unfufferable paine: For that Medicine will doc the 
deed, andfafely, if the Surgeon be difereet, and not too bold there¬ 
with, which if he be, hee loofeth his patient, yea I had almoft faid, he 
killeth bis patient.

that fully ; it provoketh fweat well, and thereby cureth the difeafe, and 
may be taken againe and againc,three or foure times, if occafion be, for 
it is a true cordial! againft the Plague. 

True oyleof Amber beads is alfo excellent for the prelerving from 
the Plague, three or foure drops taken fafting, dropped upon a piece 
of Bread, or in anydrinke,and for the curing of the Plague, twelve 
drops at once taken. 

Alfo Beerc of the infufion of Woormcwood , and Rue is very 
good, and to cate of the hearb Sorrell, or of Wormewocd, is likc- 
wi fe good to preferve from the P lague, and alfo ufed in fawce, it is very 
good and coral all. 

AIfo the outlandifh Angelica rootes are very good chewed in the 
mouth, and fo kept in the mouth afmaliroot thereof, for theprefer- 
ving from the infedion of the Plague.

Paracel ftu much Commendeththeapplication of any -live Fifh to a syrmFijhn

Man himfelfe can decline from .

For from the beginning , all men are confiituted once to dye,and 
yet there is an interim for each man , of not being in health,neither 
really dead put quail moriens,velfemi mortuus, or half- 
dying. In the which interim,or intermisfion of time,aman may by an 
accident be [aid to bee in fitch a diflemper, as he may be gangre- 
nated, or in a Gangrena , as the Artifl tearmes it, either in

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intention ot invention as by great wounds; whcrof great hemorrage, 
and fo as by a juft confequcnt a Gangrene followeth, as alfo by a vio¬ 
lent conmfion given, cither by violence ofweapons, as by wounds 
made by Gun-foot, Swords, Spearcs, knives, &c. and oftentimes 
by obftru&ions in the blood , fometimes caufed by ftripcs,&c. 
whereby fra&urcsof bones, diftorcions of joynts, contufions, in¬

ving fo done and refrefhed himfelfc, till foure or five houres ended, 
then you may, if you fee caufe, give him the likeCordiall againe, 
and proceed againe as before, to fweat him the fecond time, and give 
him 3 . grainesof Aurumvit* fora Diaphoreticke , which done, you 
may then admit him reft and refpite againe for a fitting time,where¬ 
in you may advife what further is requifite to be done , in which 
time, not omitting in any cafe, both before his laying downe ro 
fweat and after, as alfo betwixt his fweating, ever to apply all fitting 
topicall helpes, viz. by fcarifications and hot fomentations of 
fome good lixivium , fuch as after the taking off members in the 
mortified place, hereafter are deferibed. Thus much in briefe of the 
Gangrcna ...

did fcele the heat of the fire, and that he fuffered lomc fmall pain^i 
and the rather they did it, they write, becaufe the fameoperatioo it 
v*ry profitable, and‘therefore burned ever fome of the found flefhal- 
fb, becaufe the putrifa&ion is beft to be drawne out by a red

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the humours are apparently feenetoboyle about the Iron, and 
likewife the weakenefle of the parts cenfidered by burning, it is 
fortified, the adjacent parts being freed from many noxilous hu¬ 
mours thereby, fo that the wcakc part received) ftrength, and with¬ 
in afewdayes begins to feparare the living from thedcad part, and 
fo afterwards the dead part falls off, and the living part is confervcd. 
And this manner in my judgement, faith Fahrititu , is beft j but this 
Author conceivethtobebut arelater, notatrue pradifer 
of the aforfaid courfe in amputation, for that that worke is lc terrible 
and cruel) nevettheleffc. In this recited Chapter you have theopi. 
nions offome of the antient and learned writers couching Sfhactlated 
'ibcwijcfm- members and the manner of the amputation of thofe times, fince 
CterbpTxp 1 which the Art hath beeneby Gods favour,very much illuftrated,fo 
rime, that where the fcomplaint formerly was, that by rcafon of great he- 
morrage, namely, the large effufion of blood and fpirits in the woike 
of their amputations, many of their patients petifhed under the Sur¬ 
geons hands tn the very ad of amputation, I may ro Gods glory, 
and fojuftlydoe 1 affirme foratruth, that for thefpaceofnere 24. 
yeares I have been a Surgeon in the Hofpitall of Saint Bartholomews, 
where I have taken off, and holpen to take off many more thenone 
hundred of legges and armes, befides very many hands, and fin¬ 
gers, amongft all which, box one of them all hath dyed in the time 
* of their dlfmerobring nor afterwards, through the exceeding effu- 

iionof bleed j in the operation that ever 1 could gather or conceive, 
and fdrther-more , I affirme that not above fome of each twenty dif- 
membred, bur lived to have beene healed, and have beene delivered 
whole out of the Hofpitall, notwithftanding whatfoever their di- 
fcafes have beene, and for that horrid cruell courfe mentioned by 
the aforefaid recited antients, of burning the ends of the flumps in 
thd tender living and moft feufiblc parts, fince I have knowne the 
Art of Surgery ^ which hath beene by the fpace of 5 o yeares, that I 
have ufed it, I never law if ufed-by any in England , nor elfe-wbere,and 
yet I will not deny but the beft Artift that 1$ in the fitft worke of 
amputation , or in the fecogd dre fling of the patient after amputa¬ 
tion ,may be fo put to it, that if he provide not himfelfe ofa cau- 
tcrifing button, hce may heartily wifb, hechad had a final! button 
ready, for feare of the lofle of his patient, upon an unexpe&ed flux, 
and howfoever, it is a good Art and fafe to my knowledge, both 
fotthe patienrand Surgeon and but fitting for him, fo to be provi¬ 
ded for feare of need; onely I advife it to be privately abfeonded for 
the reputation' fake* Thus much of the manner of imputation from 
the Antients. This* precedent Definition I have taken out offome 
of the antient Authors, from their owne words verbatim, that the 
Reader may con fider how farre it differeth from the fcopc hereaftet

b; amputating in the fphacclated part: taotwiehftanding the general! Sj£.“ ftpcr 

weandtenentaforefaid,to tlae contrary, whereupon byal’fident 

atout theyeere 1^17, having a fit patient, which had a mortified-leg’ 
and was as feeble and weakens poflfible a living creature might be, in- 
fanuch I was of opinion, upon the firft view of him j tiiac Natures 
thid was at hand fpun out in him, fothat icivas even finne and pitty 
fame to hinder natures courfe, or to fhortebher. courftj in hafting it 
w:th violent Art, and namely bydifmembrlng him in the whole part, 
wio had not blood and fpirits in fucha cafe , according to the word, 
tekeepe life and foule together, but by confeq'uenr, he muft dye in.the 
very a 61 •, and therefore I confefie, I intended the patient fhould dye 
by nature, rather then to be killed by Art, ever efteming it a great fin 
totake away a limbe from any creature, but with’ fome good hope 
thereby toprelerve his life: But againe confidering Chriftian duty, 
ani that I was tyed to doe my beft, to preferve life, to the utmoft in 
mi power, I conceived there might bee peradventure yet fomefmall 
hepe of life, if I could without paine to the vyeake patient, or lofie 
of blood, ridde awav his rotten member; fo I in fhorc concluded to 
taleit off in the dead place, which as all men may conceive, I with* 
ou: paine quickly effe&ed, and by Gods mercy, the next day, I foundf 
th;t my poore patient, after the loath fome ft inch ofhis putrid limbe 
was removed from him, he began to cheere up, ancl fo after, from day 
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to day was refrcfhed more and more, and nature as it were rejoyced,e- 
ven as a tree refrefheth after the dead bowes are pruned off,fo my poorc 
patient grew more and more lufty and chcerefull ^ and to conclude, in 
tbefpaceof ioweckes, he was perfeaiy healed,and being then found 
and lufty,gave thanks to the Govcrnour of the Hofpitall, in full pay- 
ment of his cure, and fo departed from the Hofpitall upon a legge of 
wood, hethenbeing faire and fat, and very formall * the which blef- 
fingof health to the poore man, and light of knowledge , by thatex- 
pcrience to me,did put me in mind of my duty in juft thankfulnefle 
to God,and alfo it animated me further to proceed in the like pradice 
upon many others, which fince that time, I have with good fucceffe, 
to Gods glory, in the fame manner well healed ; I then alfo began 
with my l'clfe to confider, and as it were to queftion the reafon, why 
this latter Age of ours, confiftingof more pregnant wits then for¬ 
mer Ages, and that by good realon their judgements fhould in Art 
farre exceed the former,as having had the experience,lighr,knowledge, 
and examples from all the precedent Ages; I fay, I wondred they 
fhould fo clcane have loft , or omitted and pafted by fo worthy a 
workc of pra&ifc as the aforefaid was, it being of fuch good confe¬ 
rence in a Common-wealth, and to let it dye in oblivion, yea 
andnotonely fo, butalfo to brand it with pittifull inhibitions, and 
conje&ured (landers, and unfeafiblenefle, for I cannot fee how any 
man can juftly averre a rule, to bee fo pun&uall, or fo generally ab- 
folute, that it may admit no exception, for even this fo ancient and 
great a rule, I hope the Reader will acknowledge is confuted, or anon 
willfully bee, by apparant practice, and common experience, (as 
namely) one way, if the Reader doe but call to mind the workes of 
Gale, a late worthy Writer, hec may find that hee affirmes, and by 
found arguments well mainteines, that wounds made by Gunfhot 
were not venemous, as diverfc antient Writers formerly had affirmed^ 
and if fo, how ftands it then, that the amputation of fphacelared 
members, proceeding by Wounds made with Gunfhot, not vene- 
raous, that the Amputation of fuch performed in the wounded or 
mortified parts, fhould of thcmfelves bee fo poyfonons or veno¬ 
mous, that the whole body fhould fuffer thereby ? but fuppofcone 
fhould affirme it were fo, yet the contrary by true, and yctvifibJe 
pra&ice, is apparent, and to be prooved, yea, and further by good 
practice, amputation in the mortified part, is experienced to bcc 
good pra&icein more venemous cafes, then in Gunfhot: tor my 
For txtmfie. f e jf e difmembred a young man of a legge, in the putrid part, the 
mortification proceeding by a violent peftilentiall Feaver, which may 
juftly bee deemed venomous, farre beyond a Wound made by 
Gunfhot, yea even venomous in the higheft degree, and yet that 
legge being fo taken off, the venomous difpofitionthereofdidceafe, 
and did nor offend at all, but the patient was quickly healed, and if 
the cafe bee cleared by experience, that the venome from amom’fi- 
ed member, in the Plagne, returncth not to hurt the Body, though 
fuch a member bee abfeiffed in the mortified part, in cafe of the 

plague. 
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Plague, how then can it well ftand, that the aforelaid gtnerall rule 
holds true,

And yet further I defire to inftance to the Reader, a cafe that will, 
as 1 conceive, (atisfie him fully, but if notail men, yet at the leaft, eve¬ 
ry underftanding Artift, that mortified flefh left on upon amputati- 
on, or otherwife letremainc, without amputating, untill nature being MertijkdJUjb 
ftrongof her felfe j havecaft it off, doth no way indanger the life ot WI ptfmtyh*- 
the Patient, no not in the leaft, and this is very familiarly knowne, and offbefa'wt 
daily almoft obferved, or may be obferved to be, and that it doth not 
at all prejudice that which is found, the which may be often feene in 
poorc people, men, women and children, but moft commonly in 
poore children, who by Gangreeties upon their toes, whole feet, fin¬ 
gers, and hands, yea and on their legges, and armes, proceeding of 
cold, or by weakendfe of nature, where fuftenance, dyet, and^ na¬ 
tural! warmth is wanting, doth no way overthrow the body, for that 
the (aid parties of indigent and poore beeing, brought into an Ho* 
fpitallin Londono r elfe where,, where that there is no need of com¬ 
petent food, and warmth, nature of her felfe being holpenby the on* 

Iy adminiftrationof food and warmth, withfmall, or fometimes no 
hclpcof Art at all, Nature doth of her felfe exfoliate, and caft off 
the part putrid, from the whole part, by a feparation in Nature, 
without offending or indangering the parts thereunto adjacent at . 4 

all. . • ; i . r ■ 

And I my (elfe may tritely fay, have from more then a hundred 
perfons, cut off from fome a legge, yea both the legges, a hand, a foot, 
a toe or toes, an arme, a finger, &c. of fuch rotten members, being all 
difmembred in the rotten part, of which not one hath dyed in the 
cure,neither hath the mortification fpread it felfe any further at all,ma- 
ny of which, if occafionwere, I could produce, at this time, of pen* 
ning this relation, I dare affirme twenty for living witnefles, andalfo 
I have had fometimes old folkes, and young children, which onely 
by weakeneffe, and for want of food competent, deficiency in nature^ 
as aforefaid, their limbes have gangrenated, and fome of thefe, if no 
helpehad bin at hand, would have fallen off, yea, and of fome my 
felfe, have pinched off fingers, and fatfed afunder the greater bones, 
when all the flefh was by narurc feparated, rotred, and fallen away of 
it felfe, and yet that rotten, ftincking, or cadaverous part, did noway 
infed the found, otherwife then by the ftiheke, and the truth hereof, 
each Artift in pradice may not deny, and can fairely witneffe, then if 
granted, away with the coojedurall fuppofition, that the fphacelated 
part hath any property adive, or faculty in it felfe, to corrupt other- 
wife then each other cadaverous thing, hath namely by his Fetour, in 
want of being removed, it may noy fortily be offenfive, but not to the 
heighth, as to kill the patient : And yet I will believe, per contract hat 
neither the one nor the other way ot Amputation, no not with all 
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the ait of man can lave from the grave, by any amputation in fome ca¬ 
fes, which, although by all menmuftbe granted, yet the pradiceof 
amputating in the putrid part mu ft bee held good: as for example, 
which I trouble your patience with, about 14 yeeres paft, there was a 
Fw example, Minifter, named CM. Pofton , a Reader in the Chappell of Sat tons Ho- 
fpitall, in London, whohadacorne upon one of his little toes, that 
troubled him, he being otherwife at that time in perfeft health, and 
himfelfe at evening going to bed, pared the faid come with his pen¬ 
knife, that it bled a little, as he himfelfe faid, but within a few houres 
after, nis toe pained him very much, and grew to bee inflamed • in the 
morning, his foot was wholly difcoloured, and gangrenated, and the 
patient, with the violent ficrcenefleofafudden F caver, by the paine 
then upon him, was wholly diftra&cd, and in a delirium , which con¬ 
tinued till the next day at night, and thenheedyed: and this man was 
immediately before that accident, a man in perfed health, and of an 
extraordinary great ftrength of body, yea, and wanted not the learned 
advice of the Phyfician 5 onely he had a full corpulent body, and was 
a very large feeder, fo that to fuch a patient, fo fiercely vifired, I can¬ 
not conceive how any amputation, of what fort foever, could have fuc- 
coured to have faved his life, for that in my opinion, the whole mafle 
of the blood and fpirits, were tainted and lubjugated by an exceeding 
feare, before helpe could take place: many other reafons I haveelfe- 
whereinftancedof impoffibilities, or unfitnefle in my judgement to 
injoyneany Artift to obferveanyone particular way, courfe, or order 
of amputation, for that the occafions of the Gangrenes , fomuch doe 
differ, onely as elfewhere is recited for the facil ity thereof, and for the 
laving of blood and fpirits, I have thought fit to commend to your 
confederation this new method, as to the diferetion of the Artift 
fhall be efteemed fit. 

Alfo I have obferved, that in furfeited delicate bodies of great per- 
fonages, fuch as are over-pampred with pleafure, eafe, and fulneffe, if 
by any way or accidents fuch happen to have a Gangrene , feldome one 
of them efcapeth death, efpecially if they bee ancient, and have the 
Dropfie, or Scorbute, and on the contrary, amongft thofe which are 
weake, poore, and indigent miferable people, which ha\ e bin by long 
continued ulcers, fiftulaes,or other grievous maladies fpenttoextream 
weakenefle, althoughfeeming halfc dead, before the worke beginne 
fearectwoof ten dye amongft them, upon amputation, if the worke 
be judicioufly, and in a fit way and time petformed, fori by pra&ice 
haveoften obferved, thatwherean infirmity hath pulled downea pati¬ 
ent low, and almoft paft hope of recovery, efpecially if the difeafe pro¬ 
ceeded by any outward violence, that fuch bodies have bin by my ex¬ 
perience found to be generally mod hopeful 1 of recovery, either by 
amputation in the one or the other kindc, as the occafion will 
moft fitteft beare . and on the contrarie, perfons that are to bee 
difmembred in full ftrength, if it be to be a£!ed in the found parr, 
beare a farre greater venture of their lives, then the miferable dc- 
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jetted wretches doe., as aforefaid, except it can be effetted in the 
putnd part. 

. And one obfervation more., to be by all men had in regard; 
namely, that our God in Nature hath created in mans body fuch a 
ftrong antipathic betwixt the living and the dead parts thereof, 
that when by any violence in Nature, either by diftemperature from 
within, teftified by Feavers Peftilentiall j or others, or by the out¬ 
ward violence of Engines of Warre, or other incident niilchances, 
as by Frattures, Contufions,&c. whereby One part or limbe of mans 
body bccommeth fphacelated and dead before the-other; it is mani- 
feft, that the living parts doc as it were, either in feare or difdaine of 
the dead parts, or for fomc other fecret caufc in Nature, (though not 
without great paine and griefe ) notably withdraw themfelves each 
from the Other, as in difdaine, leaving neither warmth, nOr at all 
any comfort, motion, nor ienfe, either by bloud or fpirits, or ought 
clfc mooving in the dead Veincs, Nerves, nor Arteries, neither any 
fenfe in the Periojleor.^ that fcnfiblc Panicle thatcovererh the bones; 
but as by a comparison of a Snailc may in part be explained, they 
wholly withdraw thcmfelves : for the Snaile having, by the vertue 
of naturall warmth, ftrctched her felfe out of her (hell,either for her 
necellitie, nourilhment, or delight, in a moment apprehending cold, 
or danger, retyres into her (hell, and with all her force, by her owne 
(lime, (huts her felfe clofc up againe, and fo refts her felfe in a fup- 
pofed fafetic, with her no doubt content • even fo all the living in- 
ftruments, faculties, or veflels of Nature, as in a naufeous difdaine, 
contempt, or feare of the dead parts, forfake the fphacelated parts ? 
3.nd leave them.utterly defperate and impotent, and by vertue of the 
Radicall Balfam of Nature contratts and fhrowds her -relitt living 
parts , as Artifts may judge by the mortified toes of children.. but 
much the better, where Art is at hand to aid Nature, fo that thereby 
the dead parts become as a noyfome and heavie burthen to the living 
parts: fo as if you wound the fphacelated part, it is notOnely fenfe- 1 
leffe,but alfo it is without bloud or fpiritsacall, neither doth blOud 
or humours runne any more, nor fo much as moove in the.fphacclated 
or putrid Vcines at all ; and whileft lively Nature is as aforefaid 
(hutting her dead enemie out of her living doores, by flopping Up 
all the breaches , that fhee may hold the relitt- of her owne, if 
animall Art have not the charitie to take her dead enemie from 
her : yet vitall agilitie, affifted by naturall motion and will, in- 
his due time doth cfficiate what faircly can be expetted , lor the 
affifting of Nature, and fupplying all defetts proceeding ex in .... 
tempene ; all which excellent offices in Nature, no queftion, pro- 
ccedes df prxfcicntia Dei. 
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Here followeth a briefe relation of amputation, 
or of difmembring in generally but more particularly, 

being for the taking off of members in the rotten or 
mortified places : which hath in many cafes beenc 
appmved by the Author thereof by his 
otrne long experience . 

F Or brevitie fakej in this place, I will not fpend time to write 
of the gcncrall difeafes,caufes,or reafons, that might urge the 
amputation of any member, having elfewhere written fotnc- 
what thereof j onely my intent, for the prefent, is to acquaint the 
younger fort with my long experienced pra&ife, for the manner of 
difmembring in a mortified part, where juft caufc is offered : having 
undertaken it meerely for the publique good, by informing the 
younger fort of Surgeons, as well for their encouragements in the 
fafe and warrantable putting in pra&ife my pra&icall Method there¬ 
in, as all'o to fhew and fore-warne them from being over* much 
mif led, in the inlifting upon old errours and traditions of their 
Mafters, Patrons, and Predeceftburs, too punctually • As for ex¬ 
ample :L 

a cbiwpcatt Suppofe the younger Surgeon in confultation with his Friend or 
Bf other Surgeon, by way of asking advice, fhould put the cafe and 
fay ; I have a Patient that hath the toes of his feet putrified,fiftu- 
lated, and many wayes perforated with foule bones therein, fo that 
it is unfound even almoft to the joynts of the ankle, or the like, and 
I have endeavoured by Art,and with advice the beft I can, to healc 
him, and cannoc prevaile in the Cure : Wherefore, fince the toes 
of the foot cannot be cured, the reft of the foot, as unprofitable, 
were,as I fuppole, beft to be taken away, and no lefle of the legge 
alfo, for it will be but a hinderance to the Patient, confidering 
that hee cannot ftand thereon, and is full of grievous paine ; I will 
therefore conclude, according to cuftome, to take all off a little 
below the Gartering place, leaving a fit roome for the ftilt,toreft 
the body upon : The which his faid friend admitteth of, as good 
pra&ice ; and fo hee proceedcth to the worke, as being a rationall 
and faire courfe, and warrantable. If the reft of his fuggeftion 
or indications bee anfwerable unto the aforefaid allegation , the 
]af' C *nfr£i U worke is doubtlelfe good; and fo I my felfe would heretofore 
Mdadmud. h ave done » untill my pra&ice taught mee better things : but 
now, by my owne pratticc, which I much rather would ground 
on, then upon ( ipfe dixit ) I take a fliorter courfe : For, if the 
bones of the toes of the fectc onely were foule, fiftulated, &c. 

as, 
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as is fuggefted, yea, and therefore uncurablc, for fo (lands the fug- 
geflion, as being fo by reafon of fome great contufion, wound, ox 
ulcer, or otherwife, as aforefaid, with diverfe fragments of foule 
bones in them, or the like s I would not proceed as aforefaid, if the 
Patient were mine, and hee or fhee otherwife of & good habit of 
body, the joynts of the ankle it felfe not being fiftulated nor plainely 
corrupted: but rather I would take off the foot, I mcane the toes a me tf ya. 
oncly, before the joynts of the ankle , and fpare the joyht of the 
ankle, and that vyith a fitting Inftrument made for the purpofewith 
good hope to effed the cure, and to fave the joynt, to,the great joy 
and good fervicc of the Patient: for I would fave him a part of the 
foot to (land upon, yea,and if to (land on, I dare fay to goe on in a 
reafonable manner 5 the which 1 have more then once put in pradife, 
and effeded with good fucceffe : but on the other fide, if that the 
joynt of the ankle bedifeafed, fothat this, my,way Will not take 
good effed,then I will yeeld the foot is not to be laved, by reafon 
of the aforefaid deifeds thereof j and then in fuch a cafe I will give A jedding to the 
way, and fay, that the whole legge is? beft to be taken away, as afore- 
fa id, and it is an artificia.ll courfe and good pradife : Yet under fa¬ 
vour , let me put the Reader in minde of another rationall good 
Method, which were a farre better courfe then to take away a guilt- 
lefle found legge, if any Other meanes were found, and the pradife 
of our times had experienced and approoved thereof, and it is a mo- 
derne pradife frequently pradifed in the Eaft-lndiej ,as it hath beene An Eaft-lndf* 1 
credibly reported to me by fundry credible Surgeons, who having 
fpent fome time intravell there, have related it to me, namely,that 
they have feene diverfe perfons , who having formerly had their feet 
chopped off at the ankles, by cenfure of their Countrey Lawes, for 
trefpaffes committed, and the fayd m^n h^vft beene cured by their 
owde Countrey Surgeons, and after have put rheir ftumpes into large 
Canes or Reedes, which they tcarme Bamboes, being fluffed with 
Cotton Wooll, or the like, aind they all tbfcit lives after have beene 
imployed to runneof Errants, and get their livings as before, not- 
withftanding the,want of feet, though,as, I conceive,not with former 
like fpeed : wtiich hath put a longing defirc in me, I confefTe, having 
had opportunitie above fome others, to have tryed the experience in 
the Hofpitall, but a fit fubjed hath not prefcntcd it felfe to me for a 
tryall: for I have, 1 confeffe, ever beene tender in that point, and loth 
to put any one Patient againft hi* ovvne free will, upon new inventi¬ 
ons,by beginning new pradife upon him,makingan unwilling perfon 
the firfl example; every Patient in fuch a cafe having juft freedome to 
chufc his way : although, on the other fide, a Patient fit for fuch a 
tryall of Art ought to be one, who by a violent contufion, as of a 
wound made by Gun-fhot,or fome other violence, as a violent bruife 
by an intolerable weight had fpoy led the foot and ankle, and not any 
one whofc difeafe proceeded from any evill habit in the bloud,as in i 
body having struma,ox fcrupulous tumours, for there is fmall hope in 

fuch, for their flumps will not heale found to beare their bodies. ^ 
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u it m]ufk in Por I confefle, I efteeme it very unjuft in Nature, that any one part 

mcmberhln”* a f° und member fhould fuffer and be taken off for the fault or dc- 
'fiurm, fboZid of another, being found and blameleffe, efpecially when any 
f4er tor anun- better or other comfort can poffibly be found. As for example, for 
the offence or difeafe of the toes, let onely the tees fuffer, and no 
more of the members of the body be Ioftjif it may fo be: and for the 
offence of the foot and joynt thereof, if it be intolerable by excee¬ 
ding paine^and therefore not to be fuftaiined, it is juft, that fo much 
be amputated as deferveth expul fion, and not,as is faid, to take away 
a found and blameleffe legge, when it is innocent and free from 
fault, errour, or difeafe: for the noblencfle of each member of mans 
°f body, and namely of the legge, is highly even in humanitie to be 

pnfmmbL tcndred and regarded, being a great honour and comfort to the man, 
when, if without a foot, by the helpe of Art, namely, of a hollow 
Cafe, or the like, with an artificial! foot adjoyned, a man may de¬ 
cently and comely walke,and ride,goeoveraftyle,yea,and runne,and 
fit ftreight, and behave himfelfe man-like in Bed, and at Boord, and 
doe good fervice for the defence of his Countrey,or of himfelfe: in 
regard whereof, I fhould efteeme that Artift a very unworthy,unwife, 
and wilfull perfon, who by any good meanes could keepe a profitable 
part of any member untaken off, and would prefume to take it away 
for any rcafon or pretence whatfoever j and befides, it is no fmall dif- 
honour to the Art of Surgcrie. Wherefore I will conclude this 
point, in perfwafive manner admonifhing young Surgeons, as I have 
recited elfewherc, well to be advifed by counfell of the moft anci¬ 
ent and beft experienced Artifts, before they undertake any ampu¬ 
tation whatfoever j and not to thinke thcmfelves tobcdifparaged, 
by craving counfcll, but rather graced thereby; following the Pre¬ 
cepts of that fweet Lilj y in the Preface of his Grammar:

Which may beare this Englifb conftru&ion. 

Who doubts and askes , bee expert grooves y

^ Brethren of the yonger fort,let me lovingly advife you, 
(bttfeijabpifwn. ,nc jtner r° r vame oftentation fake, nor popular applaufe, by rafhnefle, 
to be guilty of the effufionof blood,by unadvifed amputation,though 
yaj may pretend you have Art for a fufficient warrant, or for a buckler, 
left God touch youe hearts, for it in fecrct, who feeth not as men fee, 
lor the artificiall (bedding of blood hath no warrant nGrencourage- 
ment written in Gods booke 5 wherefore in matters of weight, be not 
too rafh, but be advifed by counfell j this my fecond declaration of

amputation was as elfe-where is recited , chiefly pubiifhed to in¬ 
courage the taking off of a member in the putrid or dead part- where 
a circular putrid partis, notwithftandingthe pTa <ftice 1 wel|\now, o«, 
is by many antient and moderne writers inhibited, as a’foit hath by t ,aUHe m am - 
rcalon of old tradition , beenc generally fhunned , and not fo much 
as beeneattempted in our times, and yetneverthcleffe, fomcof the 
antient writers, as Falopw , Fabritm^de aqua pendent e, Johannes de V"t<o 

and fome others, as they themfelves affirme, have ufed it with "ood* 

fucceffe j although by reading their workes 1 obferve by their me¬ 
thod , that they were rather narrators one from another, then truely 
a&ors -but be it as it will, this, one comfort, the Surgeon (hall be r m louuthe 
lure to finde thereby, hee (hall no way endanger his patient in that tXSdfep 
courfe, either by Ioffe of blood or fpirits, nor fhall the patient in- fat*****"""* 
dure any paine at all in the ad of amputation after that way, and ^ cdpart ' 
the pradice is good and warrantable in diverfe, yea, in mod cafes, 
as hereafter I fhall explaine, and as my fclfe of my many yeares ex¬ 
perience may boldly aifirme, and it is likewife beneficiall for the 
Common-wealth and for a true inftance of the truth thereof, I have 
many of ray patients fodifmembred at the writing hereof, living 
and in perfed health, I meane which were difmembred in the pu¬ 
trid part, and that upon fome patients on both the legges at one in-, 
ftant performed, amongft which try als I made of one leggc , was in 
Anno Domini i 6 ij. Secondly, 1 had one Thomat Browne , about Anno A Mflmffutm 
x 6 i 9 m A Saylcr, who had received i great wound by Gun-ftibf at txmple ‘ ■ 

Sea upon the right leggc, the greater Foifels thereof being broken in 
funder, fo that the lhot had tarryed away two inches of the fait! 
bone in length , together with the lacerating themuikles, nfcrt^ 
arteries, vcmes, &c. whereby it was focontufed,lacerated ahd'pornc 
alundcr, with alfofo much lofTe offubftance, that nature could 
not bearc to heate that member to be any way ferviceable for ought, 
befides there had followed upon the wound fo great add in tollera-; 
blc hemorrage or expence of blood and fpirits,that the member 
mortified by reafon of the former great evacuations and coDtufions, utfttftup *; 
neither could nature in that patient poffibly have borne a difrnem- W e,fe,S3 ”S rf :;' 
bring ina whole part, without eminent danger ofprefent death, and 
fb was the eftate and cafe of this patient before he came by metb 
be cured in Saint Bartholomewcs Hbfpitall, wherefore confiderine: 
well his moftdefperate eftate , I refolvecf to make a fecond expe~ 
rience of him, and did take off the wounded leggc in the lacerated 
dead part, wherein I conceive as aforc-faid, all men of judgement 
willcafily be of opinion,that the patient by that worke was with¬ 
out danger ofdeath or paine,and without Ioffe of any drop of blood, 
and I healed thi$ patient by Gods mercy in five tnonthes, and hee 
had beene by the halfefooner whole f had n6t He Ipftfo exceeding 
much blood and fpirits by his wounds as afbfe-faid; and this pati$np ( 
was living at the writing bcrcbf, being many yeares after the ampu-. 
ration; the method of which cute, with the mannerof amputating' 
thereof, fhall ( God affifting me) hereafter be fee dbwne. x < .

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^mbcrexam. The next 1 tooke off in the mortified place, was one Thomas Ho<r, 

ft' a Jhippe Carpenter, a Scotchman , who alfo was living at the writing 

hereof this man at his labour aboard the fhippe, ltanding ftoutly 
at hisworke, at the {training of a Cable as it was running out of 
the bits of the fhip (as the Sea-men teimcit) the Cable tooke 
hold of his leg*, clofe by the ankle, and forceably bruifed in pecccs, 
notonely the veines, arteries, and nerves, with the fofter parts, but 
brake alfo the bones in funder with extreame violence, in-fomticb, 
as by reafon of the want of a Surgeon prefent to drefle hin?, by 
great effufion of blood and fpirits , the legge mortified the next 
day, and he after that, fell unto my part, in the Hofpirall to be cu¬ 
red , the which being emboldned by the good fuccefie of the two 
former,! tooke off his legge alfo in the mortified part, as I did the 
other, and made a perfeft cure thereof in three moneths, and he fol¬ 
lowed the trade of a {hippe Carpenter at the writing hereof. 

Amber exam - Alfo two yeares after, I cured an Apprentice of one Matter 

ft' Goddard an Upholfter atthefigneof the Crownein the Poultry in 

London , named Iohn Harding , in his matters houfr, who after a 
fierce peftilentiall Feaver, had his right legge mortified in bed as 
he lay, and I tooke it off in the mortified part at, or neare the garte¬ 
ring place, which by theantientufeof Artofour times, mufthavc 
beene taken off in a found place, notwitbftanding the great fetble- 
nefle of the patient at that time, and his eminent danger of death, 
hee being extreme feeble, and at the point of death, in which cafe 
to have taken it off in the found part, hee doubdefle would have 
dyed under my hand, but by Gods mercy he lived diverfc yeares 
after, and wentmoft neatly on an artificiall legge not eafilydif- 
covered. 

Anotherbiflay A Hiftory or a relation ofa remarkeableexample ofan ampu- 
Remmlttabie. ration by me performed upon a woman in S aint Bartholomews Hof. 

pitall, ofbothherlegges, and partoffeavenof her fingers in one 
morning together all taken off in the mortified part, without paine 
7 ke amputation or lofle of bloodorfpirirsata>l, and the woman was living at the 
of both the /<&« writing hereof, and the patient was a certaine poore maid orWoman 
fagmllfa** f ervant in London , named BUin French , of whom there were made 
maninitumor. Bookes and Ballads, that were fung about the ftreets of her, name- 
nmg- ly, that whereas the faid maid or (ervant, was given to pilfering, 

and being accufed thereof by her matter and ^miftreffe , ufed to 
curfe and fwearc, and with words of execration to wifh, that if 
fhee had committed the crime (free flood accufed of, that then her 
Jegges and hands , might rot off, the which thing according¬ 
ly , no doubt by t*he Providence of God , came to pafle, as a 
judgement upon her, namely, that both her legs almoft to the 
gartering place, with parts of feaven of her fingers did rot off, 
the which wretched woman never thelefle, being referred to me 
in Saint Bartholomews Hofpitall to be cured, by Gods mercy and 
permiffion, I healed her perfectly, by cutting off both the Spha¬ 
celated leggesin the mortified parts with'alfo part of her feaven 

fingers 
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fingers, as is faid , all io one morning without painc, terrouror 
of any lorte ofblood unco her, in the taking them off, and made 
hcrperfe&Iy whole in a very fhort time, namely, within three 
inoneths , (o mercifull is our God unto us vile creatures, when wee 
are rnpft unworthy ofluch his mercies. She is at the initant writing 
hereof,alio living. . 

Now with yo«r friendly patience, 6ne onely example more, I 
will trouble you with, namely ofthe cureofa mortification pro¬ 
ceeding of a Carbuncle in a Feaver pcliilentiallby me performed 
and I will therein conclude my fhewing of infiances, although f 
could declare many more of living perlons, and I will hafte to 
fhew forth the manner ofmyadingof fuch amputations. 

Theworke was of a certaineScationer, then dwelling in Pauls. 
Chuich-yard '(wholename Iconceale,) for that at the writing 
hereof he lived , and it was performed upon his Tefticles, who in 
the Plague time, that was K^Snno i6ii’ as I remember, or about 
that rime, by a Carbuncle , that by Gods handfeafed upon one 
of his Tefticles, and namely upon the, ldt Tefticle, that it be¬ 
came wholy mortified , with the halfc ofthe scrotum, Or the purfe 
of the Cod, in briefe, I tooke and cutaway the faid left Tefti-^nywST 
cle, or ltone, which was wholly mortified with the halfeofthe mtbtbebaifc^ 
Scrotum , or the purfe of the fame ftonc in the mort ified place, and 
healed him perfectly whole in five weekes and lefle, and after the 
iofle ofthathisoneftone, or Tefticle, hee married and had di- 
verfe children , and I verily beleeve they were my patient his 
owne and by him begotten on his wife. >■ - - ' ■ 

Let thefe inftances fuffice ; and now having prefumed of 
the friendly Reader, by my former digrelfions , I have refbl- 
ved with my felte , though I confefle in a meane ftile , to put 
fortli thefe inftru<ftions , being as is faid ; fdu the benefit of 
pofterities , as I conceive , and namely; that when my bones 
are at reft , uponfaire and reafonable grounds , any difereet Ar- 
tift may boldly attempt , and doubtleftc performe the like pra* 
iftice , for that I am confidently perfwaded , it will be a mcanes 
forthefaving and preferving the lives of many worthy and valiant 
Souldiers, and other brave and hardy Sea-men, efpecially in 
time of Wanes, from which God of his mercy proce&our Coun- 
try.

Caveats before abfeiffion. 

F Irft, amputation or difmembring of any man whatsoever, is 
never tobe undertaken by any Artift without judicious pre- 
confideration,nor without the advifeof other expert Surgeons, 
firft had and obtained, as I have faid, yea., and of ihofe of the heft 
judgements in practice, wherefuch may be had. 

Secondly,, difmerr.br,mg or amputation is not to be put off nor 
delayed where neceflity reejuifeth, not to ftay for the beft advife* 
yet let me thus farrecxplaiue,fny felfe, that the moft mortifica¬ 
tions, yea andjfew exempted, may ftay for advife, if the Artiftdoe 
take nis juft,tirae for it. 

Thirdly,I advife that nO Attift attempt to undertake rbe work of 
taking away any member from any perfon, butby the defire&with 
the good will and fullconfentofthe faid perfon fuff had,if the faid 
patient have his perfeft fenfes, and be of yeares and judgement, 
but if want be thereof, let the patients friend? and k.ndred beadvi- 
fed with concemi ng ir,and give confeht thereto, yea and defireir, 
for i counfell alhyoung Surgeons to be exceeding modeft andfpa- 
ring, in putting forwards themfelves, and their patients tothedan- 
gerous worke of amputation , or mooving them at all thereunto, 
efpecially where it is to be a<ffed upon the whole skinne, lea ft per- 
adventure it be afterwards faid , r it might have beehe laved on, had 
not the Stngeon beene over forward Iot his gaire. For no little, 
though for the moft part unjuft reproach and fcandall falleth upon 
the Surgeon, by fuch his improvident forwaidreffc. 

Fourthly, the worke of difmembring on^ht not to be done 
nor attempted by any, who have not fiift, either dene the like, or 
at the leaft beene a helper to di fmember fotr e, yea, and more then 
one, and hath often feene and well obferved the manner of the 
worke, to have beene done by other Artift, before he prtfumetoar- 
tempt ithimfelfe, for the difmembring of the Image of God in 
man ought naver to be performed but with a due reverent, and reli¬ 
gious rega-d. 

Fiftly, before any begin to make the incifion, he ought to have 
all the materials fit for luch a woike ready and at hand ( asclfe* 
where I have advifed ) and namely both Inftruroeiats, Ligatures, 
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Medicines, and all oilier addiumtnts, which areaffiftant in the 
woike. * “ li,c 

S.xtly the amputation once refold upon, and all things be- 
mg ready for the wOTkc , let the Surgeon with all his affiltanccs 
and friends ,«ot forget before the begianingof the worke heartily 
tocallupoa God fora blefling upon their endeavours, and kt the 
patient the day before , have notice given him, that heealfo may 
rake time to prepare himfelfe with true refolution of foule and bo# 
dy,coundergoe the worke, as being never performed without dan¬ 
ger of death,bur more cfpccially, if it be to be done in found parts 
which done,then let theSurgeon prepare himfelfe as aforefaid with 
aho his helpers, namely at the lea It five perfons befides himfelfe, as Mm 

*or example, one to fit behind the patient to hold him,a(ccond for t**Pfl tf *$** 
aholder, who by the Surgeon mu ft be inftrudted fafttoftand be-!£" m * ,Um 
forehim, and to beftride thelimbetobe amputated, and to am- 
pled the member; and a third, to hold and flay the lower end of 
tne difeafed member to betaken off, a fourth, to bring and receive 
backe the fharpe ir.ftrumcnts, a fifth, to attend to deliver the Ar- 
tift his needles, and burtons , reftridive rowlcrs, boulfters blad¬ 
der, with other additamentsand fervices, and fo fooneas poflible 
may be, to ftay with the palme ofhis hand the medicines applyed 
to the end of the abfcifled ftumpc, that being the duty of the fifrh 
helper, and thefixthis theArcift himfelfe that diftnembrtth, for 7htm»mtr 
fix and tot fewer, area fit number, and that with the lead to the 
w orke of taking off a legge or an arme, if it be to be done in the 
whole or found part, or for the taking off of a member proceeding 
by a wound by Gun.fhot, done in the lacerated, not totally mor# 
tified part, but for the taking off ofa member in the mortified parr, 
three perfons as afliftants may ferve, or two for a need, namely one 
rohold the upper pa r r, the other the lower end, and the third to 
abfcifle,name ! y theSurgeon. It followeth now, that I proceed to 
cxplaine according to my opinion, in whatcafesamembermaybe 
taken off in a mortified part, with as good hope, and more to pre- 
ferve the life of the patient, then if it were taken off in the found 
part. 

Fir ft, in frozen members, and all that comeofextreame cold, sputum « 
it maybe done very fafelyalfo, in all mortifications of members 
by Feaverswhatfoever, the Feaver being firft cured, yea,although * 
they ware peftilentiall, 1 fpeake this of long and true experience, 
and therefore conceive, 1 may without difparagement omit the 
producing or repetition of theantient writers, for witnefTes,or war¬ 
rants in ought for me in any fuch workes, as Ihaveraanifeftly and 
often performed in the parts mortified. 

Alfo amputation may be done fafely in all fuch mortifications 
as proceed by contufions, as alfoinall mortified members pro¬ 
ceed ingby wounds made with Gunfhot, where a mortified place 
is circulent, or more then feeme circular, and that with comfort 
and good hope of the favingoflife, to the languishing patient, as 
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by any other way. And as touching the poore Souldier and Sea¬ 
man , after that be hath fuffeicd terrible and unfpeakeable paine, as 
alfo great Ioffe of blood and fpirits by his wounds, it were then pi¬ 
ty of all pities, if any other remedy could be had or thought of, 
to wound him a new in the whole part, and thereby to endanger 
him, yea, and ten to one to kill him by Ait, namely by artificial! 
amputation, to deprive him of that naturali relid, pooie bicod 
ana feeble fpirits yet referved within him , nxcerely to hold life 
and foule together, whereof by confeejuent the faid fmall portion 
of relief blood and fpirits, being taken away, he muft needs perifh, 
yea, even as may be feared in the very ad of amputation, thecon. 
trary being a wonder, unum } multis. 

Alfo amputation in the mortified parts may be done in mortifi- 
purtijitdthces cations that proceed by hemorrage in any wounds whatfoeverthat 
can be named, if the patient be otherwife curable by any Art of am¬ 
putation , he is then fafer and more cafier cured by this way. Alfo 
in all mortifications that proceed by over-hard ligatures, or by the 
violence of fealdings and burnings, or by the extremity of coirofive 
medicinesimmoderatly ,or unskilfully applycd. 

Alfo in all mortified limbes by Droprfies, Scorbutes, the final! 
Pox, or like obflrudions that can be faid to be curable by ampu¬ 
tating in the whole part,andthatwith as much and more hope,and 
farre more facility ana cafe to Surgeon and patient, that worke may 
be performed in a mortified place, if there be a fit mortified place 
to doe the worke in. 

Alfo mortifications happening by fradures ot diflocations of 
legges, or armes, fingers, or toes, as alfo in all cafes happening, 
and proceeding by ftarving , namely, for want of food, wcakcnefTe 
and debility of nature, eitherofchildrenorofojdfolkes, the pa¬ 
tient having no prefent Feavour at the time of the difmembring, 
neither being in a Ddirtym , befides many other mortifications for 
brevity omitted. , 

fomecafes noti 9 ^ f°M° we th fitly alfo here, that I fet forih in whatcafcs abfeif- 
levfctl. fion cannot be well effeded in the fphacejated or dead part, where¬ 
in I doe but open againe to pofterity in the pradike, what thean- 
tient Authors have declared in the thcoricke ,’in general! tearmes 
of amputation in the mortified part,alluring the Artifl ,that when- 
foever there is a circular mortification with any hope of life in the 
a rtnnated eld patient, it may receive cure by this old new, renovated pradiceof 
mine,even as wellandbetter in the mortified parr,then in the living. 
And although generally this knowledge and pradice ferveth well 
in times of peace, yet it ferveth meft fitly in times of warre, yea, 
and at all times, for fuch Surgeons as are imployed in military 
affaires, by Sea or Land, that they might take notice thereof, and 
alfo inable themfelvcsto make ufeofthis manner of pradife where 
occafion is offered, for the comfort, and more hopeful 1 preserving 
the lives of the valiant Souldiers, and brave hardy Sea-men, as I 
have faid, who for the honour and defence of our KiDg and Coun- 
' try 
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try, very often are put to encounter with theirs, and our enemies, 
to their no fmall perils and grievous fufferings by fearefuli wounds 
made with Gun.lhot,and other fierce engines of tvarre, and bv the 
accidentall harmes, luccouring them, whereby they fnfifer great 
effufionof blood and fpirits by their wounds ,fo that thereby toge¬ 
ther with the want of good lodging and comfortable nourifhment, 
which to fuch good fellowes , is for the mod pare , but very meant 
and fcant,elpcciallyinfhipsand Camps* their wounds, after their 
moll pittifullendurings and ianguifhings , asafore-faid . common¬ 
ly end in a Gangrena , which granted, all men may eafily then judge, 
how heavenly a thing , and above all mealurc, comfortable it is to 
the defpairing patient, if his life may be preserved and prolonged, 
and he fafely healed without the lode of any blood or fpirits at all, 
or any payne tnthe ad of amputation; and here as by the way I de- 
fircto put to the Chirurgicall Readers,a cafe or two tobeconfidc- 
red of, concerning the curing of wounds made with Gun-fhor, 
and namely, I will fuppoleor fuggeft a valiant well-deferving Soul- 
dier, for the honour of his King and Country, prcfling forward ito 
fight, fhould receive a wound by a fhot upon his legge, having bto, 
ken both the foffils', and Co contufed and lacerated the parts adja* 
cent,as in an another place was fuggefted, that it was manifeft to the 
Surgeon, that the legge, for the furer faving of the patients life, 
were not convenient to be left on, but rather to be taken off accor¬ 
ding to Art, theafore-faid fuggeftion admitted, what were to be " b ^f u PP s J u ' l!lj > 
done, the Surgeon I fuppofc might fairely anfwere as followeth, M *" nc ' 
although the bones be broken , the mufcles with their nerves, 
veines , arteries, &c. lacerated, contufed, and the like , yet I will 
endeavour to reduce all whatts fitting to be reduced to their due 
and naturall places, formes, and true pofture, or as much as may 
be, and I will fpeedily haft to flay the flux, the which done, I will 
for the prefent, and fofor twenty foure homes at the leaft, repofe 
it to reft, cxcepr a furtive flux convulfion, or the like fearefuli ac» 
cident conftratne me to looke upon it fooner, and though the worke 
bedefperate, yet, 1 will not difmember it at the firft, but try fur¬ 
ther, except any eminenc occafion, as namely, mortification urge ^ 
and beget new thoughts, and thcnl will take i: off in the found 
part ( and Art warrants me fo to doe ) leaft any of the Gangrenated 
part being left untaken away, as the common opinion is, it fhould 
infe<5l the whole, and fol fhould loofemy patient, andbeblamed,- 
as for Mala praxis unwarrantable. The fecond might alledge , that a fecund (app^ 
the former njppofition granted, namely, that if the wounded mem- “ona»[uKren. 
ber would be aburthen, I therefore before the abiding of the time, 
cithetof digeftionorputrifadion of the aforefaid wounded parts, 
would whiieft my patient were yet in ftrength, fot preventing 
Feavers, furtive fluxes,- and other fearefuli accidents incident 
to fuch great wounds as Gangrene , fince I fee the member is like 
though faved in part, yet will be unferviccableand an eye-fore, and 
burthen, I will immediatly take it off, in the wounded and lacera* 
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The third fuppo- 
film anfwered* 


the reflation. 


ted parr, before that wofull Crifis of Gangrene feafe upon ray pa¬ 
tient , which commonly is accompanied with a Fcaver ,and expence 
ofvitallfpirirs, and deathwaiteth at thedore. 

The third pleadeth in this manner following, and faith the for¬ 
mer fuppofition granted , yet for my patient, although his wounds 
received be defperate, as formerly is fuggefted, it would beheld 
great rathnefle and unadvifed cruelty in me, if I fhould but offer 
to take oft this member, efpecially in the wounded part, yea,orelfe 
where, at the leaft before it be brought to digeftion, wherefore I 
hold it my fafeft way to follow a rational! method, by joyniogtfce 
parts fitting to be joyned, as aforefaid, and to proceed in * the cure, 
the which , if by Art I could effe<ft, I fhould rejoyce, though my 
patient were left with an unprofitable limbe, but if the hope of hea¬ 
ling came (bort, then I fhould holditfit,if it muft be taken off to 
doe it in a found part, and not in a putrid, according to the now ge* 
nerall pra&ice in that kind which is warrantable. But yet let the 
young Artift take this note from me, that when he apparently feeth 
that a limbe cannot be faved without amputation, that whileft his 
patient is yet in ftrcngtb,as afore is exprefTed,thathee doe his duty; 
firft to fhew the patient his opinion, grounded upon Art and good 
reafon, and ifhis patient give way to it, then in the name of God, 
the fooner he takethit oft the better, but if the patient doe not ap- 
proveof the motion, good reafons being given him,;theerrourrefts 
inhim, but if heeconfent to the worke, let htmtakeitoftintbe 
wounded part, although it be not wholly gangrenated circular, re¬ 
gard ing that memorable oldvetfe.

And further,let the underftanding Artift confider as followerh, 
that if the bullet have taken away one full third part of a legge, or 
arme, in the circumference thereof, with the breach of both the 
bones, the great contufion and laceration confideted with -alfothe 
lofleof blood and fpirits thereby happening, it may be feared juftly, 
that the limbe although the party live, wilf hardly or never be favedj 
buthowfoever, it will be noway ferviceablc, beingdone byacon- 
tufed wound lacerated, fo that if ever it be healed, the wound muft 
come tofuppuration ,and thereby to digeftion, fo that by that rea- 
fonjfome part more will be fpentand loft by quitture, and by coafe- 
qucnt,if by the part taken away,the part contufed fo fallout that the 
balfe limbe, with the office and vigour thereof be loft, or come away 
by the juft courfeof Art in the healing, fcare one o ften fcape with 
life, by reafon of the paine and great expence of blood and fpirits, 
incidences isfaid, and by reafon of the long continuance of the 
griefc, lo that it fallerh out, that for the moft part, nature is tyred ' 
our, and the patient dyeth in tJltarafmtu or he<Sticke, andfuchan 
end is more to be feared at Sea, where want of fitting nouriftimenr 
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is,then at Land. So much I held fit to expreffc of my experience and 
opinion,for young Arcifts to ruminate on. 

And now forward againe, to my yet unfinifhed fcope of difmerti- 
bring in the mortified part: in the profecution whereof,let me as by 
the way yet againe put the Reader in minde once more of the old do¬ 
cument or pbrafe,x*s. That there is no generall rule,but may admit an 
exception: even fo in this cafe,there are diverfe times,places, and cau- Amputation m 
fes, wherein amputation in a mortified part is utterly forbidden 3 as f bonified patt 
namely,the Patient being in a violent Fcaver,or in a Delirium , for one CJ,CK *' 

cafe 3 and yet even then neither is it wholly defperate, and fo to be 
utterly inhibited, but ®nely during that Paroxifme: for, if by Gods 
mercie,through thehelpe of the expert Surgeon or Phyfician,the pre- 
fent fit, I meane the Delirium be but remooved, and the Feaver taken 
away, if there be any way to fave the life of the Patient, fuch amputa¬ 
tion, I meane in the mortified part, is in my opinion the moft fafe, 
eafie,and rationall way, being of all other the moft likely way to pre- 
ferve the life of the Patient j for by that, the Artift without paine or 
effufion of bloud may (ipfo faHo) remoove (impurum d puro) the pu¬ 
trid from the found, and utterly alter the fo much imagined or fug- 
gefted corrofion or venomous qualitie thereof: fo as juftly it may be 
laid, then it is in this effe&sd ; Caufa ablata ctt.ergo toliitur effect", the 
eaufc is taken away, and therefore the effect ceafeth. 

Another inhibition is, when an amputation is to be done, and there a ftiond *M- 
is no mortified place to doe it in, which in the moft happeneth 5 and *>»«»• 
then,in fuch a cafe, the Reader will grant theexpert Surgeon is freely 
admitted tochufc his place, fothat hee chute it [ccundum few, ac¬ 

cording to Arc,and fo proceed j and fuch occafions are very frequent, 
as namely for one, when the occafions of difmembririg proceed from 
corrofive,putrid,or fiftulous Ulcers in Joynts,orby foule bones,orby 
fra&urcd bones,or by diftocatedbones,or members diftorted,or other- 
wife, by difeafes incurable and unfufferable , when and whereas no 
mortified place can fitting be found, the Surgeon then muft be left to 
take the convenicntcft whole place. 

Another inhibition generally is, when an occafion happeneth in a a thirdinbl- 
putrid body,where Gangrenous and livid fpots, or otherwife difeo - b,tun > 
loured fpots happen here and there, to and fro, upon the body, pre- 
faging a hidden and venomous humour, or violence, or otherwife 
deficiencie in Nature from within. Gangrenes doe proceed ( deabdita 
caufa Natune) by occult caules in Nature,or when a ditfolution in the 
harmonie of Nature manifcftly appeareth to be at hand, or when Pe- 
ftilentiall or Carbunculous fpots happen upon a Patient,which many 
times mortifie even to the bone; and yet fuch Peftilentiall Gangre¬ 
nous fpots after (eparate of thcmfelves,and the Patient liveth and is 
healed, for that often in fuch cafes the Patients receive an Ordinarie 
Cure,which my eyes have fcene more then one fo efcape,and cured in 
the Plague time-,and many other occafions may hinder fuch amputati¬ 
ons,which are not now in the appreher.fionof my memorie to unfold , 
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Oncly I defire, that younger Artifts would pbfcrve to hold the 
gcnerall rule in wounds made with Gun-fhot, formerly touched}' 
namely, that they forc*fce where they cannot fave a Limbe to be fer- 
viceable, that they, with the approbation of the Patient, and likewile 
by good advice, they take it away in time, whileft Nature is in h; 
ftrength: and if they have a fit mortified place, then to doe it the: , 
if poflibly they can ; and the rather, becaufe there the w.orkc is in 
part done to their hand} not regarding, though the fiumpe fall or. 
fomewhattoo long , for that the Patient hath the Artift read ie ever 
when he pleafe, in fuch cafes as need fhall require. But grant the am¬ 
putation be to beaded in the one way or the other,yet the Artift may 
not be wanting of cauterizing Buttons, at the leaft of one,at any am. 
putation, leaft having need on the fudden, and unexpefted, there be 
occafion of the ufe of one of them, and by their want hec loofc the 
Patient by improvidence,called had-I-wift. 

But even now, me thinkes, I heare one of the hotter fort of rar 
younger Brethren fay, Will this old man never have done,and fhew 
his Riddle ? I have almoft tyred my felfc out with his citcumlocuf > 
ons: Why doth hee not conclude,and come to the matter, after hi 
long procefle ? Wherefore,leaft he fliould grow too much impatient. 
I will endeavour in fome weake mcafure tQ,pacifie him, and fall upon, 
the bufinefle promifed. In which J conceive, and hope the friendly 
Reader may gather, and will charitably thinke, that thefcopeof my 
precedent narrations to amputation at this tune, is not altogether 
unprofitable,and impertinent to the matter in hand,although perhaps 
adjudged tedious j and namely, w r ere it but onely for to introduft the 
younger Artift^nd embolden him to the praftife : that when I come 
to the point of the operation it fclfe, hee maybe the readier for the 
aft ing thereof} for, in truth, the method will belli ort : fo that a few 
words will fuffice to exprefle it, and a few inftruments or medicaments 
for the cfficiating thereof. 

Wherefore, for the firft workc of amputating in the putrid parr, let 
the Surgeon have at hand at the leaft two or three minifters or fervann 
befidcs himfelfe, to affift him in the worke,as is heretofore faid : and 
as for Medicines for the firft drefling, let him have readie a good fo* 
mentation, being an artificiall ftrong well fitted Lixivium, that m. v 
have facultieabfterfive,deficcative, and almoft caufticke, bur not fo 
fharpe,that it corrode the hands of the fomentor; let him alfo be 
provided with fit ligature, and with large woollen ftupes, alfo with 
fitting boulftring and convenient bandage: then let him further have 
readie for inftmments, a fit amputating Cerra^ a Catling ; and a good 
itnall incifion Knife, a good paire of ftrong Scizars,and three or foure 
Cauterizing inftruments,fuch as in their places fhall bedeferibed : and 
when he proceedeth to theeffefting of the incifion, let one of the a£ 
fiftants rake the upper part of the member,holding it in both his hands 
reafonable faft and fteddie, I meane the whole parr thereof,fomewhat 
fceere unto the unfound part, and let the other helper hold the other 
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part, I meane the putrid part to be abicifled in his hand, each partie 
hoiding reafonab'e hard and fteddie tojthe -worke, whileft the Sur¬ 
geon himfelfe firft by circumcijing divide the putrid flefh from the 
bone,doing it fomevvhat neere the quick part, but not too ncere it, 
about one ynch full from the quick part, as may be imagined, will 
doe well, that with the Cerra hee may come without feare to divide 
the bone or bones a funder, where hee is lure they are fphacclatcd, 
and that carefully firft, having regard to make his incilion wifely and 
fecurely in the infeniible part, as is fa id, not touching any quick part 
at all with his fharpe inftruments, neither with the one nor the other j 
which hee may the ccrtainer obferve to doe , if with a Needle hee 
enquire cautioufly. Let him alfo divide betwixt the bones the pu¬ 
trid members or parts there being, leaft by lacerating or tearing with 
the teeth of the terra hee offend ; which done, let the Artiit am¬ 
putate the bones. 

And as for the reft of the worke, the putrid Belli being as is faid 
divided, and bones being abfeiffed and fo remooved, there will be 
admitted deliberation futficicnt, with fulltime toconfidcr what is 
next to be done ; the which will be, as in order, for diminution of 
the remaining excremtntall part,by abfeiflion or uftion, one or both, 
to remoove, for the firft, as much more thereof as fafely you may 
from the ftumpc, with not being over-folicitous in taking all at one 
time: for in truth it matters not much, neither doth it any thing 
haften the worke of healing, that all be at the firft remooved; but 
rather, it may bring terror and danger to the Patient, to be too bufie 
or too forward •, which by all mcanes fhould be avoided, for fearc 
of inducing of a Feaver: onely it will not be amifle, at the firft 
drefling, by cauterie fuperficially to runne over the putrid flefh, and 
alfo therewith to heat the end of the bone or bones abfeiffed $ and 
alfo after that, with a good Lixivium fat if Calidm with ftupes, well 
to foment not onely the fphacelatcd wounded parts, out alfo the 
parts adjacent, with lufferablc full warmth, for, the fpace of haife an 
hourc j not at all ufing any fearification in this whole worke, foe 
that it will bring terror and needlefle paine, and be fruitlefle : which 
done, leave very warme woollen ftupes upon the partj and io well 
bound up, finifh that drefling. l 

Then the next worke, namely,at the lecond drefling,will be onely 
the reiterating of the artificial! former ad ions and application, ever 
asaforefaid very warme fomenting, being fomewhat hot * and the 
Medicine ever ftill readie On the fire y and for the mortified part, 
onely to be applyed with a fealding hot lmall Map,of purpofe msttw, 
ora Spunge, and that with fcverall and often fhiftings and rcitera- 
tings for haife an houre, or longer, provided, you difeourage not the 
Patient, by fealding or excoriating the whole parts next adjacent at 
all: in which time, it will alfo be very neceffarie, that you have 
readie one or more of the cauterizing Buttons hot, to apply betwixt 
the fomentings • as alfo not omitting, if occafion ferve,with betters 
s Oooi <* 
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or othcrwife, to be clearing any infenfible Houghs from the wounded 
part: and forget not, at each drefling, with a Button to heat the 
end of the bone, untill the Patient be fenfiblc of the heat, and no 
longer 5 the Buttons being of fuch formes , as hereafter in their 
places fnall be deferibed s whereby the reft of the putrid fiefh 
may by degrees be confumed, eroded, abfcilfed, and fret away, as 
is fayd. 

A camion. But in this worke, let not the younger Artift prefumc, in a worke 
of fupercrogadon, or over-excellencie, to be too bufie to fcortch, 
fear i fie, or excoriate the fenfible part, in preding to take away all 
what is putrid from the quick flefh,norto cut or divide betwixt the 
quick and the dead flefh,for fearc of awakening of a deeping dogge ; 
neither to provoke paine to the Patient at all, as nccre as hee can^ 
further then what of neccffitie fhall accede in fomenting, whereby 
to minifter a full and fufficient warmth to the whole parts, and 
no more j neither by extreame hot ftupes, in fomenting the living 
part too too hot, as is fayd • nor by cauterizing fo long , untill 
over-much paine be provoked : onely let all the operations and 
applications for thedrefliugs > from time to time, be very gentle, 
milde,and plcafing,as maybepoflible,to the Patient,butcfpecially 
for the firft drefling, that without any great fenfiblc paine the Sur¬ 
geon may come fomewhat ncerc the fenfible and living parts, ever 
mildly eroding, clipping, and abounding onely the corrupt flefli, 
and giving a lively warmth to Nature ; and in this manner proceed 
thrice, if you fee fitting , or at the lead; twice for everie twenrie 
foure houres, or as in diferetion the difcrect Artift pleafe, and fo 
for three dayes and nights together in this worke, or as long or 
fhort a time as caufe (hall offer: And you fhall not need ro ufe 
any cauterizing Buttons at all, after the firft putrid Hefh is eroded, 
onely one,and that at each drefling you may ufe fomewhat hot unto 
the remaining dead end of the bone, therewith to caufe the faid 
end of the remaining abfeifled bone to fcale the fooncr : but after 
the fecond or third drefling, it will be fit to confider to apply fomc 
Unguent foveant and digeftive very warme. 

And as for further documents touching artificiall proceeding in 
this Cure, I may as a fuperfluous thing,and frivolous, forbearcany 
further narration to the difcrect young Artift or Scholer in Sur- 
geric, for that the reft of the Cure will no way differ from the ordi- 
narie way of the Cure of other ordinarie Ulcers, but will be healed 
with much celeritie and comfort, through Gods favour, both to the 
Surgeon and Patient. And for the bone, feare it not ; for by the 
onely heating the mortified end thereof, it will fcale off by that time 
the Ulcer be healed, and that with flcfli incarnated upon the living 
part of it admirably, and will in fitting time liccatrize, and be per- 
» fc&Iy whole, if the Surgeon will have patience with poorc Nature 

in hervveakenefle to forbeare, and not be too bufie, efpecially with 
Minerall Medicines j all which I leave to the diferetion of each 

under- 
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underftanding Artift : onely once more with this Caveat, as by re¬ 
iteration, chat for the end of the ftumpe, after thaf it hath fcaled, 
that the Surgeon be fure to ufc no Minerall Medicine at all, as pre¬ 
cipitate Vitnol , nor any other, neither mixed with Rtyltcbn^ nor other- 
wife, but with gentle and ordinaric Drgeftivcs, Mundificatives, In- 
carnativeS, and the like gentle Deficcative, or at the utmoft, Parum 
jtlumnu if need be; for that by experience I know, that Mine- 
rail Medicines^s they helpe to fcale a bone, fo they will furely hclpc 
to defile even'the lime bone againe andagaine , and fo make long 
worke upon worke ; the which is foule and hatefull for any Arcift 
to be guiltib of, that profefieth to feare God j yea, and it is abo¬ 
minable to be wittingly riinted with that divcllifh Crime : fdr,let 
reproach and many cvill Curies ever attend upon that Surgeon, 
which willingly prolongeth healing ; for which, many an innoccoc 
Artift dayly ftands accufcd unjuftly thereof: which guilt I advife 
all the Sonnes and Succeflbtirs of fiLfcuhfm niay avoidc, even as 
they feare God, and defire a blcfling from him upon their La¬ 
bours. 

And nOw to conclude, concerning amputation aforefaid, fee it be The condor, 
done in requifite time For the omitting thereof, untill the bloud 
and fpirits be coo much fpent,makcth often the fucccfle of the worke 
doubtfull and defperate,efpecialiy where it is to be a&ed upon the 
whole part: for in truth,when the languifti lbg Patient fhall truly lay. 

Deficit animus . it will be too late for the Artift to anfwer, Um venio. 

And fo I will take my leave at this prefent, concerning the manuall 
part of the worke, in amputating in a mortified place: and for the 
doing of it in the whole part, I referre the Reader to what I have 
formerly, in my firft Edition, in the Swgow Afore explained, which, 

together with this Poft-fcript, I conceive may fatisfic any indifferent 
Reader. * 

Onely one obfervation more,as in charitie to the Patient and the 
young Surgeon, I thought fit to acquaint the young Surgeon with 
what my experience fhewed me, and that is; That after any amputati¬ 
on cither in the found of mortified part, the firft eikers or cadaverous 
floughes being remooved, and the Ulcers rcafonably di'gefted, mun- 
dified,and fomevvhat incarnate, the Patient ufeth ever to be exceeding 
fcnfible,andgrievoufly tender, and alfoflelh is fubje&on thefudden 
to grow over fa ft,and the ftumpe is fub je<ft to turne cancrous,oi; at the 
leaft very dolorous r For remedic whereof, I ufe for one drefling, to 
have Plcdgents of fine Towc made readie before-hand, fo muefi as 
will cover the whole Ulcer; and having ordinarie good ftrong hnguent ,. 
JEgyptiacum, without fublimate,feeching hot in a fmall flat Pewter or 
Stone-Difh,dipthe Plcdgents therein, being very exceedinghoc, and 
fuddenly applyed fb hot to'the Ulcer, ahd bound with another chicice 
Pled gent to keepc it war me, binde if up^nddrefle it no more in-48 
houres; and for the next drefling,cover the Ulcer ondy with foft Lint; 
and likewife in all other dreflirigs provide by thick Pledgents of Towc 
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ever to keepc the ftumpe very warme: and that one onely dreffing,as 
aforefaid, of Mgyptiacum, vvill wholly take away the tendernefle, and 
very much conduce to true healing ; which a fortnight after, if need 
be, may be reiterated. 

And as touching amputation to be performed in the mortified 
place, for that the curing differs nothing from that in common »fe 
for the healing of Ulcers in generall (as is laid) therefore if the dis¬ 
creet Artift have a ftrong and fit Lixivium , a good JEgyptiacumy a 
Digeftive, a Mundificative, an Incarnative, and a Deficcative or 
Sigillative Unguent, and according to Art, and in their feafons, 
make ufe of each of them, hcc is then fitted for the worke. And for 
the firft, hee may prepare his Lixivium as followeth, if hec pleafe, 
and have not one of his owne experience.

Moreover, there are to be prepared ready : i. Cauterizing Buttons,' 
fuch as are following hereafter deferibed, for the eroding and fret- 
tingaway of the putrid, Cadaverous , or fphacelated remaincr after 
abfeiflion of thefirft part, and thefe cauterizing Buttons ought to bee 
thicker then others, namely more ponderous then thofe, which ulua'ly 
Surgeons ufe to cauterize the end ofone or two veines or arteries,which 
being otherwife not fo ferviceabl? for thi^ kindof amputation or o- 
peration, of which it were requifite, that two or three were laid into 
the fire privately, to bee hot, to doe fuch need full fervices, as that 
worke of difmembring requires, namely, they being hot,are to caute¬ 
rize or erode (as is faid) the putrid flefh. 

Alfoitis as fitting to have in readinefletb? other inftruments com¬ 
mon in all amputation, viz. A well fitted faw, a difmembring knife, 
and incifion knife, or a fharpe inftrument, fit to divide and cleanfe 
betwixt the bones &c. Not forgetting likewifc the other fit materials, 
amongft. the reft, as ftupes and rowlers, all which it ought to bee the 
Surgeons ownecare, to be fure to fee ready, that no one thing be wan¬ 
ting at theinftant, andnottotruft tohisafiiftances, leaft to his griefe 
and reproach, he be wantingof fome one or more of them in his ne- 
ceflity.
